ADMINISTRATIVE  INSTRUCTIONS  DESIGNATING  RUST-RESISTANT 
SPECIES  AND  VARIETIES  OF  BARBERRY,  MAHOBERBERIS,  AND 
MAHONIA  PLANTS 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  upon  him  by  §  301.38-5  of  the  regulations 
supplemental  to  the  Black  Stem  Rust  Quarantine  (Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  38, 
7  CFR  301.38-5)  under  section  8  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  of  1912,  as  amended 
(7  U.  S.  C.  161),  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine 
hereby  issues  amended  administrative  instructions  to  designate  the  species  or 
horticultural  varieties  within  the  genera  Berberis,  Mahoberberis,  and  Mahonia 
that,  on  the  basis  of  evidence  satisfactory  to  him,  are  determined  to  be  resistant 
to  black  stem  rust,  as  follows  :

2  The  quarantine  and  other  official  announcements  in  this  publication  were  issued  in  1953 
by  the  then  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  of  the  Agricultural  Research 
Administration.  Enforcement  of  foreign  plant  quarantines  and  those  affecting  territories 
and  possessions  of  the  United  States  was  delegated  to  the  Plant  Quarantine  Branch  of 
the  Agricultural  Research  Service  under  the  Department  of  Agriculture  reorganization 
effective  January  2,  1954.  At  the  same  time,  enforcement  of  the  remaining  domestic 
plant  quarantines  was  delegated  to  the  Plant  Pest  Control  Branch  of  the  Agricultural 
Research  Service. 
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(c)  Under  the  regulations  in  this  subpart,  seeds  and  fruit  of  the  Species  and 
varieties  in  paragraph  (a)  of  this  section,  if  produced  in  any  of  the  States  of 
Colorado,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Kansas,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  Missouri,  Mon- 
tana, Nebraska,  North  Dakota,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  South  Dakota,  Virginia, 
Washington,  West  Virginia,  Wisconsin,  and  Wyoming,  may  be  moved  between 
such  States  only  under  permit  or,  wherever  produced,  may  be  moved  from  the 
States  named  to  points  outside  thereof,  and  between  States  other  than  those 
named,  without  restriction.

These  instructions  shall  become  effective  on  April  25,  1953.  when  they  shall 
supersede  B.  E.  P.  Q.  577,  revised,  effective  April  22,  1950  (7  CFR  Supp. 
301.38-5a). 

The  purpose  of  this  amendment  is  to  add  to  the  list  of  rust-resistant  species 
and  horticultural  varieties  of  barberry,  inahoberberis,  and  mahonia  plants  the 
following  six  additional  species  and  varieties  :  Herberts  insignis  Hook.  &  Thomas.. 
B.  linearifolia  Phil.,  B.  lologensis  Sandwith.,  B.  Renton  Hort.,  B.  xantlxoxijlon 
Hort..  Mahoberberis  miethkeana  Hort.  The  designation  of  such  rust-resistant 
species  and  varieties  in  effect  constitutes  a  relaxation  of  the  restrictions  of  the 
regulations  and  depends  upon  facts  within  the  knowledge  of  the  Bureau  of  En- 
tomology and  Plant  Quarantine.  It  has  been  determined  that  there  is  no  un- 
warranted pest  risk  involved  in  the  permitted  movement  of  such  species  and 
varieties.  The  determination  having  been  made  that  these  species  and  varieties 
are  rust-resistant,  authorization  for  their  movement  in  accordance  with  the 
regulations  should  be  accomplished  promptly.  Accordingly,  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  section  4  of  the  Administrative  Procedure  Act  (5  U.  S.  C.  1003). 
it  is  found  upon  good  cause  that  notice  and  other  public  procedure  concerning 
these  instructions  are  impracticable,  unnecessary,  or  contrary  to  the  public 
interest,  and  good  cause  is  found  for  making  them  effective  less  than  thirty  days 
after  publication  hereof  in  the  Federal  Register.

GOLDEN  NEMATODE  SUPPRESSIVE  PROGRAM,  1953  SEASON 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  by  the  Golden  Nematode  Act  (62  Stat. 
442;  7  U.  S.  C.  Supp.  V  150-150e),  and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  of  the  United 
States  having  determined  that  the  State  of  New  York,  through  legislation,  appro- 
priations, and  issuance  of  quarantine  regulations  has  provided  authority,  funds, 
and  other  means  for  that  State  to  carry  out  effectively  for  the  1953  potato  crop 
year  a  cooperative  program  to  suppress,  control,  and  prevent  the  spread  of  the 
infestation  of  the  golden  nematode  known  to  exist  in  a  certain  area  in  that  State, 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  of  the  United  States  and  the  Commissioner  of  Agri- 
culture and  Markets  of  the  State  of  New  York  hereby  cooperatively  promulgate 
the  following  regulations  to  govern  the  payment  of  compensation  to  growers  in 
such  area  for  not  planting  potatoes  pursuant  to  such  program.

303.1  Eligibility  for  compensation.

Authority  :  §§  303.1  to  303..4  issued  under  62  Stat.  442  ;  7  U.  S.  C.  Sup.  150-150e. 

§  303.1  Eligibility  for  compensation.  Compensation  will  be  paid  under  the 
regulations  in  this  subpart  only  to  persons  who :  (a)  During  the  1953  potato  crop 
year  own  and  operate  land  customarily  used  for  growing  potatoes  in  the  portion 
of  Long  Island,  New  York,  where  the  golden  nematode  is  known  to  occur;  (6) 
refrain  from  planting  potatoes  on  those  portions  of  such  land  which  are  found 
to  be  infested  or  dangerously  exposed  to  infestation  by  the  golden  nematode  and 
plant  on  such  portions  of  the  land  only  crops  approved  by  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  Markets  of  the  State  of  New  York  (hereinafter  called  the  New 
York  Department  of  Agriculture)  ;  (c)  comply  Ln  good  faith  with  all  regulations 
concerning  the  golden  nematode  promulgated  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  the  New  York  Department  of  Agriculture;  and  (d)  execute  an 
agreement  in  the  form  provided  for  in  §  303.3  and  comply  therewith. 

§  303.2  Payment  of  compensation,  {a)  Losses  to  owner-operators  of  lands 
found  to  be  infested  by  or  dangerously  exposed  to  infestation  by  the  golden 
nematode,  arising  from  such  owner-operators'  refraining  from  planting  potatoes 
pursuant  to  the  cooperative  program  for  the  control  and  suppression  of  such 
nematode,  shall  be  borne  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  the 
New  York  Department  of  Agriculture,  and  the  owner-operators. 

(&)  Compensation  to  each  owner-operator  eligible  therefor  under  the  provisions 
of  this  subpart  will  be  paid  jointly  and  in  eciual  amounts  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  New  York  Department  of  Agriculture. 

(c)  It  has  been  determined  that,  based  on  (1)  the  estimated  value  of  crops 
approved  by  the  New  York  Department  of  Agriculture  for  production  on  lands 
infested  by  the  golden  nematode,  (2)  an  analysis  of  the  average  cost  of  producing 
potatoes  in  Long  Island,  New  York,  (3)  the  average  annual  yield  of  potatoes  in 
Long  Island,  and  (4)  the  estimated  sale  value  of  potatoes  in  that  area,  joint 
compensation  of  $60  per  acre  will  not  be  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  total  loss 
accruing  to  any  owner-operator  from  the  nonplanting  of  potatoes.  Therefore, 
compensation  at  the  rate  of  $60  per  acre  will  be  paid  to  each  eligible  owner- 
operator  with  respect  to  lands  of  such  owner-operator  which  are  found  to  be 
infested  by  or  exposed  to  infestation  by  the  golden  nematode.  One-half  of  such 
payment  will  be  made  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the 
other  one-half  will  be  made  by  the  New  York  Department  of  Agriculture. 

§  303.3  Agreement  and  voucher  requirements.  Each  owner-operator  who 
wishes  to  be  eligible  for  compensation  under  the  regulations  in  this  subpart  shall 
execute  an  agreement  with  the  New  York  Department  of  Agriculture  on  a  form 
obtainable  from  said  Department.  The  agreement  shall  be  executed  at  least  in 
duplicate.  Claim  for  Federal  compensation  under  the  regulations  in  this  subpart 
shall  be  made  by  each  owner-operator  eligible  therefor  by  submitting  to  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  one  fully  executed  copy  of  the  agree- 
ment certified  by  a  responsible  officer  of  the  New  York  Department  of  Agriculture 
with  a  voucher  (Standard  Form  1034)  executed  by  the  owner-operator  stating 
the  purpose  of  the  voucher  substantially  as  follows  : 

One-half  of  compensation  for  refraining  from  planting  potatoes  on acres  of 

land  infested  by  or  exposed  to  the  golden  nematode. 

The  agreement  and  certificate  will  be  deemed  a  part  of  the  voucher.  The  agree- 
ment and  certificate  shall  conform  substantially  to  the  sample  forms  thereof,  filed 
in  the  Federal  Register  Division  with  this  document.1 

§  303.4  Administration.  The  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  has  been  authorized  to  carry  out, 
on  behalf  of  the  Federal  Government,  the  cooperative  program  to  suppress,  con- 
trol and  prevent  the  spread  of  the  golden  nematode  during  the  1953  potato  crop 
year.  The  Federal  official  in  charge  of  the  Golden  Nematode  Project  working 
under  the  direction  of  the  Chief  of  said  Bureau,  has  been  designated  as  the 
authorized  agent  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  of  the  United  States  for  deter- 
mining eligibility  for  compensation  under  the  regulations  in  this  subpart  and 
approving  the  amount  of  compensation  to  be  paid  by  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  to  any  owner-operator  who  refrains  from  planting  potatoes 
during  the  1953  potato  crop  year. 


1  Filed  as  part  of  the  original  document. 
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Enabling  legislation  by  the  State  of  Xew  York  authorizing  State  cooperation, 
required  by  section  4  of  the  Golden  Xematode  Act  as  a  requisite  for  Federal 
participation,  is  contained  in  Chapter  171  approved  March  24,  1953.  Regulations 
pertaining  to  the  cooperative  program  to  suppress  the  golden  nematode  for  the 
1952  season  became  effective  September  24,  1952,  7  CFR,  Supp.  303.1  to  303.4. 
The  program  to  suppress  the  golden  nematode  was  cooperatively  reviewed  Sep- 
tember 24.  1952  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  and  Markets  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  it  was  jointly 
agreed  that  for  the  season  of  1953  the  procedures  followed  for  the  1952  season 
would  be  continued  and  the  rate  of  compensation  paid  to  each  owner-operator  of 
lands  infested  by  or  exposed  to  infestation  by  the  golden  nematode  would  be  S60 
per  acre.  Information  with  reference  to  this  program  was  presented  to  the  land 
owners  in  advance  of  1953  planting  operations.  Land  owners  recognized  the 
value  of  the  program  for  suppressing,  controlling,  and  preventing  the  spread  of 
the  golden  nematode. 

Compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  regulations  is  not  obligatory,  but  confers 
a  benefit  upon  eligible  land  owners.  Accordingly,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
section  4  of  the  Administrative  Procedure  Act  I  5  U.  S.  C.  1003) .  it  is  found,  upon 
good  cause,  that  further  notice  and  public  procedure  on  these  regulations  are 
unnecessary,  impracticable  and  contrary  to  the  public  interest,  and  good  cause  is 
found  for  their  issuance  effective  less  than  30  days  after  publication. 

The  regulations  in  this  subpart  shall  be  effective  July  31.  1953,  and  on  that  date 
shall  supersede  the  regulations  contained  in  7  CFR,  1952  Supp.  303.1  et  seq., 
effective  September  24, 1952.

DELEGATION    OF    AUTHORITY    RELATING    TO    GOLDEN    NEMATODE 
SUPPRESSIVE  PROGRAM 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Golden  Xematode  Act  (7  U.  S.  C.  150-150e). 
authority  is  hereby  delegated  with  respect  to  the  Golden  Xematode  Suppressive 
Program  (7  CFR  303.1  et  seq..  as  amended)  as  follows: 

(a)  Agency  designated  to  act  for  Federal  Government.  The  Bureau  of  En- 
tomology and  Plant  Quarantine  of  this  Department  is  hereby  authorized  to  carry 
out,  on  behalf  of  the  Federal  Government,  the  cooperative  program  to  suppress, 
control,  and  prevent  the  spread  of  the  golden  nematode. 

(b)  Agent  of  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  determine  eligibility  for  payment. 
The  Federal  official  in  charge  of  the  Golden  Xematode  Project,  working  under 
the  direction  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine,  is 
hereby  designated  as  the  authorized  agent  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  in 
determining  eligibility  for  compensation  under  the  regulations  governing  the 
Golden  Xematode  Suppressive  Program  (7  CFR  303.1  et  seq.,  as  amended),  and 
approving  the  amount  of  compensation  to  be  provided  by  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  under  such  regulations  to  any  owner-operator  who 
refrains  from  planting  potatoes. 

This  delegation  shall  be  effective  immediately.  All  action  heretofore  taken 
which  would,  have  been  authorized  by  this  delegation  if  it  had  been  in  effect  at 
the  time  of  such  action  is  hereby  ratified.

AND  COVERS  QUARANTINE  (NO.  8) 

UNITED  STATES  DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE  COTTON  QUARAN- 
TINE IMPORT  REGULATIONS  COMBINED  INTO  SINGLE  ORDER 

(Press  Notice) 

April  10,  1953. 

United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  plant  quarantine  orders  and  reg- 
ulations applicable  to  importation  into  the  United  States  of  cotton  lint,  linters 
and  waste,  cottonseed,  cottonseed  products,  cotton  covers,  and  certain  other  used 
fabrics  have  been  revised  and  consolidated  into  a  single  quarantine  order  and 
set  of  regulations  to  become  effective  May  10,  1953,  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  announced  today.  Complete  details  of  the  revised  quaran- 
tine and  regulations  are  in  the  Federal  Register  of  April  10,  1953. 

The  new  order  also  rescinds  restrictions  on  importation  of  cottonseed  oil  from 
Mexico.  Such  oil  as  now  refined  and  handled  no  longer  constitutes  a  possible 
carrier  of  insect  infestation. 

The  revision  of  these  cotton  regulations  includes  as  an  additional  basis  for 
quarantine  the  hazard  of  introducing  the  golden  nematode  of  potatoes  and  the 
flag  smut  disease  of  wheat  in  covers  used  for  imported  commodities.  Previous 
orders  were  imposed  solely  as  a  safeguard  against  the  entry  of  the  pink  bollworm 
of  cotton. 

Conditional  importation  of  unfumigated  cotton  and  cotton  products  will  be  al- 
lowed when  such  products  are  destined  to  a  mill  or  plant  approved  by  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine.  Before  approval,  a  mill  or 
plant  will  be  required  to  agree  to  utilize  the  products  in  a  manner  to  eliminate 
all  possibility  of  pest  introduction. 

Another  change  relates  to  unfumigated  cotton  restricted  solely  because  of  the 
pink  bollworm.  When  such  cotton  has  been  stored  in  non-cotton  growing  areas 
of  the  United  States  for  18  months,  it  may  be  released  without  further  treat- 
ment. 

Most  of  the  changes  have  been  made  to  conform  to  cotton  handling  practices 
or  to  accumulated  knowledge  of  risk  of  pest  introduction  involved  in  various 
import  practices.

FOREIGN  COTTON  AND  COVERS 

On  March  28,  1951,  pursuant  to  notices  published  in  the  Federal  Register  on 
February  8,  1951  (16  F.  R.  1204  and  1207),  a  public  hearing  was  held  with  re- 
spect to  the  proposed  revision  of  various  plant  quarantines,  orders,  and  regula- 
tions concerning  the  importation  into  the  United  States  of  cotton,  cotton  products, 
and  cotton  wrappings,  and  the  need  for  restrictions  upon  the  importation  of  bag- 
ging for  certain  other  commodities,  under  sections  5,  7,  and  8  of  the  Plant  Quar- 
antine Act  of  1912,  as  amended.  On  July  16,  1952,  notice  of  rule  making  was 
published  in  the  Federal  Register  (17  F.  R.  6434)  with  respect  to  the  proposed 
revocation  of  the  order  restricting  the  importation  into  the  United  States  of  cot- 
tonseed oil  from  Mexico  (7  CFR  321.202)  and  the  revision  and  combination  into 
one  document  of  the  foreign  pink  bollworm  quarantine  and  regulations  (7  CFR 
319.8,  319.8-1  et  seq. )  and  several  orders  and  regulations  restricting  the  importa- 
tion into  the  United  States  of  foreign  cotton  lint,  cotton,  and  cotton  wrappings, 
cottonseed  cake,  cottonseed  meal,  and  all  other  cottonseed  products  except  oil 
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(7  CPR  321.101,  321.102  et  seq.,  321.201,  and  321.203  et  seq.)  After  due  con- 
sideration of  all  relevant  matters  presented  at  the  hearing  or  pursuant  to  the 
notice  of  rule  making  and  under  the  authority  of  sections  5,  7,  8,  and  9  of  said 
Plant  Quarantine  Act  (7  U.  S.  C.  159,  160,  161,  162),  the  following  provisions 
to  constitute  a  new  subpart  entitled  "Foreign  Cotton  and  Covers"  in  7  CFR 
Part  319,  are  hereby  promulgated.

FoREroN  Cotton  and  Covers  Quarantine 

§  319.8  Notice  of  quarantine,  (a)  Pursuant  to  sections  5  and  7  of  the  Plant 
Quarantine  Act  of  1912,  as  amended  (7  U.  S.  C.  159,  160),  and  having  given  the 
public  hearing  required  thereunder,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  hereby  deter- 
mines that  the  unrestricted  importation  into  the  United  States  from  all  foreign 
countries  and  localities  of  ( 1 )  any  parts  or  products  of  plants  of  the  genus  Gossyp- 
ium,  including  seed  cotton ;  cottonseed ;  cotton  lint,  linters,  and  other  forms  of 
cotton  fiber  (not  including  yarn,  thread,  and  cloth)  ;  cottonseed  hulls,  cake,  meal, 
and  other  cottonseed  products,  except  oil ;  cotton  waste,  including  thread  waste ; 
and  any  other  unmanufactured  parts  of  cotton  plants;  and  (2)  second-hand  bur- 
lap and  other  fabrics,  shredded  or  otherwise,  which  have  been  used,  or  are  of  the 
kinds  ordinarily  used,  for  containing  cotton,  grains,  field  seeds,  agricultural  roots, 
rhizomes,  tubers,  or  other  underground  crops,  may  result  in  the  entry  into  the 
United  States  of  the  pink  bollworm  (Pectinophora  gossypiella  (Sound.) ),  the 
golden  nematode  of  potatoes  (Heterodera  rostochiensis  Wr.),  the  flag  smut 
disease  (Urocystis  tritici  Koern.),  and  other  injurious  plant  diseases  and  insect 
pests,  and  said  Secretary  hereby  further  determines,  that,  in  order  to  prevent 
the  introduction  into  the  United  States  of  said  plant  diseases  and  insect  pests 
which  are  new  to  or  not  heretofore  widely  prevalent  or  distributed  within  and 
throughout  the  United  States,  it  is  necessary  to  forbid  the  importation  into  the 
United  States  of  the  plants  and  products,  including  fabrics,  specified  above  except 
as  permitted  in  the  regulations  supplemental  hereto.  Hereafter  the  plants  and 
products  specified  above  shall  not  be  imported  or  offered  for  entry  into  the  United 
States  from  any  foreign  country  or  locality  except  as  permitted  by  said  regula- 
tions, and  the  plants  and  products  permitted  by  the  regulations  to  be  imported 
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or  offered  for  entry  from  countries  and  localities  specified  in  the  regulations  shall 
be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  sections  1,  2,  3,  and  4  of  said  Plant  Quarantine  Act 
(7  U.  S.  C.  154,  156,  157,  and  158)  :  Provided,  That  whenever  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  shall  find  that  existing  conditions 
as  to  the  pest  risk  involved  in  the  importation  of  any  of  the  permitted  plants 
or  products  from  the  countries  and  localities  specified  in  the  regulations  make  it 
safe  to  modify,  by  making  less  stringent,  the  restrictions  contained  in  any  of  such 
regulations,  he  shall  set  forth  and  publish  such  findings  in  administrative  instruc- 
tions, specifying  the  manner  in  which  the  regulations  shall  be  made  less  stringent, 
whereupon  such  modification  shall  become  effective. 

(b)  As  used  in  this  section  the  term  "United  States"  shall  have  the  meaning 
ascribed  to  it  in  the  regulations  supplemental  hereto. 

REGULATIONS  ;  GENERAL 

§  319.8-1  Definitions.  For  the  purposes  of  the  regulations  in  this  subpart, 
the  following  words  shall  be  construed,  respectively,  to  mean : 

(a)  Cotton.  Parts  and  products  of  plants  of  the  genus  Gossypium,  including 
seed  cotton ;  cottonseed ;  cotton  lint,  linters  and  other  forms  of  cotton  fiber,  not 
including  yarn,  thread  and  cloth ;  cottonseed  hulls,  cake,  meal,  and  other  cotton- 
seed products,  except  oil ;  cotton  waste ;  and  all  other  unmanufactured  parts  of 
cotton  plants. 

( b )  Seed  cotton.     Cotton  as  it  comes  from  the  field. 

(c)  Cottonseed.     Cottonseed  from  which  the  lint  has  been  removed. 

(d)  Lint.  All  forms  of  raw  ginned  cotton,  either  baled  or  unbaled,  except 
linters  and  waste. 

(e)  Linters.  All  forms  of  cotton  fiber  separated  from  cottonseed  after  the 
lint  has  been  removed,  excluding  so-called  "hull  fiber"  which  shall  be  considered 
in  the  same  category  as  waste. 

(f )  Waste.  All  forms  of  cotton  waste  derived  from  the  manufacture  of  cotton 
lint,  in  any  form  or  under  any  trade  designation,  including  gin  waste  and  thread 
waste ;  and  waste  products  derived  from  the  milling  of  cottonseed. 

(g)  Clean  waste.  Waste  that  has  been  processed  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
remove  all  uncrushed  cottonseed  or  to  have  destroyed  all  insect  life. 

(h)  Covers.  Second-hand  burlap  and  other  fabric,  shredded  or  otherwise, 
including  any  whole  bag,  bag  that  has  been  slit  open,  and  any  part  of  a  bag, 
which  has  been  used,  or  is  of  the  kind  ordinarily  used,  for  containing  cotton, 
grains,  field  seeds,  agricultural  roots,  rhizomes,  tubers,  or  other  underground 
crops.  Burlap  and  other  fabric,  when  new  or  unused  are  excluded  from  this 
definition. 

(i)  Uncompressed  cotton.  Cotton  which  has  been  baled  or  packaged  to  a 
density  not  exceeding  approximately  20  pounds  per  cubic  foot. 

(j)  Compressed,  cotton.  Cotton  which  has  been  compressed  or  pressed  and 
baled,  or  packaged  to  a  density  greater  than  approximately  20  pounds  and  less 
than  approximately  28  pounds  per  cubic  foot. 

(k)  High  density  cotton.  Cotton  which  has  been  compressed  or  pressed  and 
baled  or  packaged  to  a  density  of  approximately  28  or  more  pounds  per  cubic  foot. 

(1)  Contamination,  contaminated.  Containing  an  admixture  of  whole  cotton- 
seed or  seed  cotton,  or  containing  material  which  may  carry  the  golden  nematode 
of  potatoes  or  the  flag  smut  disease. 

(m)  Samples.  Samples  of  lint,  linters,  waste,  cottonseed  cake,  and  cottonseed 
meal,  of  the  amount  and  character  usually  required  for  trade  purposes. 

(n)  United  States.  Any  of  the  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska, 
Hawaii,  Puerto  Rico,  or  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the  United  States. 

(o)  North,  northern.  When  used  to  designate  ports  of  arrival,  these  terms 
mean  the  port  of  Norfolk,  Virginia,  and  all  Atlantic  Coast  ports  north  thereof, 
ports  along  the  Canadian  border,  and  Pacific  Coast  ports  in  the  States  of  Wash- 
ington and  Oregon.  When  used  in  a  geographic  sense  to  designate  areas  or  loca- 
tions, these  terms  mean  the  area  comprised  of  States  in  which  cotton  is  not  grown 
commercially :  Provided,  That  when  cotton  is  grown  commercially  in  certain  por- 
tions of  a  State,  as  is  the  case  in  Illinois,  Kansas,  and  Missouri,  these  terms  in- 
clude only  those  portions  of  such  State  as  may  be  administratively  designated  by 
the  Chief  of  Bureau  as  remote  from  the  main  area  of  cotton  production. 

(p)  Contiguous  areas  of  Mexico.  The  cotton  producing  areas  of  Mexico 
contiguous  to  cotton-producing  areas  in  that  part  of  the  United  States  designated 
as  regulated  areas  in  Federal  pink  bollworm  regulations  (§301.52-2  of  this 
chapter). 
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(q)  West  Coast  of  Mexico.  The  State  of  Sinaloa  and  the  State  of  Sonora  in 
Mexico,  except  that  part  of  the  Imperial  Valley  lying  between  San  Luis  Mesa  and 
the  Colorado  River. 

(r)  Imperial  Valley  of  Mexico.  The  Imperial  Valley  in  the  State  of  Baja 
California,  Mexico,  and  that  portion  of  the  Valley  in  the  State  of  Sonora,  Mexico, 
lying  between  San  Luis  Mesa  and  the  Colorado  River. 

(s)  Treatment.  Procedures  administratively  approved  by  the  Chief  of 
Bureau  for  destroying  infestations  or  infections  of  insect  pests  or  plant  diseases, 
such  as  fumigation,  application  of  chemicals  or  dry  or  moist  heat,  and  processing, 
utilization,  and  storage. 

(t)  Permit.  A  form  of  authorization  to  allow  the  importation  of  cotton  or 
covers  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  in  this  subpart. 

(u)   Approved.     Approved  by  the  Chief  of  Bureau. 

(v)  Authorized.     Authorized  by  the  Chief  of  Bureau. 

(w)  CJiief  of  Bureau.  The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant 
Quarantine,  or  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  Bureau  to  whom  authority  has  here- 
tofore been  delegated  or  may  hereafter  be  delegated  to  act  in  his  stead. 

(x)  Bureau.  The  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

(y)  Inspector.  Any  person  authorized  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to 
enforce  the  provisions  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act. 

(z)  Person.  Any  individual,  firm,  corporation,  company,  society,  association, 
or  any  organized  group  of  any  of  the  foregoing. 

CONDITIONS  OF  IMPORT ATION  AND  ENTRY  OF  COTTON  AND  COVEKS 

§  319.8-2  Permit  procedure.  (a)  Except  as  otherwise  provided  for  in 
§§  319.8-8  (e)  and  319.8-16,  permits  shall  be  obtained  for  importations  into  the 
United  States  of  all  cotton  and  covers.  Permits  will  be  issued  only  for  cotton 
and  covers  authorized  entry  under  §§  319.8-6  through  319.8-19.  Importation 
of  other  cotton  and  covers  is  prohibited.  Persons  desiring  to  import  cotton  or 
covers  under  §§  319.8-6  through  319.8-19  shall,  in  advance  of  departure  of  such 
material  from  a  foreign  port,  submit  to  the  Bureau  an  application  1  stating  the 
name  and  address  of  the  importer,  the  country  from  which  such  material  is  to 
be  imported,  and  the  kind  of  cotton  or  covers  it  is  desired  to  import.  Applica- 
tions to  import  cottonseed  shall  state  the  approximate  quantity  and  the  proposed 
United  States  port  of  entry.  Applications  to  import  lint,  linters,  or  waste  shall 
state  whether  such  materials  are  compressed. 

(b)  Applications  to  import  lint,  linters,  or  waste  at  a  port  other  than  one  in 
the  North  or  on  the  Mexican  Border  shall  also  specify  whether  the  commodity  is 
compressed  to  high  density. 

(c)  Applications  to  import  cotton  or  covers  from  contiguous  areas  of  Mexico, 
the  West  Coast  of  Mexico,  or  the  Imperial  Valley  of  Mexico,  shall  also  state  the 
place  of  origin. 

(d)  Applications  for  permits  may  be  made  orally  or  on  forms  provided  for  the 
purpose  by  the  Bureau,  or  may  be  made  by  a  letter  or  telegram  containing  all  the 
information  required  by  this  section. 

(e)  Upon  receipt  and  approval  of  such  application  by  the  Bureau,  an  individ- 
ual or  continuing  permit  will  be  issued  authorizing  the  importation  and  specifying 
the  port  of  entry  and  the  conditions  of  entry.  A  copy  of  the  permit  will  be  sup- 
plied to  the  importer. 

(f )  Upon  receipt  of  an  application  to  import  unfumigated  lint,  linters,  waste, 
or  covers,  for  utilization  under  agreement  as  defined  in  §319.8-6  (a)  (2),  an 
investigation  will  be  made  by  an  inspector  to  determine  that  the  receiving  mill 
or  plant  is  satisfactorily  located  geographically,  is  equipped  with  all  necessary 
safeguards,  and  is  apparently  in  a  position  to  fulfill  all  precautionary  conditions 
to  which  it  may  agree.  Upon  determination  by  the  inspector  that  these  qualifi- 
cations are  fulfilled,  the  owner  or  operator  of  the  mill  or  plant  may  sign  an 
agreement  specifying  that  the  required  precautionary  conditions  will  be  main- 
tained. Such  signed  agreement  will  be  a  necessary  requisite  to  the  release  at  the 
port  of  entry  of  any  imported  lint,  linters,  waste,  or  covers  for  forwarding  to  and 
utilization  at  such  mill  or  plant  in  lieu  of  vacuum  fumigation  or  other  treatment 
orherwise  required  by  this  subpart.  Permits  for  the  importation  of  such  ma- 
terials will  be  issued  in  accordance  with  paragraph  (a)  of  this  section. 

1  Applications  for  permits  should  be  made  to  Import  and  Permit  Section,  Bureau  of 
Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine,  209  River  Street,  Hoboken,  N.  J. 
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(g)  Permits  for  importation  of  any  cotton  or  covers  are  conditioned  upon  com- 
pliance with  all  requirements  set  forth  therein  and  such  additional  requirements 
in  this  subpart  as  are  in  terms  applicable  thereto.  Failure  to  comply  with  any 
such  requirement  will  be  deemed  to  invalidate  the  permit.  Permits  may  also  be 
cancelled  or  may  be  refused  as  provided  in  §  319.8-3,  or  entry  denied  as  provided 
in  §§  319.8-9,  319.8-10,  and  319.8-11. 

(h)  If  through  no  fault  of  the  importer  a  shipment  of  cotton  or  covers  arrives 
at  a  United  States  port  in  advance  of  the  issuance  of  a  permit,  it  may  be  held, 
under  suitable  safeguards  prescribed  by  the  inspector  at  the  port,  in  Customs 
custody  at  the  risk  of  the  importer,  pending  issuance  of  a  permit,  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  20  days. 

§  319.8-3  Refusal  and  cancellation  of  permits,  (a)  Permits  for  the  impor- 
tation of  lint,  linters,  and  waste  from  contiguous  areas  of  Mexico  as  authorized 
in  §  319.8-9  may  be  refused  and  existing  permits  cancelled  by  the  Chief  of  Bureau 
or  the  inspector  (1)  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Chief  of  Bureau,  effective  quaran- 
tine measures  are  not  maintained  by  the  duly  authorized  officials  of  Mexico  to 
prohibit  the  movement  into  such  contiguous  areas  of  cotton  and  covers  grown 
or  handled  in  other  parts  of  Mexico  infested  by  the  pink  bollworm  or  in  countries 
other  than  the  United  States,  or  (2)  if  the  lint,  linters,  and  waste  have  not  been 
produced  in  the  contiguous  area  and  handled  under  sanitary  conditions  par- 
alleling those  required  by  §  301.52-1  et  seq.  of  this  chapter,  for  like  products 
originating  in  comparable  parts  of  the  United  States  designated  as  regulated 
areas  in  §  301.52-2  of  this  chapter  or  amendments  thereof. 

(b)  Permits  for  the  importation  of  lint  and  linters  from  the  West  Coast  of 
Mexico  as  authorized  in  §  319.8-10  may  be  refused  and  existing  permits  cancelled 
by  the  Chief  of  Bureau  or  the  inspector  (1)  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Chief  of 
Bureau,  effective  quarantine  measures  are  not  maintained  by  the  duly  authorized 
officials  of  Mexico  to  prohibit  the  movement  into  the  West  Coast  of  Mexico  of 
cotton  and  covers  grown  or  handled  in  other  parts  of  Mexico  infested  with  the 
pink  bollworm  or  from  countries  other  than  the  United  States,  or  (2)  if  it  has 
been  determined  by  the  Bureau  that  the  pink  bollworm  exists  in  the  area  com- 
prising the  West  Coast  of  Mexico. 

(c)  Permits  for  the  importation  of  cotton  and  covers  from  the  Imperial  Valley 
of  Mexico  as  authorized  in  §  319.8-11  may  be  refused  and  existing  permits  can- 
celled by  the  Chief  of  Bureau  or  the  inspector  (1)  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Chief 
of  Bureau,  effective  quarantine  measures  are  not  maintained  by  the  duly  author- 
ized officials  of  Mexico  to  prohibit  the  movement  into  the  State  of  Baja  Cali- 
fornia, Mexico,  of  cotton  and  covers  grown  or  handled  in  other  parts  of  Mexico 
or  in  countries  other  than  the  United  States,  (2)  if  it  has  been  determined  by 
the  Bureau  that  the  pink  bollworm  exists  in  the  Imperial  Valley  of  Mexico,  or 
(3)  if  cottonseed  is  moved  to  the  Territory  of  Baja  California  from  areas  of 
Mexico  infested  with  the  pink  bollworm  or  from  countries  other  than  the  United 
States,  or  other  pest  hazards  are  discovered  or  allowed  to  develop  therein  which 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Chief  of  Bureau  would  increase  the  risk  of  pest  introduc- 
tion into  the  United  States  by  importations  under  §  319.8-11. 

§  319.8-4  Notice  of  arrival.  Immediately  upon  arrival  of  any  shipment  of 
cotton  or  covers  at  a  port  of  entry  the  importer  shall  submit  in  duplicate,  through 
the  United  States  Collector  of  Customs  and  for  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture,  a  notice  of  such  arrival,  on  a  form  provided  for  that  purpose 
(Form  EQ-368)  and  shall  give  such  information  as  is  called  for  by  that  form. 

§  319.8-5  Marking  of  containers.  Every  bale  or  other  container  of  lint,  linters, 
waste,  or  covers  imported  or  offered  for  entry  shall  be  plainly  marked  with  a 
a  bale  number  or  other  mark  to  distinguish  it  from  other  bales  or  containers. 
Bales  of  lint  and  linters  from  Mexico  shall,  in  addition,  be  tagged  or  otherwise 
marked  to  show  the  gin  or  mill  of  origin. 

ADDITIONAL   CONDITIONS    OF  ENTRY   OF   COTTON   AND   COVERS   FROM    COUNTRIES   OTHER 

THAN  MEXICO 

§319.8-6  Lint,  linters,  and  waste — (a)  Compressed  to  high  density.  (1)  (i) 
Entry  of  lint,  linters,  and  waste,  other  than  clean  waste,  compressed  to  high 
density,  from  countries  other  than  Mexico,  will  be  authorized,  subject  to  vacuum 
fumigation,  at  any  part  where  approved  vacuum  fumigation  facilities  are  avail- 
able, or  may  hereafter  be  made  available,  and  where  there  are  inspectors  at 
the  port  to  supervise  such  fumigation. 

(ii)  Importations  of  such  lint,  linters,  and  waste,  other  than  clean  waste,  arriv- 
ing at  a  northern  port  where  there  are  no  vacuum  fumigation  facilities  may  be 
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entered  only  for  transportation  in  bond  to  another  northern  port  where  such 
facilities  are  available  for  fumigation, 

(iii)  Importations  of  such  lint,  linters,  and  waste,  other  than  clean  waste, 
arriving  at  a  port  in  the  State  of  California  where  there  are  no  approved  fumi- 
gation facilities  may  be  entered  only  (a)  for  immediate  transportation  by  all- 
water  route  to  a  port  where  approved  vacuum  fumigation  facilities  are  available, 
there  to  receive  the  required  fumigation  before  release,  or  (6)  for  immediate 
transportation  by  all-water  route  to  a  northern  port  for  entry  without  vacuum 
fumigation  but  for  utilization  as  provided  for  in  subparagraph  (2)  of  this  para- 
graph. 

(2)  Entry  of  lint,  linters,  and  waste,  compressed  to  high  density,  from  coun- 
tries other  than  Mexico,  will  be  authorized  without  vacuum  fumigation  at  any 
northern  port,  subject  to  movement  to  an  approved  mill  or  plant,  the  owner  or 
operator  of  which  has  executed  an  agreement  with  the  Bureau  to  the  effect  that, 
in  consideration  of  the  waiving  of  vacuum  fumigation  as  a  condition  of  entry  and 
the  substitution  of  approved  utilization  therefor  : 

(i)  The  lint,  linters,  and  waste  so  entered  will  be  consumed  at  the  mill  or 
plant  in  a  manufacturing  process  and  until  so  used  will  be  retained  at  the  mill 
or  plant,  unless  written  authority  is  granted  by  the  Bureau  to  move  the  material 
to  another  mill  or  plant ; 

(ii)  Sanitary  measures  satisfactory  to  the  Bureau  will  be  taken  with  respect 
to  the  collection  and  disposal  of  any  waste,  residues,  and  covers,  including  the 
collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  from  railroad  cars,  trucks,  or  other  carriers 
used  in  transporting  the  material  to  the  mill  or  plant ; 

(iii)  Inspectors  of  the  Bureau  will  have  access  to  the  mill  or  plant  at  any 
reasonable  time  to  observe  the  methods  of  handling  the  material,  the  disposal 
of  refuse,  residues,  waste,  and  covers,  and  otherwise  to  check  compliance  with 
the  terms  of  the  agreement ; 

(iv)  Such  reports  of  the  receipt  and  utilization  of  the  material,  and  disposal 
of  waste  therefrom  as  may  be  required  by  the  inspector  will  be  submitted  to  him 
promptly ; 

(v)  Such  other  requirements  as  may  be  necessary  in  the  opinion  of  the  Chief 
of  Bureau  to  assure  retention  of  the  material,  including  all  wastes  and  residues, 
at  the  mill  or  plant  and  its  processing,  utilization  or  disposal  in  a  manner  that 
will  eliminate  all  pest  risk,  will  be  complied  with. 

(3)  Failure  to  comply  with  any  of  the  conditions  of  an  agreement  specified  in 
subparagraph  (2)  of  this  paragraph  may  be  cause  for  immediate  cancellation  of 
the  agreement  by  the  inspector  and  refusal  to  release,  without  vacuum  fumiga- 
tion, lint,  linters,  and  waste  for  transportation  to  the  mill  or  plant. 

(4)  Agreements  specified  in  subparagraph  (2)  of  this  paragraph  may  be  exe- 
cuted only  with  owners  or  operators  of  mills  or  plants  located  in  States  in  which 
cotton  is  not  grown  commercially  and  at  locations  in  such  other  States  as  may  be 
administratively  designated  by  the  Chief  of  Bureau  after  due  consideration  of 
possible  pest  risk  involved  and  the  proximity  of  growing  cotton. 

(b)  Uncompressed  or  compressed.  (1)  (i)  Entry  of  lint,  linters,  and  waste, 
uncompressed  or  compressed  below  high  density,  from  countries  other  than 
Mexico,  will  be  authorized,  subject  to  vacuum  fumigation,  through  any  northern 
port,  through  any  port  in  the  State  of  California,  and  through  any  port  on  the 
Mexican  Border,  where  approved  vacuum  fumigation  facilities  are  available,  or 
may  hereafter  be  made  available  and  where  there  are  inspectors  at  the  port  to 
supervise  such  fumigation. 

(ii)  Importations  of  such  lint,  linters,  and  waste  arriving  at  a  northern  port 
where  there  are  no  approved  vacuum  fumigation  facilities  may  be  entered  only 
for  immediate  transportation  to  another  northern  port  where  such  facilities  are 
available,  for  fumigation. 

(iii)  Importations  of  such  lint,  linters,  and  waste  other  than  clean  waste, 
arriving  at  a  port  in  the  State  of  California  where  there  are  no  approved  vacuum 
fumigation  facilities  may  be  entered  only  (a)  for  immediate  transportation  by 
all-water  route  to  any  port  in  California  or  any  northern  port  where  approved 
vacuum  fumigation  facilities  are  available,  there  to  receive  the  required  vacuum 
fumigation  before  release,  or  (ft)  for  immediate  transportation  by  all-water 
route  to  a  northern  port  for  entry  without  vacuum  fumigation  but  for  utilization 
as  provided  for  in  paragraph  (a)   (2)  of  this  section. 

(2)  Entry  without  vacuum  fumigation  will  be  authorized  for  compressed  lint, 
linters,  and  waste  from  all  countries  other  than  Mexico,  and  for  uncompressed 
waste  derived  from  cotton  milled  in  non-cotton-producing  countries,  arriving  at 
a  northern  port,  subject  to  movement  to  an  approved  mill  or  plant,  the  owner  or 
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operator  of  which  has  executed  an  agreement  with  the  Bureau  as  provided  for 
in  paragraph  (a)  (2)  of  this  section. 

§  319.8-7  Cottonseed  cake  and  cottonseed  meal. — Entry  of  cottonseed  cake 
and  cottonseed  meal  from  countries  other  than  Mexico  will  be  authorized  through 
any  port  at  which  the  services  of  an  inspector  are  available,  subject  to  examina- 
tion by  an  inspector  for  freedom  from  contamination.  If  found  to  be  free  of  such 
contamination,  importations  of  such  cottonseed  cake  and  cottonseed  meal  may 
be  released  from  further  plant  quarantine  entry  restrictions.  If  found  to  be 
contaminated  such  importations  will  be  refused  entry  or  subjected  as  a  condi- 
tion of  entry  to  such  safeguards  as  the  inspector  may  prescribe,  according  to  a 
method  selected  by  him  from  administratively  authorized  procedures  known  to 
be  effective  under  the  conditions  under  which  the  safeguards  are  applied. 

§  319.8-8  Covers,  (a)  Entry  of  covers  which  have  been  used  with  foreign 
cotton  will  be  authorized,  subject  to  vacuum  fumigation,  through  such  northern 
ports,  ports  in  the  State  of  California,  or  Mexican  Border  ports  as  may  be  named 
in  the  permits,  or  may  be  authorized,  without  vacuum  fumigation,  at  such  north- 
ern or  California  ports,  subject  to  movement  of  the  covers  to  an  approved  mill 
or  plant,  the  owner  or  operator  of  which  has  executed  an  appropriate  agreement 
with  the  Bureau  similar  to  that  described  in  §  319.8-6  (a)  (2)  :  Provided,  how- 
ever, That  any  covers  which  have  been  previously  used  with  root  crops  and  the 
importation  of  which  the  inspector  finds  involves  the  risk  of  introducing  plant 
pests  associated  with  such  crops  may  be  entered  only  in  accordance  with  para- 
graph (b)  of  this  section. 

(b)  Bags,  slit  bags,  parts  of  bags,  and  other  covers,  of  the  type  used  for  root 
crops  or  which  have  been  used  for  root  crops,  coming  from  all  European  coun- 
tries, or  from  non-European  countries  in  which  the  golden  nematode  is  known 
to  occur  2,  and  bags,  slit  bags,  parts  of  bags,  and  other  covers,  coming  from  other 
countries  if  found  to  be  contaminated  with  the  golden  nematode,  may  be  entered 
subject  to  immediate  treatment  at  the  port  of  arrival  in  such  manner  and  accord- 
ing to  such  method  as  the  inspector  may  select  from  administratively  authorized 
procedures  known  to  be  effective  under  the  conditions  under  which  the  treat- 
ment is  applied ;  and,  in  addition  to  any  safeguard  measures  to  be  prescribed 
by  the  inspector  pursuant  to  §  319.8-23,  the  inspector  may  also  prescribe  the 
manner  of  discharge  from  the  carrier  and  conveyance  to  the  place  of  treatment. 
In  the  event  bags,  slit  bags,  or  parts  of  bags,  or  other  covers  are  classified  by 
the  inspector  as  falling  under  the  requirements  of  paragraph  (c)  of  this  section, 
as  well  as  this  paragraph,  the  requirements  of  this  paragraph  shall  be  met  as 
a  condition  of  entry  and,  if  deemed  necessary  by  the  inspector,  the  requirements 
under  paragraph  (c)  of  this  section  shall  also  be  met  as  a  further  condition  of 
entry. 

(c)  Bags,  slit  bags,  parts  of  bags,  and  other  covers  that  have  been  used  as 
containers  of  wheat  or  wheat  products  that  have  not  been  so  processed  as  to 
have  destroyed  all  flag  smut  disease  spores,  or  that  have  been  used  as  containers 
of  field  seeds  separated  from  wheat  during  the  process  of  screening,  coming  from 
a  country  where  the  flag  smut  disease  is  known  to  occur,3  may  be  entered  sub- 
ject to  immediate  treatment  at  the  port  of  arrival  if  intended  for  reuse  here  as 
grain  containers,  or  if  not  so  intended  may  enter  subject  to  movement  to  an 
approved  mill  or  plant,  the  owner  or  operator  of  which  has  executed  an  appro- 
priate agreement  with  the  Bureau  similar  to  that  described  in  §  319.8-6  (a)   (2). 

(d)  Covers  of  the  kinds  ordinarily  used  for  wrapping  or  containing  cotton, 
grain,  or  root  crops  but  which  have  not  been  so  used,  and  American  cotton  bag- 
ging, commonly  known  as  coarse  gunny,  which  has  been  used  to  cover  cotton 
grown  in  the  United  States  only,  may  enter  at  any  port  under  permit  and  upon 
compliance  with  §§  319.8-4  and  319.8-5,  without  vacuum  fumigation  or  other 
treatment. 

(e)  Bags,  slit  bags,  parts  of  bags,  and  other  covers  that  have  been  used  for 
grains  exported  from  the  United  States  and  returned  thereto  empty  without  use 
abroad,  may  be  entered  without  permit  other  than  the  authorization  provided 
in  this  paragraph  upon  presentation  to  an  inspector  of  satisfactory  evidence  of 
their  origin  and  subsequent  handling. 

(f)  Covers  used  solely  to  cover  cotton,  requiring  vacuum  fumigation  as  a 
condition  of  entry,  which  arrive  at  a  port  other  than  a  northern  port,  at  which 
port  approved  vacuum  fumigation  facilities  are  not  available,  may  be  entered

3  Regulations  applicable  to  the  entry  of  other  products  from  countries  infected  with 
the  flag  smut  disease  are  found  in  §§  319.59,  319.59-1  et  seq.

a  California  port  where  such  facilities  are  available,  for  vacuum  fumigation  or 
forwarding  to  an  approved  mill  for  utilization,  provided  that  such  forwarding 
may  not  be  made  overland  from  a  northern  port  to  a  California  mill. 

(g)  The  finding,  in  a  bale,  of  bags,  slit  bags,  or  parts  of  bags,  or  other  covers 
subject  to  any  provisions  of  this  section  will  subject  the  entire  bale  to  the  most 
stringent  requirements  of  this  section  applicable  to  such  covers.  The  finding, 
ki  a  shipment,  of  one  bale  that  contains  material  subject  to  any  provision  of  this 
section  will  subject  all  bales  in  the  shipment  to  the  most  stringent  requirements 
of  this  section  applicable  to  such  material  found  in  the  one  bale.  However,  in  the 
case  of  bales  of  American  cotton  bagging  or  coarse  gunny  which  has  been  used  to 
cover  cotton  grown  in  the  United  States  only,  if  there  appear  attached  to  such 
material  patches  of  the  finer  burlaps  or  other  fabrics  which,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  inspector,  ara  strictly  in  the  nature  of  patches  and  represent  such  an  incon- 
siderable proportion  as  not  to  affect  the  character  of  the  bale  as  a  whole,  the 
presence  of  such  patches  may  be  disregarded.  This  provision  does  not  apply, 
however,  to  bales  of  a  mixed  character  which  contain  both  American  cotton  bag- 
ging or  coarse  gunny  which  has  been  used  to  cover  cotton  grown  in  the  United 
States  only,  and  the  finer  fabrics,  whether  these  latter  have  or  have  not  been  used 
as  cotton  wrappings. 

(h)  Entry  of  bags,  slit  bags,  parts  of  bags,  and  other  covers  from  any  country 
will  be  authorized  without  treatment  but  upon  compliance  with  other  applicable 
requirements  of  this  subpart  if  the  inspector  finds  that  they  have  obviously  not 
been  used  in  a  manner  that  would  contaminate  them,  and  when  in  the  inspector's 
opinion,  there  is  no  pest  risk  associated  with  their  entry. 

ADDITIONAL  CONDITIONS  OF  ENTEY  OF  COTTON  AND  COVERS  FROM  MEXICO 

§  319.8-9  From  contiguous  areas  of  Mexico —  ( a )  Lint,  linters,  and  waste.  ( 1 ) 
Contingent  upon  the  continued  maintenance  by  the  duly  authorized  Mexican  of- 
ficials of  effective  quarantine  measures  to  prohibit  the  movement  into  contiguous 
areas  of  Mexico  of  cotton  and  covers  grown  or  handled  in  other  parts  of  Mexico 
infested  with  the  pink  bollworm  or  in  countries  other  than  the  United  States,  the 
entry  of  lint,  linters,  and  waste  that  have  been  certified  by  an  inspector  as  having 
been  produced  in  the  contiguous  areas  of  Mexico  and  as  having  been  handled 
under  sanitary  conditions  paralleling  those  required  by  §  301.52-1  et  seq.  of  this 
chapter  for  like  products  originating  in  comparable  parts  of  the  United  States  des- 
ignated as  pink  bollworm  regulated  areas  in  §  301.52-2  of  this  chapter  or  amend- 
ments thereof,  will  be  authorized  through  ports  on  the  Mexican  Border  named 
in  the  permits  for  movement  into  such  regulated  areas  of  the  United  States.  Gin 
and  oil  mill  wastes  from  the  contiguous  areas  of  Mexico  may  be  similarly  author- 
ized entry  subject  to  treatment  under  supervision  of  an  inspector  according  to  pro- 
cedures administratively  approved  under  §  301.52  et  seq.  of  this  chapter  as  a  pre- 
requisite for  movement  out  of  an  area  regulated  on  account  of  pink  bollworm. 
Upon  arrival  at  such  ports,  the  lint,  linters,  and  waste  will  be  released  from 
further  plant  quarantine  entry  restrictions,  and  will  immediately  become  subject 
to  the  requirements  of  §  301.52-1  et  seq.  of  this  chapter,  applicable  to  like  products 
produced  in  the  area  into  which  the  importation  is  made. 

(2)  If  the  Chief  of  Bureau  or  the  inspector  finds  that  effective  quarantines 
are  not  so  maintained  by  Mexican  officials,  or  if  an  inspector  is  unable  to  certify 
lint,  linters,  or  waste  as  specified  in  subparagraph  (1)  of  this  paragraph,  entry 
will  be  refused  under  this  section  and  will  only  be  authorized  in  accordance  with 
the  requirements  of  this  subpart  applicable  to  the  importation  of  such  material 
from  countries  other  than  Mexico. 

(b)  Cottonseed  cafce  and  meal.  Entry  of  cottonseed  cake  and  cottonseed  meal 
from  contiguous  areas  of  Mexico  may  be  authorized  through  any  port  on  the 
Mexican  Border  at  which  the  services  of  an  inspector  are  available,  subject  to 
examination  by  an  inspector  for  freedom  from  contamination.  If  found  to  be  free 
from  such  contamination,  the  importation  will  be  released  from  further  plant 
quarantine  entry  restrictions.  Importations  of  such  cottonseed  cake  or  cotton- 
seed meal,  found  to  be  contaminated,  will  be  refused  entry  or  subjected  as  a  con- 
dition of  entry  to  such  safeguards  as  the  inspector  may  prescribe,  including  treat- 
ment in  accordance  with  a  method  selected  bv  him  from  administratively  an- 
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thorized  procedures  known  to  be  effective  under  the  conditions  under  which  the 
safeguards  are  applied. 

(c)  Cottonseed  and  cottonseed  hulls.  (1)  Entry  of  cottonseed  will  be  author- 
ized at  any  port  on  the  Mexican  Border  when  certified  by  an  inspector  as  having 
been  produced  in  a  contiguous  area  of  Mexico,  as  having  been  treated  by  a 
method  satisfactory  to  the  Chief  of  Bureau,  and  as  having  been  subsequently 
protected  from  contamination. 

(2)  Entry  of  cottonseed  hulls  will  be  authorized  at  any  port  on  the  Mexican 
Border  when  certified  by  an  inspector  as  having  been  produced  from  seed  that 
was  treated  in  a  contiguous  area  of  Mexico  by  a  method  satisfactory  to  the 
Chief  of  Bureau,  and  as  having  been  subsequently  protected  from  contamination. 

(3)  Upon  arrival  in  the  United  States  such  cottonseed  and  cottonseed  hulls 
shall  be  released  from  further  plant  quarantine  entry  restrictions  and  shall 
immediately  become  subject  to  the  requirements  of  §  301.52-1  et  seq.  of  this  chap- 
ter, applicable  to  cottonseed  and  cottonseed  hulls  produced  in  the  area  into  which 
the  importation  is  made. 

(d)  Covers.  Entry  of  covers  from  contiguous  areas  of  Mexico  will  be  author- 
ized at  any  port  on  the  Mexican  Border  but  otherwise  under  the  same  conditions 
as  those  prescribed  in  §  319.8-8  for  covers  from  countries  other  than  Mexico. 

§319.8-10  From  West  Coast  of  Mexico — (a)  Compressed  lint  and  Enters. 
Contingent  (1)  upon  the  continued  maintenance  by  the  duly  authorized  Mexican 
officials  of  effective  quarantine  measures  to  prohibit  the  movement  into  the 
West  Coast  of  Mexico  of  cotton  and  covers  grown  or  handled  in  parts  of  Mexico 
infested  with  the  pink  bollworm  or  in  countries  other  than  the  United  States,  and 
(2)  upon  continued  freedom  of  this  area  from  infestation  with  the  pink  boll- 
worm,  the  entry  of  lint  and  linters  that  are  compressed  and  that  originate  in  the 
West  Coast  of  Mexico  will  be  authorized  through  such  ports  on  the  Mexican 
Border  as  are  specified  in  the  permits.  If  the  Chief  of  Bureau  or  the  inspector 
determines  that  either  of  these  contingencies  is  not  met,  entry  will  be  refused 
under  this  paragraph  and  will  only  be  authorized  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments of  this  subpart  applicable  to  the  importation  of  such  material  from  coun- 
tries other  than  Mexico. 

(b)  Uncompressed  lint  and  linters.  Uncompressed  lint  and  linters  from  the 
West  Coast  of  Mexico  may  be  entered  for  immediate  transportation  to  a  port 
designated  by  the  inspector  and  by  a  route  selected  by  him  from  a  list  of  adminis- 
tratively approved  ports  and  routings  available  to  him,  for  compression,  vacuum 
fumigation,  or  immediate  exportation,  or  such  material  may  be  entered  for 
movement  in  Customs  custody  to  an  approved  mill  or  plant,  the  owner  or  operator 
of  which  has  executed  an  agreement  with  the  Bureau  similar  to  that  described 
in  §319.8-6  (a)  (2). 

(c)  Treated  linters  and  cottonseed  hulls.  Linters  and  cottonseed  hulls  orig- 
inating in  the  West  Coast  of  Mexico  that  have  been  certified  by  an  inspector  as 
having  been  produced  from  cottonseed  that  was  treated  in  the  West  Coast  of 
Mexico  by  a  method  satisfactory  to  the  Chief  of  Bureau  and  as  having  been 
subsequently  protected  from  contamination  may  be  entered  through  Nogales, 
Arizona,  and  such  other  ports  as  are  specified  in  the  permits. 

§  319.8-11  From  Imperial  Valley,  Mexico.  Contingent  upon  the  continued 
maintenance  by  the  duly  authorized  Mexican  officials  of  effective  quarantine 
measures  to  prohibit  the  movement  into  the  State  of  Baja  California,  Mexico,  of 
cotton  and  covers  grown  or  handled  in  other  parts  of  Mexico  or  in  countries  other 
than  the  United  States,  and  upon  continued  freedom  of  the  Imperial  Valley  of 
Mexico  from  infestation  with  the  pink  bollworm,  and  upon  the  absence  of  condi- 
tions in  the  Territory  of  Baja  California  that  would  increase  the  risk  of  pest 
introduction  into  the  United  States  by  importations  under  this  section,  the  entry 
of  cotton  and  covers  originating  in  the  Imperial  Valley  of  Mexico  will  be  author- 
ized through  such  ports  on  the  Mexican  Border  as  are  specified  in  the  permits. 
If  the  Chief  of  Bureau  or  the  inspector  determines  that  any  of  these  contingencies 
is  not  met,  entry  will  be  refused  under  this  section  and  will  only  be  authorized 
in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  this  subpart  applicable  to  the  importa- 
tion of  cotton  and  covers  from  countries  other  than  Mexico. 

§  319.8-12  Special  authorization  for  lint,  linters,  and  waste  from  Mexico. 
Lint,  linters,  and  waste  subject  to  but  not  meeting  the  requirements  for  entry 
under  §§  319.8-9,  319.8-10,  and  319.8-11  may  be  authorized  entry  at  a  port  on  the 
Mexican  Border  named  in  the  permit  for  movement  by  rail  (a)  in  Customs  cus- 
tody to  New  Orleans  for  vacuum  fumigation  or  immediate  exportation,  or  (b)  to 
a  designated  plant  for  manufacture  into  cellulose  when  the  plant  has  executed 
an  agreement  with  the  Bureau  similar  to  that  described  in  §  319.8-6  (a)  (2). 
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§  319.8-13  Mexican  cotton  and  covers  not  otherwise  enteraole.  Cotton  and 
covers  from  Mexico  not  eligible  for  entry  under  §§  319.8-9  through  319.8-12  will 
only  be  authorized  entry  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  §§  319.8-6 
through  319.8-8. 

MISCELLANEOUS  PKOVISIONS 

§  319.8-14  Importation  into  United  States  of  cotton  and  covers  exported  there- 
from, (a)  Cotton  and  covers  grown,  produced,  or  handled  in  the  United  States 
and  exported  therefrom,  and  in  the  original  bales  or  other  containers  in  which 
such  material  was  exported  therefrom,  may  be  imported  into  the  United  States 
at  any  port  under  permit,  without  vacuum  fumigation  or  restriction  as  to  uti- 
lization, upon  compliance  with  §§  319.8-2,  319.8-4,  and  319.8-5,  and  upon  the  sub- 
mission of  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  inspector  that  such  material  was  grown, 
produced,  or  handled  in  the  United  States  and  does  not  constitute  a  risk  of  in- 
troducing the  pink  bollworm  into  the  United  States. 

(b)  Cotton  and  covers  of  foreign  origin  imported  into  the  United  States  in 
accordance  with  this  subpart  and  exported  therefrom,  when  in  the  original 
bales  or  other  original  containers,  may  be  reimported  into  the  United  States 
under  the  conditions  specified  in  paragraph  (a)  of  this  section. 

§  319.8-15  Importation  for  exportation,  and  importation  for  transportation 
and  exportation;  storage,  (a)  Importation  of  cotton  and  covers  for  exporta- 
tion, or  for  transportation  and  exportation  in  accordance  with  this  subpart  shall 
also  be  subject  to  §§  352.1  through  352.8  of  this  chapter,  and  amendments  thereof. 

(b)  Importation  of  unfumigated  lint,  linters,  waste,  cottonseed  cake,  cotton- 
seed meal,  and  covers  used  only  for  cotton,  at  northern  ports,  for  exportation 
or  for  transportation  and  exportation  through  another  northern  port,  may  be 
authorized  by  the  inspector  under  permit  if,  in  his  judgment,  such  procedures 
can  be  authorized  without  risk  of  introducing  the  pink  bollworm. 

(c)  Importation,  for  purposes  of  storage  in  Customs  custody  pending  ex- 
portation, of  lint,  linters,  and  waste,  compressed  to  high  density,  from  countries 
other  than  Mexico,  will  be  authorized  under  permit  at  any  port  where  approved 
vacuum  fumigation  facilities  are  available,  or  may  hereafter  be  made  available, 
and  where  there  are  inspectors  at  the  port  to  supervise  such  storage,  if  the  bales 
of  such  material  are  free  of  surface  contamination,  subject  to  segregation  from 
other  cotton  and  covers  satisfactory  to  the  inspector  and  to  such  collection 
and  disposal  of  waste  as  may  be  required  under  §  319.8-23. 

(d)  Importation  of  lint,  linters,  and  waste  from  Mexico  for  transportation 
and  exportation  will  be  authorized  under  permit  if  such  material  is  compressed 
before,  or  immediately  upon  entry  into  the  United  States,  or  is  compressed  while 
en  route  to  the  port  of  export  at  a  compress  specifically  authorized  in  the  per- 
mit. The  ports  of  export  which  may  be  named  in  the  permit  shall  be  limited 
to  those  that  have  been  administratively  approved  for  such  exportation. 

(e)  Importation  of  uncompressed  lint,  linters,  and  waste  from  Mexico,  other 
than  from  the  West  Coast  of  Mexico  subject  to  §  319.8-10  (b),  will  be  author- 
ized under  permit  at  Brownsville,  Texas,  for  exportation.  Importation  of  such 
material  may  also  be  authorized  at  such  other  ports  and  under  such  conditions 
as  may  be  designated  in  the  permits  for  transportation  to  and  exportation  from 
the  designated  ports. 

§  319.8-16.  Samples,  (a)  Samples  of  lint,  linters,  waste,  cottonseed  cake,  and 
cottonseed  meal  may  be  entered  without  further  permit  other  than  the  author- 
ization contained  in  this  section,  but  subject  to  inspection  and  such  treatment 
as  the  inspector  may  deem  necessary.  Samples  which  represent  either  such 
products  of  United  States  origin  or  such  products  imported  into  the  United 
States  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  this  subpart,  and  which  were  ex- 
ported from  the  United  States,  may  be  entered  into  the  United  States  without 
inspection  when  the  inspector  is  satisfied  as  to  the  identity  of  the  samples. 

(b)  Samples  of  cottonseed  or  seed  cotton  may  be  entered  subject  to  the  con- 
ditions and  requirements  provided  in  §§319.8-2,  319.8-4,  and  319.8-17. 

(c)  Bales  or  other  containers  of  cotton  shall  not  be  broken  or  opened  for 
sampling  and  samples  shall  not  be  drawn  until  the  inspector  has  so  authorized 
and  has  prescribed  the  conditions  and  safeguards  under  which  such  samples 
shall  be  obtained. 

§  319.8-17  Cottonseed  or  seed  cotton  for  experimental  or  scientific  purposes. 
Entry  of  small  quantities  of  cottonseed  or  seed  cotton  for  experimental  or  scien- 
tific purposes  may  be  authorized  through  such  ports  as  may  be  named  in  the 
permit,  and  shall  be  subject  to  such  special  conditions  as  shall  be  set  forth  in 
the  permit  to  provide  adequate  safeguards  against  pest  entry. 
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§  319.8-18  Importations  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  Cotton  and  cov- 
ers may  be  imported  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  for  experimental  or 
scientific  purposes  under  such  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Chief  of 
Bureau,  which  conditions  may  include  clearance  through  the  Division  of  Plant 
Exploration  and  Introduction  of  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry,  Soils,  and  Agri- 
cultural Engineering. 

§  319.8-19  Processed  lint,  Enters,  and  waste,  (a)  Entry  of  lint,  linters,  and 
clean  waste  from  any  country  will  be  authorized  without  treatment  but  upon 
compliance  with  other  applicable  requirements  of  this  subpart  when  the  in- 
spector can  determine  that  such  lint,  linters,  and  clean  waste  have  been  so 
processed  by  bleaching,  dyeing,  or  other  means,  as  to  have  removed  all  cotton- 
seed or  to  have  destroyed  all  insect  life. 

(b)  Entry  of  hull  fiber  will  be  authorized  without  treatment  but  upon  com- 
pliance with  other  applicable  requirements  of  this  subpart  when  an  inspector 
has  determined  that  such  hull  fiber  is  free  of  cottonseed. 

§  319.8-20  Release  of  cotton  and  covers  after  18  months'  storage.  Cotton  and 
covers,  the  entry  of  which  has  been  authorized  subject  to  vacuum  fumigation  or 
other  treatment  because  of  the  pink  bollworm  only,  and  which  have  not  received 
such  treatment  but  have  been  stored  for  a  period  of  18  months  or  more  in  a  port 
in  the  north  or  in  a  location  within  the  pink  bollworm  regulated  area  designated 
in  §  301.52-2  of  this  chapter,  will  be  released  from  further  plant  quarantine 
entry  restrictions. 

§  319.8-21  Ports  of  entry  or  export.  When  ports  of  entry  or  export  are  not 
specifically  designated  in  the  regulations  in  this  subpart  but  are  left  to  the 
judgment  of  the  inspector,  the  inspector  shall  designate  only  such  ports  as  have 
been  admistratively  approved  for  such  entry  or  export. 

§319.8-22  Treatment,  (a)  (1)  Vacuum  fumigation  as  specified  in  this  sub- 
part shall  consist  of  fumigation,  in  a  vacuum  fumigation  plant  approved  by  the 
Chief  of  Bureau,  under  the  supervision  of  an  inspector  and  to  his  satisfaction. 
Continued  approval  of  the  plant  will  be  contingent  upon  the  granting  by  the  op- 
erator thereof,  to  the  inspector,  of  access  to  all  parts  of  the  plant  at  all  reasonable 
hours  for  the  purpose  of  supervising  sanitary  and  other  operating  conditions, 
checking  the  efficacy  of  the  apparatus  and  chemical  operations,  and  determin- 
ing that  wastage  has  been  cleaned  up  and  disposed  of  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to 
the  inspector ;  and  upon  the  maintenance  at  the  plant  of  conditions  satisfactory 
to  the  inspector. 

(2)  After  cotton  and  covers  have  been  vacuum  fumigated  they  shall  be  so 
marked  under  the  supervision  of  an  inspector.  Such  material  may  thereafter 
be  distributed,  forwarded,  or  shipped  without  further  plant  quarantine  entry 
restriction. 

(3)  Cotton  and  covers  held  by  an  importer  for  vacuum  fumigation  must  be 
stored  under  conditions  satisfactory  to  the  inspector. 

(4)  Prompt  vacuum  fumigation  of  cotton  and  covers  (other  than  high  density 
cotton  free  of  surface  contamination)  will  be  required  at  non-Northern  ports. 
Similar  prompt  vacuum  fumigation  will  be  required  at  Norfolk,  Virginia,  during 
the  period  June  15  to  October  15  of  each  year. 

(b)  An  inspector  may  authorize  the  substitution  of  processing,  utilization,  or 
other  form  of  treatment  for  vacuum  fumigation  when  in  his  opinion  such  other 
treatment,  selected  by  him  from  administratively  authorized  procedures,  will  be 
effective  in  eliminating  infestation  of  the  pink  bollworm. 

§  319.8-23  Collection  and  disposal  of  waste,  (a)  Importers  shall  handle  im- 
ported, unfumigated  cotton  and  covers  in  a  manner  to  avoid  waste.  If  waste  does 
occur,  the  importer  or  his  agent  shall  collect  and  dispose  of  such  waste  in  a  man- 
ner satisfactory  to  the  inspector. 

(b)  If,  in  the  judgment  of  an  inspector,  it  is  necessary  as  a  safeguard  against 
risk  of  pest  dispersal  to  clean  railway  cars,  lighters,  trucks,  and  other  vehicles 
used  for  transporting  such  cotton  or  covers,  or  to  clean  piers,  warehouses,  fumi- 
gation plants,  mills,  or  other  premises  used  in  connection  with  importation  of 
such  cotton  or  covers,  the  importer  or  his  agent  shall  perform  such  cleaning,  in 
a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  inspector. 

(c)  All  costs  incident  to  such  collection,  disposal,  and  cleaning  other  than  the 
services  of  the  inspector  during  his  regular  tour  of  duty  and  at  the  usual  place  of 
duty,  shall  be  borne  by  the  importer  or  his  agent. 

§  319.8-24     Costs  and  charges.    The  services  of  the  inspector  during  regularly 
assigned  hours  of  duty  and  at  the  usual  places  of  duty  shall  be  furnished  without 
cost  to  the  importer.    The  Bureau  will  not  assume  responsibility  for  any  costs 
302085—55—2 
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or  charges,  other  than  those  indicated  in  this  section,  in  connection  with  the  entry, 
inspection,  treatment,  conditioning,  storage,  forwarding,  or  any  other  operation 
of  any  character  incidental  to  the  physical  entry  of  an  importation  of  a  restricted 
material. 

§  319.8-25  Material  refused  entry.  Any  material  refused  entry  for  noncom- 
pliance with  the  requirements  of  this  subpart  shall  be  promptly  removed  from 
the  United  States  or  abandoned  by  the  importer  for  destruction,  and  pending 
such  action  shall  be  subject  to  the  immediate  application  of  such  safeguards 
against  escape  of  plant  pests  as  the  inspector  may  prescribe.  If  such  material 
is  not  promptly  safeguarded  by  the  importer,  removed  from  the  United  States,  or 
abandoned  for  destruction  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  inspector  it  may  be  seized, 
destroyed,  or  otherwise  disposed  of  in  accordance  with  section  10  of  the  Plant 
Quarantine  Act  (7  U.  S.  C.  164a).  Neither  the  Department  of  Agriculture  nor 
the  inspector  will  be  responsible  for  any  costs  accruing  for  demurrage,  shipping 
charges,  cartage,  labor,  chemicals,  or  other  expenses  incidental  to  the  safeguard- 
ing or  disposal  of  material  refused  entry  by  the  inspector,  nor  will  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  or  the  inspector  assume  responsibility  for  the  value  of  material 
destroyed. 

§  319.8-26  Applicability  of  Mexican  Border  Regulations.  The  provisions  in 
this  subpart  in  no  way  affect  the  applicability  of  Part  320  of  this  chapter,  the 
Mexican  Border  Regulations,  to  the  entry  from  Mexico  of  railway  cars  or  other 
vehicles  or  materials  that  may  contain  cotton  or  covers  or  be  contaminated 
therefrom. 

The  purposes  of  this  revision  are  to  rescind  the  present  restrictions  on  the 
importation  of  cottonseed  oil  from  Mexico ;  to  include  as  a  basis  for  quarantine 
action  the  hazards  of  introducing  the  golden  nematode  of  potatoes  and  the  flag 
smut  disease  in  used  bagging;  and  to  revise  and  consolidate  into  one  document 
the  foreign  pink  bollworm  quarantine  and  the  several  orders  and  regulations 
relating  to  the  importation  of  cotton  lint  (baled  or  unbaled),  cotton  and  cotton 
wrappings,  and  cottonseed  cake,  meal,  and  all  other  cottonseed  products,  ex- 
cept oil. 

Under  the  revised  document,  conditional  importation  under  safeguards  of  un- 
fumigated  cotton  and  cotton  products  will  be  allowed  when  such  products  are 
destined  to  an  approved  mill  or  plant  operating  under  an  agreement  to  utilize  the 
products  in  a  manner  to  eliminate  all  possibility  of  pest  introduction ;  and  un- 
fumigated  cotton  that  has  been  stored  in  certain  geographical  areas  in  the  United 
States  for  a  period  of  18  months  will  be  released  without  further  treatment.  The 
regulations  also  revise  certain  established  procedures  to  conform  to  current  ex- 
periences and  to  knowledge  acquired  as  to  hazards  of  pest  introduction  involved. 

The  quarantine  and  regulations  set  out  above  shall  be  effective  on  and  after 
May  10,  1953.  The  foreign  pink  bollworm  quarantine  and  supplemental  regu- 
lations and  the  orders  and  regulations  concerning  the  importation  of  foreign  cot- 
ton lint,  cotton,  and  cotton  wrappings,  cottonseed  cake,  cottonseed  meal,  and  all 
other  cottonseed  products  except  oil,  and  administrative  instructions  thereunder, 
and  the  order  restricting  the  importation  of  cottonseed  oil  from  Mexico,  constitut- 
ing the  subpart  Pink  Bollworm  of  Cotton  in  7  CFR  Part  319  and  the  subparts 
Foreign  Cotton  Lint  and  Cottonseed  Products  From  All  Foreign  Countries  in  7 
CFR  Part  321,  are  hereby  terminated  effective  on  the  aforesaid  date.

CHANGE  IN  QUARANTINE  OF  WHEAT  AND  WHEAT  PRODUCT  IMPORTS 

ADDS  25  COUNTRIES 

(Press  Notice) 

May  12, 1953. 

Entry  into  the  United  States  of  wheat,  wheat  products  other  than  flour  and 
certain  field  seeds  associated  with  wheat  from  32  foreign  countries  and  localities 
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will  be  prohibited  or  restricted  when  a  revised  flag  smut  disease  quarantine  be- 
comes effective  June  8,  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  announced 
today.  The  action,  taken  as  a  precaution  against  possible  introduction  of  flag 
smut  into  the  United  States,  will  have  little  effect  on  total  imports,  as  only  small 
quantities  of  the  restricted  commodities  are  normally  imported  from  these  32 
areas. 

Imports  of  wheat  and  some  wheat  products  from  seven  of  these  countries 
(India,  Japan,  China,  Australia,  Union  of  South  Africa,  Italy,  and  Spain)  are 
already  prohibited  under  a  quarantine  effective  since  February  1,  1926.  The 
June  8  revision  quarantines  25  additional  foreign  countries  or  localities  and 
increases  the  number  of  articles  affected. 

The  25  countries  and  localities  are  Afghanistan,  Bulgaria,  Caucasus  (including 
Azerbaidzhan,  South  Russia,  and  Transcaucasia),  Chile,  Cyprus,  Egypt,  Ger- 
many, Greece,  Iran,  Israel,  Netherlands,  Pakistan,  Palestine,  Portugal,  Tunisia, 
Turkestan,  and  Turkey,  in  which  flag  smut  is  known  to  occur,  as  well  as  Aden 
Protectorate,  Iraq,  Oman,  Saudi  Arabia,  the  Sinai  Peninsula,  Syria,  Trans- 
Jordan,  and  Yemen.  The  latter  eight  areas  are  surrounded  by  countries  where 
flag  smut  disease  is  known  to  occur.  No  reports  are  available  concerning  the 
existence  of  the  disease  in  these  eight  areas.  It  is  believed,  however,  that  if  ade- 
quate flag  smut  surveys  were  made  there  the  disease  would  be  found.  These 
areas,  therefore,  also  have  been  included  in  the  quarantine. 

The  quarantined  products  listed  in  the  revised  quarantine  are  all  species  and 
varieties  of  wheat ;  wheat  straw,  hulls,  and  chaff ;  wheat  products  of  the  milling 
process,  such  as  bran,  shorts,  thistle  sharps,  and  pollards,  and  seeds  of  Melilotus 
indica  or  any  other  field  crop  that  have  been  separated  from  wheat  during  the 
screening  process. 

Importation  of  wheat  flour  is  not  subject  to  the  quarantine.  Other  wheat 
products  may  be  entered  under  permit  issued  by  the  Department's  Bureau  of 
Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  if  such  products  can  be  determined  upon  in- 
spection as  having  been  milled  or  processed  in  a  manner  to  destroy  any  flag  smut 
spores  that  may  be  present. 

Wheat  straw,  hulls,  and  chaff,  and  field  crop  seeds  separated  from  wheat  in 
screening,  may  be  entered  under  permit  subject  to  treatment  of  these  products 
and  their  containers  with  a  fungicide  upon  arrival. 

Another  quarantine  (packing  materials  quarantine)  also  has  been  amended 
so  as  to  require  that  wheat  straw,  hulls,  and  chaff  to  be  used  as  packing  ma- 
terials, from  countries  and  localities  covered  by  the  flag  smut  quarantine,  shall 
not  be  imported  unless  they  meet  requirements  of  the  flag  smut  quarantine. 

Both  quarantines  and  their  supplemental  regulations  are  to  apply  to  importa- 
tions into  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the  United  States  as  well  as  importations  into 
the  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico.

On  March  28,  1951,  pursuant  to  notices  published  in  the  Federal  Register  on 
February  8,  1951  (16  F.  R.  1205,  1207),  a  public  hearing  was  held  with  respect 
to  proposed  changes  in  the  Flag  Smut  Quarantine  (7  CFR  319.59)  and  the  Pack- 
ing Materials  Quarantine  (7  CFR  319.69)  under  sections  5  and  7  of  the  Plant 
Quarantine  Act  of  1912,  as  amended  (7  U.  S.  C.  159,  160).  On  July  16,  1952, 
notice  of  rule  making  was  published  in  the  Federal  Register  (17  F.  R.  6432) 
concerning  the  proposed  revision  of  the  Flag  Smut  Quarantine  and  the  issuance 
of  new  regulations  thereunder  and  the  amendment  of  the  Packing  Materials  Quar- 
antine.   After  due  consideration  of  all  relevant  matters  presented  at  the  public 
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hearing  or  pursuant  to  the  notice  of  rule  making  and  under  the  authority  of 
sections  5,  7,  and  9  of  said  Plant  Quarantine  Act,  it  is  hereby  ordered  as  follows  : 
1.  The  Flag  Smut  Quarantine  contained  in  7  CFR  319.59  constituting  the 
Subpart — Flag  Smut  is  hereby  revised  and  new  regulations  are  hereby  promul- 
gated under  the  revised  Quarantine,  to  appear  in  said  Subpart  as  follows :

§  319.59  Notice  of  quarantine,  (a)  Pursuant  to  sections  5  and  7  of  the  Plant 
Quarantine  Act  of  1912,  as  amended  (7  U.  S.  C.  159,  160),  and  having  given  the 
public  hearing  required  thereunder,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  hereby  deter- 
mines that  the  unrestricted  importation  into  the  United  States  of  (  a )  grain  of 
any  and  all  species  and  varieties  of  wheat  (Triticum  spp.)  ;  (b)  wheat  straw, 
hulls,  and  chaff;  (c)  wheat  products  of  the  milling  process,  such  as  bran,  shorts, 
thistle  sharps,  and  pollards,  but  excluding  wheat  flour;  and  (d)  seeds  of  Meli- 
lotus  indica  and  of  any  other  field  crops  that  have  been  separated  from  wheat 
during  the  process  of  screening ;  from  Aden  Protectorate,  Afghanistan,  Australia, 
Bulgaria,  Caucasus  (including  but  not  limited  to  Azerbaidzhan,  South  Russia, 
and  Transcaucasia),  Chile,  China,  Cyprus,  Egypt,  Germany,  Greece,  India,  Iran, 
Iraq,  Israel,  Italy,  Japan,  Netherlands,  Oman,  Pakistan,  Palestine,  Portugal, 
Saudi  Arabia,  Sinai  Peninsula,  Spain,  Syria,  Trans-Jordan,  Tunisia,  Turkestan, 
Turkey,  Union  of  South  Africa,  and  Yeman,  may  result  in  the  entry  into  the 
United  States  of  the  flag  smut  disease  of  wheat,  an  injurious  plant  disease  caused 
by  the  fungus  Urocystis  tritici  Koernicke,  and  said  Secretary  hereby  further  de- 
termines that,  in  order  to  prevent  the  introduction  into  the  United  States  of  said 
disease  which  is  not  heretofore  widely  prevalent  or  distributed  within  and 
throughout  the  United  States,  it  is  necessary  to  forbid  the  importation  into  the 
United  States  of  the  aforesaid  products  from  the  foreign  countries  and  localities 
specified  above,  except  as  permitted  in  the  regulations  supplemental  hereto. 
Hereafter  such  products  shall  not  be  imported  or  offered  for  entry  into  the 
United  States  from  such  foreign  countries  and  localities  except  as  permitted  by 
said  regulations,  and  the  products  permitted  by  the  regulations  to  be  imported 
or  offered  for  entry  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  sections  1,  2,  3,  and  4 
of  said  Plant  Quarantine  act  (7  U.  S.  C.  154,  156,  157,  and  158)  :  Provided,  That 
whenever  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  shall 
find  that  existing  conditions  as  to  the  pest  risk  involved  in  the  importation  of 
any  of  the  products  permitted  importation  by  the  regulations  make  it  safe  to 
modify,  by  making  less  stringent,  the  restrictions  contained  in  any  of  such  regu- 
lations, he  shall  set  forth  and  publish  such  findings  in  administrative  instruc- 
tions, specifying  the  manner  in  which  the  regulations  shall  be  made  less  stringent, 
whereupon  such  modification  shall  become  effective. 

(6)  As  used  in  this  section,  the  term  "United  States"  shall  have  the  meaning 
ascribed  to  it  in  the  regulations  supplemental  hereto. 

Regulations 

§  319.59-1  Definitions.  For  the  purposes  of  the  regulations  in  this  subpart, 
the  following  words  shall  be  construed,  respectively,  to  mean  : 

(a)  Chief  of  Bureau.  The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant 
Quarantine,  or  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  Bureau  to  whom  authority  has 
heretofore  been  delegated  or  may  hereafter  be  delegated  to  act  in  his  stead. 

(b)  Bureau.  The  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine,  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture. 

(c)  Inspector.  Any  person  authorized  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  of  the 
United  States  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act. 

(d)  Person.  Any  individual,  firm,  corporation,  company,  society,  associa- 
tion, or  other  organized  group  of  any  of  the  foregoing.

(e)  Flag  smut.  The  fungus  disease  known  as  the  flag  smut  disease  of  wheat 
(Urocystis  tritici  Koern.),  in  any  stage  of  development. 

(/)  Wheat  straiv,  hulls,  or  chaff.  Straw,  hulls,  or  chaff  of  wheat,  whether 
imported  independently  or  in  connection  with  any  other  importation. 

(g)  Containers.  Bags  of  gunny  or  any  other  fabric  that  are  being  used  as 
containers  for  wheat  straw,  hulls,  or  chaff  or  seeds  specified  in  §  319.59. 

(h)  Importer.  The  permittee,  agent  of  the  permittee,  or  other  person  bring- 
ing to  the  United  States  any  product  which  is  subject  to  this  subpart. 

(*)  Imported.  Brought  to  the  United  States  from  a  country  or  locality  des- 
ignated in  §  319.59,  whether  directly  therefrom  or  via  another  country  or  lo- 
cality. 

(j)  United  States.  Any  of  the  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska, 
Hawaii,  Puerto  Rico  or  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the  United  States. 

(k)  Permit.  An  authorization  for  the  importation  of  products  in  accord- 
ance with  the  regulations  in  this  subpart. 

§  319.59-2  Products  prohibited  importation.  Wheat  grain  and  wheat  prod- 
ucts of  the  milling  process,  except  wheat  flour  and  except  such  other  wheat 
products  as  have  been  so  milled  or  so  processed  as  to  have  destroyed  all  flag 
smut  spores,  are  prohibited  importation  except  as  provided  in  §  319.59-7. 

§319.59-3  Enterable  products  and  conditions  for  their  entry,  (a)  Upon 
compliance  with  the  requirements  for  permits  in  §  319.59-6,  the  following  prod- 
ucts may  be  entered  under  the  conditions  stated  : 

(1)  Wheat  products  other  than  flour?  Wheat  products  of  the  milling  process 
(other  than  wheat  flour  which  is  not  subject  to  this  subpart)  may  be  entered 
after  it  has  been  determined  by  an  inspector  that  such  products  have  been  su 
milled  or  so  processed  as  to  have  destroyed  all  flag  smut  spores  that  may  have 
been  present. 

(2)  Certain  field  crop  seeds;  wheat  straw,  hulls,  and  chaff.  Seeds  of  Meli- 
lotus  indica  and  seeds  of  any  other  field  crops  that  have  been  separated  from 
wheat  during  the  screening  process  and  wheat  straw,  hulls,  and  chaff  may  be 
entered  subject  to  treatment  of  such  products  and  the  containers  thereof  under 
§  319.59-4  upon  arrival. 

§319.59-4  Treatment.  All  products  subject  to  §319.59-3  (a)  (2)  and  their 
containers  as  a  condition  of  entry  shall  be  treated  upon  arrival  in  the  United 
States  by  the  application  of  5-percent  ethyl  mercury  phosphate  dust,  or  other 
chemical  or  method  found  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  to  be  substantially  as  ef- 
fective as  5-percent  ethyl  mercury  phosphate  dust  in  eliminating  flag  smut  in- 
fection ;  or  shall  be  processed  or  utilized  as  authorized  by  the  inspector  in  a 
manner  to  destroy  such  infection,  at  an  approved  mill  or  plant  under  an  agree- 
ment similar  to  that  provided  for  in  §319.8-6  (a)  (2).  The  schedule  of  treat- 
ment or  method  of  processing  or  utilization  of  products  under  this  section 
shall  be  according  to  a  method  selected  by  the  inspector  from  administratively 
authorized  procedures  known  to  be  effective  under  the  conditions  and  with  due 
recognition  of  any  health  hazards  involved.  Neither  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture nor  the  inspector  shall  be  deemed  responsible  for  any  adverse  effects  of 
any  such  treatment.  Treated  seeds  should  be  planted  without  delay  in  order 
to  avoid  reduced  germination.  All  costs  of  such  treatments,  other  than  the 
services  of  an  inspector  during  regularly  assigned  hours  of  duty  and  at  the 
usual  places  of  duty,  shall  be  paid  by  the  importer. 

§  319.59-5  Applications  for  and  issuance  of  permits,  (a)  Any  person  desir- 
ing to  import  products  eligible  for  importation  under  this  subpart  shall,  in  ad- 
vance of  such  importation,  submit  to  the  Bureau  an  application  stating  the 
name  and  address  of  the  importer,  the  approximate  quantity  and  kinds  of  prod- 
ucts it  is  desired  to  import,  the  country  where  grown,  the  port  of  entry  into  the 
United  States,  the  name  and  address  of  the  agent,  if  any,  representing  the  im- 
porter, and  the  means  of  transportation  to  be  employed.  Such  products  may 
be  imported  only  after  a  permit  has  been  issued  therefor. 

(b)  Permits  for  the  importation  of  products  under  this  subpart  are  condi- 
tioned upon  compliance  with  all  requirements  set  forth  therein  and  such  addi- 
tional requirements  in  this  subpart  as  are  in  terms  applicable  thereto.  Fail- 
ure to  comply  with  any  such  requirement  will  be  deemed  to  invalidate  the  per- 
mit. 


1  Section  319.8-8  of  this  part  restricts  the  importation  from  countries  where  the  flag 
smut  disease  is  known  to  occur  of  bags,  slit  bags,  parts  of  bags,  or  other  covers,  that  have 
been  previously  used  as  containers  of  wheat  or  wheat  products  not  so  processed  as  to  have 
destroyed  all  flag  smut  spores,  or  that  have  been  previously  used  as  containers  of  field 
seeds  separated  from  wheat  during  the  process  of  screening. 
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§  319.59-6  Notice  of  arrival.  A  notice  of  arrival  shall  be  submitted  by  the 
importer,  in  duplicate,  through  the  United  States  Collector  of  Customs,  to  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  immediately  upon  arrival  at  a  port 
of  entry  of  any  shipment  of  products  subject  to  this  subpart.  Such  notice  shall 
be  submitted  on  a  form  provided  for  that  purpose  by  the  Bureau  (Form  EQ-368) 
and  shall  contain  the  information  called  for  by  that  form. 

§  319.59-7  Importations  for  experimental  and  scientific  purposes.  Products 
subject  to  this  subpart  may  be  imported  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  for  experimental  or  scientific  purposes,  on  such  conditions  and  under 
such  safeguards  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Chief  of  Bureau.  The  containers 
of  products  so  imported  shall  bear,  securely  attached  to  the  outside  thereof, 
an  identifying  tag  from  the  Bureau. 

2.  The  introductory  text  and  subparagraph  (1)  of  §319.69  (o)  in  the  Sub- 
part— Packing  Materials  are  hereby  amended  to  read  respectively: 

(0)  On  and  after  June  8,  1953,  the  following  plants  and  plant  products  when 
used  as  packing  materials  will  be  permitted  entry  into  the  United  States  from 
the  countries  and  localities  designated  below  only  in  accordance  with  the  reg- 
ulations supplemental  to  this  quarantine  : 

(1)  Cereal  straw,  hulls,  and  chaff  (such  as  oats,  barley,  and  rye),  from  all 
countries,  except  rice  straw,  hulls,  and  chaff  which  are  prohibited  importation 
from  all  countries  by  paragraph  (a)  of  this  section,  and  except  wheat  straw,  hulls, 
and  chaff  which  are  restricted  importation  by  §  319.59  from  Aden  Protectorate, 
Afghanistan,  Australia,  Bulgaria,  Caucasus  (including  but  not  limited  to  Azer- 
baidzhan,  South  Russia,  and  Transcaucasia),  Chile,  China,  Cyprus,  Egypt,  Ger- 
many, Greece,  India.  Iran,  Iraq,  Israel,  Italy,  Japan,  Netherlands,  Oman,  Pak- 
istan, Palestine,  Portugal,  Saudi  Arabia,  Sinai  Peninsula,  Spain,  Syria,  Trans- 
Jordan,  Tunisia,  Turkestan,  Turkey,  Union  of  South  Africa,  and  Yemen. 

8.  Section  319.69  in  the  Subpart — Packing  Materials,  is  hereby  further  amended 
by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  a  new  paragraph  to  read  : 

As  used  in  this  subpart,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  the  term  "United 
States"  means  the  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  Hawaii,  Puerto  Rico, 
and  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the  United  States. 

This  order  revises  the  present  Flag  Smut  Quarantine  to  restrict  or  prohibit 
the  importation  into  the  United  States  of  wheat  straw,  hulls,  and  chaff  and  cer- 
tain seeds  that  might  introduce  the  flag  smut  disease  into  this  country  as  well 
as  wheat  grain  and  certain  wheat  products  which  are  subject  to  the  present  quar- 
antine. The  restrictions  and  prohibitions  imposed  by  this  order  apply  to  importa- 
tions of  all  such  products  from  the  countries  and  localities  subject  to  the  present 
quarantine  and,  in  addition,  to  such  importations  from  Afghanistan,  Bulgaria, 
Caucasus  (including  but  not  limited  to  Azerbaidzhan,  South  Russia,  and  Trans- 
caucasia), Chile,  Cyprus,  Eygpt,  Germany,  Greece,  Iran,  Israel,  Netherlands, 
Pakistan,  Palestine,  Portugal,  Tunisia,  Turkestan,  and  Turkey,  in  which  flag  smut 
is  known  to  occur,  as  well  as  Aden  Protectorate,  Iraq,  Oman,  Saudi  Arabia,  the 
Sinai  Peninsula,  Syria,  Trans-Jordan,  and  Yemen.  The  eight  areas  last  named 
are  surrounded  by  countries  where  flag  smut  disease  is  known  to  occur.  No 
reports  are  available  concerning  the  existence  of  the  disease  in  these  eight  areas. 
It  is  believed,  however,  that  if  adequate  flag  smut  surveys  were  made  there  the 
disease  would  be  found.  All  of  the  countries  and  localities  above  specified  are 
therefore  being  included  under  this  order. 

Provision  is  made  in  the  regulations  set  forth  herein  for  the  importation  of 
wheat  straw  hulls,  and  chaff  and  seeds  subject  to  the  Flag  Smut  Quarantine  as 
revised  hereby,  upon  certain  conditions  including  treatment  of  such  products 
and  their  containers  upon  arrival  in  this  country.  Certain  wheat  products  other 
than  flour  are  also  permitted  importation  by  the  regulations  under  specified  con- 
ditions. Wheat  flour  is  not  subject  to  the  revised  Flag  Smut  Quarantine  and 
regulations  thereunder.  Wheat  grain  generally  is  prohibited  importation  from 
the  specified  countries  and  localities  under  said  Quarantine. 

This  order  also  amends  the  Packing  Materials  Quarantine  to  except  from  the 
provisions  of  that  Quarantine  and  the  regulations  supplemental  thereto  wheat 
straw,  hulls,  and  chaff,  used  as  packing  materials,  when  imported  subject  to  the 
Flag  Smut  Quarantine  as  hereby  revised  from  countries  and  localities  designated 
in  the  latter  quarantine. 

This  order  extends  the  requirements  of  both  the  Flag  Smut  Quarantine  and 
the  Packing  Materials  Quarantine  and  regulations  supplemental  to  such  quar- 
antines, to  importations  into  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the  United  States. 
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These  actions  are  in  accordance  with  unopposed  recommendations  of  the  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  made  at  the  public  hearing  on  this  subject  held  on  March 
30, 1951. 

The  revision  of  the  Flag  Smut  Quarantine,  the  new  regulations  thereunder,  and 
the  amendment  of  the  Packing  Materials  Quarantine  promulgated  hereby  shall 
become  effective  on  June  8, 1953.

Pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  by  §  319.56-2  of  the  regulations  supple- 
mental to  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Quarantine  (Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  56,  7 
CFR  319.56),  §  319.56-2g  (a)  (8)  of  the  administrative  instructions  prescribing 
method  of  treatment  of  oranges,  grapefruit,  tangerines,  and  Manila  mangoes 
from  Mexico  (7  CFR  Supp.  319.56-2g  (a)  (8)  ;  B.  E.  P.  Q.  542,  as  amended),  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  319.56-2g  Administrative  instructions  prescribing  method  of  treatment  of 
oranges,  grapefruit,  tangerines,  and  Manila  mangoes  from  Mexico — (a)  Condi- 
tions for  issuance  of  permits.     *  *  * 

(8)  In  cases  where  treating  rooms  are  located  in  the  interior  of  Mexico,  or  at 
places  removed  from  ports  of  entry  where  inspectors  are  regularly  stationed, 
those  in  interest  must  make  advance  arrangements  for  approval  of  the  plant  and 
for  supervision,  and  furnish  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant 
Quarantine  with  acceptable  assurance  that  they  will  provide,  without  cost  to 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  all  salaries,  transportation,  per 
diem,  and  other  incidental  expenses  for  the  supervising  inspectors,  including  the 
payment  to  the  inspectors  of  additional  compensation  for  their  services  in  excess 
of  40  hours  weekly,  according  to  rates  established  for  the  payment  of  Bureau  of 
Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  inspectors. 

The  purpose  of  this  amendment  is  to  specify  additional  conditions  that  must 
be  met  when  inspectors  are  sent  to  points  in  the  interior  of  Mexico  or  places  re- 
moved from  ports  of  entry  where  inspectors  are  regularly  stationed,  to  supervise 
treatments  authorized  in  the  administrative  instructions  hereby  amended.  It 
is  necessary  that  such  conditions  be  made  effective  immediately  in  order  to 
parallel  employment  procedures  for  inspectors  working  at  their  assigned  stations 
in  this  country.  Therefore,  pursuant  to  section  4  of  the  Administrative  Pro- 
cedure Act  (5  U.  S.  C.  1003)  it  is  found  for  good  cause  that  notice  and  public 
procedure  on  the  foregoing  amendment  are  impracticable,  unnecessary,  and  con- 
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trary  to  the  public  interest,  and  good  cause  is  found  for  making  the  effective  date 
hereof  less  than  30  days  after  its  publication  in  the  Fedeeal  Register.

ADMINISTRATIVE  INSTRUCTIONS  APPROVING  ETHYLENE  DIBROMIDE 
FUMIGATION  AS  A  CONDITION  FOR  CERTIFICATION  OF  CERTAIN 
FRUITS  AND  VEGETABLES  FOR  MOVEMENT  FROM  HAWAII 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  upon  him  by  §  301.13-4  (6)  of  the  regula- 
tions supplemental  to  the  Hawaiian  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Quarantine  (Notice  of 
Quarantine  No.  13,  7  CFR  301.13)  under  section  8  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  of 
1912,  as  amended  (7  U.  S.  C.  161),  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and 
Plant  Quarantine  hereby  issues  administrative  instructions  to  appear  as 
§  301.13-4b  in  Title  7,  Code  of  Federal  Regulations,  as  follows : 

§  301.13-4b  Administrative  instructions  approving  ethylene  dibromide  fumi- 
gation as  a  condition  for  certification  of  certain  fruits  and  vegetables  for  move- 
ment from  Hawaii,  (a)  The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant 
Quarantine  hereby  approves  ethylene  dibromide  fumigation,  applied  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  this  section,  as  a  treatment  for  avocado,  bell  pepper, 
bitter  melon,  Cavendish  banana,  cucumber,  papaya,  pineapple,  string  beans,  and 
Zucchini  squash.  Such  fruits  and  vegetables  treated  and  handled  as  provided  in 
this  section  may  be  certified  for  movement  from  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  into  or 
through  any  other  Territory,  State,  or  District  of  the  United  States. 

(&)  The  fruits  and  vegetables  designated  in  paragraph  (a)  of  this  section 
may  be  fumigated  in  open  containers  in  an  approved  atmospheric  fumigation 
vault  for  a  period  of  two  hours  at  a  minimum  temperature  of  70°  F.  with  a  dosage 
of  one-half  pound  of  ethylene  dibromide  per  1,000  cubic  feet  of  space,  including 
the  load. 

(c)  Pineapples  in  corrugated  paper  collars,  packed  in  unlined,  well-aerated 
crates  may  be  fumigated  in  an  approved  atmospheric  fumigation  vault  for  a 
period  of  three  hours  at  a  minimum  temperature  of  70°  F.  with  a  dosage  of  three- 
quarters  pound  of  ethylene  dibromide  per  1,000  cubic  feet  of  space,  including 
the  load. 

(d)  Fumigation  vaults  and  equipment  used  in  the  treatments  specified  in  this 
section  must  be  approved  for  that  purpose  by  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and 
Plant  Quarantine.  Such  a  vault  must  be  equipped  with  a  gas-tight  glass  window 
to  permit  a  view  inside  the  chamber  while  fumigation  is  in  progress.  The 
ethylene  dibromide  must  be  applied  in  the  liquid  state  and  heated  over  an  elec- 
tric hot-plate  or  other  suitable  means  until  vaporization  is  completed.  The  ex- 
posure time  of  two  hours  shall  be  calculated  from  the  time  vaporization  is  com- 
pleted. A  circulating  fan  shall  be  kept  running  in  the  vault  throughout  the 
fumigation  period. 

(e)  The  treatments  approved  in  this  section  and  the  subsequent  handling  of 
the  fruits  and  vegetables  so  treated  must  be  under  the  supervision  of  a  plant 
quarantine  inspector  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine.     Such 
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treated  fruits  and  vegetables  must  be  safeguarded  against  reinfestation  during 
the  period  prior  to  movement  from  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  in  a  manner  satis- 
factory to  the  said  inspector.  Certification  of  these  commodities  for  such  move- 
ment will  be  made  only  upon  compliance  with  the  prescribed  treatment  and  post- 
treatment  safeguards. 

(/)  All  costs  of  the  treatments  and  prescribed  post-treatment  safeguards  pro- 
vided for  in  this  section,  other  than  the  services  of  the  supervising  inspector, 
shall  be  borne  by  the  shipper,  owner,  or  person  in  charge  of  the  fruits  and 
vegetables. 

(g)  While  the  treatments  approved  in  this  section  are  judged  from  experi- 
mental tests  to  be  safe  for  use  with  the  designated  fruits  and  vegetables,  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  or  its  inspector  assumes  no  responsibility  for  any 
loss  or  damage  resulting  from  any  treatment  prescribed  or  supervised. 

(7i)  Tests  show  that  there  is  no  detectable  difference  between  untreated 
papaya,  pineapple,  cucumber,  Zucchini  squash,  and  bitter  melon,  and  these  com- 
modities fumigated  as  approved  in  this  section,  after  a  minimum  storage  of 
5  to  6  days  at  55°  F.  Fumigated  avocados,  string  beans,  bell  peppers,  and 
Cavendish  bananas  show  slight  though  questionable  effects,  but  are  considered 
commercially  acceptable. 

This  section  shall  be  effective  on  and  after  February  18,  1953. 

(Sees.  1,  3,  33  Stat.  1269.  1270,  sec.  9,  37  Stat.  318  ;  7  U.  S.  C.  141,  143,  162.  Interprets 
or  applies  sec.  8,  37  Stat.  318,  as  amended  ;  7  U.  S.  C.  161) 

The  primary  purpose  of  these  administrative  instructions  is  to  approve 
ethylene  dibromide  fumigation  as  a  treatment  of  certain  fruits  and  vegetables 
after  which  fruits  and  vegetables  so  treated  and  handled  in  accordance  with  these 
instructions  may  be  certified  for  movement  from  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  into 
or  through  any  other  Territory,  State,  or  District  of  the  United  States.  The 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  has  determined  that 
the  treatments  and  post-treatment  safeguards  provided  for  in  these  instructions 
are  adequate  to  prevent  the  spreading  of  the  plant  pests  designated  in  the 
Hawaiian  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Quarantine.  These  instructions  remove  restric- 
tions presently  imposed,  and  must  be  made  effective  promptly  to  be  of  maximum 
benefit  to  persons  subject  to  such  restrictions.  Accordingly,  under  section  4  of 
the  Administrative  Procedure  Act  (5  U.  S.  C.  1003)  it  is  found  upon  good  cause 
that  notice  and  other  public  procedure  with  respect  to  the  foregoing  administra- 
tive instructions  are  impracticable  and  contrary  to  the  public  interest,  and  such 
instructions  may  be  made  effective  less  than  30  clays  after  publication  hereof  in 
the  Federal  Register.

HAWAIIAN  FRUITS  AND  VEGETABLES 

ADDITION  OF  SMOOTH  COMMERCIALLY  PACKED  CAYENNE  PINE- 
APPLES TO  LIST  OF  PRODUCTS  WHICH  MAY  BE  MOVED  INTERSTATE 
FROM  HAWAII  AFTER  INSPECTION  AND  CERTIFICATION 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  upon  him  by  section  8  of  the  Plant  Quar- 
antine Act  of  1912,  as  amended  (7  U.  S.  C.  161),  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
hereby  amends  §  301.13-2  (b)  of  the  regulations  supplemental  to  the  quarantine 
relating  to  the  interstate  movement  of  Hawaiian  fruits  and  vegetables  (7  CFR 
301.13-2  (b))  by  inserting  "Pineapples  (Ananas  sativa),  smooth  Cayenne,  com- 
mercially packed"  after  the  item  "Perilla  (Perilla  frutescens) "  in  the  list  of  fruits 
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and  vegetables  allowed  movement  from  Hawaii  throughout  the  year  in  compliance 
with  the  inspection  and  certification  requirements  of  §  301.13-4  (a). 

Smooth  Cayenne  pineapples  not  commercially  packed  and  varieties  of  pine- 
apples other  than  smooth  Cayenne  will  be  eligible  for  certification  only  after 
they  have  been  treated  in  a  manner  approved  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine,  as  provided  in  §301.13-4  (b). 

Prior  to  July  IT,  1950,  pineapples  were  included  in  the  list  of  fruits  and  vege- 
tables that  were  eligible  for  movement  from  Hawaii  throughout  the  year  upon 
compliance  with  the  inspection  and  certification  requirements.  Effective  July 
17,  1950,  an  amendment  to  §  301.13-2  (b)  removed  pineapples  from  this  category 
for  the  reason  that  experimental  observations  had  showed  that  under  abnormal 
conditions  the  oriental  fruit  fly  cotdd  complete  its  development  in  certain  hybrid 
varities  of  pineapples.  Further  experimental  work  has  disclosed  that  smooth 
Cayenne  pineapples,  as  commercially  packed  and  shipped,  do  not  constitute  an 
appreciable  risk  of  spreading  the  oriental  fruit  fly.  More  than  10  tons  of  such 
fruit  of  export  grades  collected  in  the  Hawaiian  Islands  in  the  summer  and  fall 
of  1952  failed  to  yield  a  single  fruit  fly  puparium.  Other  exhaustive  tests  demon- 
strated that  the  possibility  of  this  pest  becoming  established  on  the  mainland  as 
a  result  of  commercial  shipments  of  untreated,  smooth  Cayenne  pineapples  is 
negligible. 

The  purpose  of  this  amendment  is  to  allow  the  movement  throughout  the 
year  of  smooth  Cayenne  pineapples,  when  commercially  packed,  from  Hawaii 
after  visual  inspection  and  certification.  At  present  such  pineapples  must  un- 
dergo a  treatment  before  they  may  be  certified.  The  amendment,  therefore,  re- 
lieves a  restriction,  and  must  be  made  effective  promptly  to  be  of  maximum  benefit 
to  persons  subject  to  such  restriction.  Accordingly,  under  section  4  of  the  Admin- 
istrative Procedure  Act  (5  U.  S.  C.  1003),  it  is  found  upon  good  cause  that  notice 
and  other  public  procedure  with  respect  to  this  amendment  are  impartiable,  un- 
necessary, and  contrary  to  the  public  interest,  and  good  cause  is  found  for  making 
the  amendment  effective  less  than  30  days  after  publication  hereof  in  the  Fedekal 
Register.

HAWAIIAN  FRUITS  AND  VEGETABLES 

REMOVAL  OF  QUALIFICATION  THAT  SMOOTH  CAYENNE  PINEAPPLES 
MUST  BE  COMMERCIALLY  PACKED  TO  MOVE  INTERSTATE  FROM 
HAWAII  AFTER  INSPECTION  AND   CERTIFICATION 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  upon  him  by  section  8  of  the  Plant  Quar- 
antine Act  of  1912,  as  amended  (7  U.  S.  C.  161),  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
hereby  amends  §  301.13-2  (b)  of  the  regulations  supplemental  to  the  quaran- 
tine relating  to  the  interstate  movement  of  Hawaiian  fruits  and  vegetables  (7 
CFR  301.13-2  (b))  by  deleting  the  words  •'commercially  packed''  from  the  item 
now  appearing  as  "Pineapples  (Ananas  sativa),  smooth  Cayenne,  commer- 
cially packed"  in  the  list  of  fruits  and  vegetables  allowed  movement  from 
Hawaii  throughout  the  year  in  compliance  with  the  inspection  and  certification 
requirements  of  §301.13-4  (a). 

An  amendment  of  §301.13-2  (b)  effective  June  27,  1953  (18  F.  R.  3631)  added 
the  above-mentioned  item  to  the  list  of  products  which  may  be  moved  interstate 
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from  Hawaii  after  inspection  and  certification.  Such  pineapples  not  commer- 
cially packed  are  now  eligible  for  certification  only  after  they  have  been  treated 
as  provided  in  §301.13-4  (b).  Noncommercial  movement  of  these  pineapples 
is  largely  as  passengers'  baggage,  in  stores  of  ships  or  planes,  or  as  bulk  cargo. 
A  recent  check  on  this  type  of  movement  indicates  that  it  is  equally  as  non- 
liazardous  as  commercial  movements.  For  this  reason,  the  commercially- 
packed  qualification  is  being  deleted,  further  relieving  previous  restrictions.  In 
order  to  be  of  maximum  benefit  to  persons  subject  to  such  restriction,  it  must 
be  made  effective  promptly.  Accordingly,  under  section  4  of  the  Administrative 
Procedure  Act  (5  U.  S.  C.  1003),  it  is  found  upon  good  cause  that  notice  and 
other  public  procedure  with  respect  to  this  amendment  are  impracticable,  un- 
necessary, and  contrary  to  the  public  interest,  and  good  cause  is  found  for  mak- 
ing the  amendment  effective  less  than  30  days  after  publication  hereof  in  the 
Federal  Register. 

This  amendment  shall  be  effective  July  20, 1953.

Accordingly,  as  authorized  in  §§  301.48-8  and  301.48-9, 
such  vehicles  must  be  cleaned  or  treated,  or  other  measures  must  be  taken  to 
eliminate  infestation,  under  the  supervision  of  an  inspector  of  the  Bureau  of 
Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  and  in  accordance  with  a  method  prescribed 
by  that  Bureau,  before  movement  of  the  vehicles  to  points  outside  the  regu- 
lated areas.  Such  supervised  treatment  may  consist  of  adequate  screening  to 
prevent  entry  of  flying  beetles  into  beetle-free  vehicles,  or  may  consist  of  treat- 
ment with  DDT  dust. 

Certification  of  regulated  produce  during  active  adult  beetle  flight,  required  in 
accordance  with  §301.48-4  (a)  (2),  is  conditioned  upon  production,  packing, 
and  loading  of  such  produce  under  safeguards  satisfactory  to  the  inspector ; 
upon  examination  of  the  produce  by  an  inspector ;  or  upon  fumigation  of  the 
produce  under  supervision  of  an  inspector  and  in  accordance  with  a  method 
prescribed  by  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine.  The  certifi- 
cate must  accompany  the  shipment  to  its  destination.

18,  1953  are  hereby  revoked,  except  for  fresh  green  corn,  as  follows :  For  fruits 
and  vegetables,  except  fresh  corn  on  the  cob ;  trucks,  refrigerator  cars  and  air- 
planes, at  the  close  of  August  28,  1953 ;  Fresh  corn  on  the  cob  at  the  close  of 
September  30,  1953.

Plants,  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables,  and  soil  shipped  from  regulated  areas  are 
subject  to  various  certification,  inspection,  and  treatment  requirements  to  pre- 
vent the  spread  of  Japanese  beetles.

It  is  hereby  required  that  effective  12 :  01  a.  m.,  April  8,  1953,  and  continuing 
throughout  the  1952-53  harvesting  season,  all  grapefruit,  as  a  condition  of 
issuance  of  permits  for  interstate  movement  from  the  regulated  area  of  Texas, 
shall  be  sterilized  in  accordance  with  the  methods  authorized  in  B.  E.  P.  Q.  575, 
revise  effective  February  1,  1949  (7  CFR  1951  Supp.  301.64-4a). 

Imposition  of  sterilization  requirements  is  dependent  upon  the  presence  and 
development  of  Mexican  fruit  flies,  which  conditions  cannot  be  predicted  within 
narrow  time  limits.  Mexican  fruit  flies  are  now  present  in  such  numbers  in  the 
Lower  Rio  Grande  Valley  that  it  has  become  necessary  to  impose  the  foregoing 
requirements  for  the  sterilization  of  grapefruit  as  soon  as  possible.  For  the 
reasons  stated,  it  is  found  upon  good  cause,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section 
4  of  the  Administrative  Procedure  Act  (5  U.  S.  C.  1003),  that  notice  and  public 
procedure  on  these  administrative  instructions  are  unnecessary,  impracticable, 
and  contrary  to  the  public  interest,  and  good  cause  is  found  for  issuing  these 
instructions  effective  less  than  thirty  days  after  their  publication  in  the  Federal 
Register.

It  should  be  used 
only  where  its  particular  qualities  are  especially  desirable  and  other  approved 
packing  materials  are  unsuitable) . 

Coral  sand  from  Bermuda ;  when  free  from  surface  soil,  and  certified  as  such 
by  the  Director  of  Agriculture  of  Bermuda. 

Excelsior. 

Exfoliated  vermiculite.

Sphagnum  moss. 

Vegetable  fiber  when  free  of  pulp,  including  coconut  fiber  and  Osmunda  fiber, 
but  excluding  sugarcane  fiber  and  cotton  fiber. 

(&)  In  addition,  the  following  material  is  approved  as  a  packing  material  for 
use  in  connection  with  lily  bulbs  from  Japan  imported  in  accordance  with 
§  319.37-3  : 

Subsoil  from  Japan  treated  with  an  insecticide  of  a  kind  and  in  an  amount 
deemed  by  the  Chief  of  Bureau  as  adequate  to  destroy  Phyllobrotica  spp.  and 
other  insect  pests,  when  certified  by  an  authorized  official  of  the  Plant  Protection 
Section,  Japanese  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Forestry,  as  having  been  dug  from 
at  least  2  feet  below  the  soil  surface,  sifted,  dried,  and  stored  so  as  to  prevent 
contamination  with  insects  and  plant  diseases,  and  treated  with  an  insecticide 
as  prescribed  by  the  Chief  of  Bureau. 

(c)  In  cases  of  emergency  an  inspector  may  approve  for  use  for  specific  ship- 
ments packing  materials  other  than  those  listed,  after  he  has  determined  that 
such  materials  are  free  from  sand,  soil,  or  earth  and  that  their  use  does  not  in- 
volve a  risk  of  introducing  plant  pests.  Should  the  inspector  determine  that  any 
unlisted  packing  material  accompanying  a  specific  shipment  of  restricted  plant 
material  is  objectionable,  the  shipment  may  be  refused  entry. 

(d)  Regulations  governing  the  entry  of  hay  and  straw  packing  material  are 
contained  in  this  Department's  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  Order  371  (9  CFR 
95.21  and  95.22) .  Such  material  is  restricted  entry  from  countries  where  rinder- 
pest or  foot-and-mouth  disease  exists.  Any  such  material  offered  for  entry 
without  having  met  the  conditions  of  §  95.21  (9  CFR  95.21)  is  required  by  §  95.22 
(9  CFR  95.22)  to  be  disinfected  or  burned.  The  provisions  of  this  Bureau  of 
Animal  Industry  order  are  not  applicable  to  hay  or  straw  mats,  jackets,  or 
casings. 

(e)  All  restricted  material  from  Europe  and  Canada  must  be  free  from  willow 
withes.  Such  material,  when  not  free  from  willow  withes,  will  be  refused  entry 
until  the  withes  are  removed  and  destroyed.  Such  material,  when  accompanied 
by  willow  withes,  may  be  held  in  customs  custody  for  a  period  not  exceeding  40 
days,  during  which  period  the  permittee  or  his  agent,  after  making  satisfactory 
arrangements,  may  remove  and  destroy  the  withes  under  the  supervision  of,  and 
in  a  manner  satisfactory  to,  an  inspector,  after  which  the  shipment  may  be 
handled  in  the  usual  way. 

The  purpose  of  this  amendment  is  to  reauthorize  the  use  of  Japanese  subsoil 
as  a  packing  material,  provided  it  has  been  dug  from  a  depth  of  2  feet  below 
the  soil  surface ;  has  been  sifted,  dried,  and  stored  so  as  to  prevent  contamina- 
tion with  insects  and  plant  diseases;  has  been  treated  with  an  insecticide  of  a 
kind  and  in  an  amount  deemed  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and 
Plant  Quarantine  as  adequate  to  destroy  insect  infestations  that  might  be  pres- 
ent ;  and  has  been  so  certified  by  Japanese  plant  quarantine  officials.  During  the 
past  two  shipping  seasons,  numerous  tests  have  been  made  with  DDT-treated 
Japanese  subsoil.  Bulbs  shipped  and  stored  in  such  a  mixture  have  bloomed 
satisfactorily.

These  commuted  travel  time  periods  have  been  established  as  nearly  as  may 
be  practicable  to  cover  the  time  necessarily  spent  in  reporting  to  and  returning 
from  the  place  at  which  the  employee  performs  such  overtime  duty  when  such 
travel  is  performed  solely  on  account  of  such  overtime  duty.  Such  establish- 
ment depends  upon  facts  withiu  the  knowledge  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology 
and  Plant  Quarantine.  The  overtime  services  are  performed  for  the  benefit 
of  and  at  the  request  of  those  desiring  or  requiring  such  services.  It  is  to  the 
benefit  of  the  public  that  these  instructions  be  made  effective  at  the  earliest 
practicable  date.  Accordingly,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  4  of  the 
Administrative  Procedure  Act  (60  Stat.  238),  it  is  found  upon  good  cause  that 
notice  and  public  procedure  on  these  instructions  are  impracticable,  unneces- 
sary, or  contrary  to  the  public  interest,  and  good  cause  is  found  for  making  these 
instructions  effective  less  than  thirty  days  after  publication. 

These  amended  administrative  instructions  shall  be  effective  on  and  after 
March  14, 1953.

IN  FOUR  STATES 

October  6,  1953. 

Addition  today  of  50  Texas  counties,  7  parishes  in  Louisiana,  7  counties  in 
Oklahoma,  and  an  entire  Arizona  county  and  part  of  another  to  the  area  regu- 
lated under  the  pink  bollworm  quarantine,  is  the  largest  extension  of  infested

territory  ever  made  under  this  quarantine,  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
said  today.     All  added  territory  is  lightly  infested  with  the  pink  bollworm. 

Another  change  in  the  pink  bollworm  infested  area  shifts  the  Texas  counties 
of  Atascosa,  De  Witt,  Frio,  Goliad,  Gonzales,  Jackson,  Karnes,  Lavaca,  Medina, 
Victoria,  and  Wilson  from  a  lightly  to  a  heavy  infested  status.  Further,  the 
previously  heavily  infested  Texas  counties  of  Culberson,  El  Paso,  and  Hudspeth 
have  been  redesignated  as  lightly  infested. 

Since  kenaf,  a  fiber  plant  recently  introduced  into  the  United  States,  has 
been  found  to  be  a  host  of  the  pink  bollworm,  it  (along  with  cotton  and  its 
products)  may  be  moved  from  regulated  areas  only  after  meeting  treating, 
inspection  and  certification  requirements.  Certain  other  products  and  articles 
incidental  to  the  growing  of  crops,  also  have  been  included  under  the  quarantine. 
Although  the  entire  States  of  Arizona,  Louisiana,  New  Mexico,  Oklahoma,  and 
Texas  are  included  within  the  Federal  pink  bollworm  quarantined  area,  only 
those  portions  actually  infested  by  the  pest  are  regulated. 

The  pink  bollworm  is  the  most  serious  known  enemy  of  cotton.     It  not  only 
reduces  the  yield  and  quality  of  the  lint,  but  is  also  destructive  to  the  seed 
and  may  reduce  the  oil  content  by  as  much  as  20  percent. 
The  counties  and  parishes  which  were  added  to  the  regulated  areas  today  are :

§  301.52  Notice  of  quarantine.  Under  the  authority  conferred  by  section  8 
of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  of  August  20,  1912,  as  amended  (7  U.  S.  C.  161), 
and  after  public  hearings  as  required  thereunder,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
has  quarantined  the  States  of  Arizona,  Louisiana,  New  Mexico,  Oklahoma,  and 
Texas,  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  pink  bollworm,  and  under  authority  con- 
tained in  said  Plant  Quarantine  Act  (7  U.  S.  C.  151  et  seq.)  and  in  the  Insect 
Pest  Act  of  March  3,  1905  (7  U.  S.  C.  141  et  seq.),  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
hereinafter  prescribes  regulations  governing  the  movement  of  pink  bollworms 
and  carriers  thereof.  Hereafter  (a)  okra  and  kenaf,  including  all  parts  of  the 
plants ;  (b)  cotton  and  wild  cotton,  including  all  parts  of  both  cotton  and  wild 
cotton  plants,  seed  cotton,  cotton  lint,  linters,  lint  waste  products  derived  from 
the  milling  of  cottonseed,  nonlint  oil  mill  trash,  gin  waste,  gin  trash,  and  all 
other  forms  of  unmanufactured  cotton  fiber,  cottonseed,  cottonseed  hulls,  cot- 
tonseed cake,  and  cottonseed  meal;  (c)  bagging  and  other  containers  and  wrap- 
pers for  cotton  and  cotton  products;  (d)  railway  cars,  boats,  and  other  means 
of  transportation  which  have  been  used  in  conveying  regulated  cotton  or  cotton 
products  or  which  are  fouled  therewith;  and  (e)  when  contaminated  with  live 
pink  bollworms  or  regulated  cotton  or  cotton  products,  any  commodities,  in- 
cluding farm  products,  farm  household  goods,  and  farm  equipment;  shall  not 
be  shipped,  offered  for  shipment  to  a  common  carrier,  received  for  transportation 
or  transported  by  a  common  carrier,  or  carried,  transported,  moved,  or  allowed 
to  be  moved  by  any  person  from  any  of  said  quarantined  States  into  or  through 
any  other  State  or  Territory  or  District  of  the  United  States  in  manner  or 
method  or  under  conditions  other  than  those  prescribed  in  the  regulations  here- 
inafter made  and  amendments  thereto :  Provided,  That  the  requirements  of 
this  quarantine  and  of  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  hereto  are  hereby 
limited  to  the  areas  in  a  quarantined  State  which  are  now,  or  which  may  here- 
after be  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  as  regulated  areas,  as  long 
as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  the  enforcement  of  the 
said  rules  and  regulations  as  to  such  regulated  areas  shall  be  adequate  to  pre- 
vent the  spread  of  the  pink  bollworm,  except  that  such  limitation  is  further 
conditioned  upon  the  affected  State  or  States  providing  for  and  enforcing 
control  of  the  intrastate  movement  of  the  regulated  articles  under  the  same 
conditions  as  those  which  apply  to  their  interstate  movement  under  the  provi- 
sions of  the  currently  existing  Federal  quarantine  regulations,  and  upon  their 
enforcing  such  control  and  sanitation  measures  with  respect  to  such  areas  or 
portions  thereof  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  shall  be 
deemed  adequate  to  prevent  the  intrastate  spread  therefrom  of  the  said  insect 
infestation:  Provided  further,  That  whenever  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  shall  find  that  facts  exist  as  to  pest  risk 
involved  in  the  movement  of  one  or  more  of  the  articles  to  which  the  regula- 
tions supplemental  hereto  apply  making  it  safe  to  modify,  by  making  less 
stringent,  the  requirements  contained  in  any  such  regulations,  he  shall  set  forth 
and  publish  such  finding  in  administrative  instructions,  specifying  the  manner 
in  which  the  applicable  regulations  should  be  made  less  stringent,  whereupon 
such  modification  shall  become  effective,  for  such  period  and  for  such  regu- 
lated area  or  portion  thereof  or  for  such  article  or  articles  as  shall  be  specified 
in  said  administrative  instructions. 

Regulations 

§301.52-1  Definitions.  For  the  purposes  of  the  regulations  in  this  subpart 
the  following  words,  names,  and  terms  shall  be  construed  respectively  to  mean : 

(a)  Pink  bollworm.  The  insect  known  as  the  pink  bollworm  of  cotton  (Pec- 
tinophora  gossyplella  Saund.) ,  in  any  stage  of  development. 
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(b)  Cotton.  All  parts  of  cotton  and  wild  cotton  plants  of  the  genera  Gossyp- 
ium  and  Thurberia,  except  cotton  products. 

(c)  Cotton  products.  Seed  cotton,  cotton  lint,  linters,  oil  mill  waste,  nonlint 
oil  mill  trash,  gin  waste,  gin  trash,  all  other  forms  of  unmanufactured  cotton 
fiber,  cottonseed,  cottonseed  hulls,  cottonseed  cake,  and  cottonseed  meal. 

(d)  Seed  cotton.  All  forms  of  cotton  lint  from  which  the  seed  has  not  been 
separated. 

(e)  Lint.    All  forms  of  raw  ginned  cotton  except  linters  and  waste. 

(/)  Linters.  All  forms  of  unmanufactured  cotton  fiber  separated  from  cot- 
tonseed after  the  lint  has  been  removed,  other  than  waste. 

(g)  Gin  waste.  All  forms  of  unmanufactured  waste  cotton  fiber  (including 
gin  motes)  resulting  from  the  ginning  of  seed  cotton. 

(h)  Oil  mill  waste.  Lint  waste  products  derived  from  the  milling  of  cotton- 
seed. 

(i)  Gin  trash.  All  of  the  material  produced  during  the  cleaning  and  ginning 
of  seed  cotton,  bollies  or  snapped  cotton  except  the  lint,  cottonseed,  and  gin 
waste. 

(j)  Okra  (Hibiscus  esculentus).  All  parts  of  okra  plants,  including  seeds 
and  edible  and  dry  pods. 

(k)  Kenaf  (Hibiscus  cannabinus  L.).  All  parts  of  kenaf  plants,  including 
seeds  and  pods. 

(I)  Restricted  articles.  Products  and  articles  that  may  move  under  the 
restrictions  in  this  subpart. 

(m)  Approved.  Officially  sanctioned  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Ento- 
mology and  Plant  Quarantine. 

(n)  Certificate.  An  approved  document  issued  by  an  inspector  evidencing 
the  apparent  freedom  of  restricted  articles  from  the  pink  bollworm. 

(o)  Limited  permit.  An  approved  document  issued  by  an  inspector  to  allow 
movement  of  noncertified,  restricted  articles  to  or  from  authorized  and  desig- 
nated gins,  oil  mills,  or  processing  or  manufacturing  plants. 

(p)  Dealer-carrier  permit.  An  approved  document  issued  to  persons  engaged 
in  ginning,  manufacturing,  processing,  or  handling  restricted  articles  for  subse- 
quent movement  from  regulated  areas,  or  to  persons  moving  restricted  articles 
from  regulated  areas. 

(q)  Infestation  (infested).  The  presence  of  the  pink  bollworm.  ("Infested" 
shall  be  construed  accordingly.) 

(r)  Moved  (movement  and  move).  Shipped,  offered  for  shipment  to  a  com- 
mon carrier,  received  for  transportation  or  transported  by  a  common  carrier, 
or  carried,  transported,  moved,  or  allowed  to  be  moved  by  any  person  from  any 
regulated  area  in  any  State  into  or  through  any  other  State,  Territory,  or 
District  of  the  United  States.  ("Movement"  and  "move"  shall  be  construed 
accordingly.) 

(s)  Chief  of  the  Bureau.  The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant 
Quarantine. 

(t)  Inspector.    An  inspector  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

(u)  First  heat  treatment.  An  initial  treatment  of  cottonseed  at  an  approved 
gin  whereby  the  cottonseed  is  heated  to  a  temperature  of  150°  F.  for  a  minimum 
period  of  30  seconds  as  a  part  of  the  continuous  process  of  ginning,  under  the 
supervision  of  an  inspector,  and  subsequently  protected  from  contamination. 

(v)  Alternate  treatment.  A  treatment  applied  under  the  observation  of  an 
inspector  in  accordance  with  methods  selected  by  him  from  administratively 
authorized  procedures  known  to  be  effective  under  the  conditions  applied. 

§  301.52-2  Regulated  areas.  The  following  areas  are  hereby  designated  as 
regulated  areas  within  the  meaning  of  the  regulations  in  this  subpart  and  are 
further  classed  as  heavily  or  lightly  infested.

(1)  Cottonseed  produced  in 
a  heavily  infested  area,  or  imported  thereinto  from  the  contiguous  areas  of 
Mexico  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  in  §§  319. S.  319.8-1  et  seq.  of  this  chap- 
ter may  be  moved  from  the  heavily  infested  area  tor  from  any  other  area  to 
which  it  is  moved  fur  treatment  under  this  section )  as  specified  below,  when  the 
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cottonseed  meets  the  following  conditions  applicable  and  is  covered  by  a  cer- 
tificate or  limited  permit. 

(i)  Cottonseed  for  processing  that  has  been  given  a  first  heat  treatment  may 
be  moved  without  further  treatment  under  limited  permit  to  designated  oil  mills 
in  any  lightly  infested  area  other  than  those  in  Arizona  and  Louisiana  :  Provided, 
That  unginnecl  grabbots  from  such  designated  mills  will  be  allowed  movement 
only  after  they  have  been  given  an  approved  fumigation. 

(ii)  Cottonseed  that  has  been  given  a  first  heat  treatment  may  be  moved  to  any 
lightly  infested  area  in  Arizona  and  Louisiana  or  to  a  nonregulated  area  under 
a  certificate  which  may  be  issued  after  the  cottonseed  has  had  a  second  heat 
treatment  at  150°  F.  for  30  seconds  or  after  approved  fumigation,  the  second 
heat  treatment  or  fumigation  to  be  given  at  designated  plants  in  the  regulated 
areas  of  Texas,  New  Mexico,  or  Oklahoma  or  in  nonregulated  areas  contiguous 
to  the  regulated  areas  in  Oklahoma.  For  purposes  of  such  second  heat  treat- 
ment or  fumigation,  cottonseed  that  has  been  given  a  first  heat  treatment  may  be 
moved  under  subdivision  (i)  of  this  subparagraph  or  may  be  moved  under  limited 
permit  to  the  designated  plants  in  the  nonregulated  areas  specified. 

(iii)  Cottonseed  for  planting  that  has  been  given  a  first  heat  treatment  may 
be  moved  to  any  lightly  infested  area  or  to  a  nonregulated  area  under  a  certificate 
which  may  be  issued  after  the  cottonseed  has  been  given  an  approved  second 
treatment  either  within  a  heavily  infested  area  or  immediately  upon  arrival 
within  a  lightly  infested  area  of  Texas. 

(2)  The  cars  or  other  vehicles  moving  any  cottonseed  subject  to  subparagraph 
(1)  of  this  paragraph  to  designated  oil  mills  or  other  treating  plants  for  process- 
ing or  second  treatment  upon  arrival  must  be  cleaned  or  treated,  under  the  super- 
vis  on  of  an  inspector,  immediately  after  unloading. 

(d)  Cottonseed  hulls,  cake  and  meal,  and  oil  mill  waste.  Cottonseed  hulls, 
cottonseed  cake,  cottonseed  meal,  and  oil  mill  waste,  produced  from  cottonseed 
that  has  been  given  a  first  heat  treatment,  may  be  moved  from  a  heavily  infested 
area  to  any  lightly  infested  area  or  to  a  nonregulated  area  under  a  certificate 
if  these  products  have  been  processed  in  an  approved  oil  mill  in  a  heavily  in- 
fested area  under  the  supervision  of  an  inspector,  and  subsequently  protected 
from  contamination. 

(e)  Okra  or  kenaf.  Okra  or  kenaf  may  be  moved  from  a  heavily  infested  area 
to  any  lightly  infested  area  or  to  a  nonregulated  area  under  a  certificate  which 
may  be  issued  if  it  meets  any  one  of  the  following  conditions  :  (1)  When  inspected 
by  an  inspector  and  found  free  from  infestation,  (2)  when  produced  under  such 
conditions  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector  render  it  free  from  infestation,  or 
(3)  when  processed  or  treated  under  the  observation  of  an  inspector  in  accord- 
ance with  methods  selected  by  him  from  administratively  authorized  procedures 
known  to  be  effective  under  the  conditions  applied. 

(/)  Seed  cotton.  Seed  cotton  may  be  moved  from  a  heavily  infested  area  to 
any  lightly  infested  area  or  to  a  nonregulated  area  only  for  scientific  purposes 
under  §  301.52-14. 

§  301.52-6  Articles  restricted  movement  and  certain  conditions  governing  such 
movement  from  lightly  infested  areas — (a)  Baled  lint  and  linters.  (1)  Baled 
lint  and  baled  linters  produced  in  any  lightly  infested  area  may  be  moved  there- 
from (or  from  any  other  area  to  which  they  are  moved  for  treatment  under  this 
section)  to  any  noncontiguous  regulated  area  or  to  a  nonregulated  area  when  such 
lint  and  linters  meet  the  following  conditions  applicable  and  are  covered  by  a 
certificate  or  limited  permit : 

(i)  When  baled  lint  has  been  produced  in  an  approved  gin  in  a  lightly  in- 
fested area  and  has  been  given  any  of  the  following  treatments  under  the  super- 
vision of  an  inspector  and  subsequently  protected  from  contamination  :  Given 
standard  or  equivalent  compression;  given  approved  fumigation;  or  passed  in 
bat  form  between  approved  heavy  steel  rollers  set  not  more  than  %4  inch  apart. 
For  the  purposes  of  such  compression  baled  lint  so  produced  may  be  moved  to 
an  approved  plant  in  any  noncontiguous  regulated  area,  without  limited  permit 
or  certificate,  or  under  a  limited  permit  to  an  approved  plant  in  any  nonregulated 
area  contiguous  to  the  regulated  areas,  or  under  §  301.52-4  to  plants  in  con- 
tiguous regulated  areas.  Baled  lint  meeting  the  treatment  requirements  of  this 
subdivision  may  be  certified. 

(ii)  When  baled  linters  have  been  produced  from  treated  seed  in  an  approved 
oil  mill  in  a  lightly  infested  area  and  subsequently  protected  from  contamina- 
tion.   Such  linters  may  be  certified. 

(iii)  When  baled  linters  have  been  produced  at  an  approved  plant  in  a  lightly 
infested  area  from  untreated  cottonseed,  have  been  subsequently  protected  from 
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contamination,  and  are  to  be  moved  to  approved  cellulose  plants  for  immediate 
processing  therein.    A  limited  permit  may  be  issued  to  cover  such  movement. 

(iv)  When  baled  linters  have  been  produced  at  an  approved  plant  in  a  lightly 
infested  area  from  untreated  cottonseed,  have  been  given  standard  or  equivalent 
compression  or  approved  fumigation,  and  have  been  subsequently  protected  from 
contamination.    Such  linters  may  be  certified. 

(2)  The  requirement  of  certificates  or  permits  covering  rail  shipments  of 
baled  lint  from  seaports  in  the  lightly  infested  areas  where  lint  is  primarily  con- 
centrated for  export  may  be  waived  by  the  inspector  when  the  railroad  waybills 
covering  such  shipments  contain  a  statement,  authenticated  by  a  responsible 
official  of  the  railroad  concerned,  to  the  effect  that  such  lint  has  been  given 
standard  or  equivalent  compression. 

(&)  Baled  gin  waste.  Baled  gin  waste  may  be  moved  from  any  lightly 
infested  area  (or  from  any  other  area  to  which  it  is  moved  for  treatment  under 
this  section)  to  any  other  regulated  area,  or  to  a  non-regulated  area,  under 
a  certificate  which  may  be  issued  when  such  gin  waste  has  been  produced  at  an 
approved  gin  in  the  lightly  infested  area,  has  been  subsequently  protected  from 
contamination,  and  has  been  given  approved  fumigation  within  the  regulated 
areas.  Uncertified  baled  gin  waste  may  be  moved  under  limited  permit  from 
any  lightly  infested  area  to  any  other  lightly  infested  area  except  those  in 
Arizona  or  Louisiana,  or  to  a  heavily  infested  area,  for  fumigation  or  process- 
ing at  an  approved  plant. 

(c)  Cottonseed.  Cottonseed  produced  in  a  lightly  infested  area  or  imported 
thereinto  from  the  contiguous  areas  of  Mexico  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
in  §§  319.8,  319.8-1  et  seq.  of  this  chapter,  may  be  moved  from  such  area  as  speci- 
fied below,  when  the  cottonseed  meets  the  following  conditions  applicable  and 
is  covered  by  a  certificate  or  limited  permit : 

(1)  Cottonseed  produced  in  any  county  in  any  lightly  infested  area  in  which 
the  gins  are  not  required  to  treat  cottonseed  as  a  part  of  the  continuous  process 
of  ginning 1  may  be  moved  under  limited  permit  to  approved  oil  mills  or  other 
approved  treating  plants  either  in  contiguous  lightly  infested  areas  or  in  non- 
regulated  areas  contiguous  to  the  lightly  infested  area  for  heat  treatment  at 
150°  F.  for  30  seconds  or  for  approved  fumigation  upon  arrival  at  such  plants. 
Such  treated  seed  is  then  eligible  for  certification  and  movement  under  certificate 
to  any  regulated  areas  or  to  nonregulated  areas. 

(2)  Cottonseed  produced  in  any  county  in  any  lightly  infested  area  in  which 
the  gins  have  gin  heating  equipment 2  may  be  moved  to  nonregulated  areas  and 
other  destinations  to  which  unrestricted  movement  is  not  allowed  by  §  301.52-4, 
under  a  certificate  which  may  be  issued  after  such  cottonseed  has  received  a  first 
heat  treatment  within  the  lightly  infested  area.  Cottonseed  imported  into  any 
lightly  infested  area  from  the  contiguous  areas  of  Mexico  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  in  §§  319.8,  319.8-1  et  seq.  of  this  chapter,  may  be  so  moved 
under  a  certificate  which  may  be  issued  after  such  cottonseed  has  received  an 
alternate  treatment  within  the  lightly  infested  area. 

(d)  Cottonseed  hulls,  cake  and  meal  and  oil  mill  waste.  Cottonseed  hulls, 
cottonseed  cake,  cottonseed  meal,  and  oil  mill  waste  produced  in  a  lightly  infested 
area  from  cottonseed  that  has  been  given  an  approved  treatment,  may  be  moved 
to  nonregulated  areas  and  other  destinations  to  which  unrestricted  movement 
is  not  allowed  by  §  301.52-4  under  a  certificate  which  may  be  issued  if  these 
products  have  been  processed  in  an  approved  oil  mill  under  the  supervision  of 
an  inspector,  and  subsequently  protected  from  contamination. 

(e)  Okra  or  kenaf.  Okra  or  kenaf  produced  in  any  lightly  infested  area 
may  be  moved  without  restriction  to  nonregulated  areas  and  other  destinations 
to  which  unrestricted  movement  is  not  allowed  by  §  301.52-4,  unless  it  has  been 
determined  by  an  inspector  that  it  is  infested,  in  which  case  it  must  meet  the 
requirements  of  §  301.52-5  (e)  before  it  may  be  so  moved. 

(/)  Seed  cotton.  Seed  cotton  produced  in  any  lightly  infested  area  may  be 
moved  from  such  area  without  limited  permit  or  certificate,  but  only  to  a  con- 
tiguous regulated  area  or  a  contiguous  nonregulated  area,  for  ginning  at  an 
approved  gin. 

1  The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  will  make  public  a  list  or  map  showing  the  counties  in  tne 
lightly  infested  area  where  approved  gins  have  heat  treating  equipment  for  applying  the 
first  heat  treatment,  as  well  as  a  list  or  map  showing  the  counties  in  the  lightly  infested 
area  where  heat  treating  equipment  or  fumigation  facilities  are  available  only  at  approved 
oil  mills  or  other  treating  plants. 

2  See  footnote  1. 
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§  301.52-7  Limited  permits;  designation  of  plants.  Limited  permits  will 
he  issued  as  authorized  in  this  subpart  for  the  movement  of  noncertified, 
restricted  articles  to  such  gins,  oil  mills,  warehouses,  or  processing  or  manu- 
facturing plants  as  may  be  authorized  and  designated  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
for  manufacturing,  processing,  or  treatment  incidental  to  preparing  such  prod- 
ucts for  certification.  As  a  condition  of  such  authorization  and  designation, 
operators  of  the  gins,  oil  mills,  warehouses,  or  processing  or  manufacturing 
plants  must  agree  in  writing  to  handle  restricted  articles,  as  to  segregation 
of  processed  and  nonprocessed  products,  efficient  functioning  of  processing 
equipment,  disposition  of  waste,  use  of  uncontaminated  containers  for  processed 
products,  and  prevention  of  contamination  of  processed  products,  and  to  main- 
tain the  identity  of  regulated  and  nonregulated  products,  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  pink  bollworm ;  and  to  maintain  such  other  sani- 
tary safeguards  and  restrictions  against  the  establishment  and  spread  of  infes- 
tation as  may  be  required  by  the  inspector. 

§  301.52-8  Articles  originating  outside  the  regulated  areas.  Articles  of  a 
kind  covered  by  §  301.52  originating  in  the  United  States  but  outside  the  regu- 
lated areas  may  be  moved  from  a  regulated  area  under  certification  without 
processing,  fumigation  or  other  treatment,  if,  while  in  the  regulated  area,  these 
articles  have  been  handled  and  stored  in  such  a  manner  as  to  maintain  their 
identity  and  prevent  infestation  or  contamination  with  other  regulated  articles, 
except  that  cottonseed  and  other  cotton  products  which  are  not  readily  identi- 
fiable as  to  origin  and  are  subject  to  contamination  while  within  the  regulated 
area,  in  order  to  move  from  a  regulated  area,  must  meet  requirements  equiva- 
lent to  those  prescribed  for  similar  products  originating  within  the  regulated 
area. 

§  301.52-9  Cleaning  or  treating  requirements  for  articles  when  contaminated. 
Railway  cars,  boats,  and  other  means  of  transportation;  bagging  and  other 
containers  or  wrappers  for  cotton ;  cotton  processing  machinery ;  farm  house- 
hold goods ;  farm  equipment ;  farm  products ;  and  any  other  commodities ; 
which  are  contaminated  with  live  pink  bollworms,  or  with  cotton  or  cotton 
products  originating  within  a  regulated  area  or  imported  thereinto  from  con- 
tiguous areas  of  Mexico  may  be  moved  from  a  regulated  area  only  after  they 
have  been  freed  from  such  contamination  by  cleaning  or  treatment  to  the  satis- 
faction of  an  inspector,  after  which  cleaning  or  treatment  no  certificate  or  per- 
mit will  be  required  except  for  bagging;  for  other  containers  or  wrappers  for 
cotton ;  and  for  cotton  processing  machinery ;  and  as  hereinafter  provided.  Cot- 
ton harvesting  machinery  or  cotton  ginning  machinery,  that  has  been  used  or 
otherwise  kept  within  a  regulated  area  will  be  deemed  contaminated  and  may 
be  moved  to  a  nonregulated  area  or  to  the  regulated  areas  of  either  Arizona  or 
Louisiana  from  any  other  regulated  area  only  if  it  has  been  cleaned  and  given 
an  approved  fumigation  and  is  covered  by  a  certificate. 

§  301.52-10  Dealer-carrier  permits.  As  a  condition  of  issuance  of  certificates 
or  limited  permits  for  the  movement  of  restricted  articles,  those  engaged  in 
ginning,  manufacturing,  processing,  handling,  or  moving  such  restricted  articles 
originating  or  stored  in,  or  imported  from  contiguous  areas  of  Mexico  into, 
regulated  areas,  shall  (a)  make  application  for  a  dealer-carrier  permit  to  the 
Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine,  Federal  Building,  San  Antonio  6, 
Texas,  and  (b)  agree  to  maintain  an  accurate  record  of  receipts  and  sales, 
shipments,  or  services,  when  so  required  by  an  inspector  (which  record  will 
be  available  at  all  times  for  examination  by  an  inspector),  and  (c)  agree  to 
carry  out  any  and  all  conditions,  treatments,  precautions,  and  sanitary  measures 
which  may  be  required  by  the  inspector. 

§  301.52-11  Cancellation  of  certificates  and  permits.  Any  certificates,  lim- 
ited permits,  or  dealer-carrier  permits  issued  under  the  regulations  in  this 
subpart  may  be  withdrawn  or  cancelled  and  further  certificates  or  permits 
refused,  whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau,  the  further  use 
of  such  certificates  or  permits  might  result  in  the  dissemination  of  the  pink 
bollworm. 

§  301.52-12  Authorization  of  alternate  treatment.  When  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  procedures  of  heat  treatment,  processing,  fumiga- 
tion or  other  treatment  more  effective  than  those  provided  in  this  subpart  have 
been  developed,  inspectors  may  allow  use  of  such  administratively  authorized 
procedures  when  the  procedures  are  known  to  be  effective  under  the  conditions 
applied.  When  methods  of  treatment  or  processing  as  provided  in  this  subpart 
are  found  unsatisfactory  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau,  he  is  authorized  to  pro- 
mulgate administrative  instructions  altering  them  or  substituting  other  require- 
ments. 
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§  301.52-13  General  certificaation,  marking,  and  labeling  provisions,  (a) 
To  obtain  certificates  or  limited  permits  under  the  regulations  in  this  subpart 
application  shall  be  made  either  to  the  local  inspector  or  to  the  Bureau  of 
Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine,  Federal  Building,   San  Antonio  6,  Texas.3 

( b )  Certificates  or  limited  permits  required  under  the  regulations  in  this  sub- 
part shall  be  securely  attached  to  the  outside  of  each  container  of  restricted 
articles  and  in  the  case  of  restricted  articles  shipped  without  containers  they 
shall  be  securely  attached  to  the  articles  themselves.  However,  in  the  case  of 
restricted  articles  shipped  by  carlot  or  in  bulk  by  freight,  the  certificates  or 
permits  shall  be  securely  attached  to  the  waybills  or  other  shipping  papers 
which  accompany  the  shipment  and  in  the  case  of  movement  by  road  vehicle, 
such  certificates  or  permits  shall  accompany  the  vehicle.  When  moved,  each 
container  of  restricted  articles,  or  the  restricted  article  itself  when  shipped 
without  a  container,  shall  also  bear  such  marking  and  labeling  as  may  be  nec- 
essary, in  the  judgment  of  the  inspector,  to  identify  the  material. 

(c)  The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  shall  not  be  responsible  for 
any  costs  incident  to  inspection  or  treatment,  other  than  the  services  of 
inspectors. 

§  301.52-14  Shipments  for  scientific  purposes.  Live  pink  bollworms  may  be 
removed  from  any  State,  Territory,  or  the  District  of  Columbia  into  any  other 
State  -or  Territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  other  products  or  articles 
subject  to  the  requirements  of  the  regulations  in  this  subpart  may  be  moved, 
for  scientific  purposes,  on  such  conditions  and  under  such  safeguards  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau.  The  container  of  such  bollworms  or 
products  or  articles  or  if  there  is  no  container,  the  item  itself  shall  bear,  securely 
attached  to  the  outside  thereof,  an  identifying  tag  from  the  Bureau  of  Ento- 
mology and  Plant  Quarantine  showing  compliance  with  such  conditions. 

One  of  the  foregoing  amendments  adds  to  the  lightly  infested  area  1  county 
and  part  of  another  in  Arizona,  7  parishes  in  Louisiana,  7  counties  in  Oklahoma, 
and  50  counties  in  Texas.  Another  amendment  redesignates  as  heavily  infested 
the  Texas  counties  of  Atascosa,  De  Witt,  Frio,  Goliad,  Gonzales,  Jackson, 
Karnes,  Lavaca,  Medina,  Victoria,  and  Wilson,  heretofore  designated  as  lightly 
infested;  and  further  redesignates  as  lightly  infested  the  Texas  counties  of 
Culberson,  El  Paso,  and  Hudspeth,  heretofore  designated  as  heavily  infested. 
The  revision  of  the  regulated  areas  parallels  action  already  taken  by  the  States 
of  Arizona,  Louisiana,  Oklahoma,  and  Texas  in  their  intrastate  pink  bollworm 
quarantine  regulations.  It  was  understood  at  the  time  the  States  modified 
their  regulations  that  similar  Federal  action  would  follow.  The  revision  of  the 
Federal  regulated  areas  therefore  represents  formal  Federal  action  to  coincide 
with  State  action  already  taken. 

Kenaf,  a  fiber  crop  recently  introduced  into  the  United  States,  has  been 
found  to  be  a  host  of  the  pink  bollworm.  Accordingly,  kenaf  has  been  included 
among  the  quarantined  plants  in  the  notice  of  quarantine,  and  appropriate 
provisions  have  been  added  in  the  regulations  to  make  kenaf  subject  to  the  same 
restrictions  as  those  applicable  to  okra.  The  quarantine  and  regulations  have 
also  been  extended  to  certain  other  products  and  articles  capable  of  carrying 
pink  bollworms. 

Regulations  applicable  to  the  movement  of  quarantined  products  have  been 
reorganized  so  that  they  may  be  more  readily  consulted  by  interested  shippers. 
In  several  instances,  particularly  in  the  matter  of  localities  where  cottonseed 
that  has  received  a  single  heat  treatment  may  be  given  a  second  treatment,  the 
regulations  have  been  made  less  restrictive.  Greater  flexibility  in  the  treating 
procedures  has  been  provided  in  still  other  amendments  that  authorize  alter- 
nate treatments  that  may  be  adapted  to  specific  conditions  as  they  arise. 

Insofar  as  the  amendments  revise  the  regulated  areas  or  impose  other  new 
or  more  stringent  requirements,  they  should  be  made  effective  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible in  order  to  be  of  maximum  benefit  in  preventing  the  interstate  spread  of 
pink  bollworms.  Insofar  as  the  amendments  relieve  restrictions,  they  should 
be  made  effective  as  soon  as  possible  in  order  to  be  of  most  benefit  to  affected 
persons.  For  these  reasons,  it  is  found  upon  good  cause  that  notice  and  other 
public  procedure  under  section  4  of  the  Administrative  Procedure  Act  ( 5  U.  S.  C. 
1(503 )  are  impracticable,  unnecessary,  and  contrary  to  the  public  interest,  and 
good  cause  is  found  for  issuing  this  document  effective  less  than  30  days  after 
its  publication  in  the  Federal  Register.  The  amendments  relieving  restrictions 
also  are  within  the  exception  provided  in  section  4  (c)  of  said  act.

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The  quarantine  and  regulations  set  forth  above  shall  be  effective  on  and  after 
October  6,  1953.  The  quarantine,  regulations,  and  administrative  instructions 
issued  June  8,  1948,  as  amended,  effective  April  27,  1949,  September  20,  1949, 
January  10,  1950,  February  16,  1950,  July  19,  1950,  May  29,  1951,  and  April  4, 
1952  (7  CFR  and  Supp.  301.52,  301.52-1  to  301.52-12,  inclusive)  shall  cease  to 
be  effective  on  the  effective  date  of  the  quarantine  and  regulations  set  forth 
above.

ADMINISTRATIVE  INSTRUCTIONS  MODIFYING  REQUIREMENTS  FOR 
MOVEMENT  OF  COTTONSEED  AND  COTTONSEED  PRODUCTS  FROM 
LIGHTLY  INFESTED  AREAS 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  by  the  second  proviso  of  Pink  Bollworm 
Quarantine  No.  52  (7  CFR  Supp.  301.52;  18  F.  R.  6348),  issued  under  sections 
8  and  9  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  of  August  20,  1912,  as  amended  (7  U.  S.  C. 
161,  162)  and  section  3  of  the  Insect  Pest  Act  of  March  3,  1905  (7  U.  S.  C.  143), 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  hereby  issues 
administrative  instructions  to  appear  in  §301.52a  in  Title  7,  Code  of  Federal 
Regulations  (7  CFR  Supp.  301.52a)  as  follows: 

§  301.52a  Administrative  instructions  modifying  requirements  for  movement 
of  cottonseed  and  cottonseed  products  from  lightly  infested  areas,  (a)  Under 
§  301.52-6  (c)  (1)  cottonseed  produced  in  any  county  in  any  lightly  infested 
area  in  which  the  gins  are  not  required  to  treat  cottonseed  as  a  part  of  the  con- 
tinuous process  of  ginning  may  be  moved  under  limited  permit  to  approved  oil 
mills  or  other  approved  treating  plants  either  in  contiguous  lightly  infested  areas 
or  in  nonregulated  areas  contiguous  to  the  lightly  infested  area  for  heat  treat- 
ment at  150°  F.  for  30  seconds  or  for  approved  fumigation  upon  arrival  at  such 
plants.  Such  treated  seed  is  then  eligible  for  certification  and  movement  under 
certificate  to  any  regulated  areas  or  to  nonregulated  areas. 

(o)  The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  hereby 
finds  that  facts  exist  as  to  the  pest  risk  involved  in  the  movement  of  cottonseed 
and  cottonseed  products  to  which  §  301.52-6  applies,  making  it  safe  to  modify 
by  making  less  stringent  the  requirements  of  §  301.52-6.  Hereafter,  in  addition 
to  movement  authorized  under  §301.52-6  (c)  (1),  cottonseed  produced  in  a 
lightly  infested  area  in  which  the  gins  are  not  required  to  treat  cottonseed  as  a 
part  of  the  continuous  process  of  ginning  may  be  moved  under  limited  permit  to 
an  approved  oil  mill  or  other  approved  treating  plant  in  any  of  the  lightly 
infested  counties  hereinafter  listed,  for  storage  and  subsequent  approved  heat 
treatment,  approved  fumigation,  or  processing  into  linters,  oil,  cottonseed  hulls, 
cottonseed  meal,  cottonseed  cake,  or  other  products,  at  such  approved  mill  or 
plant :  Counties  of  Curry,  De  Baca,  Lea,  Quay,  and  Roosevelt,  in  New  Mexico  ; 
all  of  the  counties  in  the  regulated  areas  of  Oklahoma;  and  the  Counties  of 
Bailey,  Borden,  Briscoe,  Castro,  Childress,  Cochran,  Collingsworth,  Cottle, 
Crosby,  Dawson,  Deaf  Smith,  Dickens,  Donley,  Fisher,  Floyd,  Foard,  Gaines, 
Garza,  Gray,  Hale,  Hall,  Hardeman,  Haskell,  Hockley,  Jones,  Kent,  King,  Knox, 
Lamb,  Lubbock,  Lynn,  Kotley,  Parmer,  Scurry,  Stonewall,  Swisher,  Terry, 
Wheeler,  and  Yoakum,  in  Texas.  As  a  condition  of  such  limited  permits  all  motes 
and  unginned  grabbots  produced  from  such  untreated  cottonseed  shall  be  either 
fumigated,  given  other  approved  treatment,  or  destroyed  by  burning.  Such  cot- 
tonseed and  products  thereof  which  are  subject  to  §  301.52  1  may  be  moved  from 
such  lightly  infested  counties  under  certificate  as  follows  : 


§  301.52  does  not  apply  to  cottonseed  oil. 
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( 1 )  Such  cottonseed  that  has  been  given  approved  heat  treatment  or  approved 
fumigation,  such  linters  and  cottonseed  hulls  that  have  been  given  approved 
treatment,  and  such  cottonseed  meal  and  cake,  which  have  been  segregated  from 
untreated  cottonseed  and  cottonseed  products  and  kept  free  from  any  other 
source  of  contamination,  may  be  certified  and  moved  to  any  destination. 

(2)  All  linters  produced  from  the  untreated  cottonseed  may  be  certified  and 
moved  for  processing  to  any  destination  within  the  regulated  areas  of  New 
Mexico,  Oklahoma,  or  Texas,  or  to  any  noncotton  producing  state,  or  to  approved 
cellulose  plants  at  any  location. 

( 3 )  All  cottonseed  hulls  produced  from  the  untreated  cottonseed  may  be  certi- 
fied and  moved  for  consumption  or  utilization  to  any  destination  within  the 
regulated  areas  of  New  Mexico,  Oklahoma,  or  Texas,  or  to  any  noncotton  pro- 
ducing state. 

The  approved  treatment  provided  for  in  this  paragraph  shall  be  the  heat 
treatment  prescribed  in  paragraph  (a)  or  any  alternate  treatment  that  is  ad- 
ministratively authorized  under  §  301.52-12. 

The  purpose  of  these  instructions  is  to  make  less  stringent  the  requirements 
for  movement  of  certain  cottonseed  and  cottonseed  products  from  the  lightly 
infested  areas  described  in  the  Pink  Bollworm  Quarantine,  since  it  has  been 
determined  that  the  pest  risk  involved  in  such  movement  does  not  require  the 
continuation  of  the  present  requirements.  In  order  to  be  of  maximum  benefit 
to  producers  and  shippers  of  cottonseed  in  the  areas  involved,  the  instructions 
should  be  made  effective  as  soon  as  possible.  Accordingly,  under  secction  4  of  the 
Administrative  Procedure  Act  (5  U.  S.  C.  1003)  it  is  found  upon  good  cause 
that  notice  and  other  public  procedure  concerning  these  instructions  are  im- 
practicable and  unnecessary  and  since  the  instructions  relieve  restrictions  they 
may  be  made  effective  less  than  30  days  after  publication  hereof  in  the  Federal 
Register.

PINK  BOLLWORM  REGULATED  AREA  EXTENDED  IN  LOUISIANA  AND 

OKLAHOMA 

(Press  Notice) 

November  18,  1953. 
Because  of  the  discovery  of  pink  bollworm  infestations  during  recent  trash 
inspections  at  cotton  gins  in  the  parishes  of  Claiborne,  Lincoln,  and  Union,  in 
Louisia.na,  and  the  counties  of  Bryan,  Carter,  Coal,  Murray,  Okmulgee,  and 
Pittsburg,  in  Oklahoma,  these  nine  parishes  and  counties  are  being  added  to 
Federally-regulated  pink  bollworm  lightly  infested  areas,  effective  November  20, 
1953,  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  announced  today. 

Although  the  entire  States  of  Arizona,  Louisiana,  New  Mexico,  Oklahoma,  and 
Texas  are  included  within  the  Federal  pink  bollworm  quarantined  area,  only 
those  portions  actually  infested  by  the  pest  are  regulated. 

With  these  additions,  the  regulated  area  includes  all  or  parts  of  5  counties 
in  southeastern  Arizona,  22  parishes  in  southwestern  Louisiana,  16  counties  in 
southern  New  Mexico,  27  counties  in  southwestern  Oklahoma,  and  all  of  Texas 
except  15  of  the  northernmost  counties. 

Under  the  quarantine,  cotton  and  its  products,  kenaf,  and  certain  other  plants, 
products  and  articles  incidental  to  the  growing  of  crops,  may  be  moved  from 
regulated  areas  only  after  meeting  treating,  inspection  and  certification  re- 
quirements. The  pink  bollworm  is  the  most  serious  known  enemy  of  cotton. 
It  not  only  reduced  the  yield  and  quality  of  the  lint,  but  also  is  destructive  to 
the  seed  and  may  reduce  the  oil  content  by  as  much  as  20  percent.

301.52-1  et  seq.,  as  amended,  18  F.  R.  6348  and  7339)  to  designate  as  regulated 
areas  the  Arkansas  counties  of  Hempstead  and  Miller  and  possibly  the  counties 
of  Columbia,  Howard,  Lafayette,  Little  River,  Nevada,  and  Sevier.  Prohibitions 
and  restrictions  as  prescribed  in  said  regulations  would  thus  be  made  applicable 
to  the  movement  from  such  regulated  areas  in  the  State  of  Arkansas  into  or 
through  any  other  State,  Territory,  or  District  of  the  United  States  of  the 
following : 

(a)  Okra  and  kenaf,  including  all  parts  of  the  plants;  (b)  cotton  and  wild 
cotton,  including  all  parts  of  both  cotton  and  wild  cotton  plants,  seed  cotton, 
cotton  lint,  linters,  lint  waste  products  derived  from  the  milling  of  cottonseed, 
nonlint  oil  mill  trash,  gin  waste,  gin  trash,  and  all  other  forms  of  unmanufactured 
cotton  fiber,  cottonseed,  cottonseed  hulls,  cottonseed  cake,  and  cottonseed  meal ; 

(c)  bagging  and  other  containers  and  wrappers  for  cotton  and  cotton  products; 

(d)  railway  cars,  boats,  and  other  means  of  transportation  which  have  been 
used  in  conveying  regulated  cotton  or  cotton  products  or  which  are  fouled 
therewith;  and  (e)  when  contaminated  with  live  pink  bollworms  or  regulated 
cotton  or  cotton  products,  any  commodities,  including  farm  products,  farm 
household  goods,  and  farm  equipment. 

A  public  hearing  will  be  held  before  a  representative  of  the  Agricultural 
Research  Service  in  Room  304,  Federal  Bulding,  Memphis,  Tennessee,  at  10 
a.  m.,  January  14,  1954,  at  which  hearing  any  interested  party  may  appear 
and  be  heard,  either  in  person  or  by  attorney,  on  the  aforesaid  proposals.  Any 
interested  person  who  desires  to  submit  written  data,  views,  or  arguments  on 
the  proposals  may  do  so  by  filing  the  same  with  the  Administrator  of  the  Agri- 
cultural Research  Service,  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  Wash- 
ington 25,  D.  C,  on  or  before  January  14,  1954,  or  with  the  presiding  officer  at 
the  hearing.

AMENDMENT  OF  ADMINISTRATIVE  INSTRUCTIONS  AUTHORIZING 
ETHYLENE  DIBROMIDE  FUMIGATION  AS  A  CONDITION  FOR  CERTI- 
FICATION OF  MANGOES  UNDER  PUERTO  RICAN  FRUIT  AND  VEGE- 
TABLE QUARANTINE  NO.  58 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  upon  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Entomol- 
ogy and  Plant  Quarantine  by  §§  301.58-2  and  301.58-3  of  the  regulations  supple- 
mental to  Puerto  Rican  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Quarantine  No.  58  (7  CFR  301.58-2 
and  301.58-3),  issued  under  section  8  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  of  1912,  as 
amended  (7  U.  S.  C.  161),  paragraph  (b)  (1)  of  administrative  instructions 
appearing  as  §  301.53-3d  in  Title  7,  Code  of  Federal  Regulations,  effective  Octo- 
ber 1, 1951,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

§  301.58-3d  Administrative  instructions  authorizing  the  movement  of  mangoes 
from  Puerto  Rico  after  approved  fumigation. 

(6)  Approved  treatment.  (1)  The  approved  treatment  shall  consist  of  fumi- 
gation with  ethylene  dibromide  in  an  atmospheric  fumigation  vault,  which  vault 
and  its  equipment  have  been  approved  for  that  purpose  by  the  Bureau  of  Ento- 
mology and  Plant  Quarantine.  The  dosage  shall  be  applied  at  the  following 
rates : 

6  ounces  of  ethylene  dibromide  per  1,000  cubic  feet  of  space  for  2  hours  at 

80°  F. 
8  ounces  of  ethylene  dibromide  per  1,000  cubic  feet  of  space  for  2  hours  at 
70°  F. 
Cubic  feet  of  space  shall  include  the  load.     The  2-hour  period  of  exposure  shall 
begin  when  all  of  the  fumigant  has  been  introduced  into  the  chamber.     The 
required  temperatures  apply  to  both  air  and  fruit.     The  ethylene  dibromide  must 
be  applied  in  the  liquid  state  and  volatilized  within  the  sealed  fumigation  cham- 
ber by  direct  contact  with  a  highly  heated  metal  surface  over  an  electric  hot 
plate  or  other  suitable  heating  medium.    The  gas  shall  be  circulated  within  the 
chamber  continuously  for  the  2-hour  period  by  an  electric  fan  or  blower. 
(Sec.  8,  37  Stat.  318,  amended,  7  U.  S.  C.  161) 

This  amendment  shall  be  effective  March  18,  1953. 

The  purpose  of  this  amendment  is  to  revise  the  dosage  schedules  authorized 
for  the  fumigation  of  mangoes  as  a  requirement  for  certification  prior  to  their 
interstate  movement  from  Puerto  Rico.  The  present  dosage  schedule  for  atmos- 
pheric fumigation  is  prescribed  for  temperatures  50°  F.  or  above.  This  amend- 
ment involves  no  essential  change  in  actual  fumigation  procedures,  since  tem- 
peratures of  80°  F.  or  above  normally  prevail  during  the  mango  harvesting 
season  in  Puerto  Rico.  The  80°  dosage  schedule  in  the  amended  instructions 
parallels  the  50°  schedule  in  the  present  instructions.  The  amended  instructions 
will  also  be  consistent  with  the  latest  experimental  data  and  with  the  70°  schedule 
for  ethylene  dibromide  fumigation  in  Hawaii  of  certain  fruits  and  vegetables 
prescribed  in  7  CFR  301.13-4b  (B.  E.  P.  Q.  592,  effective  February  18,  1953;  18 
F.  R.  947).  Accordingly,  it  is  found  for  good  cause  that  notice  and  public  pro- 
cedure under  the  Administrative  Procedure  Act  are  unnecessary  and  contrary 
to  the  public  interest,  and  good  cause  is  found  for  making  the  effective  date 
hereof  less  than  30  days  after  its  publication  in  the  Federal  Register.

PERMITS  DENIED  FOR  POTATO  IMPORTS  FROM  SPAIN,  CANARY 
ISLANDS,  ESTONIA,  AND  LATVIA 

(Press  Notice) 

Janttaby  2,  1953. 

Potatoes  from  Spain,  the  Canary  Islands.  Estonia,  and  Latria  have  been  de- 
clared ineligible  for  importation  into  the  United  States  under  potato  import 
regulations  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  it  was  announced  today. 

To  be  eligible  to  ship  potatoes  to  the  United  States  a  country  must  determine 
by  field  inspection  satisfactory  to  the  Department's  Bureau  of  Entomology  and 
Plant  Quarantine  that  such  country  is  free  from  potato  wart  and  other  injurious 
potato  diseases  and  insect  pests  that  do  not  occur  or  are  not  widely  distributed 
in  the  United  States.  The  exporting  country  furthermore  must  enforce  a  quar- 
antine prohibiting  the  entry  into  such  country  of  potatoes  from  any  country 
known  to  have  such  diseases  or  insects  and  must  certify  that  the  potatoes  are 
free  from  such  pests.  (Estonia  was  determined  as  meeting  these  conditions  on 
August  2.  1929.  Spain  and  the  Canary  Islands  on  January  26,  1933,  and  Latvia  on 
March  27, 1937.) 

However,  potatoes  imported  from  Spain  and  the  Canary  Islands  early  this 
year  were  found  upon  arrival  at  New  York  and  San  Juan,  respectively,  to  be  in- 
fested with  the  golden  nematode,  a  serious  pest  of  potatoes.  It  was  later  learned 
that  seed  potatoes  from  countries  known  to  be  infested  with  the  golden  nematode 
or  infected  with  the  potato  wart  had  been  shipped  to  Spain  and  the  Canary 
Islands.  Field  inspection  at  these  sources  was  therefore  deemed  inadequate  by 
the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine. 

The  golden  nematode  has  already  invaded  fields  totaling  10,700  acres  on  Long 
Island,  New  York.  Potato  yields  have  been  reduced  as  much  as  70  percent  in 
those  parts  of  this  acreage  found  heavily  infested  with  the  nematode. 

There  is  no  recent  scientific  literature  or  governmental  representation  from 
either  Estonia  or  Latvia  to  indicate  that  the  requirements  of  the  potato  regula- 
tions are  still  being  met  in  these  Baltic  countries.  The  golden  nematode  has  been 
intercepted  in  shipments  of  plant  material  arriving  in  the  United  States  from  all 
Scandinavian  countries  and  from  Poland,  indicating  that  such  infestation  may  be 
present  in  all  Baltic  countries.  For  these  reasons  permits  for  the  entry  of 
potatoes  from  these  two  States  will  be  denied.  Beapplication  for  export  privi- 
leges may  be  made  by  either  State  if  conditions  warrant.

Restricted  Entry  Orders 
FOREIGN  POTATOES:  SPAIN,  CANARY  ISLANDS,  LATVIA,  AND  ESTONIA 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  by  the  Plant 
Quarantine  Act  of  1912,  as  amended  (7  U.  S.  C.  151  et  seq.),  the  following  rule 
is  hereby  promulgated. 

The  field  inspection  of  potatoes  in  Spain,  the  Canary  Islands,  Latvia,  and 
Estonia,  heretofore  approved  by  this  Department  as  adequate  under  the  require- 
ments of  §  321.3  of  the  regulations  governing  the  importation  of  potatoes  into 
the  United  States  (7  CFR  321.3),  has  now  been  found  to  be  inadequate;  such 
countries  are  no  longer  known  to  be  free  from  the  golden  nematode  of  potatoes, 
an  injurious  potato  disease  not  widely  prevalent  or  distributed  within  and 
throughout  the  United  States :  and  such  countries  are  no  longer  considered  as 
having  effective  quarantine  prohibiting  the  entry  therein  of  potatoes  from  any 
country  known  to  be  invaded  by  the  golden  nematode  of  potatoes. 
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Potatoes  imported  from  Spain  and  the  Canary  Islands  early  in  1952  were  found 
upon  arrival  at  New  York  and  San  Juan,  respectively,  to  be  infested  with  the 
golden  nematode.  It  was  later  learned  that  seed  potatoes  from  countries  known 
to  be  infested  with  golden  nematode  or  infected  with  the  potato  wart  had  been 
shipped  to  Spain  and  the  Canary  Islands.  Field  inspection  at  these  sources  was 
therefore  deemed  inadequate. 

There  is  no  recent  scientific  literature  or  governmental  representation  from 
either  Estonia  or  Latvia  to  indicate  that  the  requirements  of  the  potato  regula- 
tions are  still  being  met  in  these  Baltic  countries.  The  golden  nematode  has 
been  intercepted  in  shipments  of  plant  material  arriving  in  the  United  States 
from  all  Scandinavian  countries  and  from  Poland,  indicating  that  such  infesta- 
tion may  be  present  in  all  Baltic  countries. 

Accordingly,  permits  for  the  entry  into  the  United  States  of  common  or  Irish 
potatoes  (Solanum  tuberosum)  and  horticultural  varieties  thereof  from  Spain, 
the  Canary  Islands,  Latvia,  and  Estonia  will  be  refused. 

The  foregoing  rule  is  deemed  necessary  to  prevent  the  introduction  into  the 
United  States  of  the  golden  nematode  of  potatoes  and  therefore  must  be  made 
effective  promptly  in  the  public  interest.  Accordingly,  under  section  4  of  the 
Administrative  Procedure  Act  (5  U.  S.  C.  1003)  it  is  found  upon  good  cause 
that  notice  and  other  public  procedure  with  respect  to  this  rule  are  impracticable 
and  contrary  to  the  public  interest  and  good  cause  is  found  for  making  such  rule 
effective  less  than  30  days  after  publication  hereof  in  the  Federal  Register.

BEETLE  QUARANTINE   (NO.  72) 

WHITE-FRINGED  BEETLE  AREA  EXTENDED  TO  INCLUDE  NEW 

INFESTATIONS 

(Press  Notice) 

September  29,  1953. 

Extensions  of  the  white-fringed  beetle  regulated  area  have  been  made  in 
Alabama,  Florida,  Louisiana,  and  Mississippi  to  include  infestations  discovered 
there  during  the  last  year,  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  announced 
today.    The  extensions  are  effective  today,  September  29. 

(In  a  regulated  area,  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  and  cooperating 
States  supervise  the  movement  of  plants  and  other  articles  that  might  spread 
the  white-fringed  beetle.  The  beetle,  which  does  not  fly,  does  the  most  damage  as 
a  grub  in  the  soil,  attacking  the  roots  of  cotton,  tobacco,  peanuts,  corn,  sugar 
cane,  sweetpotatoes,  clover  and  other  field  crops.) 

Seven  small  previously-regulated  areas  in  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  and  Ala- 
bama have  been  combined  into  a  single  consolidated  area.  Similarly,  eleven 
other  regulated  areas  in  Alabama  and  Florida  have  been  consolidated.  The 
areas  in  which  these  consolidations  have  been  made  are  those  known  to  have 
white-fringed  beetle  infestations  in  such  close  proximity  to  one  another  that  the 
intervening  land  between  has  been  exposed  to  infestation. 

In  Alabama,  extensions  of  the  regulated  area  were  made  in  Coffee,  Conecuh, 
Covington,  Dallas,  Escambia,  Geneva,  Monroe,  Montgomery,  and  Wilcox  Coun- 
ties. There  were  no  changes  in  the  Alabama  Counties  of  Baldwin,  Clarke, 
Crenshaw,  Jefferson,  Lowndes,  and  Mobile. 

Extensions  were  made  in  all  six  infested  counties  in  Florida:  Escambia, 
Holmes,  Jackson,  Okaloosa,  Santa  Rosa,  and  Walton. 

There  was  also  an  extension  of  area  in  St.  Tammany  Parish,  Louisiana,  but 
the  areas  remained  unchanged  in  the  Louisiana  Parishes  of  East  Baton  Rouge, 
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Iberia,  Jefferson,  Orleans,  Plaquemines,  Saint  Bernard.  Tangipahoa,  and  Wash- 
ington. 

This  extension  brings  under  regulation  for  The  first  time  Lawrence  and 
Wayne  Counties.  Mississippi,  and  extends  the  regulated  area  in  the  Mississippi 
Counties  of  Covington,  Hancock,  Harrison,  Hinds,  Jackson.  Jefferson  Davis. 
Jones,  Lamar,  Pearl  River.  Rankin.  Simpson,  and  Stone.  No  change  is  being 
made  in  the  regulated  areas  in  the  Mississippi  Counties  of  Forest.  George. 
Greene,  Lauderdale.  Marion,  Perry,  and  Warren. 

Regulated  areas  in  Georgia.  North  Carolina.  South  Carolina,  and  Tennessee. 
continue  in  the  previous  status,  and  include  portions  of  the  following  counties  :

An  area  2  miles  wide  beginning  at  a  line  projected  due  east  and 
due  west  at  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  siding  at  Ravens  wood,  approximately  1% 
miles  south  of  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  depot  in  Pollicksviile,  and  ex- 
tending southerly  with  said  railroad  as  a  center  line  for  a  distance  of  3  miles. 

New  Hanover  County.  That  area  included  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the 
city  of  Wilmington ;  all  of  Cape  Fear  Township ;  all  that  part  of  Harnett  Town- 
ship lying  west  of  the  Wrightsboro-Winter  Park  Road,  including  all  of  the  town 
of  Winter  Park  ;  and  all  that  part  of  Masonboro  Township  lying  north  of  the  new 
Sunset  Park-Winter  Park  Road. 

Nash  County.    That  portion  of  the  city  of  Rocky  Mount  lying  in  Nash  County. 

Onslow  County.  That  area  included  within  a  circle  having  a  4-mile  radius 
and  center  at  the  Onslow  County  Courthouse  in  Jacksonville,  including  all  of  the 
city  of  Jacksonville ;  and  an  area  3%  miles  wide  beginning  at  a  line  projected  at 
right  angles  to  and  for  a  distance  of  1%  miles  on  each  side  of  U.  S.  Highway  No. 
17  from  the  point  where  said  highway  crosses  Starky  Creek  and  extending  south- 
westerly along  U.  S.  Highway  No.  17  with  said  highway  as  a  center  line  to  the 
northeast  boundary  of  the  above-described  circular  area. 

Pender  County.  All  of  that  portion  of  Pender  County  lying  west  of  a  line  paral- 
lel to  and  8  miles  west  of  the  Pender-Onslow  County  line. 

Union  County.  An  area  2  miles  wide  beginning  at  a  line  projected  due  north  and 
due  south  from  a  point  where  the  west  corporate  limits  of  Marshville  intersect 
the  Seaboard  Air  Line  Railroad  and  extending  easterly  with  said  railroad  as  a 
center  line  to  the  Union- Anson  County  line,  including  all  of  the  town  of  Marshville, 

Wake  County.  An  area  4  miles  wide  bounded  on  the  east  by  a  line  projected 
due  north  and  due  south  for  2  miles  on  each  side  of  the  point  of  intersection  of 
U.  S.  Highway  No.  15-A  and  the  Norfolk  Southern  Railway,  approximately  I1/* 
miles  east  of  the  Norfolk  Southern  Railway  depot  in  Fuquay  Springs,  and  ex- 
tending westerly  and  southwesterly  along  U.  S.  Highway  No.  15-A  with  said 
highway  as  a  center  line  to  the  Wake-Harnett  County  line,  including  all  of  the 
town  of  Fuquay  Springs. 
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Wayne  County.  All  of  Goldsboro  Township,  including  all  of  the  city  of 
Goldsboro ;  an  area  2  miles  wide  beginning  at  the  west  boundary  of  Goldsboro 
Township  and  extending  northwesterly  along  U.  S.  Highway  No.  70  with  said 
highway  as  a  center  line  to  the  Wayne- Johnston  County  line ;  an  area  2  miles  wide 
beginning  at  the  north  boundary  of  Goldsboro  Township  and  extending  northerly 
along  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  with  said  railroad  as  a  center  line  to  the 
Wayne- Wilson  County  line,  including  all  of  the  towns  of  Pikeville  and  Fremont ; 
and  an  area  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  Atlantic  and  East  Carolina  Railway,  on 
the  west  by  Stony  Creek,  on  the  south  by  the  Neuse  River,  and  on  the  east  by  a 
line  beginning  at  the  junction  of  U.  S.  Highway  No.  70  and  North  Carolina  State 
Highway  111  and  extended  due  north  and  clue  south  to  its  intersections  with  the 
north  and  south  boundaries,  including  all  of  Seymour  Johnson  Field. 

South  Carolina 

Fairfield  County.  That  area  included  within  a  circle  having  a  2-mile  radius 
and  center  at  the  intersection  of  South  Carolina  State  Highways  22  and  227, 
approximately  5%  miles  northwest  of  the  city  of  Winnsboro. 

Tennessee 

Hamilton  County.  That  area  included  within  a  circle  having  a  ^-mile 
radius  and  center  at  the  office  of  the  Shell  Oil  Corporation  bulk  plant  located 
on  Jersey  Pike  Road. 

Shelby  County.  All  that  area  included  within  a  boundary  beginning  at  the 
confluence  of  Wolf  River  with  the  Mississippi  River,  thence  upstream  along 
Wolf  River  to  a  point  where  it  is  crossed  by  the  Nashville,  Chattanooga  and 
St.  Louis  Railway,  thence  west  along  said  railroad  to  its  intersection  with 
White  Station  Road,  thence  south  along  White  Station  Road  to  its  intersection 
with  U.  S.  Highway  No.  72,  thence  west  along  U.  S.  Highway  No.  72  to  the 
point  where  it  is  intersected  by  Mount  Moriah  Road,  thence  south  and  east  along 
Mount  Moriah  Road  to  the  point  where  it  intersects  Nonconnah  Creek,  thence 
downstream  along  Nonconnah  Creek  to  its  confluence  with  the  Tennessee  Chute, 
and  thence  north  along  the  Tennessee  Chute  and  the  Mississippi  River  to  the 
point  of  beginning;  that  area  included  within  a  circle  having  a  1-mile  radius 
and  center  at  the  intersection  of  the  Memphis-Arlington  and  Pea  Point  Roads ; 
and  that  area  included  within  a  circle  having  a  2-mile  radius  and  center  at  the 
junction  of  the  Macon  Road  with  the  Germantown  Road,  excluding  that  part  of 
such  area  lying  in  the  Shelby  County  Penal  Farm. 

Tipton  County.     That  area  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of  Mason. 

This  amendment  makes  additions  to  the  regulated  areas  in  Alabama,  Florida, 
Louisiana,  and  Mississippi.  It  also  combines  into  a  single  consolidated  area 
seven  small  regulated  areas  in  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  and  Alabama.  Similarly, 
eleven  other  regulated  areas  in  Alabama  and  Florida  have  been  consolidated. 
The  areas  consolidated  are  those  known  to  have  white-fringed  beetle  infestations 
in  such  close  proximity  to  one  another  that  the  intervening  land  between  has 
been  exposed  to  infestation. 

Prompt  action  is  necessary  with  respect  to  the  newly  regulated  areas  in 
order  to  control  the  movement  therefrom  of  articles  which  might  spread  the 
white-fringed  beetle.  Therefore,  good  cause  is  found,  in  accordance  with  sec- 
tion 4  (c)  of  the  Administrative  Procedure  Act  (5  U.  S.  C.  1003  (c)  )  for  making 
the  foregoing  amendment  effective  less  than  30  days  after  its  publication  in  the 
Federal  Register.

EWING  TO  HEAD  USDA'S  DIVISION  OF  INSECTS  AFFECTING  COTTON, 
OTHER  FIBER  PLANTS 

(Press  Notice) 

February  13, 1953. 

K.  P.  Ewing,  entomologist  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture, 
has  been  named  (effective  today,  February  15)  to  head  the  Division  of  Insects 
Affecting  Cotton  and  Other  Fiber  Plants.  He  succeeds  R.  W.  Harned,  long  a 
leader  in  cotton  insect  research,  who  has  headed  this  Division  since  1931  and 
who  is  continuing  with  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  as 
both  staff  assistant  to  the  chief  and  as  a  consultant,  particularly  in  respect  to 
cotton  insects  and  their  control. 

Mr.  Ewing,  who  is  54,  has  been  employed  as  a  research  entomologist  with  the 
Bureau  for  more  than  32  years.  For  the  past  year  he  has  served  as  special 
assistant  to  Mr.  Harned,  coordinating  the  expanded  cooperative  research  pro- 
grams of  USD  A  and  various  States  and  other  agencies  to  find  ways  to  bring 
under  control  the  dangerous  cotton  pest,  the  pink  boll  worm. 

During  his  service  with  the  Bureau,  Mr.  Ewing  has  proved  himself  both  an 
able  administrator  and  scientist,  according  to  Bureau  Chief  Avery  S.  Hoyt,  and 
is  highly  qualified  to  lead  all  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  research 
concerned  with  insects  of  cotton  and  other  fiber  crops  such  as  flax,  hemp,  and 
kenaf. 
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Since  he  became  associated  with  the  Bureau  in  1920,  Mr.  Ewing  has  made 
many  contributions  to  the  yield  and  quality  of  cotton  through  the  development 
of  better  insect  control  methods.  He  took  an  important  part  in  research  that 
proved  sulfur  to  be  an  effective  control  for  the  destructive  cotton  fleahopper, 
and  he  was  the  first  to  show  that  arsenicals  could  be  used  to  control  the  cotton 
fleahopper,  the  tarnished  plant  bug,  and  other  insects  that  feed  on  plant  juices. 

In  1939,  Mr.  Ewing  was  placed  in  charge  of  a  new  cotton  insect  research 
laboratory  at  Waco,  Tex.,  and  there  he  and  his  staff  pioneered  in  discovering  the 
value  and  proper  use  of  many  of  the  new  synthetic  insecticides,  which  are  widely 
used  throughout  the  cotton-growing  States  today.  For  this  work  the  laboratory 
in  1949  was  awarded  the  Department's  Superior  Service  Award. 

Mr.  Ewing  was  named  Texas'  "Man  of  the  Year"  by  a  southern  farm  paper  in 
1950  for  outstanding  service  to  agriculture,  and  a  cotton  and  oil  mill  magazine 
dedicated  its  fourth  annual  cotton  issue  to  him  in  1951,  for  his  work  on  early 
season  and  community-wide  insect  pest  control.  He  was  born  at  Vaughan,  Miss., 
Nov.  7, 1898.    He  is  a  graduate  of  Mississippi  State  College. 


DR.  F.  C.  BISHOPP,  USDA  ENTOMOLOGIST,  TO  COORDINATE  RESEARCH 

ON  PINK  BOLLWORM 

(Press  Notice) 

June  18,  1953. 

Dr.  F.  C.  Bishopp,  since  1901  associated  with  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture's Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine,  will  leave  his  present  position 
as  assistant  bureau  chief  on  June  30.  He  has  accepted  a  position  with  the  Oscar 
Johnston  Cotton  Foundation  as  coordinator  of  all  Federal,  State,  and  industry- 
sponsored  research  concerned  with  the  control  of  this  nation's  most  threatening 
cotton  insect,  the  pink  bollworm.     He  will  headquarter  at  Brownsville,  Tex. 

Dr.  Bishopp,  who  reaches  automatic  Federal  retirement  age  within  a  few 
months,  is  looked  upon  by  Federal  and  State  agencies,  as  well  as  by  the  Founda- 
tion, as  the  outstanding  choice  of  scientist  and  administrator  to  guide  the  de- 
velopment of  this  expanding  effort  against  the  pink  bollworm.  As  coordinator, 
he  will  evaluate  and  recommend  procedures  of  research  to  the  organizations  con- 
cerned with  this  problem  designed  to  explore  exhaustively  all  chemical,  biological, 
and  cultural  methods  of  control  of  this  pest. 

Dr.  Bishopp  is  a  world  authority  on  medical  and  veterinary  entomology,  said 
Avery  S.  Hoyt,  chief  of  the  Bureau.  He  is  widely  known  for  his  research  work 
with  cotton  insects  and  for  his  ability  as  a  research  administrator.  Since  1941, 
Dr.  Bishopp  has  been  the  Bureau's  assistant  chief  in  charge  of  research. 

Additional  information  on  Dr.  Bishopp  follows  : 

From  1926  to  1941,  Dr.  Bishopp  headed  the  Bureau's  Division  of  Insects  Af- 
fecting Man  and  Animals.  His  early  work  with  the  Bureau  was  notable  for 
achievements  in  the  control  of  the  boll  weevil  and  related  cotton  pests  and  for 
his  research  concerning  the  cattle  fever  tick  and  the  Rocky  Mountain  spotted 
fever  tick. 

Dr.  Bishopp  recently  received  the  Department  of  Agriculture's  Distinguished 
Service  Award  for  leadership  in  research  that  has  materially  contributed  to  the 
development  of  effective  methods  of  controlling  disease-carrying  and  crop-de- 
stroying pests. 

During  World  War  II,  Dr.  Bishopp  was  instrumental  in  guiding  the  research 
that  led  to  the  development  of  DDT  and  other  materials  which  were  widely  and 
successfully  used  to  protect  servicemen  and  others  the  world  over  from  malaria 
and  yellow  fever  mosquitoes,  typhus-carrying  lice  and  mites,  plague-carrying 
fleas,  and  other  pests  capable  of  transmitting  human  diseases.  For  this  work 
he  was  awarded  certificates  by  the  Army  and  the  Navy.  Great  Britain  presented 
him  with  His  Majesty's  Medal  for  Service  in  the  Cause  of  Freedom. 

Dr.  Bishopp,  a  native  of  Virginia  Dale,  Colo.,  has  B.  S.  and  M.  S.  degrees  from 
Colorado  A.  and  M.  College  and  a  Ph.  D.  from  Ohio  State  University.  He  is  a 
fellow  of  the  Entomological  Society  of  America  (Vice-President  1932)  ;  was 
president  of  the  Association  of  Economic  Entomologists  in  1937 ;  president  of  the 
American  Society  of  Parasitologists  in  1938;  president  of  the  Washington  En- 
tomological Society  in  1932 ;  president  of  the  American  Mosquito  Control  Associ- 
ation in  1953,  and  a  member  of  the  American  Society  of  Tropical  Medicine  and 
Hygiene,  American  Academy  of  Tropical  Medicine,  and  Washington  Academy  of 
Science.     He  and  Mrs.  Bishopp  reside  at  8014  Piney  Branch  Road,  Silver  Spring 
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KNIPLING  TO  BE  ASSISTANT  CHIEF  (BEPQ),  IN  CHARGE  OF 
ENTOMOLOGICAL  RESEARCH 

(Press  Notice) 

June  24,  1953. 

Dr.  Edward  F.  Knipling,  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  career  employee,  has 
been  named  assistant  chief  in  charge  of  entomological  research  of  the  USDA's 
Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine.  His  appointment,  announced  to- 
day by  Bureau  Chief  Avery  S.  Hoyt,  is  effective  July  1.  Dr.  Knipling  replaces 
Dr.  F.  C.  Bishopp  who  will  leave  the  Bureau  June  30  after  49  years  of  service 
as  scientist,  division  leader,  and  assistant  chief. 

Dr.  Knipling  joined  the  Bureau  in  1930.  Since  1946  he  has  been  leader  in  the 
Bureau's  Division  of  Insects  Affecting  Man  and  Animals. 

"Dr.  Knipling  has  an  outstanding  record  both  as  scientist  and  administrator, 
qualities  that  fit  him  ideally  for  this  important  assignment,"  Mr.  Hoyt  said.  As 
senior  entomologist  in  charge  of  the  Bureau's  Orlando,  Fla.,  laboratory  during 
World  War  II,  he  led  in  the  devolpment  of  methods  and  materials  that  today 
are  in  use  in  the  American  home,  by  the  Armed  Forces,  and  by  other  nations  to 
control  the  insect  pests  that  carry  disease. 

This  research  and  direction  in  the  field  of  medical  entomology  earned  Dr. 
Knipling  the  Medal  for  Merit,  which  was  awarded  him  in  1948  by  the  President 
of  the  United  States  for  planning  and  directing  "investigations  for  the  develop- 
ment of  insecticides  and  repellents  for  the  prevention  of  insect-borne  diseases  in 
the  United  States  Army"  .  .  .  which  were  of  "inestimable  value  to  the  health 
and  morale  of  the  United  States  troops,  as  well  as  to  the  nation  as  a  whole". 

He  also  was  commended  by  the  Navy  Department  for  this  work  that  changed 
the  entire  methodology  for  control  of  insect-borne  diseases.  In  1946,  he  was 
presented  the  United  States  of  America  Typhus  Commission  Medal  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  Agriculture,  for  his  scientific  contributions  toward  the  control  of 
insects  responsible  for  spreading  typhus.  For  these  achievements  that  pro- 
tected Allied  Service  men  from  pest-borne  diseases  during  World  War  II,  Great 
Britain  awarded  Dr.  Knipling  His  Majesty's  Medal  for  Service  in  the  Cause  of 
Freedom. 

In  addition  to  his  contributions  to  the  control  of  insects  affecting  man,  Dr. 
Knipling  has  conducted  and  directed  research  on  insects  which  attack  livestock. 
Research  under  his  direction  has  led  to  many  recommendations  of  chemical 
control  of  livestock  pests  that  have  provided  growers  with  more  effective  methods 
of  increasing  meat,  milk,  and  egg  production  from  each  animal  with  a  mini- 
mum of  hazard  to  themselves  or  their  stock.  He  has  had  published  more  than 
75  scientific  papers  and  articles  dealing  with  the  identification  and  control  of 
pests  that  affect  farm  animals. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  Entomological  Society  of  America,  and  other  profes- 
sional organizations.  In  1952  he  was  president  of  the  American  Association  of 
Economic  Entomologists. 

Dr.  Knipling  is  a  native  of  Port  Lavaca,  Texas  and  a  graduate  of  Texas  A. 
and  M.  College.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Knipling  and  their  five  children,  reside  at  2607 
Marcey  Road,  Arlington,  Va. 


HERRELL  BECOMES  ASSISTANT  CHIEF  OF  BUREAU  OF  ENTOMOLOGY 
AND  PLANT  QUARANTINE

Henry  G.  Herrell,  longtime  employee  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture, 
was  named  today  to  the  post  of  assistant  chief  in  charge  of  administration  of 
the  Department's  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine.

Since  then,  he  has  progressed 
through  the  administrative  grades,  serving  in  various  agencies  of  USD  A.  He 
has  held  such  responsible  appointments  as  executive  officer  of  the  Department's 
Office  of  Labor,  War  Food  Administration ;  as  chief,  Budget  and  Organization, 
Production  Marketing  Administration ;  and  as  executive  officer  in  the  Office  of 
the  Administrator,  Agricultural  Research  Administration. 

He  was  born  at  The  Plains,  Ya.  in  1910;  received  his  LL.  B  degree  from 
National  University  and  his  BCS  degree  in  accounting  and  business  adminis- 
tration from  Benjamin  Franklin  University.  He  is  a  member  of  the  bar,  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  and  of  Phi  Beta  Gamma,  legal  fraternity.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Herrell  and  their  three  sons  reside  at  9621  Old  Spring  Road,  Kensington,  Md. 


REAGAN  TO  HEAD  REGULATORY  WORK  IN  BUREAU  OF  ENTOMOLOGY 
AND  PLANT  QUARANTINE 

(Press  Notice) 

July  15, 1953. 

Eugene  P.  Reagan,  a  plant  quarantine  official  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
Agriculture  since  1929,  today  (July  15)  became  assistant  chief  in  charge  of 
regulatory  activities  of  USDA's  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine. 
His  appointment,  announced  by  Bureau  Chief  Avery  S.  Hoyt,  fills  a  post  vacant 
since  the  late  S.  A.  Rohwer  transferred  from  the  Bureau  in  December,  1950. 
Since  1945,  Mr.  Reagan  has  been  located  in  Washington,  D.  C.  serving  the  Bureau 
as  assistant  leader  of  the  Division  of  Plant  Quarantines. 

In  his  new  job,  Mr.  Reagan  will  be  responsible  for  the  administration  and 
enforcement  of  Federal  plant  quarantine  legislation  that  protects  this  country 
from  the  entry  of  destructive  insects  or  plant  diseases,  and  retards  or  prevents 
the  movement  of  such  pests  already  established  in  limited  areas  of  the  United 
States.  His  anthority  will  encompass  all  plant  quarantine  stations  in  the 
United  States  and  its  possessions. 

Mr.  Reagan  began  his  Federal  quarantine  work  in  1929  as  junior  plant  quaran- 
tine inspector  at  Mercedes,  Texas.  In  1934,  he  was  transferred  to  Brownsville, 
Tex.,  where  he  became  assistant  to  tbe  inspector  in  charge.  He  served  in  a 
similar  capacity  at  Laredo,  Tex.  from  1942  to  1944,  at  which  time  he  became 
inspector  in  charge  of  the  Nogales,  Ariz.,  plant  Quarantine  station.

DR.  LINDQUIST  NAMED  TO  HEAD  USDA  DIVISION  OF  INSECTS 
AFFECTING  MAN  AND  ANIMALS 

(Press  Notice) 

July  29,  1953. 

Dr.  Arthur  W.  Lindquist,  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  entomol- 
ogist, an  authority  on  insects  affecting  man  and  animals  and  a  pioneer  in 
research  to  apply  techniques  of  atomic  science  to  investigations  of  insects, 
has  been  named  head  of  one  of  the  research  divisions  of  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture's  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine. 

Avery  S.  Hoyt,  chief  of  the  Bureau,  today  announced  the  appointment  of 
Dr.  Lindquist  as  head  of  the  Division  of  Insects  Affecting  Man  and  Animals, 
effective  August  1.  Dr.  Lindquist  fills  the  position  held  by  Dr.  Edward  F. 
Knipling  who  recently  was  named  assistant  chief  of  the  Bureau. 

Since  1931,  when  he  joined  the  Bureau,  Dr.  Lindquist  has  performed  and 
directed  research  at  various  field  laboratories  of  the  divisions  that  he  now 
heads.  Since  1947  he  has  been  in  charge  of  the  laboratory  at  Corvallis,  Oreg., 
where  the  work  is  concerned  with  control  of  insects  affecting  man  and  animals 
in  the  Northwest. 
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Working  with  entomologists  of  Oregon  State  College,  Dr.  Lindquist  and  his 
Corvallis  associates  used  radioisotopes  in  research  on  control  of  house  flies, 
blow  flies,  and  mosquitoes.  They  investigated  flight  range  and  resistance  to 
the  insecticide  DDT. 

Prior  to  his  Corvallis  assignment,  Dr.  Lindquist  was  stationed  at  Uvalde, 
Tex.,  Nice  (Lake  County),  Calif.,  and  Orlando,  Fla.  He  has  made  many  con- 
tributions to  control  of  insect  pests  of  livestock,  including  cattle  grubs,  sheep 
ticks,  and  horn  flies  and  of  household  insects. 

In  1943  Dr.  Lindquist  and  his  associates  at  the  Orlando  laboratory  tested 
the  effect  of  DDT  residue  on  mosquitoes.  Following  their  report  on  its  long- 
lasting  effectiveness,  the  use  of  DDT  residual  sprays  in  homes  became  the 
primary  method  of  controlling  the  malaria  mosquito. 

During  World  War  II  Dr.  Lindquist  performed  insect-repellent  research  that 
was  requested  by  the  Armed  Forces.  He  and  his  Orlando  associates  developed 
repellents  to  protect  troops  against  chigger-mites,  which  transmit  mite-borne 
fever,  and  against  fleas,  ticks,  and  bed  bugs. 

Dr.  Lindquist  received  his  B.  S.  degree  from  Bethany  College,  at  Lindsborg, 
Kans.,  where  he  was  born  in  1903,  and  his  M.  S.  degree  from  Kansas  State 
College,  Manhattan,  Kans.  Last  month  he  was  awarded  an  honorary  Doctor 
of  Science  degree  by  Bethany  College. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  Entomological  Society  of  America,  the  American 
Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science,  Sigma  Xi,  the  Kansas  Entomo- 
logical Society,  and  the  American  Mosquito  Control  Association. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Lindquist  reside  at  215  N.  Fillmore  St.,  Arlington,  Va.  They 
have  two  sons,  Donald  Lindquist,  who  is  an  entomologist  in  the  United  States 
Public  Health  Service  and  lives  in  Savannah,  Ga.,  and  Roger  Lindquist,  a 
student  in  Oregon  State  College. 


DR.  OMAN  TO  HEAD  USDA'S  DIVISION  OF  INSECT  DETECTION 
AND  IDENTIFICATION 

(Press  Notice)

Dr.  Paul  W.  Oman,  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  authority  on 
leafhoppers,  which  are  among  the  most  serious  of  plant  disease-spreading  insect 
pests,  has  been  named  as  leader  of  the  Division  of  Insect  Detection  and  Iden- 
tification, Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine.  Recently  returned 
from  the  Far  East  where  he  had  been  serving  for  the  past  three  years  as 
medical  entomologist  with  the  Armed  Forces,  Dr.  Oman  replaces  C.  F.  W. 
Muesebeck,  who  becomes  consultant  in  insect  taxonomy  for  the  Department. 

The  Division  which  Dr.  Oman  will  lead — identifies,  classifies  and  carries  on 
taxonomic  studies  of  insects  for  research  entomologists  both  here  and  abroad, 
and  directs  a  cooperative  nationwide  insect  pest  survey  and  reporting  service, 
set  up  to  forewarn  agricultural  producers,  manufacturers  and  distributors  of 
insecticides  and  equipment,  and  others  of  current  and  impending  insect  con- 
ditions. 

Dr.  Oman  was  assistant  leader  of  this  Division  from  July,  1946  until  Sept., 
1950  when  he  was  called  back  into  military  service.  Since  then  he  has  carried 
out  entomological  assignments  for  the  Army  in  the  States,  has  directed  entomo- 
logical research  for  the  medical  service  of  the  Armed  Forces  in  Japan,  and  was 
entomological  advisor  to  the  Preventive  Medicine  Officer,  Armed  Forces,  Far 
East.    He  returned  to  USD  A  in  August. 

His  career  with  the  Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  began  in 
1928  as  a  part  time  European  corn  borer  scout.  He  accepted  permanent  employ- 
ment with  the  Bureau  in  1930  as  junior  entomologist  and  since  then  has  pro- 
gressed to  his  present  post.  He  is  a  native  of  Garnett,  Kans.  and  a  graduate 
of  the  University  of  Kansas.  He  earned  his  doctor  of  philosophy  degree  from 
George  Washington  University,  Washington,  D.  C.  Dr.  Oman  served  with 
the  Army  as  captain  and  major  during  World  War  II. 

Mr.  Muesebeck,  who  has  headed  the  Division  of  Insect  Detection  and  Iden- 
tification since  1935,  is  giving  up  administrative  duties  at  his  own  request. 
As  consultant,  he  will  serve  not  only  Department  entomologists,  but  also  Amer- 
ican and  foreign  entomologists  seeking  technical  advice  and  assistance.  He 
will  continue  his  taxonomic  work  as  specialist  of  certain  wasps,  fleas,  and  lice.

PLANT  QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS,  ALGERIA 

This  revision  of  the  plant  quarantine  import  restrictions  of  Algeria  has  been 
prepared  for  the  information  of  nurserymen,  plant  quarantine  officials,  and 
others  interested  in  the  exportation  of  plants  and  plant  products  to  that  country. 

It  was  prepared  by  Mr.  W.  T.  Owrey,  Division  of  Plant  Quarantines,  from 
translations  of  the  French  texts  of  the  decrees  and  orders  concerned,  as  pre- 
sented in  "Police  Phytosanitaire  Algerienne"  of  the  Direction  de  L'Agriculture 
of  Algeria  of  January  1952  and  amendments  of  December  26,  1952  and  was 
reviewed  by  the  Service  de  la  Protection  des  Vegetaux  (Plant  Protection  Service) . 

The  information  included  in  this  circular  is  believed  to  be  correct  and  com- 
plete up  to  the  time  of  preparation,  but  it  is  not  intended  to  be  used  independ- 
ently of,  nor  as  a  substitute  for,  the  original  texts  of  the  pertinent  decrees  and 
orders.    These  documents  should  be  consulted  for  the  exact  texts.

PLANT  QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS,  ALGERIA 

BASIC  LEGISLATION 

Decree  of  August  23,  1S98,  on  the  government  and  administration  of  Algeria. 

Decree  of  June  10, 1911,  prohibiting  importation  of  dodder. 

Law  of  July  15,  1921,  prohibiting  the  importation  of  grapevines  into  France 
and  Algeria. 

Order  of  February  14,  1922,  as  amended  July  1,  1939,  establishing  basic  regu- 
lations and  procedure  for  the  importation  of  plants  and  plant  products  into 
Algeria. 

Order  of  May  9,  1942,  reorganizing  the  Plant  Protection  Service  and  pro- 
viding that  the  Governor  General  shall  establish  by  order  the  conditions  of 
entry  into  and  movement  within  Algeria,  of  plants,  plant  parts,  and  other  related 
articles. 

Order  of  November  8,  1945,  as  amended  December  26,  1952,  and  variously 
supplemented,  establishing  a  list  of  prohibited  plant  diseases  and  pests  and 
providing  that  importations  of  most  products  coming  from  countries  infested  by 
one  of  the  parasites  may  be  imported  only  under  special  permit  designating  the 
method  of  admission. 

The  above  decrees  and  orders,  together  with  other  effective  orders  of  the 
Governor  General,  including  the  Order  of  March  13,  1947,  as  amended  Decem- 
ber 26,  1952,  establishing  new  San  Jose  scale  regulations,  are  summarized  in  the 
following  as  they  apply  to  importations  from  the  United  States. 

Summaey 

The  regulations  cover  plants  and  parts  thereof  (fruits,  seeds,  seedlings,  cut- 
tings, grafts,  bulbs,  vegetables,  etc.),  wrappings  and  containers,  vinesticks  and 
used  props,  soils,  composts,  manures,  plant  pathogens,  and  all  other  articles 
considered  a  hazard  to  agriculture.  Special  import  permits,  issued  in  advance 
by  the  Governor  General,  are  required  for  importations  of  bulbs,  cottonseed, 
fruit,  living  plants  and  parts  thereof,  and  potatoes.  Export  certificates  bearing 
a  French  consular  visa  are  required  with  all  above  items. 

IMPORTATION  PROHIBITED 

Citrus  plants  and  parts  thereof  (except  the  fruit)  and  other  plants  of  the  plant 
family  Rutaceae,  except  for  experimental  purposes  and  under  permit  issued  in 
advance.    ( See  par.  11. ) 

Dodder  (Cuscuta  spp.).     (See  par.  22.) 

Fresh  fruits  in  bulk.     ( See  par.  15. ) 

Grapevine  plants  and  cuttings  ( Vitis  spp. ) .     ( See  par.  12. ) 

Plant  pests  listed  in  paragraph  7  and  pathogens  of  diseases  capable  of  propagat- 
ing themselves  on  plants  or  plant  products.     ( See  par.  10. ) 
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Plants  and  parts  thereof,  containers  and  wrappings,  soil,  compost,  and  manure, 
and  any  other  article  if  contaminated  by  prohibited  parasites.  ( See  articles  re- 
stricted in  par.  1,  and  prohibited  parasites  in  par  7.) 

Seeds  of  forage-crop  plants  (alfalfa,  clover,  etc.)  contaminated  with  dodder. 
(See  par.  22.) 

Importation  Restricted 

Bulbs,  tubers,  rhizomes,  rooted  vegetables,  and  other  articles  capable  of  carry- 
ing the  golden  nematode  (Heterodera  rostochiensis)  require  the  following:  Im- 
port permit  issued  in  advance,  shipper's  declaration  (except  for  shipments  from 
State-inspected  nurseries,  which  require  a  commercial  invoice  only),  sanitary 
certification  against  prohibited  parasites  (see  par.  7,  p.  5),  and  certification  that 
the  golden  nematode  does  not  occur  in  the  place  of  production  ( See  pars.  2-3 ;  and 
par.  9.) 

Cottonseed  (Gossypium  spp.)  :  Import  permit  issued  in  advance  required,  and 
shipments  must  be  accompanied  by  a  shipper's  declaration  and  by  a  sanitary 
certification  against  prohibited  parasites,  especially  the  boll  weevil  (Anthonomus 
grandis ) .     ( See  pars.  7-8. ) 

Fresh-fruit  importations  must  comply  with  conditions  of  an  import  permit 
issued  in  advance  and  be  accompanied  by  a  shipper's  declaration  of  origin  and 
sanitary  certification  against  prohibited  parasites,  especially  San  Jose  scale 
(Aspidiotus  perniciosus) .     (See  pars.  2-3,  7-8,  and  13-14.) 

Living  parts  of  plants,  refuse  of  plants,  seeds,  cut  flowers,  wraps,  packing, 
vegetable  manure,  soils,  composts,  stable  manure,  and  all  other  articles  or  prod- 
ucts (except  as  restricted  or  prohibited  by  special  quarantine  orders)  are  author- 
ized entry,  subject  to  an  import  permit  issued  in  advance  and  to  being  accom- 
panied by  a  shipper's  declaration  of  origin  and  a  sanitary  certificate.  (See 
pars.  2-3.) 

Plants  and  parts  of  living  woody  or  semi  woody  plants  (trees  and  shrubs, 
seedlings,  layers,  grafts,  etc.)  are  admitted  subject  to  conditions  of  an  import 
permit  issued  in  advance  and  to  being  accompanied  by  a  shipper's  declaration  Of 
origin  (except  for  shipments  from  State-inspected  nurseries,  which  require  a 
commercial  invoice  only),  and  by  a  sanitary  certificate  declaring  freedom  of  ship- 
ment from  prohibited  parasites  (see  par.  7),  especially  San  Jose  scale.  For 
rooted  plants  certification  that  the  golden  nematode  does  not  occur  in  the  place 
of  production  is  also  required.  Plants  with  balled  roots  must  originate  in  nurs- 
eries under  State  supervision.     ( See  pars.  2-3,  5,  7-9,  and  13-14. ) 

Plants  and  branches  (wood)  of  the  Chestnut  tree  from  countries  contaminated 
with  Endothia  parasitica,  the  cause  of  the  Chestnut  blight  disease,  must  be  steam 
sterilized  for  V2  hour  at  80°  C.  or  156°  F. 

Potatoes  (Solanum  tuberosum)  are  authorized  entry  subject  to  the  following: 
Import  permit  in  advance  indicating  method  of  their  admission  and  to  being  ac- 
companied by  a  shipper's  declaration  of  origin  and  by  a  sanitary  certificate  at- 
testing to  freedom  of  the  shipment  from  prohibited  parasites  (see  par.  7),  and 
declaring  it  was  produced  in  a  place  free  of  golden  nematode.  Shipments  must 
also  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  in  both  French  and  in  language  of  the  country 
of  origin  certifying  that  the  potatoes  are  free  from  potato  wart  (Synchytrium 
endobioticum)  and  were  produced  in  a  field  at  least  5  km.  distant  from  any  in- 
fection. The  varietal  name  of  the  potatoes  and  degree  of  susceptibility  to  potato 
wart  must  also  be  shown  on  the  certificate.     (See  pars  7-9,  and  17.) 

Seed  potatoes  must  be  introduced  in  sealed  containers  and  comply  with  Algerian 
grading  and  labeling  requirements  and  tolerances  for  common  diseases  and  in- 
jury.    (See  pars.  19-21.) 

Seeds  of  forage-crop  plants  must  be  free  of  dodder  and  be  accompanied  by  a 
declaration  containing  the  botanical  name  of  the  species ;  alfalfa  and  clover  seeds 
must  be  stained  to  the  equivalent  of  6  percent  by  means  of  a  1-percent  solution 
of  f  ucnsin,  saff  ranin,  or  rhodamine.     ( See  pars.  22-25. ) 

Transit  shipments  of  fruits  and  plants  subject  to  San  Jose  scale  restrictions 
for  import  purposes  must  be  packed  in  well  constructed,  leak-proof  containers  and 
comply  with  internal  safe-guarding  measures,  in  addition  to  being  accompanied 
by  a  sanitary  certificate.     ( See  par.  16. ) 
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General  Regulations 
(Order  of  February  14,  1922,  as  amended  July  1,  1939)  1 

PRODUCTS   RESTRICTED 

1.  The  importation  into  Algeria  and  the  movement  into  and  between  the  ter- 
ritories of  the  Colony  of  plants,  including  the  grapevine,  debris  of  plants,  seed- 
lings, cuttings,  grafts,  flower  bulbs,  cut  flowers,  fruits  and  vegetables,  tubers, 
bulbs,  rhizomes,  and  seeds,  wrappings,  coverings,  containers,  vine  sticks  and 
used  props ;  plant  manures,  soil,  composts,  and  manures,  and  all  other  articles 
or  products,  of  which  the  use  can  present  a  hazard  to  agriculture,  are  prohibited, 
when  the  aforesaid  articles  are  contaminated  by  one  of  the  pests  named  in  the 
special  Orders,    ( Prohibited  parasites  listed  in  par.  7. )     ( Art.  1. ) 

sanitary  certificate  and  shipper's  declaration  required 

2.  All  articles  enumerated  in  paragraph  1  should  be  accompanied  by  a  copy 
of  the  commercial  invoice,  or,  when  they  do  not  come  from  an  establishment 
subject  to  Government  inspection,  by  a  declaration  of  the  shipper,  stating  the 
nature  of  the  shipment,  the  number  and  kind  of  articles  comprising  the  ship- 
ment, and,  in  every  case,  by  a  certificate  of  phytopathological  inspection  con- 
forming to  the  model  adopted  as  the  Final  Act  of  the  International  Phyto- 
pathological Conference,  Rome,  March  4,  1914.     (Art.  2.) 

(Note:   Form  EQ-375  is  acceptable.) 

IMPORT  PERMIT  AND  CONSULAR  VISA  REQUIRED 

3.  For  articles  coming  from  a  country  which  has  not  adhered  to  the  above- 
mentioned  Act,  the  interested  persons  should  obtain  a  permit,  which  will  be 
issued,  prior  to  clearance  of  the  shipment,  by  the  Governor  General,  upon  receipt 
of  a  certificate  of  the  competent  phytosanitary  service  of  the  country  of  origin, 
visaed  by  the  French  Consular  authority,  and  certifying  that  the  plants  or  arti- 
cles are  free  from  pests  declared  harmful  (par.  7)  to  agriculture  in  the  Colony. 

(Art.  2.)    (See  also  pars.  8  and  13.) 

AUTHORIZED  PORTS  OF  ENTRY 

4.  (a)  Articles  enumerated  in  paragraph  1,  other  than  potatoes:  Algiers, 
Rone,  Bougie,  Mostaganem,  Oran,  Ouida  and  Philippeville. 

(&)Potatoes:  Nemours.    (Art.  2.)     (See  also  par.  8.) 

PACKING  AND  LABELING  REQUIREMENTS 

5.  Upon  importation,  any  container  of  articles  designated  in  paragraph  1 
should  be  of  such  nature  as  to  facilitate  inspection,  and,  if  such  should  prove 
necessary,  their  disinfection.  The  containers  will  be  .opened  at  the  expense, 
risk,  and  jeopardy  of  the  consignee  or  his  agent. 

Each  container  should  be  plainly  labeled  to  show  full  name  of  the  shipper, 
nature,  kind,  and  quantity  of  products,  place  of  origin,  and  name  and  address 
of  consignee. 

Balled  plants  may  be  shipped  only  from  establishments  subject  to  Govern- 
ment inspection  in  the  country  of  origin.  The  balls  should  be  tightly  (her- 
metically)  wrapped.     (Art.  3.) 

INSPECTION   ON  ARRIVAL 

6.  Upon  their  importation,  the  articles  designated  in  paragraph  1  shall  be 
examined  on  the  spot  in  the  Customs  Office  by  an  official  of  the  Plant  Protec- 
tion Service,  who,  if  it  is  deemed  necessary,  shall  proceed  with  their  disinfec- 
tion ( at  expense  of  importer) . 

When  articles  for  importation  are  found  infested  an  inspection  report  shall 
be  sent  to  the  Governor  General  for  communication  to  the  administrative 
authorities  of  the  country  of  origin. 

Articles  found  to  be  infested  shall  be  returned  to  the  shipper  or  destroyed  by 
the  Customs  Service,  according  to  the  wishes  of  the  consignee  or  his  agent  (at 
expense  of  importer). 

iThis  order,  in  effect,  is  modified  or  even  superseded  in  part  by  other  orders  subse- 
quently issued  by  the  Governor  General.

IMPORT  PERMIT  REQUIREMENTS 

8.  (Order  of  March  13,  1947)  :  Plants  or  parts  of  plants  coming  from  a  country 
infested  by  one  of  the  parasites  named  in  the  preceding  paragraph  shall  be  im- 
ported only  under  a  special  permit,  which  shall  state  specifically  the  post  offices 
and  Customs  offices  designated  for  that  purpose  and  the  method  of  admission. 

Derogations  to  these  provisions  may  be  made  in  orders  by  the  Governor 
General. 

GOLDEN  NEMATODE  RESTRICTIONS 

9.  (Order  of  September  30,  1949)  :  This  importation  of  products  capable  of 
carrying  Heterodera  rostochiensis  and  coming  from  any  country  known  to  be 
infested,  but  having  delimited  the  area  of  infestation,  is  authorized  on  condi- 
tion that  the  sanitary  certificate  accompanying  such  shipment  shall  certify  that 
such  products  came  from  areas  free  of  the  pest. 

PLANT  PESTS  AND  PATHOGENS  PROHIBITED 

10.  (Order  of  May  9.  1954)  :  It  is  prohibited  to  introduce  into  Algeria,  to 
have  in  one's  possession,  and  to  transport  in  any  form,  the  pests  considered 
dangerous  to  Algerian  agriculture,  as  well  as  pathogens  of  diseases  capable  of 
propagating  themselves  on  plants  or  plant  products.  (Art.  12.) 

CITRUS  PLANTS  PROHIBITED 

11.  (Order  of  June  21,  1942)  :  The  importation  into  Algeria  of  seedlings,  buds, 
grafts,  and  all  parts  of  plants  of  the  Rutaceae  family,  other  than  the  fruits, 
is  prohibited :  Provided  that  shipments  intended  for  experimental  purposes  shall 
be  allowed  under  the  conditions  of  a  permit  previously  issued  by  the  Governor 
General. 

GRAPEVINES  PROHIBITED 

12.  (Law  of  July  15,  1921)  :  The  importation  into  France  and  into  Algeria 
of  plants  and  cuttings  of  grapevines  is  prohibited. 
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San  Jose  Scale  Import  Regulations 
(Decision  of  December  26,  1952) 

13.  The  importation  into  Algeria,  of  living  plants  or  parts  of  living  plants, 
originating  or  exported  from  countries  where  the  San  Jose  scale  lives,  is 
allowed  through  the  ports  or  frontier  ports  of  Alger,  Bone,  Bougie,  Mostaganem, 
Oran,  Oudia,  and  Philippeville,  under  custody  of  previous  authorization  delivered 
by  the  Governor  General  who  determined  the  conditions  and  established  orders 
required  for  the  entry  into  Algeria.    (Art.  2. ) 

14.  Fresh  fruits,  flowers,  buds,  leafy  branches,  boughs,  fresh  cut  flowers  and 
ornament,  woody  plants  or  partly  woody,  originating  or  exported  from  France 
and  from  all  other  countries,  are  admitted  for  importation  into  Algeria,  under 
custody  when  they  are  accompanied  by  a  phytosanitary  certificate  of  the  attached 
model,  and  after  compulsory  insepction.     (Art.  4.) 

The  shipments  (consignments)  discovered  to  be  infested  are  disinfected,  re- 
turned or  destroyed  at  the  agreement  of  the  importer. 

Greenhouse  plants  other  than  those  mentioned  in  preceding  paragraphs  are 
inspected  upon  arrival  and  are  not  (deloused)  only  in  the  instance  of  proved 
contamination. 

The  Secretary  General  of  the  Government,  the  Director  of  Customs,  and  the 
Inspector,  Chief  of  the  Plant  Protection  Service  are  responsible,  each  in  what- 
ever concerns  him,  of  executing  the  present  decision  (decree) . 

FRESH  FRUITS  IN  BULK  PROHIBITED 

15.  The  entry  into  and  transit  through  Algeria  of  fresh  fruits  in  bulk  is 
prohibited,  whatever  their  origin.  (Art.  5.) 

San  Jose  Scale  Transit  Regulations 
(Order  of  May  7,  1934) 

16.  The  transit  across  Algeria  of  living  plants  and  parts  of  living  plants, 
including  fresh  fruits  (trees,  shrubs,  nursery  products,  cuttings,  and  other  parts 
of  plants)  originating  in  or  coming  from  any  country  infested  with  San  Jose 
scale  (Aspidiotus  perniciosus)  is  authorized  under  the  following  conditions 
(Art.  1)  : 

(a)  Movement  subject  to  regulatory  measures  taken  by  the  Customs  Service, 
in  locked  and  sealed  railway  cars ; 

(6)  Entry  into  Algeria  by  the  ports  designated  for  importation  of  plants: 
and 

(c)  Only  in  well  constructed,  leak-proof  containers  (cases,  barrels,  etc.) 
and  when  transshipped  directly  from  vessel  to  railway  car  without  being  placed 
on  pier,  unless  otherwise  prescribed  by  the  Governor  General,  and  other  super- 
vision of  the  Plant  Protection  Service. 

Potato  Regulations 
(Order  of  June  27,  1924,  as  amended  Nov.  16,  1950) 

(Note:  See  also  pars.  7  to  9  for  prohibited  potato  pests  and  requirements 
for  an  import  permit  in  advance  and  for  special  golden  nematode  certification.) 

17.  Potatoes  coming  directly  or  indirectly  from  any  country  where  potato 
wart  (Synchytrium  endobioticum)  occurs  are  admissible  for  importation  only 
when  accompanied  by  a  certificate  issued  by  the  phytopathological  service  of 
the  country  of  origin  in  the  language  of  that  country  and  in  French,  certifying : 

(a)  that  the  shipment  accompanied  by  said  certificate  is  free  from  potato 
wart ;  and 

(b)  that  potato  wart  is  not  established  within  a  radius  of  5  km.  of  the  place 
where  the  potatoes  were  produced. 

This  certificate  shall  state  the  name  and  variety  of  such  potatoes  and  shall 
indicate  the  degree  of  immunity  of  such  potatoes  to  potato  wart.    (Art.  1.) 

18.  Shipments  not  accompanied  with  the  following  model  certificate  (in  case 
of  United  States  potatoes)  will  be  reloaded  or  destroyed  on  the  spot  at  the 
expense  of  the  importers  :

MARKING  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  CONTAINERS 

19.  Every  dealer  is  prohibited  from  importing,  transporting  with  the  inten- 
tion of  selling,  offering  for  sale,  or  selling  seed  potatoes  otherwise  than  in  sealed 
containers  provided  with  a  label  incorporated  in  the  seal  and  bearing  only  the 
following  unabbreviated  information : 

(a)  Dealer's  name  and  address. 

(6)  Variety  of  potato  with  one  of  the  following  designations:  "Selectionee" 
(certified).  "Selectionee  originale"  (original  variety,  certified),  or  "Reproduc- 
tion" (for  propagation). 

(c)  Purity  of  variety  per  1,000  tubers  (must  not  be  less  than  990  per  1,000). 

(d)  Grade  ("Elite,"  "A,"  "B,"  "C,"  or  "D")  and  name  of  grower. 

(e)  Size  of  tubers  expresed  in  minimum,  maximum,  and  average  weights. 
(/)  Origin  (country  and  locality  of  production). 

The  foregoing  information  must  be  reproduced  in  the  sales  contract  in  duplicate 
and  also  in  the  invoice  which  must  be  sent  to  the  purchaser. 

TUBERS  UNFIT  FOR  SEED 

20.  It  is  prohibited  that  anyone  in  Algeria  should  sell  as  "certified  seed  potatoes," 
tubers  that  are  unfit  for  seed,  as  are  the  following : 

(a)  Tubers  infected  with  potato  wart  or  any  other  pest  or  disease  mentioned 
in  any  particular  ruling. 

(&)  Tubers  affected  by  dry  rot,  or  wet  rot,  or  Phytophthora,  or  severe  bruises 
in  a  proportion  greater  than  3  percent  for  tubers  with  an  average  weight  of  100 
grams ;  4  percent  for  tubers  of  an  average  weight  between  65  and  100  grams ; 
and  5  percent  for  tubers  weighing  less  than  65  grams. 
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21.  Provisions  of  this  decree  apply  to  seed  potatoes  coining  from  foreign 
countries,  imported  into  Algeria  under  the  regulations  for  ministerial  authoriza- 
tions. Shipments  which  do  not  comply  with  the  prescribed  conditions  will  be 
returned  or  destroyed. 

Seeds  of  Forage  Plants 

(Decree  of  June  10,  1911) 

IMPORTATION  OF  SEEDS  CONTAINING  DODDER  PROHIBITED 

22.  The  importation  into  Algeria  of  dodder  (Cuscuta  spp.)  is  prohibited,  as 
are  all  seeds  of  forage  plants,  which,  upon  inspection,  are  found  to  contain  dodder, 
especially  seeds  of  alfalfa  (Medicago  spp.),  black  medic  (M.  lupulina),  red  clover 
(Trifolium  pratense),  white  clover  (T.  repens),  alsike  clover  (T,  liydrium), 
kidney  vetch  (Anthyllis  vulneraria),  birdsfoot  trefoil  (Lotus  corniculatus), 
and  timothy  (Phleum  pratense)  and  any  mixture  of  seeds  in  which  any  one  of 
the  above  mentioned  species  occurs. 

INSPECTION  REQUIRED 

23.  Seeds  of  all  types  of  forage  plants,  when  declared  for  importation  into 
Algeria,  shall  be  subject,  prior  to  being  unloaded  and  at  the  expense  of  importers, 
to  sampling  and  to  an  inspection  for  dodder,  the  presence  of  which  will  cause  a 
shipment  to  be  refused  entry. 

The  declarers  shall  state  in  their  declarations  the  exact  botanical  species  of 
the  declared  seeds.     (Art.  1  of  Order  of  Oct.  25, 1922. ) 

24.  (Order  of  August  6,  1936)  :  Exempt  from  inspection  for  dodder  for  im- 
portation into  Algeria  are  samples  of  seeds  of  forage  plants  intended  for  com- 
merce ajid  shipped  in  parcel  post  packages  of  a  maximum  weight  of  3  kg.,  on 
condition  that  each  individual  packet  of  such  samples  enclosed  in  such  parcel 
shall  weigh  not  more  than  350  gm.     (Art.  1.) 

STAINING  REQUIRED 

25.  (Order  of  Feb.  4,  1949)  :  All  forage  seeds  of  alfalfa  or  of  clover,  especially 
Egyptian  clover,  imported  from  any  foreign  country,  either  directly  or  after 
transit  through  Continental  France,  must  contain  a  percentage  equivalent  to 
6  percent  of  the  weight  of  such  seed  dyed  red  by  means  of  an  aqueous  solution 
of  1-percent  fuchsin,  saff ranin,  or  rhodamine.     (Art.  1.) 

IMPORTATION  AND  IN-TRANSIT  MOVEMENT  OF  PLANTS  AND  BRANCHES    (WOOD)    OF  THE 

CHESTNUT  TREE 

(Decision  of  April  30,  1953) 

26.  The  importation  into  Algeria  of  wood  of  chestnut,  originating  from  coun- 
tries contaminated  with  Endothia  parasitica,  cryptogamic  parasite  of  the  chest- 
nut, can  only  be  authorized  if  the  shipments  (consignments)  are  accompanied 
by  a  certificate  certifying  that  these  woods  have  been  submitted  to  a  steam 
sterilization  treatment  for  %  hour  at  a  temperature  of  80°  centigrade.     (Art.  1.) 

The  Secretary  General  of  the  Government,  the  Director  of  Customs  of  Algeria, 
and  the  Inspector,  Chief  of  the  Plant  Protection  Service  are  responsible  each 
in  whatever  concerns  him,  to  enforce  the  current  decision  (decree)  which  will 
be  printed  in  the  Journal  Officiel  of  Algeria.    (Art.  2. )

PLANT  QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS,  DOMINION  OF  CEYLON 

This  revised  summary  of  the  plant  quarantine  import  restrictions  of  Ceylon 
has  been  prepared  for  the  information  of  exporters  of  plants  and  plant  products 
and  for  plant  quarantine  officials. 
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The  summary  was  prepared  by  R.  G.  Oakley  of  the  Division  of  Plant  Quaran- 
tines from  the  Plant  Protection  Ordinance  of  1924  and  from  regulations  of  July 
22  1938,  as  amended,  issued  under  that  Ordinance,  as  presented  in  the  Ceylon 
Customs  Tariff  Schedule  for  April  1952.  It  was  reviewed  by  the  Director  of 
Agriculture  of  that  country. 

The  information  contained  in  this  circular  is  believed  to  be  correct  up  to  the 
time  of  preparation,  but  it  is  not  intended  to  be  used  independently  of,  nor  as  a 
substitute  for,  the  original  texts,  and  it  is  not  to  be  interpreted  as  legally  authori- 
tative. •    __

PLANT  QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS,  DOMINION  OF  CEYLON 

BASIC  LEGISLATION 

The  Plant  Protection  Ordinance  No.  10,  June  27,  1924,  empowers  the  Governor 
in  Executive  Council  to  make  regulations  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the  intro- 
duction into  Ceylon  and  spread  therein  of  pests  and  diseases  injurious  to,  or  de- 
structive of,  plants.    It  contains  the  following  definitions : 

DEFINITIONS 

(a)  "Plant"  shall  include  all  members  of  the  vegetable  kingdom  whether 
living  or  dead,  or  any  part  or  parts  of  such,  but  shall  not  include  canned  or  pre- 
served fruits  or  vegetables ; 

(b)  "Pest"  shall  include  any  insect  or  animal  which  shall  in  any  stage  of  its 
development  eat,  destroy,  or  otherwise  injure  any  plant ; 

(c)  "Disease"  shall  include  any  fungus  or  organism  of  vegetable  origin  which 
shall  injure,  destroy,  or  be  parasitic  upon  any  plant. 

General  Regulations 

(Regulations  of  July  22,  1938,  as  amended  July  29,  1943,  Jan.  13,  1945,  Feb.  11,  1946, 
July  24,  1950,  and  August  11,  1950) 

SUMMARY 

The  regulations  cover  plants  and  parts  of  plants,  living  or  dead,  and  their  con- 
tainers ;  also  insects  and  diseases,  invertebrate  animals,  and  soil  around  plants. 
Import  permits,  designating  special  conditions  of  entry  in  some  cases,  are  re- 
quired for  items  listed  in  paragraph  2  (&)  and  phytosanitary  certificates  are  not 
required,  except  as  may  be  specified  in  permits  issued  for  articles  enterable  only 
under  conditions  of  import  permits. 

Importations  of  potatoes,  onions,  culinary  seed,  tumeric,  edible  vegetables  and 
the  seed  of  such  vegetables  (except  tomato  seed)  and  the  seed  of  ornamental 
plants,  are  exempt  from  inspection  and  fumigation  requirements.  (See  par.  4 
(a).) 

PORTS  OF  ENTRY 

1.  No  person  shall  import  any  plant  into  Ceylon  except  through  the  port  of 
Colombo  or  the  port  of  Talaimannar  or  the  airport  of  Colombo  (Ratmalana) 
or  the  Royal  Air  Force  Station,  Negombo. 

IMPORTATION  PROHIBITED 

2.  No  person  shall  import  or  land  in  Ceylon — 
(a)  Aquatic  plants  (any)  ; 

Blackberry  (Ruous  fruticosus)  plants  (any)  ; 

Cape  tulips  (Homeria  collina  and  H.  miniata)  (any)  ; 

Coconut  plants  (any)  ; 

Helianthus  spp.  (seed  and  plants)  grown  in  the  Western  Hemisphere; 

Plants  or  seeds  of  any  species  from  the  American  Tropics  or  any  country 
where  the  South  American  leaf  disease  of  Hevea  (Dothidella  ulei)  occurs; 

Plants  packed  with  soil  or  compost  (other  than  mulch  which  can  be  com- 
pletely removed  from  the  plant  and  fumigated),  except  by  the  Director  of 
Agriculture ; 
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Refuse  or  sweepings  containing  vegetable  matter,  from  any  ship  or  aircraft 
arriving  in  Ceylon ; 

Rice  grass  (Spartina  townsendii)  ; 

Sugarcane  setts,  except  by  the  Director  of  Agriculture ; 

Sweetpotato  tubers  or  portions  thereof  from  Africa ; 

IMPORTATION  RESTRICTED 

(b)  Aircraft  importations  of  any  plants,  insects  or  invertebrate  animals, 
except  under  a  permit  in  writing  from  the  Director  of  Agriculture  ; 

Cacao  (Theohroma  cacao)  plants,  pods  or  seeds  (other  than  cured  seed)  from 
any  country,  except  under  and  in  accordance  with  a  permit  in  writing  from 
the  Director  of  Agriculture ; 

Cassava  (Manihot  utilissima)  living  parts,  except  under  a  permit  in  writing 
from  the  Director  of  Agriculture ; 

Citrus  spp.  plants,  except  under  a  permit  in  writing  from  the  Director  of 
Agriculture  who  shall  grant  such  permit  only  if  he  is  satisfied  that  the  country 
from  which  such  plant  is  to  be  imported  is  free  from  any  virus  disease  of  the 
citrus  plant ; 

Cottonseed,  unginned  cotton,  or  raw  ginned  cotton  ( Gossypium  spp. )  grown  in 
the  Western  Hemisphere,  except  through  the  port  of  Colombo,  and  except  under, 
and  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  a  permit  in  writing  from  the 
Director  of  Agriculture ; 

Hevea  spp.  seed  or  plants  from  any  country,  except  under  and  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  a  permit  in  writing  from  the  Director  of 
Agriculture ; 

Living  specimens  of  any  insect  or  invertebrate  animal  not  already  known 
to  exist  in  Ceylon,  except  under  a  permit  in  writing  previously  obtained  from 
the  Director  of  Agriculture ; 

Tomato  seed,  except  from  India. 

Note:  Although  no  permits  are  granted  for  the  Importation  of  tomato  seed  from  any 
country  other  than  India  at  present,  the  Director  of  Agriculture  may  request  the  miti- 
gation of  forfeiture  of  seed  complying  with  the  following:  "The  consignment  should 
accompany  a  certificate  from  thp  Plant  Pathologist  or  a  competent  authority  of  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture  to  the  effect  that  the  seed  was  collected  from  areas  where 
Vorynebacterium  michiganense  does  not  occur  and  also  that  the  seed  was  disinfected 
with  1 :  3000  mercuric  chloride. 

By  letter  dated  October  14,  1952,  to  an  importer,  the  director  of  Agriculture 
stated  that  "tomato  seeds  treated  with  'Semesan'  were  acceptable  for  import 
purposes"  in  lieu  of  treatment  by  mercuric  chloride. 

FRESH-FRUIT  IMPORT  LICENSE  REQUIRED 

3.  (1)  No  person  shall  import  any  fresh  fruit  into  Ceylon  without  a  license 
issued  by  the  Director  of  Agriculture  or  by  an  officer  of  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture authorized  in  that  behalf  by  the  Director,  or  otherwise  than  in  accord- 
ance with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  such  license. 

(2)  No  license  shall  be  issued  for  the  import  of  fresh  fruit  from  any  country 
in  which  the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly  (Ccratitis  capitata)  or  any  other  pest  of 
fruits  which  has  not  become  established  in  Ceylon  is  known  or  suspected  to 
exist  unless  the  Director  of  Agriculture  is  satisfied  that  either  before  export 
from  such  country  or  during  transit  to  Ceylon  the  fruit  is  so  treated  as  to  ensure 
that  such  pest,  in  all  its  stages,  is  effectively  destroyed. 

(3)  Every  license  issued  under  this  regulation  shall — 

(a)  specify  the  country  from  which  the  fresh  fruit  may  be  imported; 
(6)  be  valid  for  the  period  specified  in  the  license ; 

(c)  be  subject  to  the  conditions  that  it  may  be  withdrawn  by  the  Director  of 
Agriculture  at  any  time  prior  to  the  expiration  of  that  period  by  written  notice 
addressed  to  the  holder  of  the  license ; 

(d)  be  subject  to  such  other  special  conditions  as  may  be  set  out  in  such  license 
by,  or  by  the  authority  of,  the  Director  of  Agriculture ;  and 

(e)  be  in  the  prescribed  form. 

(4)  No  person  shall  land  any  fresh  fruit  at  the  port  of  Colombo  or  at  the  port 
of  Talaimanar  or  at  the  airport  of  Colombo  (Ratmalana)  or  at  the  Royal  Air 
Force  Station,  Negombo,  unless  he  has  satisfied  the  Collector  of  Customs  at  that 
port  or  airport,  as  the  case  may  be,  that  such  fruit  was  grown  in  and  consigned 
from  the  country  specified  in  the  license  issued  for  the  importation  of  such  fruit 
under  (a)  of  this  paragraph. 
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INSPECTION.  FUMIGATION.  AND  DISINFECTION 

4.  (1)  All  living  imported  plants  together  with  the  packing  cases,  pots,  or 
coverings  in  which  such  plants  may  be  packed  shall  be  conveyed  by  the  Customs 
authorities  to  the  Inspector-in-Charge  of  the  Colombo  Fumigatorium  for  examina- 
tion. Provided  that  this  paragraph  shall  not  apply  to  potatoes,  onions,  turmeric, 
culinary  seed,  edible  vegetables,  and  the  seed  of  such  vegetables  and  the  seed  of 
any  ornamental  plant. 

(2)  Every  imported  plant,  which  on  inspection  is  found  or  suspected  to  be 
infected  with  any  pest  or  disease,  shall  be  subjected  to  fumigation  or  disinfec- 
tion, or  both,  in  'such  manner  and  to  such  extent  as  may  be  deemed  necessary 
by  the  Inspector,  which  shall  be  carried  out  at  the  Colombo  Fumigatorium. 

IMPORTED  PLANTS  MAY  BE  QUARANTINED 

(3)  The  Director  of  Agriculture  may  order  that  any  plant  which  has  been 
inspected  be  grown  at  the  risk  of  the  consignee  for  a  period  of  quarantine  in  special 
nurseries  provided  or  approved  by  the  Director  of  Agriculture  for  that  purpose. 

(4)  After  examination  and  any  necessary  treatment,  the  articles  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  consignee  together  with  a  certificate  showing  that  they  have  been 
dealt  with  as  required.  No  person  shall  remove  any  article  from  the  Fumiga- 
torium until  he  has  obtained  such  certificate. 

DESTRUCTION   OF  INFECTED  PLANTS 

5.  Any  imported  plant  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Inspector  cannot  be  cleaned 
by  fumigation  or  other  treatment  and  which  is  not  necessary  for  further  observa- 
tion shall,  together  with  the  packings,  cases,  pots,  or  covering  in  which  it  may 
be  packed,  be  destroyed  at  the  expense  of  the  consignee. 

IMPORTATION  OF  PLANTS  BY  MAIL 

6.  Where  any  plants  are  sent  to  Ceylon,  through  the  Post  Office  from  a  place 
beyond  Ceylon  the  plants  shall  be  conveyed  to  the  Fumigatorium  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Postal  Authorities  at  the  expense  of  the  consignee  or  his  agent  and 
shall  be  examined  by  the  Inspector  and  dealt  with  as  prescribed  in  paragraphs  3 
and  4.

PLANT  QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS,  REPUBLIC  OF  CUBA 

According  to  Law-Decree  No.  38  of  April  29,  1952.  published  in  Official  Gazette 
No.  102  of  May  2.  1952,  of  Cuba,  the  following  rule  has  been  established  to  pre- 
vent any  possible  spread  of  the  Hoof-and-Mouth  disease  virus  in  that  Republic. 

FUMIGATION  REQUIRED  FOR  STRAW  AND  HAY  FOR  PACKING 

All  imported  mechandise  packed  in  straw  or  hay  is  required  to  be  fumigated 
upon  entry  into  Cuba,  whether  or  not  such  shipments  were  fumigated  at  their 
point  of  origin. 

Any  article  or  commodity  packed  with  excelsior  or  any  other  packing  material 
is  exempt  from  the  above  fumigation  requirement.

PLANT  QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS,  REPUBLIC  OF  FRANCE 

This  revision  of  the  plant  quarantine  import  restrictions  of  France,  made 
necessary  by  revocation  of  the  principal  orders  formerly  enforced  in  France, 
has  been  prepared  for  the  information  of  nurserymen,  plant  quarantine  officials, 
and  others  interested  in  the  exportation  of  plants  and  plant  products-  to  France. 

It  was  prepared  by  R.  G.  Oakley,  Division  of  Plant  Quarantines,  from  transla- 
tions of  French  Ministry  of  Agriculture  Orders  of  March  5,  1952  and  October  2, 
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1952,  and  other  applicable  legislation,  and  was  reviewed  by  a  representative  of 
that  Ministry. 

Information  contained  in  this  circular  is  believed  to  be  correct  and  complete 
up  to  the  time  of  preparation,  but  it  is  not  intended  to  be  used  independently  of, 
nor  as  a  substitute  for,  the  original  texts,  and  it  is  not  to  be  interpreted  as  legally 
authoritative.

PLANT  QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS,  REPUBLIC  OF  FRANCE 

BASIC  LEGISLATION 

Ordinance  No.  45-2627  of  November  2,  1945,  as  amended  by  Article  65  of  Law 
No.  47-520  of  March  21,  1947,  organizing  the  protection  of  plants.  The  Ordinance 
authorizes  the  Minister  of  AgKiculture  to  designate  agricultural  pests  against 
which  defense  measures  are  to  be  taken  and  to  issue  orders  defining  conditions 
of  importation  into  France  of  plants  or  parts  of  plants,  soils,  manures,  com- 
posts, containers,  bags,  and  other  wrappings  that  might  harbor  parasites  classed 
as  dangerous;  prohibits  the  importation  of  any  parasite  considered  dangerous 
by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  except  as  authorized  by  him  for  experimental 
purposes ;  and  provides  that  expenses  of  all  types  relative  to  sanitary  measures 
applicable  to  imports  of  plants,  plant  products,  and  other  material  which  may 
introduce  injurious  animal  or  plant  organisms  into  France,  must  be  borne  by 
the  importers,  even  when  infested  products  are  refused  entry  or  destroyed. 

Order  of  March  5,  1952,  providing  for  inspection,  fees,  etc.,  associated  with 
importations  of  plant,  products. 

Orders  of  October  2,  1952,  promulgating  San  Jose  scale  regulations  for  im- 
portation of  woody  plants  and  parts  thereof  and  their  fruits,  and  designating 
ports  of  entry. 

The  above  orders,  together  with  other  effective  orders,  are  summarized  in  the 
following  paragraphs  as  they  apply  to  importations  from  the  United  States. 

SUMMARY 

The  regulations  of  the  French  Plant  Protection  Service  govern  the  entry  of 
plants  and  plant  products  (except  dried  or  preserved  kinds)  containers,  soil, 
etc.,  and  require,  generally,  the  sanitary  certification  of  importations  of  fresh 
fruits  and  plants  and  parts  of  living  woody  plants.     Import  permits  are  not 

IMPORTATION  PROHIBITED 

Chestnut  ( Castanea  spp. )  trees  and  wood.    ( See  par.  5. ) 

Dodder  and  forage-crop  seeds  containing  dodder.     (See  par  13.) 

Grapevine  (Vitis  spp.)   stocks  and  cuttings.     (See  par.  8.) 

Poplar  plants  and  unrooted  cuttings,  except  for  research  purposes.      (See 

par.  9.) 

Potatoes    infected    with    potato    wart    (Synchytrium    endooioticum) .      (See 

par.  10. ) 

Resinous  timber  or  lumber  with  bark  ;  also  bark  debris.     ( See  par.  11. ) 

IMPORTATION  RESTRICTED 

Bulbs,  corms,  tubers,  rhizomes,  etc.,  (except  Dahlias),  require  no  certification 
but  are  subject  to  results  of  inspection  on  arrival.     (See  par.  1.) 

Chestnuts  require  sanitary  certification  specifying  a  shipment  has  been  dis- 
infected by  a  process  acceptable  to  the  French  Plant  Protection  Service.  (See 
par.  5.) 

Coniferous  plants  and  plant  parts  (except  seeds),  require  certification  attest- 
ing that  the  products  and  those  grown  in  the  locality  of  origin  were  inspected 
and  found  free  from  needlecast  (Rhahdocline  pseudotsugae) .     (See  par.  6.) 

Dahlia  tubers  require  certification  that  the  tubers  originated  exclusively  from 
selected  stock  and  that  they  are  free  from  virus  diseases.     ( See  par.  7. ) 

Fresh  fruits  require  certification  for  freedom  from  San  Jose  scale.  (See 
par.  12.) 

Plants  (woody)  and  woody  plant  parts  (except  Conifers  (see  above)  and 
Aurantiaceae)  require  certification  for  freedom  from  Slan  Jose  scale  and  dis- 
insectization  on  arrival.     ( See  par.  12. ) 
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Seedcorn  of  hybrid  strains  will  not  be  admitted  in  quantity  if  the  strains  have 
not  been  tested  in  advance  in  France.     (See  par.  15.) 

Seeds  of  forage  crops  must  comply  with  purity  and  germination  requirements. 
(See  par.  14.) 

Seeds  of  flowers,  vegetables,  etc.,  require  no  certification  but  are  subject  to 
results  of  inspection  on  arrival.     (See  pars.  1  to  4.) 

GENERAL  REGULATIONS 

(Ministerial  Order  of  March  5,  1952) 

INSPECTION  ON  ARRIVAL  REQUIRED 

1.  The  importation  into  all  territory  subject  to  customs,  with  the  exception 
of  Algeria,  of  the  products  listed  below,  coming  from  a  foreign  country  or  from 
any  territory  of  the  French  Union,  is  subject,  at  the  Customs  offices  designated 
for  that  purpose,  to  inspection  by  the  Plant  Protection  Service,  even  when  such 
shipments  are  accompanied,  whichever  the  case,  by  phytopathological  certificates 
or  certificates  of  health  issued  by  the  competent  authorities  of  the  country  of 
origin,  or  by  certificates  of  origin. 

PRODUCTS  REQUIRING  INSPECTION 

2.  (a)  Living  plants  and  floricultural  products,  except  flowers  and  foliage 
that  are  dried,  dyed,  etc. 

(&)  Vegetables,  plants,  roots,  and  edible  tubers,  except  dried,  dehydrated,  or 
evaporated  vegetables  and  plants  for  cooking,  and  roots  and  tubers  of  high 
starch  content. 

(c)  Edible  fruits. 

(d)  Green  coffee  in  berries,  in  parchment,  as  beans,  and  in  pellicles;  and  pep- 
pers (of  genus  Capsicum,  except  V.  yrossum,  and  pimenta),  paprika,  and  others. 

(e)  Cottonseed;  and  seeds  and  fruits  for  planting,  except  graminaceous 
seeds  and,  in  particular,  ryegrass  seed. 

(/)   Unprocessed  or  split  osiers. 

(g)  Cocoa  in  beans  or  broken  beans  (not  roasted)  ;  shells,  rinds,  shoots,  and 
pellicles  of  cocoa. 

(h)   Soil  from  garden,  fields,  or  swamp,  intended  for  use  in  cultivation. 
(i)  Manure  or  compost  of  animal  or  plant  origin. 

(j)  Containers  used  for  or  having  been  used  for  transporting  the  above- 
lamed  products. 
( k )  Any  product  other  than  those  named  in  this  list. 

TREATMENT   OR   OTHER   DISPOSITION    OF   PRODUCTS   INFESTED   WITH   PESTS    DANGEROUS 

TO  AGRICULTURE 

3.  When  inspection  of  the  above  named  products  reveals  the  presence  of  pests 
considered  dangerous  to  agriculture,  the  official  of  the  Plant  Protection  Service 
shall  take  all  measures  he  considers  necessary  to  prevent  their  spread ;  namely, 
he  may  order  the  return,  sorting,  treatment,  placing  under  observation  or  in 
quarantine,  or  destruction  of  infested  or  infected  products  or  of  products  which 
are  in  a  doubtful  status,  imported  for  any  purpose. 

AUTHORIZED  PORTS  OF  ENTRY 
(Ministerial  Order  of  October  2,  1952) 

4.  (a)  Ports  designated  for  plant  importations  requiring  disinsectization 
( see  Art.  IB )  :  Bordeaux,  Le  Havre,  and  Nantes. 

(6)  Seaports:  Ajaccio,  Bastia,  Bayonne,  Bordeaux,  Boulogne,  Brest,  Caen, 
Cherbourg,  Dieppe,  Dunkirk,  La  Nouvelle,  La  Rochelle,  La  Rochelle-Pallice, 
Le  Havre,  Marseille,  Monaco,  Nantes,  Nice,  Port  Vendres,  Rouen,  Saint  Malo, 
Saint  Nazaire,  Sete,  Toulon,  Toulouse. 

(c)  Airports:  Ajaccio-Campo-di-Loro,  Blotzheim,  Bordeaux-Merignac,  Caen- 
Carpiquet,  Entzheim,  Le  Bourget,  Lyon-Bron,  Marseille-Marignane,  Nice-Le  Var, 
Orly,  Perpignan-Llabanere,  Toulouse-Blagnac. 

(d)  Other  ports:  47  inland  ports,  stations,  and  highway  and  canal  points. 
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Chestnut  Prohibition  and  Restriction 
(Ministerial  Order  of  December  11,  1950) 

5.  (a)  The  importation  of  chestnut  trees  and  wood  from  all  countries  is 
prohibited,  including  nursery-grown  and  other  living  plants  of  chestnut,  chest- 
nut Wood  for  tanning,  fuel,  etc.,  logs,  squared  timber,  saw-wood,  and  chestnut 
cask  staves. 

(&)  The  importation  of  chestnuts,  whether  or  not  in  shells,  from  all  countries 
is  authorized,  on  conditions  that  each  shipment  be  accompanied  by  a  phyto- 
sanitary  certificate.  In  case  of  infection  by  Endothia  parasitica  in  the  export- 
ing country,  the  certificate  shall  specify  that  the  chestnuts  have  been  disin- 
fected under  a  process  acceptable  to  the  French  Plant  Protection  Service. 

(Note:  The  following  treatment,  according  to  information  furnished  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  on  October  19,  1951,  is  acceptable :  Immersion  for  at 
least  1  hour  in  a  1-pereent  formalin  solution,  or  for  at  least  30  minutes  in  a 
2-percent  formalin  solution.) 

Conifers  Restricted 
(Ministerial  Order  of  October  7,  1950) 

6.  Imports  into  France  of  plants  and  plant  parts  (except  seeds)  of  the  Conifers 
group,  either  greenhouse-  or  field-grown,  are  authorized,  on  condition  that  each 
shipment  be  accompanied  by  a  phytosanitary  certificate  issued  by  the  official 
authorities  of  the  country  of  origin,  who  will  attest  specifically  that  both  the 
products  in  the  shipment  and  those  grown  in  the  locality  of  origin  were  inspected 
and  found  free  from  needlecast  disease  ( Rhabdocline  pseudotsugae) . 

(Note:  The  "Conifers  group"  apparently  includes  Araucaria,  Plum-yew,  Cypress, 
Juniper,  Arborvitae,  Chamaecyparis,  Pine,  Larch,  True  Cedar,  Hemlock,  Fir,  Spruce, 
Douglas-fir,  Podocarpus,  Yew,  Taxodium,  and  Sequoia.) 

Dahlia  Tubers 

(Ministerial  Order  of  December  29,  1949) 

Special  Certification  Required 

7.  The  importation  into  France  of  dahlia  tubers  and  cuttings  from  all  coun- 
tries is  subject  to  presentation  of  a  certificate  of  control  as  to  selection  and 
nhytopathological  inspection,  issued  by  an  authorized  official  of  the  country 
of  origin,  stating  specifically  that  the  products  originated  exclusively  from 
selected  stock  and  that  they  are  free  from  virus  diseases. 

Importation  of  Grapevines  Prohibited 

(Law  of  July  15,  1921) 

8.  The  importation  of  grapevines  (stocks  and  cuttings)  into  France  and  Algeria 
is  prohibited  as  a  precaution  against  the  introduction  of  phylloxera.  (Extr. 
No.  170  from  Customs  tariff — grapevines  of  foreign  origin.) 

Importation  of  Poplars  Prohibited,  Except  for  Research  Purposes 
(Ministerial  Order  of  May  12,  1952) 

9.  (a)  The  importation  of  unrooted  cuttings  and  plants  of  poplars  is 
prohibited. 

(6)  By  derogation  of  the  aforesaid  provisions,  the  Minister  of  Agriculture 
may  authorize  importations  of  cuttings  or  of  plants  of  poplars  destined  to  scien- 
tific institutions  for  research  and  experimental  purposes. 

Potato  Wart 
(Decree  of  December  19,  1910,  and  Order  of  June  10,  1924) 

10.  The  importation  of  potatoes  infected  with  wart  disease  (Synchytrium 
endooioticum  (Schilb.)  Perc.)  is  prohibited. 
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Resinous  Timber  Prohibited 
(Ministerial  Order  of  March  18,  1948) 

11.  The  importation  into  France  from  all  countries  of  resinous  timbers,  as 
logs  or  as  lumber,  when  they  are  covered  in  whole  or  in  part  with  bark,  and 
also  of  debris  of  the  bark  of  such  timber,  is  prohibited. 

San  Jose  Scale  Regulations 

(Ministerial  Order  of  October  2,  1952) 

Certification  Required 

12.  Article  1. — The  importation  into  any  French  territory  subject  to  Cus- 
toms, with  the  exception  of  Algeria,  of  living  plants,  parts  of  living  plants,  and 
fresh  fruits  coming  from  countries  infested  by  the  San  Jose  scale  is  subject  to 
the  following  conditions : 

A — Fresh  Fruits. — Flowers,  buds,  foliage,  and  fresh  branches  for  bouquets 
and.  decorative  purposes,  coming  from  ivoody  plants. 

These  products  must  be  imported  through  one  of  the  Customs  offices  desig- 
nated for  such  entry  (see  Order  of  October  2.  1952,  par.  4)  and  be  accom- 
panied by  a  phytopathological  certificate  in  accordance  with  the  model  certificate 
attached  to  this  Order. 

(Note:  Presentation  of  the  model  certificate  is  omitted  since  it  is  similar  to 
Form  EQ-926,  which  is  acceptable  to  the  French  Plant  Protection  Service.) 

If  the  official  responsible  for  phytosanitary  inspection,  at  the  time  of  passage 
through  the  Customs  office,  establishes  the  presence  of  San  Jose  scale  on  any 
such  products  he  is  authorized  to  prescribe,  for  the  entire  shipment  covered 
by  the  same  phytopathological  certificate,  treatment  for  disinsectization,  return 
of  such  shipment,  destruction,  or  even  diversion,  in  the  case  of  fruits,  to  a 
processing  plant. 

B — Living  plants  and  parts  of  living  woody  plants  (trees,  shrubs,  nursery 
stock,  grafts,  unrooted  cuttings,  with  the  exception  of  those  of  conifers  aw" 
aurantiaceous  plants). 

Fumigation  Required  at  Designated  Ports  of  Entry 

These  products,  accompanied  by  a  phytopathological  certificate  in  accordance 
with  the  model  attached  to  this  Order  (see  Note  above)  shall  be  imported  only 
through  such  Customs  offices  as  are  equipped  for  giving  disinsectization  treat- 
ment (Bordeaux,  Nantes,  and  Le  Havre).  The  list  of  such  offices  is  determined 
by  the  order  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Budget  on  the  basis  of  recom- 
mendations of  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  in  application  of  the  Customs  Code. 

If  the  official  responsible  for  phytosanitary  inspection,  at  the  time  of  passage 
through  the  Customs  office,  establishes  the  presence  of  San  Jose  scale,  he  is 
authorized  to  prescribe,  for  the  entire  shipment  covered  by  the  same  phyto- 
pathological certificate,  treatment  for  disinsectization.  or  return  of  the  ship- 
ment.    All  lots  admitted  for  importation  are  required  to  undergo  disinsectization. 

Article  2. — Any  disinsectization  prescribed  with  regard  to  any  product  shall 
also  be  applied  to  its  container. 

Article  3. — The  Minister  of  Agriculture  shall  not  be  held  responsible  for  any 
deterioration  of  any  product  caused  by  disinsectization. 

EXCEPTIONS  FOR  SCIENTIFIC  PURPOSES 

Article  4- — By  derogation  of  the  preceding  provisions,  the  Minister  of  Agri- 
culture may  authorize  certain  importations,  without  their  being  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  Article  1  of  this  Order,  when  they  are  destined  to  scientific  insti- 
tutions for  scientific  and  experimental  purposes. 

TRANSIT  REGULATIONS 

Article  5. — The  transit  through  Continental  France  of  living  plants,  parts  of 
living  plants,  and  fresh  fruits,  as  designated  in  Article  1  of  this  Order,  is  author- 
ized only  when  they  are  released  by  an  office  designated  in  the  Order  of  October 
2,  1952.  Such  products  should  be  packed  in  containers  that  offer  every  guaranty 
of  solidity  and  that  permit  no  leakage.  Transportation  in  bulk  is  prohibited 
except  upon  a  special  derogation  granted  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture. 
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Article  6. — All  previous  regulations  relative  to  the  importation  and  transit 
through  Continental  France  of  plants,  parts  of  plants,  and  fresh  fruits  that 
conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  Order  are  revoked,  in  particular  the  Order 
of  November  19, 1948. 

Seed  Restrictions  1 

dodder  prohibited 
(Decree  of  February  21,  1908,  and  Order  of  March  10,  1908) 

13.  The  importation  into  France  of  seeds  of  the  plant  parasite  dodder  ( Cuscuta 
spp.)  is  prohibited.  The  prohibition  applies  also  to  forage-crop  seeds  that,  upon 
inspection,  are  found  to  contain  dodder  seeds,  in  particular,  alfalfa  (Medicngo 
sativa  L.),  red  clover  (Trifolium  pratense  L.)  white  clover  (T.  repens  L.),  alsike 
clover  (T.  hybridiua  L.),  kidney  vetch  (Anthyllis  vulneraria  L.),  birdsfoot  trefoil 
(Lotus  corniculatus  L.),  and  timothy  {Phleum  pratense  L.). 

The  Order  of  March  10,  1908,  prescribes  the  method  of  sampling  of  alfalfa  and 
clover  seed. 

FORAGE-GRASS   SEED  RESTRICTIONS 

14.  According  to  the  Law  of  January  11,  1932,  as  it  appeared  in  Supplement. 
No.  51  to  the  Bulletin  of  the  International  Bureau  of  the  Universal  Postal  Union, 
May  23, 1947,  the  importation  into  France  is  prohibited  of :

According  to  the  Plant  Protection  Bulletin  of  the  Food  and  Agriculture  Organi- 
zation of  the  United  Nations  for  December  1952,  three  Orders  of  France  dated

(Marasmius  perniciosus)   in  the  fields  of  origin  and  of  virus  diseases  in  the 

region  where  grown. 
(This  supplements  the  Order  of  December  3,  1929,  as  amended — See  B.  E.  P.  Q.  465.) 

2.  COFFEE,  including  seedlings,  fruits,  and  unroasted  coffee  beans  in  all 
forms:  Sanitary  certificate  required,  attesting  freedom  from  coffee-berry  borer 
(Stephanoderes  liampei)  and  coffee  rust  {Hemileia  vastatrix)  in  the  fields  of 
origin,  or  indicating,  in  case  of  infestation  by  the  borer,  that  such  products  have 
been  disinfested. 

(This  supplements  the  Order  of  February  27,  1922,  as  amended,  and  the  Order  of  May  19, 
(1924— See  B.  E.  P.  Q.  465.) 

3.  SUGARCANE,  including  cuttings,  seedlings,  and  seeds :  Certificate  of  selec- 
tion control  and  phytopathological  inspection  required,  attesting  in  particular 
freedom  of  the  fields  of  origin  from  virus  diseases  and  Tomaspis  saccharina. 
(This  supplements  the  Order  of  December  3,  1929 — see  B.  E.  P.  Q.  465.)

This  revision  of  the  plant  quarantine  import  restrictions  of  the  Federal 
Republic  of  Germany  has  been  prepared  for  the  information  of  nurseymen, 
plant  quarantine  officials,  and  others  interested  in  the  exportation  of  plants  and 
plant  products  to  that  country. 

The  summary  was  prepared  by  R.  G.  Oakley,  Division  of  Plant  Quarantines, 
from  translations  of  compilations  of  applicable  orders  by  Dr.  Wilhelm  Schoel, 
Deputy  Chief  of  the  Plant  Protection  Department  (Pflanzenschutzabteilung)  of 
the  Federal  Ministry  for  Food,  Agriculture,  and  Forestry  in  Bonn,  and  was 
reviewed  by  him. 

The  information  contained  in  this  circular  is  believed  to  be  correct  and  com- 
plete up  to  the  time  of  preparation,  but  it  is  not  intended  to  be  used  independently 
of,  nor  as  a  substitute  for,  the  original  texts,  and  it  is  not  to  be  interpreted  as 
legally  authoritative.

PLANT   QUARANTINE   IMPORT   RESTRICTIONS,   FEDERAL   REPUBLIC 

OF  GERMANY 

INTRODUCTION 

Regulations  presented  in  this  summary  are  those  applicable  to  the  United 
States  as  furnished  by  Dr.  Wilhelm  Schoel,  Deputy  Chief  of  the  Plant  Protection 
Department  of  the  Federal  Ministry  of  Food,  Agriculture,  and  Forestry,  Federal 
Republic  of  Germany,  in  the  following  material  compiled  and  summarized  by 
him  from  the  publication  entitled  "Gesunde  Pflanzen,"  Publication  4,  Part  7, 
pages  206-210,  July  1952  : 

"Brief  Summary  of  Plant  Protection  Regulations  for  the  Import  of  Plants,  Parts 
of  Plants,  and  Plant  Products  into  the  Federated  Republic  of  Germany." 
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"Extract  of  the  Plant  Protection  Regulations  for  Importation  of  Plants,  Plant 
Parts,  and  Plant  Products  into  the  Federated  German  Republic  from  the  United 
States." 

SUMMARY 

The  regulations  cover  any  product  of  horticulture,  agriculture,  viniculture, 
or  forestry,  whether  cultivated  or  wild.  Sanitary  certificates,  containing  special 
certifications  in  many  cases  (the  special  certifications  to  be  translated  into  Ger- 
man), are  required  to  accompany  importations  of  bulbs  and  tubers,  fruits,  carna- 
tion cut  flowers  when  permitted,  plants  and  parts  of  plants,  potatoes,  and  seeds 
of  certain  trees,  but  are  not  required  for  field,  vegetable,  and  flower  seeds,  nor 
for  fresh  vegetables. 

Prohibitions  affect  most  nursery  stock,  but  import  permits  may  be  issued  by 
the  Minister  of  Food,  Agriculture,  and  Forestry,  for  the  entry  of  special  con- 
signments of  some  stocks  otherwise  prohibited. 

IMPORTATION  PROHIBITED 

Coniferous  plants  and  their  living  parts,  seeds  and  seed-bearing  cones  as 
follows:  Abies  pectinata,  Larix  europaea,  Picea  excelsa,  Pinus  sylvestris,  and 
Pseudotsuga  spp.    (See  pars.  9  (&)  and  11  (a).) 

Living  trees  and  shrubs  (dicotyledonous)  of  deciduous  species  of  all  kinds 
(except  cactus),  including  seedlings,  slips,  cuttings,  grafts,  scions,  layers,  etc. 
(See  par.  9  (a).) 

Grapevine  roots,  vines,  shoots,  foliage,  etc.,  also  all  articles  pertaining  to 
grape  culture  (compost,  soil  with  fertilizer  or  manure,  used  stakes,  supports, 
etc.).    (See  par.  8  (d)). 

Seeds  of  the  following  trees:  Alnus  glutinosa,  A.  incana,  Betula  (alba)  ver- 
rucosa, B.  pubescens,  Fagus  sylvatica,  Quercus  rubra,  Q.  pedunculata,  Q.  ses- 
silifiora,  and  of  conifers  as  above.     (See  pars.  9(&)  and  11  (a).) 

IMPORTATION  RESTRICTED 

Bulbs  and  tubers,  insofar  as  they  grow  underground,  of  flower  plants  and 
shrubs :  Certification  required  specifying  that  the  consignment  is  free  from  the 
following:  Pseudomonas  hyacinthi,  Sclerotinia  bulborum,  Sclerotium  tuliparum, 
Botrytis  tulipae,  Penicillium  sp.,  Tylenchus  dispasci,  Merodon  sp.,  Eumerus  sp. 
and  Rhizoglyphus  echinopus.    (See  pars.  5  and  6.) 

Carnation  cut  flowers,  cuttings,  and  plants :  Permitted  only  during  the  period 
from  December  1  to  March  14  of  a  season.  Certification  is  required,  specifying 
that  the  consignment  is  free  from  carnation  leaf  roller  (Tortrix  pronubana 
Hbn.).    (See  par.  4.) 

Fresh  fruits  (apples,  pears,  peaches,  plums,  cherry,  etc.,  citrus,  currants,  and 
walnuts,  almonds,  and  hazel  nuts  in  green  husks)  :  Shipments  landed  directly 
at  a  German  port  must  be  in  their  original  containers  (except  for  pome  fruits 
and  citrus  fruits),  and  must  be  accompanied  by  certification  that,  on  the  basis 
of  an  official  inspection,  a  consignment  is  free  from  dangerous  plant  diseases 
and  pests  and  specifically  from  Aspidiotus  perniciosus  and  Ceratitis  capitata, 
as  well  as  that  apples  are  free  from  Rhagoletis  pomonella  and  cherries  from 
R.  cingulata.    ( See  par.  7. ) 

Grapes  will  be  admitted  only  in  their  original  containers  and  subject  to  cer- 
tification that  a  shipment  is  free  from  leaves  and  pieces  of  grapevines  and 
Phylloxera  devastatrix.    (See  par.  8.) 

Plants  and  parts  thereof  (of  authorized  kinds)  for  propagation  require  cer- 
tification as  to  freedom  of  shipment  and  place  of  origin  from  Aspidiotus  per- 
niciosus and  that  no  prohibited  plants  or  plant  parts  are  included  in  the 
shipment.     ( See  par.  9.) 

Potatoes :  Containers  must  be  sealed  with  a  lead  seal  of  the  official  certifying 
agency,  and  sanitary  certificate  must  also  certify  that  the  place  where  the 
potatoes  were  produced  is  no  closer  than  a  radius  of  2  kilometers  to  any  potato 
field  where  Synchytrium  endobioticum  and  Heterodera  rostochiensis  occur.  In 
the  case  of  seed  potatoes  they  must  be  officially  certified  as  the  result  of  field 
inspection,  as  to  grade  and  variety.    ( See  par.  10. ) 

Seed  of  Oaks  (Quercus  spp.  except  prohibited  species)  require  certification 
as  to  freedom  from  insects  and  diseases.     (See  par.  11.) 
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IMPORTATION  UNRESTRICTED 

Entry  of  the  following  is  subject  to  results  of  inspection  on  arrival,  but  no 
certification  is  required : 

Cut  flowers,  except  carnations,  and  flowers,  branches,  etc.  from  dicotyle- 
donous woody  plants. 
Dried  or  processed  fruit,  vegetables,  and  plants. 
Fresh  vegetables. 
Seeds,  except  kinds  listed  above. 

GENERAL   REGULATIONS 

PORTS  OF  ENTRY 

1.  All  shipments  of  fruits,  plants,  plant  parts,  etc.,  cited  in  succeeding  para- 
graphs should  be  imported  only  through  Customs  ports  and  ports  officially 
designated  for  the  phytosanitary  admission  of  the  articles  concerned. 

INSPECTION  ON  ARRIVAL 

2.  Inspection  of  plants  is  authorized,  and  no  importation  of  plants,  plant 
parts,  and  plant  products  may  be  made  without  submission  to  and  accomplish- 
ment of  such  inspection. 

TREATMENT  OR  DISPOSITION 

3.  Any  product  of  horticulture,  agriculture,  viniculture,  or  forestry,  whether 
cultivated  or  wild,  that  is  suspected  or  found  to  be  infected  with  dangerous 
plant  diseases  or  pests  may  be  confiscated  and  destroyed,  or  it  may  be  released 
to  the  importer  with  instructions  for  appropriate  control  measures  to  be  taken. 

CARNATIONS 

Order  of  March  28,  1929  (St.  L.P.1  1929  I,  page  83,  1932  I,  page  492) 

IMPORTATION  PROHIBITED  SEASONALLY 

4.  Carnation  cut  flowers,  cuttings,  and  plants  are  prohibited  from  March  15 
to  November  30  of  each  year.  Their  entry  otherwise  (December  1  to  March  14) 
is  subject  to  the  following  : 

(a)   Ports  of  entry  as  authorized. 

( &)   Certification  of  origin  and  health  and  a  statement  of  contents  of  shipment, 
(c)  Inspection  at  port  of  entry,  use  of  packing  that  does  not  impede  inspec- 
tion, etc. 

BULBS  AND   TUBERS 

Order  of  July  7,  1930  (St.  L.P.  I,  page  204) 

5.  Flower  bulbs,  including  bulbs  and  tubers,  insofar  as  they  grown  under- 
ground, of  flower  plants  and  shrubs  : 

(a)  Certification  of  origin  and  health,  as  provided  in  par.  7  (&),  also  certi- 
fying that  the  shipment  is  free  from  yellow  hyacinth  rot,  yellow  rot  (Psea- 
domonas  hyacinthi),  black  rot  (Sclerotinia  bulborum),  sclerotium  disease 
(Sclerotium  tuliparum),  botrytis  disease  {Botrytis  tirfipae),  "ringer"  disease 
{Penicillium  sp.),  bulb  nematode  (Tylenchus  dipsaci),  narcissus  fly  (Merodon 
sp. ),  (Eumerus  sp. ) ,  and  bulb  mite  (Rhizoglyphus  echinopus) . 

(o)  All  shipments  of  flower  bulbs  should  be  imported  only  through  Customs 
ports  officially  designated  for  the  phytosanitary  admission  of  flower  bulbs. 

(c)  Each  shipment  of  the  above  named  bulbs  of  all  kinds  is  subject,  before 
release,  to  inspection  by  the  Government  Plant  Inspection  Service. 

(d)  Shipments  which  do  not  comply  with  the  foregoing  restrictions  or  which 
are  found  to  be  infected  with  dangerous  plant  diseases  or  pests  will  not  be 
admitted  for  import. 

6.  Bulbs  belonging  to  the  Alliaceae  may  be  imported  without  restrictions.

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FRESH  FRUITS 

Order  of  November  3,  1931  (St.  L.P.  I,  page  670) 

7.  Apples,  pears,  quinces,  apricots,  plums,  cherries,  sour  cherries,  and  other 
stone  fruits ;  currants  and  gooseberries ;  sweet  oranges,  tangerines,  mandarin 
oranges,  grapefruit,  pomelos,  sour  oranges,  lemons,  and  other  citrus  fruits ; 
almonds,  hazel  nuts,  and  walnuts  in  green  husks ;  and  fresh  peel  or  rind  of 
citrus  fruits  and  other  fruits,  including  fresh  deciduous  fruits. 

(a)  Shipments  of  the  above  named  fruits  of  all  kinds  shall  be  admissible 
only  in  their  original  containers,  except  pome  fruits  and  citrus  fruits  when 
landed  directly  at  a  German  port. 

(&)  Each  shipment  of  the  above  named  fruits  of  all  kinds  must  be  accom- 
panied by  a  statement  of  the  contents  and  a  certificate  of  origin  and  health,  in 
the  German  language,  certifying  on  the  basis  of  an  official  inspection  in  the 
country  of  origin  that  the  shipment  is  free  from  dangerous  plant  diseases  and 
pests  and  specifically  from  San  Jose  scale  (Aspidiotus  perniciosus)  and  Mediter- 
ranean fruit  fly  (Ceratitis  capitata),  as  well  as  that  apples  are  free  from  apple 
maggot  (RJiagoletis  pomonella)  and  that  cherries  are  free  from  cherry  fruit 
fly  (Rhagoletis  cingulata  (—cerasi)). 

(Note:  Dr.  Wilhelm  Schoel,  by  letter  of  April  10,  1953,  approves  use  of  Form 
EQ-375  in  lieu  of  German  certificate  requirements  (or  the  International  model 
certificate),  with,  however,  all  qualifying  notations  translated  into  German.) 

(c)  All  shipments  of  the  above  named  fruits  of  all  kinds  should  be  imported 
only  through  Customs  Offices  officially  designated  for  the  phytosanitary  admis- 
sion of  fruits. 

(d)  Subject  also  to  conditions  of  paragraph  5  (c)  and  (d)  on  inspection 
and  compliance  requirements. 

GRAPES 

Order  of  July  4,  1883  (St.  L.  P.  1883,  page  153) 

8.  Grapes,  including  table  grapes,  wine  grapes,  and  grape  skins: 

(a)  Shipments  of  grapes  wil  be  admitted  only  in  their  original  containers. 

(b)  Certification  of  origin  and  health,  as  provided  in  paragraph  7  (&),  must 
also  state  that  the  shipment,  as  a  precaution  against  infestation  by  phylloxera 
(Phylloxera  devastatrix) ,  is  free  from  leaves  and  pieces  of  grapevines. 

(c)  Subject  also  to  conditions  of  paragraphs  5  (c)  and  (d)  pertaining  to  in- 
spection and  compliance  requirements. 

(d)  The  importation  is  prohibited  of  all  articles  pertaining  to  grape  and 
garden  culture  (compost,  soil  with  fertilizer  or  manure,  used  vine  stakes,  vine 
supports,  etc.) 

(Note:  Grapevines  also  are  prohibited  in  paragraph  9  (a).) 

NURSERY  STOCK 

Order  of  November  3,  1931  (St.  L.P.  I,  page  670) 
Order  of  June  3,  1930  (St.  L.P.  I.  page  188) 

IMPORTATION  PROHIBITED 

9.  (a)  The  importation  of  dicotyledonous  living  trees  and  shrubs  of  deciduous 
species  of  all  kinds  (except  cactus),  including  seedlings,  slips,  and  parts  thereof, 
such  as  cuttings,  grafts,  scions,  layers,  and  the  like,  is  prohibited. 

( b )  Moreover,  importation  of  the  following  coniferous  plants  and  living  parts 
thereof  is  prohibited:  Abies  (alba)  pectinata,  Larix  europaea,  Picea  excelsa. 
Pinus  sylvestris,  and Pseudotsuga  (all  species). 

(c)  In  exceptional  cases  an  import  permit  issued  by  the  Federal  Minister  of 
Food,  Agriculture,  and  Forestry  is  necessary  for  admission.  The  quarantine 
measures  to  be  complied  with  will  be  set  forth  in  the  permit  issued  by  the 
Minister.

IMPORTATION  RESTRICTED 

(d)  For  importation  of  nursery  stock  not  covered  by  the  aforementioned 
prohibitions,  origin  and  health  certificates  are  required  (see  par.  7  (6) ),  includ- 
ing also  certification  that  the  plants  in  the  shipment  and  place  of  their  produc- 
tion are  free  from  San  Jose  scale  (Aspidiotus  perniciosus)  and  that  no  prohibited 
plants  or  plant  parts  are  included  in  the  shipment.

10.  (a)  (1)  Shipments  of  potatoes  for  food  purposes  will  be  admitted  when 
packed  in  containers  or  in  bulk.  Each  container  or  each  bulk  load  of  such 
potatoes  must  be  sealed  with  a  lead  seal  of  the  official  Plant  Protection  Service 
of  the  country  of  origin. 

(2)  Shipments  of  seed  potatoes  will  be  admitted  only  when  packed  in  con- 
tainers. Each  such  container  must  be  sealed  with  a  lead  seal  of  the  official 
Plant  Protection  Service  of  the  country  of  origin. 

(6)  (1)  Each  shipment  must  be  accompanied  by  certification  of  origin  and 
health,  as  provided  in  paragraph  7  (5),  as  well  as  certification  that  the  place 
where  the  potatoes  were  produced  is  no  closer  than  a  radius  of  2  kilometers 
to  any  potato  field  where  potato  wart  [Synchytrium  endobioticum) ,  golden 
nematode  {Heterodera  rostochiensis) ,  and  potato  tuberworm  (Gnorimoschema 
operculella)  are  known  to  occur. 

(2)  Seed  potatoes  must  be  officially  certified,  as  the  result  of  actual  field 
inspection  by  the  appropriate  official  certifying  agency,  as  to  grade  and  variety. 

(c)  All  shipments  of  potatoes  should  be  imported  only  through  Customs  ports 
officially  designated  for  the  phytosanitary  admission  of  potatoes. 

(d)  Subject  also  to  conditions  of  paragraphs  5  (c)  and  (d)  on  inspection  and 
compliance  requirements. 

SEEDS 

Order  of  April  16,  1937  (St.  L.  P.  I,  page  456) 
Order  of  October  26.  1936  (St.  L.  P.  I,  page  935) 

11.  (a)  (1)  Importation  of  seeds  of  the  following  trees  is  prohibited:  Ahuis 
glutinosa,  A.  iyicana,  B  etui  a  (alba)  verrucosa,  B.  pubescens,  Fagus  sylvatica, 
Quercus  rubra,  Quereus  pedunculata,  and  Quercus  sessiliflora. 

(2)  Importation  of  seeds  and  seed-bearing  cones  of  the  following  conifers  is 
prohibited:  Abies  (alba)  pectinata,  Larix  europaea,  Pica  e.rcelsa,  Pinus  syl- 
vestris  and  Pseudotsuga. 

(3)  In  exceptional  cases  an  import  permit  issued  by  the  Federal  Minister 
of  Food.  Agriculture,  and  Forestry  is  necessary  for  admission  (of  above  arti- 
cles). The  quarantine  measures  to  be  complied  with  will  be  set  forth  in  the 
permit  issued  by  the  Minister. 

(b)  The  importation  of  seeds  (acorns)  of  oak  trees,  other  than  the  afore- 
mentioned species,  will  be  subject  to  the  conditions  of  paragraphs  4  (a),  (b), 
and  (c)  pertaining  to  requirements  of  certification,  inspection,  and  qualifica- 
tion of  shipment.

It  was  prepared  by  R.  G.  Oakley,  Supervisor  of  Export  Certification  of  the 
Division  of  Plant  Quarantines,  from  translations  supplied  by  the  Legation  of

and  orders  concerned,  and  reviewed  by  the  Hungarian  Ministry  of  Agriculture. 
The  information  contained  in  this  circular  is  believed  to  be  correct  up  to  the 
time  of  preparation  but  it  is  not  intended  to  be  used  independently  of,  nor  as 
a  substitute  for,  the  original  texts,  and  it  is  not  to  be  interpreted  as  legally 
authoritative.    The  decrees  themselves  should  be  consulted  for  the  exact  texts.

PLANT  QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS,  HUNGARIAN 
PEOPLE'S  REPUBLIC 

BASIC  LEGISLATION 

Order  No.  103/1951/29th  of  April/M.  T.  of  the  Council  of  Ministers  of  the 
Hungarian  People's  Republic  regulating  the  Plant  Quarantine  Service.  (Admin- 
istrative Ordinal  No.  8.350.) 

The  above  order  establishes  a  list  of  noxious  diseases  and  pests  (see  par.  1), 
and  prohibits  importations  infested  by  them,  empowers  the  Minister  of  Agri- 
culture to  establish  quarantined  areas  and,  by  joint  agreement  of  the  Ministers 
concerned,  to  execute  this  order  and  to  prohibit  or  limit  the  importation  or 
transit-traffic  of  any  plant  suitable  to  import  a  noxious  disease  from  a  foreign 
country  for  duration  of  the  danger  period.  It  also  authorizes  the  Minister  to 
appoint  inspection  officials  who  are  authorized  to  enter  any  territory/farm, 
premise,  storehouse,  etc.,  to  effect  examinations  or  to  draw  samples. 

Order  No.  18.055/1951/of  the  3rd  June/F.  M.  of  the  Minister  of  Agriculture 
concerning  execution  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Service  (Administrative  Ordinal 
No.  8.350)  and  in  conformity  with  the  Home-Office,  the  Ministry  of  Finance, 
Board  of  Foreign  Trade,  Board  of  Home  Trade,  Ministry  of  Communication  and 
Post,  and  Ministry  of  Food,  together  with  its  Annex  of  the  same  date,  provides 
that  the  task  of  the  Foreign  Section  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Service  is  to 
prevent  export  or  import  of  noxious  diseases  and  pests,  that  control  and  tech- 
nical examinations  will  be  effected  by  inspecting  officials,  and  that  laboratory 
examinations  will  be  conducted  by  the  Quarantine  Service  Laboratory  of  the 
Institute  for  Agricultural  Quality  Tests  in  Budapest.  Other  conditions  it  orders 
are  summarized  in  the  following  as  they  apply  to  importations  from  the  United 
States. 

SUMMARY 

The  regulations  cover  plants  and  parts  thereof,  including  bulbs,  tubers,  fruits, 
scions,  grafts,  cut  flowers,  seeds,  leaves,  raw  cotton,  etc.,  and  consignments 
originating  from  plants  for  consumption,  fodder,  industrial  purposes,  etc.  Sani- 
tary certificates  are  required  for  all  importations  except  consignments  in  ground 
or  milled  condition  and  packages  of  seeds  (5  kg.  or  less)  for  official  experi- 
mental purposes.  Import  permits  are  required  only  for  seed  potatoes  and  plants 
in  soil. 

NOXIOUS  DISEASES  AND  PESTS

GENERAL  REGULATIONS 

(Ministerial  Order  Nos.  18.055  and  18.056  of  June  3,  1951) 

AUTHORIZED   STATIONS   OF  ENTRY 

2.  The  following  are  designated  as  places  of  inspection  for  phytosanitary 
tests:  Budapest,  and  frontier  stations  of  Biharkeresztes,  Hegyeshallesn. 
Hidasnemeti,  Lokoshaza,  Mohacs.  Szentgetthard,  Szob,  and  Zahony. 

SANITARY  CERTIFICATE  REQUIRED 

3.  Consignments  originating  from  plants,  i.  e.  seeds  (shelled  or  not,  includ- 
ing those  up  to  5  kgs,  designed  for  experimental  purposes  for  agricultural  or 
forestry  scientific  institutions  and  experimental  farms),  seedlings,  bulbs,  tubers, 
scions,  stem  and  root  cuttings,  cut  flowers,  rooted  flowering  plants,  stems,  leaves, 
fruits,  raw  cotton,  or  any  other  kind  of  shipment  originating  from  plants  for 
consumption,  fodder  or  industrial  purposes,  may  be  transported  in  import  or 
transit  traffic  only  if  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  the  country  of  delivery, 
certifying  the  origin  and  freedom  from  diseases  and  pests.  Consignments  in- 
tended for  import  or  transit  will  be  refused  in  any  case  at  the  Border  unless 
accompanied  by  the  certificate. 

No  sanitary  certification  is  required  to  accompany  consignments  in  ground  or 
milled  condition  or  wood  intended  for  fuel  or  industrial  manufacturing. 

The  certificate  of  origin  and  health  must  contain  names  and  addresses  of 
the  consignee  and  consignor,  contents  of  the  consignment,  place  of  origin,  weight, 
number  and  kind  of  the  parcel  goods  (including  number  of  plants),  means  and 
kind  of  transport,  date  of  inspection  and  issuance  of  the  certificate,  and  results  of 
the  inspection.  It  must  be  written  in  the  language  of  the  state  of  origin,  as 
well  as  in  Russian  and  German  or  French  language,  and  the  scientific  name  of 
the  noxious  insect  present,  as  determined  by  the  inspector,  also  indicated. 

INSPECTION  OX  ARRIVAL 

•i.  The  consignments  to  be  imported  cannot  enter  without  first  being  examined 
by  the  Plant  Protective  Service,  even  in  the  event  the  country  of  origin  has  sup- 
plied the  regular  certificate  of  origin,  to  determine  if  they  are  free  from  noxious 
diseases  and  pests  named  in  paragraph  1.  Representative  samples  will  be  taken 
of  cargoes  imported  and  laboratory  tests  effected  when  the  action  is  appropriate. 

Sealed  commercial  samples  or  shipments  and  parcel  post  in  transit,  if  un- 
damaged, adequately  sealed  with  a  customs  or  plant  sanitary  metal  seal,  and 
accompanied  by  the  required  certificate  of  health  and  origin  are  not  subject 
to  inspection. 

DISPOSITION  OP  IMPORTATIONS 

5.  Consignments  found  to  be  infested  by  a  noxious  disease  or  pest  will  be 
refused  entry  and  the  consignor  so  informed.  If  not  reshipped  by  the  consignor 
within  8  days,  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  will  decide,  on  the  basis  of  the  pro- 
posal by  the  Plant  Protective  Service,  as  to  the  use  or  destruction  of  the  con- 
signment in  question. 
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IMPORTATION  PROHIBITED 

6.  It  is  prohibited  to  import : 

(a)   Soil,  stable  manure,  and  compost. 

(&)  Roots,  stems,  and  leaves  of  the  potato,  tomato,  and  eggplant  (Solatium 
melongena) . 

(c)  Plants  with  balls  of  earth  or  parts  of  plants  (except  occasional  shipments 
under  special  permit  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  subject  to  special  restriction 
prescribed  for  the  special  occasions) . 

(d)  Living  plants,  parts  of  plants,  and  products  of  plants  if  the  following 
applies : 

(1)  Consignments  without  a  leaden  seal  or  substituting  seal  and  without  a 
certificate  of  origin  and  health  (the  lack  of  a  seal  is  permitted  in  the  case  of 
shiploads)  ; 

(2)  Adhering  clods  of  earth  where  noxious  insects  may  conceal  themselves: 
and 

(3)  Shipments  failing  to  meet  the  Plant  sanitary  requirements. 

CUT  FLOWERS  (WITHOUT  EARTH  OR  ROOTS) 

7.  Bouquets  and  wreaths,  including  field  and  mountain  wildflowers  without 
roots  and  earth,  can  be  imported  only  with  a  certificate  attesting  to  freedom 
of  the  consignments  from  noxious  diseases  and  pests ;  Provided  that  this  order 
does  not  refer  to  cut  flowers,  not  exceeding  the  quantity  taken  with  a  person 
while  in  a  travel  status. 

For  the  import  of  rooted  flowering  plants  the  same  regulations  as  for  inspec- 
tion of  seedlings,  shrubs,  other  living  plants,  and  parts  of  plants,  are  applicable. 

COTTONSEED   AND   RAW   COTTON 

8.  It  must  be  ascertained  that  consignments  are  free  from  the  pink  bollworm 
(Pectinophora  gossypiella)  and  that  the  territory  of  production  is  also  free  from 
infestation.    The  importation  of  cottonseed  from  an  infested  country  is  prohibited. 

Shipments  must  also  be  free  of  the  boll  weevil  (Anthonomus  grandis)  ;  likewise 
from  bacteriosis  (Xanthomonas  malvacearum) ,  provided  that  a  maximum  in- 
fection of  2  percent  is  allowed  (in  the  case  of  bacteriosis).  Infected  seed  must 
be  treated  before  it  is  sown.  Samples  of  cottonseed  must  be  taken  from  every 
consignment  for  laboratory  tests. 

BULBS  AND  ORNAMENTALS 

9.  Freedom  from  infection  by  yellow  rot  of  hyacinths  (Pseudomonas  hyacinth  i) 
is  required.  Samples  for  laboratory  tests  will  be  drawn  from  importations  in 
case  presence  of  the  disease  is  suspected. 

FLAX 

10.  Consignments  of  flax  shall  be  free  of  flax  anthracnose  (Colletotrichum 
lini),  pasmo  {Mycosphaerella  linorum) ,  and  any  species  of  dodder  (Cuscuta 
spp.).  Samples  from  every  flax  consignment  will  be  drawn  for  laboratory  tests 
which  may  require  up  to  three  weeks. 

FRESH  FRUIT  (POMACEOUS  AND  STONE) 

11.  Consignments  of  fresh  fruit  must  be  free  of  infestation  by  the  apple  maggot 
(Rhagoletls  pomonella),  the  fall  webworm  (Hyphantria  cunea) ,  and  San  Jose 
scale  (Aspidiotus  perniciosus) ,  and  also  free  of  infection  by  virus  diseases  of 
stone  fruit  trees,  such  as  peach  yellows,  little  peach,  and  mosaic  disease  of  plums 
and  apricots.  The  inspecting  official  at  the  frontier  station  has  to  effect  control 
of  the  apple  maggot  and  San  Jose  scale. 
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FRUIT  TREES 

12.  Consignments  of  fruit  tree  seedlings  must  also  be  free  of  the  San  Jose 
scale  and  fall  webworm,  as  well  as  from  infection  by  crown  gall  (Pseudomonas 
tumefaciens).  In  addition  the  consignor  must  certify  that  a  consignment  has 
been  disinfected  with  hydrocyanic  acid  gas  and,  in  the  case  of  stone  fruit  trees, 
the  country  of  origin  must  furnish  a  certificate  to  the  effect  that  the  seedlings 
originated  in  a  virus  free  nursery. 

GRAPE  CUTTINGS  (SMOOTH  AND  ROOTED) 

13.  Shipments  of  smooth  and  rooted  cuttings  must  be  free  of  infestation  by  the 
grape  rootlouse  (Phylloxera  viticola)  and  the  "Court  noue"  disease  of  vine.  Also 
the  consignor  must  certify  to  the  disinfection  of  the  consignment  with  hydro- 
cyanic acid  gas. 

LEMONS,  ORANGES,  AND  SEEDLINGS 

14.  Seedlings  of  oranges  and  lemons  must  be  free  of  various  scale  insects 
(Lepidosaphes,  Chrysomphalus),  but  a  maximum  infestation  of  5  percent  is 
permitted  in  the  case  of  fruits.  Shipments  (fruits  or  plants)  must  also  be  free 
of  the  Mediterranean  fruit  fly  (Ceratitis  capitata)  and  citrus  canker 
(Xanthomonas  citri). 

ONIONS   (INCLUDING  SEED) 

15.  Freedom  of  consignments  from  onion  smut  (Urocystis  (-Tuburchiia) 
cepulae)  must  be  ascertained  at  the  frontier  station  of  entry. 

POTATOES 

16.  The  importation  of  potatoes  from  countries  infested  by  the  potato  flea 
beetle  (Epitriw  cucumeris)  is  prohibited.  (Note:  This  is  equivalent  to  the  ex- 
clusion of  the  U.  S.  Potatoes.)     Other  requirements  are  as  follows: 

(a)  Importations  must  be  free  of  the  potato  nematode  (Heterodera  ros- 
tochiensis) ,  powdery  scab  (Spongospora  suoterranea) ,  and  Colorado  potato 
beetle  (Lepthiotarsa  decemlineata)  and  be  certified  that  the  place  of  origin  and 
its  vicinity  within  a  radius  of  20  kilometers  is  free  from  any  infestation  thereof. 

(b)  Importations  must  be  free  of  the  potato  tuberworm  (GnorinwscJiema 
operculella)  and  be  certified  that  the  place  of  production  is  free  from  the  insect. 

(c)  Importations  must  be  free  of  potato  wart  (Syncliytrkim,  endooioti- 
cum)  and  certified  that  the  place  of  origin  and  its  vicinity  within  a  radius  of 
10  kilometers  is  free  from  the  wart  disease  and  that  the  disease  has  not  occurred 
there  for  a  period  of  5  years. 

Seed  potatoes  from  countries  infested  by  either  the  Colorado  potato  beetle  or 
potato  wart  can  only  be  imported  by  a  special  permit  from  the  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture. Also,  seed  potatoes  against  which  there  are  no  particular  restrictions 
of  plant  protection  to  observe,  must  be  provided  with  a  certificate  of  health  cor- 
responding to  standard  limits  prescribed  for  first  grade  and  elite  potatoes. 

SEEDS 

FORAGE  CROP  SEEDS 

17.  Importations  of  seeds  of  alfalfa,  clover  (Trifolium  spp.),  summer  savory 
(Satureja  hortensis),  and  timothy  grass  (PJileum  pratense)  must  be  free  from 
any  species  of  dodder  (Cuscuta  spp.).  Clover  seed  must  also  be  free  of  Bristly 
oxtongue  (Helmintlila  (-Picris)  echioides) .  Certificates  of  the  Seed  Labora- 
tory of  the  county  of  origin  are  acceptable,  yet  the  inspecting  official  at  the 
frontier  station  of  entry  shall  draw  samples  for  laboratory  tests. 

LEGUMES    (SEEDS  AND  GREEN  PLANTS) 

18.  Freedom  of  seeds  and  green  plants  of  legumes  from  halo  blight  (Psuedo- 
monas  medicaginis  var.  phaseolicola) ,  common  bean  blight  (Xanthofnonas 
phaseoli),  and  bacterial  wilt  (Corynedacterium  flaccmnfaciens)  is  required, 
except  that  a  maximum  of  3  percent  infection  is  permitted. 
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Freedom  of  shipments  from  the  bean  weevil  (Acanthoscelides  obtectus)  is 
also  required,  as  is  a  certificate  of  disinfection  by  gas.  For  the  pea  weevil 
(Bruchus  pisorum)  and  weevils  of  other  legumes  a  maximum  of  3  percent  in- 
festation of  living  weevils  is  allowed.  Disinfection  is  obligatory  in  case  the 
presence  of  living  weevils  is  established. 

SUNFLOWER  SEED 

19.  Freedom  of  sunflower  seed  from  sunflower  broomrape  (Orobanchc  cu- 
mana)  is  required,  as  is  also  a  certificate  that  the  growing  place  in  general  is 
free  from  infection.  Samples  for  laboratory  tests  must  be  drawn  by  the  in- 
specting official. 

SHIPMENTS  IN  TRANSIT 

20.  All  kinds  of  consignments  of  plants,  parts  of  plants  or  products  of  plants 
except  postal  packages,  are  permitted  to  pass  the  country  only  if  the  consign- 
ment is  provided  with  a  certificate  of  origin  and  health  of  the  State  of  delivery* 
certifying  at  the  same  time,  that  the  consignment  is  free  of  noxious  diseases 
and  pests  in  accordance  with  paragraph  3.  In  addition  the  consignment  must 
be  provided  with  a  customs  seal  and  with  a  plant  sanitary  leaden  seal.

PLANT  QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS,  INDIA 

TOBACCO  IMPORT  REGULATIONS 

Notification  No.  5.-320-35-A.,  dated  July  20,  1936,  corrected  up  to  January 
28,  1952,  by  authority  of  the  Destructive  Insects  and  Pests  Act,  1914  (II  of  1914) 
and  the  Rules  Made  Thereunder  by  the  Central  Government,  as  reissued  in 
3952,  amends  regulation  8B  on  page  5  of  circular  B.  E.  P.  Q.  404,  2d  Revision, 
governing  importations  of  tobacco  into  India,  as  follows  : 

8B.  (1)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  sub-paragraph  (2)  unmanufactured 
tobacco  either  raw  or  cured,  shall  not  be  imported  into  India  by  sea  except 
from  Burma,  or  the  Kalat  State,  unless,  in  addition  to  the  general  certificate 
required  under  Rule  5,  it  is  accompanied  by  an  official  certificate  that  it  is  free 
from  Ephestia  elutella  or  that  the  pest  does  not  exist  in  the  country  of  origin : 
Provided,  that  in  the  case  of  tobacco  unaccompanied  by  such  certificates,  the 
consignment  shall  be  examined  on  importation  by  such  officer  as  the  Central 
Government  may  appoint  on  payment  of  such  fees,  if  any,  to  meet  the  cost  of 
such  examination,  as  it  may  direct. 

(2)  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  sub-paragraph  (1),  unmanufac- 
tured tobacco  may  be  imported  into  India  by  sea  without  the  certificates  referred 
to  therein  if  the  following  conditions  are  fulfilled : 

(i)   the  consignee  of  the  tobacco  has,  within  the  period  specified  in  sub-para- 
graph (3)  furnished  to  the  Collector  of  Customs,  Bombay,  and  to  the  Entomolo- 
gist In  Charge,  Fumigatorium,  Sewri,  Bombay,  the  following : 
(a)   the  name  of  the  ship  carrying  the  consignment; 
(&)  the  probable  date  of  arrival  of  the  ship  in  Bombay;  and 
(c)   the  number  of  cases  contained  in  the  consignment. 
(ii)  On  arrival  of  the  tobacco  in  Bombay,  the  tobacco  is  disinfected  by  HCN 
or  such  other  fumigant,  at  the  Fumigatorium  of  the  Directorate  of  Plant  Pro- 
tection, Quarantine  and  Storage,  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed. 

(3)  The  information  referred  to  in  paragraph  (i)  shall  be  furnished  if: 

(a)  the  duration  of  the  voyage  between  the  port  of  despatch  and  the  port  of 
Bombay  is  less  than  three  weeks,  at  least  seven  days  before  the  probable  date 
of  the  arrival  of  the  ship  at  Bombay ;  and 

(6)  the  duration  of  such  voyage  is  longer  than  three  weeks,  at  least  fourteen 
days  before  the  probable  date  of  the  arrival  of  the  ship  at  Bombay. 

LIVE  INSECTS  PROHIBITED 

Notification  No.  F.-193/40A,  as  corrected  up  to  June  11,  1951,  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education,  Health  and  Lands  of  the  Government  of  India,  and  promul- 
gated for  the  purpose  of  prohibiting,  regulating,  and  restricting  the  import  of 
live  insects  into  India,  contains  the  following : 
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1.  In  this  order  "insect"  means  a  living  insect,  and  includes  eggs  of  an  insect. 

2.  No  insect  shall  be  imported  into  India  unless  it  is  accompanied  by : 

(a)  a  special  permit  in  accordance  with  the  form  set  forth  in  the  Schedule 
to  this  order,  authorizing  such  importation  issued  by  the  Central  Government 
or  by  an  Officer  authorized  by  the  Central  Government ;  and 

(o)  A  certificate  of  freedom  from  disease  granted  by  an  Entomologist  of  the 
Government  of  the  country  of  origin. 

Provided  that  a  permit  shall  not  be  refused  in  the  case  of  any  insect  which,  in 
healthy  condition,  is  not  likely  to  be  destructive  to  crops. 

3.  The  provisions  of  paragraph  2  of  this  Order  shall  not  apply  to 
(a)  bees  and  silkworms;  and 

(&)  parasites  and  destroyers  of  injurious  insects  or  other  pests  intended  for 
the  control  of  such  insects  or  pests,  when  imported  by  the  authorities  of  any 
one  of  the  following  Institutions :  The  Indian  Agricultural  Research  Institute, 
New  Delhi ;  The  Indian  Veterinary  Research  Institute,  Mukteswar ;  The  Forest 
Research  Institute  and  College,  Dehra  Dun;  The  Public  Health  Commissioner 
with  the  Government  of  India ;  The  Indian  Research  Fund  Association,  and  The 
Departments  of  Agriculture,  Madras,  Bombay,  West  Bengal,  Uttar  Pradesh, 
Punjab  (I),  Bihar,  Madhya  Pradesh,  Assam,  Orissa,  Jammu  and  Kashmir  and 
Mysore.

PLANT  QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS,  REPUBLIC  OF  IRELAND 

According  to  a  notice  received  from  the  U.  S.  Post  Oflice  Department  in  Feb- 
ruary 1953,  Ireland  has  issued  a  list  of  articles  the  importation  of  which  by 
mail  is  either  prohibited  or  admitted  conditionally.  The  information  pertaining 
to  plants  or  plant  products  is  presented  below : 

(Note  :  See  paragraphs  2  to  8  of  B.  E.  P.  Q.  408,  Revised,  for  certification  requirements.) 

MAIL  REGULATIONS 
PROHIBITED  ARTICLES 

Peat  moss  litter.

Tobacco  seeds  and  plants. 

(Note:  The  exportation  of  tobacco  seeds  and  plants  from  the  United  States  is  pro- 
hibited, except  under  a  permit  from  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture.) 

Wheat,  maize,  oats,  hay,  straw,  maize  meal,  barley,  malted  barley,  rye,  oatmeal. 

Malted  barley  flour,  malted  barley  meal  and  rye  flour. 

Pearled  barley,  pot  barley  and  barley  which  has  been  subjected  to  any  process 
of  dehulling,  flaking,  rolling  or  crushing. 

Cotton  seed  cake,  cotton  seed  cubes,  cotton  seed  nuts,  cotton  seed  flakes. 

Linseed  cake,  linseed  cubes,  linseed  nuts,  linseed  flakes  and  linseed  meal. 

Earth  nut  (peanut)  cake,  earth  nut  cubes,  earth  nut  nuts,  earth  nut  flakes, 
and  earth  nut  cake  meal. 
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Coconut  cake,  coconut  cubes,  coconut  nuts,  coconut  flakes  and  coconut  cake 
meal.

Any  other  article  of  food  for  the  use  of  horses,  mules,  etc.,  except  the  following 
which  may  be  imported  without  a  license,  namely : — cotton  seed  in  grain,  cotton 
seed  cake  meal,  earth  nuts,  coconuts,  copra,  palm  kernels,  soya  beans  in  grain- 
soya  bean  cake,  soya  bean  cubes,  soya  bean  nuts,  soya  bean  flakes,  and  soya  bean 
meal,  beans  in  grain  (not  fresh),  alfalfa  meal. 

Raw  onions  (fresh  or  dried)  during  any  control  period. 

Raw  tomatoes  during  any  control  period. 

Grass  seed;  seeds  of  Dwarf  French  or  kidney  beans,  beet  (including  garden 
and  sugar  beet),  broccoli,  cabbage  (including  Savoy  cabbage),  carrot,  cauliflower, 
kale  (including  borecole,  hungry  gap  kale,  narrow  stem  kale,  and  thousand- 
headed  kale),  leek,  lettuce,  mangel  (including  sugar  mangel),  onion,  parsnip, 
rape  and  turnip  (including  Swede  turnip).

PLANT  QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS,  FRENCH  ZONE 

OF  MOROCCO 

According  to  the  Agricultural  Division,  Food  and  Agriculture  Organization 
of  the  United  Nations,  Vizirial  Order  No.  2088,  effective  October  31,  1952,  of 
the  French  Zone  of  Morocco  orders  as  follows  : 

IMPORTATION  OF  COTTON  PLANTS  PROHIBITED 

1.  The  importation  into  and  transit  through  the  French  Zone  of  Morocco  of 
all  plants  and  parts  of  plants  of  any  species  of  the  genus  Gossypium  is  pro- 
hibited. 

IMPORTATION   OF  COTTON  PRODUCTS  RESTRICTED 

2.  By  derogation  of  the  provisions  of  (1),  the  following  cotton-plant  prod- 
ucts may  be  imported : 

(a)   Cotton  fibers  when  free  of  husks  and  seeds. 

(6)  Cottonseed,  when  intended  for  oil  extraction  within  the  city  limits  of 
the  port  of  importation,  unless  further  movement  is  authorized  by  the  Direc- 
tor of  Agriculture  and  Forests,  and  under  conditions  imposed  by  him. 

(c)  Samples  of  cottonseed  for  sowing,  in  limited  quantities,  by  decision  of 
the  Director  of  Agriculture  and  Forests  and  under  conditions  imposed  by  him  for 
the  importation  and  propagation  of  each  shipment  of  such  seed.

PLANT  QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS,  THE  NETHERLANDS 

IMPORTATION  OF  WOODY  PLANTS  RESTRICTED 

(San  Jose  Scale  Regulations) 

According  to  information  received  from  Dr.  Lee  Ling,  Food  and  Agricul- 
ture Organization  of  the  United  Nations,  Rome,  Italy,  San  Jose  Scale  Decree, 
published  in  the  State  Gazette  No.  65,  April  2,  1953,  replaces  the  decree  of 
July  30,  1951  and  decree  of  September  2,  1950,  on  the  same  subject.  The 
modifications  effected  are  as  follows  : 
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1.  During  the  period  October  1  through  April  1  the  importation  of  living 
woody  plants  is  only  allowed  under  the  following  conditions : 

a.  Each  consignment  of  imported  live  woody  plants  shall  be  accompanied 
by  two  copies  of  a  certificate  issued  by  competent  authorities  in  the  country  of 
origin  after  an  inspection  of  the  consignment  which  the  inspector  has  found, 
to  the  best  of  his  knowledge,  to  be  free  from  the  San  Jose  scale. 

b.  Plants  of  the  genera  Acer,  Cornus,  Cotoneaster,  Crataegus,  Cydonia,  Fagus, 
Juglans,  Ligustrum,  Malus,  Populus,  Prunus,  Pyrus,  Ribes,  Rosa,  Salix,  Sor- 
bite, Spiraea,  Syringa,  Talia,  and  Ulmus,  if  the  Director  has  not  stipulated 
otherwise,  are  subject  upon  arrival  in  Holland  to  hydrocyanic  acid  treatment 
by  or  through  the  Plant  Diseases  Service,  or  be  treated  in  a  way  indicated  by 
the  Director. 

c.  Clearance  through  the  Customs  has  to  be  made  in  Utrecht,  or  in  another 
place  where  the  Director  thinks  sufficient  guarantees  against  the  San  Jose  scale 
are  present. 

2.  The  import  and  transit  of  living  woody  plants  is  prohibited  during  the 
period  from  April  1  to  October  1,  but  conifers  and  all  plants  of  Ericaceae  are  now 
excepted. 

The  following  certificate  form  was  drafted  in  accordance  with  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Conference  on  Plant  Quarantine  Regulations  held  in  The  Hague 
April  26-May  2,  1950.  Form  EQ-375  apparently  can  be  used  to  furnish  all  the 
required  information.

NEW  GUINEA 

This  summary  of  the  plant  quarantine  import  restrictions  of  Netherlands  New 
Guinea  has  been  prepared  for  the  information  of  nurserymen,  plant  quarantine 
officials,  and  others  interested  in  the  exportation  of  plants  and  plant  products  to 
that  country.

PLANT  QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS,  NETHERLANDS 

NEW  GUINEA 

BASIC  LEGISLATION 

Ordnance  of  September  27, 1926  (Gazette  No.  427)  defines  living  plant  materials 
and  authorizes  promulgation  of  regulations  governing  their  importation. 

Decree  No.  l-Alg.-53-3,  effective  February  1,  1953,  contains  regulations  pro- 
mulgated by  the  Under-Secretary,  Head  of  the  Department  of  Economic  and 
Technical  Affairs  relative  to  the  importation  of  living  plant  material,  and  desig- 
nates the  Head  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  or  his  authorized  inspectors 
in  charge  of  the  inspection  of  living  plant  material. 

SUMMARY 

The  regulations  cover  living  plants  and  parts  thereof  (including  mail  ship- 
ments), except  as  exempted  in  Paragraph  1  below,  and  require  that  importa- 
tions be  accompanied  by  a  health  certificate  of  the  country  of  origin.  Special, 
additional  certifications  are  required  for  plants  and  parts  of  banana,  citrus, 
coconut,  potatoes,  etc. 

GENERAL  ENTRY  REQUIREMENTS 
DEFINITIONS 

1.  For  the  purposes  of  the  Ordinance  of  September  27,  1926,  living  plant  mate- 
rial will  be  understood  to  mean  seeds,  fresh  fruits,  living  plants,  and  parts  of 
living  plants,  but  does  not  apply  to  the  following :

(e)  Dry  fruits  or  parts  thereof,  such  as:  almonds,  peanuts  (.arachides), 
cereals,  chestnuts,  cummin,  cloves,  nutmegs,  nuts,  pepper,  rice,  sulasi,  etc.,  pro- 
vided that  they  are  intended  for  consumption  or  for  medicinal  ends. 

PHYTO SANITARY  CERTIFICATE  REQUIRED 

2.  The  importation  of  plant  material  as  denned  in  paragraph  1  is  permitted 
only  when  each  consignment  is  accompanied  by  a  phytosanitary  certificate  signed 
by  a  competent  official  of  the  country  of  origin,  indicating  the  species  and 
quantity  of  such  plant  material,  and  affirming  that  at  the  time  of  inspection 
it  was  found  to  be  free  from  pests  and  diseases  of  the  cultivated  crops.  The 
certificate  should  also  contain  additional  statements  for  the  following  plants 
and  plant  products. 

BANANAS 

a.  Living  plants  and  parts  of  living  plants  of  the  genus  Musa:  The  pbyto- 
sanitary  certificate  must  state  that  neither  "Panama-Disease  (Fusarium  oxij- 
sporum)"  nor  bunchy-top  virus  disease  is  known  to  occur  in  the  country  of 
origin. 

CACAO 

b.  Living  plant  material  of  cacao:  The  phytosanitary  certificate  must  state 
that  "Witches  broom  disease  (Marasmium  perniciosusV  and  "swollen  shoot 
disease"  are  not  known  to  occur  in  the  country  of  origin. 

CITRUS 

c.  Living  plants  and  parts  of  living  plants  belonging  to  the  genus  Citrus: 
The  phytosanitary  certificate  must  state  that  citrus  canker  {Xantliomona* 
(Pseudomonas)  citri)  and  "quick  decline  disease  i  tristezia ) "  are  not  known 
to  occur  in  the  country  of  origin. 
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COCONUT 

d.  Living  plant  material  of  Cocos :  The  phytosanitary  certificate  must  state 
such  plant  material  was  fumigated  previous  to  being  shipped. 

HEVEA 

e.  Seeds,  living  plants,  and  parts  of  living  plants  of  Hevea:  The  phytosani- 
tary certificate  must  state  that  the  trees  from  which  such  plant  material  was 
derived  are  free  from  Dothidella  ulei  and  Phytophthoria  leaf  diseases,  and  that 
the  estate (s)  where  the  trees  were  grown  have  never  imported  material  from 
countries  where  the  said  diseases  occur. 

PINEAPPLE 

/.  Living  plant  material  of  species  of  pineapple :  The  phytosanitary  certi- 
ficate must  state  that  in  the  country  of  origin  neither  pineapple  wilt  nor  pine- 
apple weevil  is  known  to  occur. 

POTATOES 

g.  Potatoes :  The  phytosanitary  certificate  must  state  that  the  potatoes  are 
free  from  potato  wart  (Synchytrium  endobioticum)  and  that  the  said  disease 
does  not  occur  on  the  plot  where  the  potatoes  were  grown  nor  within  a  dis- 
tance of  500  meters  from  the  boundaries  of  that  plot. 

RICE 

h.  Living  plant  material  of  species  of  rice  (Oryza  spp.)  :  The  phytosanitary 
certificate  must  state  that  in  the  country  of  origin  neither  bacterial  blight 
(Xanthomonas  oryzae)  nor  the  yellow  dwarf  virus  diseases  are  known  to  occur. 

SUGARCANE 

i.  Living  plant  material  of  Saccharum  spp. :  The  phytosanitary  certificate 
must  state  that  in  the  country  of  origin  neither  "gum  disease  (Xanthomonas 
vasculorum) "  nor  mosaic  disease  are  known  to  occur. 

FRESH  FRUITS  IMPORTED  VIA  THE  NETHERLANDS 

j.  Shipments  of  fruits,  originating  from  other  countries  and  made  up  in  the 
Netherlands,  may  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  inspection  issued  by  one  of 
the  officials  of  the  phytosanitary  Service  in  Wageningen,  instead  of  the  cer- 
tificate of  the  country  of  origin. 

PLANT  MATERIAL  IMPORTED  VIA  SINGAPORE 

k.  Plant  material  imported  via  Singapore  must  be  accompanied  by  a  Health- 
Certificate  issued  by  an  inspection  official  of  the  Consulate-General  of  the  Neth- 
erlands in  Singapore. 

PORTS  OF  ENTRY 

3.  Ports  (including  neighboring  airfields  having  customs  facilities)  :  Biak, 
Hollandia,  Manokwari,  Merauke,  Sorong. 

INSPECTION  AND  RELEASE  OF  IMPORTED  PLANT  MATERIAL 

Note:  The  remaining  articles  of  this  decree  concern  disposal  of  plant  material 
upon  arrival  in  New  Guinea  and  contain  instructions  to  officials  of  New  Guinea 
relative  to  inspection,  treatment,  return  to  country  of  origin,  or  confiscation  of 
plant  material  when  deemed  necessary.

PLANT  QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS,  NEW  ZEALAND 

LEGISLATION 

The  Orchard  and  Garden  Diseases  Act  1928  authorizes  the  Governor-General, 
by  Order  in  Council  gazetted,  to  prohibit  or  regulate  the  introduction  into  New 
Zealand  of  any  plant,  fruit,  fungus,  parasite,  insect,  or  any  other  thing  he  con- 
siders likely  to  introduce  any  disease,  to  appoint  specified  ports  of  entry,  and  to 
extend  a  schedule  of  diseases  and  insects  appended  to  the  Act. 

Other  legislation  includes  the  Stock  Act  1908,  the  Introduction  of  Plants  Act 
1927,  and  the  Seeds  Importation  Act  1927. 

The  Plant  Quarantine  Regulations  1952,  effective  September  26,  1952,  issued 
by  the  Governor-General  by  Order  in  Council,  consolidate  and  amend  the  regu- 
lations under  the  Orchard  and  Garden  Diseases  Act  1928  and  the  Stock  Act  1908, 
and  cites  the  Director  of  the  Horticultural  Division  of  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture, or  person  with  his  authority,  as  the  official  administering  them.  The 
regulations  are  summarized  in  the  following  paragraphs  as  they  apply  to  impor- 
tations from  the  United  States. 

SUMMARY 

The  regulations  cover  plants  and  parts  thereof  (cuttings,  scions,  bulbs,  tubers, 
rhizomes,  etc. ) ,  fruit,  seeds,  bacteria  and  fungi,  viruses,  insects,  containers,  pack- 
ing materials,  and  soil ;  also  ship,  aircraft,  and  baggage  inspection.  Sanitary 
certificates  (Federal  or  State) ,  supplemented  by  additional  certification  for  many 
items,  are  required  with  importations  (including  mail)  of  fruits,  plants,  seeds, 
etc.,  except  stored  products.  Import  permits  in  advance  are  required  for  nursery 
stock  f  see  par.  4(a))  and  seed  potatoes. 

IMPORTATION  PROHIBITED 

1.  No  person  shall  introduce  into  New  Zealand 

Bacteria,  fungi,  viruses,  or  any  living  stage  of  any  invertebrate  animal,  which 
may  directly  or  indirectly  injure  or  cause  an  unhealthy  condition  in  any  fruit 
or  plant. 

Blueberry  (Yaccinium  spp.),  on  account  of  virus  diseases. 

Citrus  stocks,  seedlings,  and  budded  or  grafted  trees,  except  citrus  seed,  on 
account  of  citrus  canker  (Xanthomonas  ciiri),  citrus  root  rot  (Phytophthora 
citrophthora) ,  and  virus  diseases. 

Citrus  fruits  from  countries  and  places  where  citrus  canker  exists. 

Fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  from  countries  and  places  where  the  oriental  fruit 
fly  (Dacus  dorsalis)  exists. 

Fresh  fruits  (susceptible  to  fruit  fly  attack)  from  countries  where  any  harm- 
ful species  of  fruit  fly  (Tephritidae  (Trypetidae) )  exists  (except  as  authorized 
for  bananas,  citrus  fruits,  grapes,  and  pineapples  in  paragraphs  13,  14,  and  16). 

Fresh  fruits  of  Pyrus  spp.  (apple,  pear,  quince,  etc.)  and  of  Prunus  spp. 
(almond,  apricot,  cherry,  peach,  plum,  etc.)  on  account  of  brown  rot  (Sclerotinia 
fructigena  and  8.  laxa)  and  virus  diseases,  such  as  cherry  yellows  and  phony 
peach. 

Grapevines  (Vitis  spp.)  on  account  of  vine  mosaic  virus  and  Pierce's  disease 
(alfalfa  dwarf  virus) . 

Hop.  (Humulus  spp.)  including  hop  sets  and  seed,  on  account  of  virus  diseases 
and  downy  mildew  (Pseudoperonospora  humuli). 

Potato  plants  from  any  source  and  tubers  from  all  places  where  the 
following  insects  and  diseases  occur:  Potato  wart  (SyncJiytrium  endobioticum) , 
potato   ring  rot    (Corynebacterium  sepedonicum) ,  potato  yellow  dwarf  virus, 
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Colorado  potato  beetle  (Leptinotarsa  decemlineata) ,  and  golden  mematode 
(Herterodera  rostochiensis) . 

Prunus  spp.  seed,  on  account  of  virus  diseases. 

Pyrus  spp.  plants  on  account  of  brown  rot  (Sclerotinia  fructigena  and  8.  laxa). 

Ribes  spp.  and  Rubus  spp.  (currants,  rasberries,  etc.),  on  account  of  virus 
diseases. 

Sweetpotatoes  (Ipomoea  batatas)  on  account  of  sweetpotato  weevils  (Cylas 
formicarius  and  Euscepes  postfasciatus) ,  internal  canker  virus,  curly  top  virus, 
and  soil  rot  (Actinomyces  sp.). 

Soil,  sand,  clay,  or  earth,  as  such,  or  adhering  to  any  plant,  plant  material, 
or  article,  etc.     ( See  par.  21 ) 

Tobacco  plants  and  seed  (Nicotiana  sp.)  on  account  of  blue  mold  (Peronospora 
tabacina),  wildfire  (Pseudomonas  tabaci),  tobacco  yellow  dwarf  virus,  and 
other  virus  diseases  of  seed. 

Weedy  plants,  as  follows:  Asclepias  tubcrosa  L.  (pleurisy  root),  Cassia  occi- 
dentalis  L.  (negro  root),  Cymbopogon  schoenanthus  (Spreng),  Cynanchum  sp. 
(Indian  swallowwort ) ,  Datura  metel  L.  hairy  thorn  apple),  Digitalis  lanata 
Ehrh,  foxglove),  Echinacea  angust folia  D.  C,  Eichhornia  speciosa  (water 
hyacinth),  Ephedra  sinica,  Monardia  punctata  (horsemint),  polygonum  bistorta 
L.  (snake  weed,  snake  root),  (Petasites  hybridus)  (L.)  Fl.  Wett.  (butterbur), 
Pulicaria  dysenterica  Bernh.  (fleabane),  Rha'mnus  purchiana  D.  C.  (Cascara 
Sagrada),  Satureja  calamintha  (L.)  (Scheele  calamint),  Tourretia  volubilis, 
Tussiligo  farfara  (coltsfoot). 

IMPORTATION  RESTRICTED 

2.  Entry  of  the  following  articles  is  subject  to  their  being  accompanied  by  a 
sanitary  certificate  bearing  special  certifications  as  noted,  and  to  shipments 
complying  otherwise  to  regulations  applicable : 

Bananas,  Lemons,  Limes,  and  Pineapples :  Must  be  certified  as  in  an  unripe 
condition  when  shipped  and  to  be  packed  in  new  containers ;  lemons,  and  limes 
also,  to  be  certified  as  being  produced  in  an  area  free  of  citrus  canker  and  that 
the  fruit  is  free  of  scale  insects  or  has  been  effectively  fumigated  prior  to  ship- 
ment.    (See  par.  13.) 

Bulbs,  Corms,  Rhizomes,  and  Tubers  of  Ornamental  Plants :  Shipments  found 
infested  at  time  of  inspection  for  certification  purposes  must  be  treated  and  the 
method  of  treatment  described  in  the  required  sanitary  certificate.  (See 
par.  12.) 

Citrus  Fruits  (except  green  lemons  and  limes,  see  above)  :  Entry  subject 
to  certification  that  the  fruit  was  produced  in  an  area  free  -of  citrus  canker 
(Xanthomonas  citri)  and  is  packed  in  new  containers,  plus  one  of  the  following 
three  conditions:  (1)  That  the  fruit  was  produced  in  an  area  at  least  50  miles 
distant  from  any  infestation  of  an  injurious  fruit  fly  and  that  the  fruit  is  free 
from  scale  insects  or  has  been  effectively  fumigated  against  them;  (2)  that 
the  fruit  was  refrigerated  for  21  days  at  a  temperature  of  31°  F.  (1  degree 
variation  allowed)  and  supported  by  a  thermograph  chart:  and  (3)  certifica- 
tion that  a  consignment  was  or  was  not  preco-oled  to  34°  F.  before  being  loaded 
on  a  vessel  on  which  treatment  (21  days  at  31°  F.  as  above)  is  to  be  applied 
in  transit,  the  certification  to  be  supported  by  thermograph  charts  at  ports  of 
arrival  by  a  ship's  officer.     ( See  par.  14. ) 

Fresh  Fruit  (not  fruit  fly  hosts)  :  The  sanitary  certificate  must  state  that 
shipment  is  packed  in  new  containers.     ( See  par.  13. ) 

Fresh  Fruits  (including  tomatoes)  :  Entry  permitted  of  fruit  (including 
tomatoes),  (except  as  prohibited  in  par.  1),  from  areas  where  no  injurious  fruit 
fly,  including  Dacus  dorsalis  is  known  to  occur,  but  subject  to  the  required 
phytosanitary  certificate  bearing  a  statement  that  the  consignment  is  packed 
in  new  containers.     ( See  par.  15) 

Fresh  Vegetables  (excluding  tomatoes)  :  Entry  permitted  from  countries 
where  Dacus  dorsalis  does  not  occur  and  subject  to  certification  that  shipment 
is  packed  in  new  containers  and  reasonably  free  of  soil.     (See  par.  17) 

Grapes:  The  required  sanitary  certificate  must  attest  that  no  grapevine 
foliage  is  attached  to  the  fruit  and  that  the  fruit  is  packed  in  new  containers, 
plus  one  of  the  following  conditions:  (1)  That  the  consignment  was  grown 
and  packed  in  an  area  not  less  than  50  miles  distant  from  an  area  infested  with 
an  injurious  fruit  fly,  and  (2)  treatment  as  for  citrus  fruits  above.  (See  par. 
16) 
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Nursery  Stock:  An  import  permit  is  required  in  advance  and  authorized 
importations  are  subject  to  possible  post-entry  quarantine.  Plants  must  be 
free  of  soil  and  each  species  properly  labelled.  Sanitary  certification  is  re- 
quired.    (See  par.  18) 

Potatoes :  Entry  subject  to  certification  that  potato  wart,  ring  rot,  Colorado 
potato  beetle,  and  golden  nematode  do  not  occur  in  place  of  origin  and  to  being 
packed  in  new  containers,  unless  the  Director  has  previously  issued  a  permit 
authorizing  used  containers  in  the  case  of  potatoes  for  consumption.  Seed 
potato  importations  require  a  permit  in  advance  and  are  limited  to  shipments 
of  28  pounds  per  variety  per  year  by  one  person  and  must  be  grown  in  post- 
entry  quarantine.     ( See  par.  19 ) 

Seed  corn  (including  sweet  corn  and  popcorn)  :  Requires  certification  that 
the  crop  producing  the  seed  was  inspected  under  field  conditions  and  found 
free  of  bacterial  wilt  (Xanthomonas  stewarti),  and  that  the  seed  has  been 
treated  against  boil  smut  {Ustilago  zeae)  and  brown  spot  {Physoderma  zeae- 
maydis ) .     ( See  par.  20 ) 

Seeds :  A  sanitary  certificate  is  required  for  each  consignment,  and  in  the 
case  of  packages  of  28  pounds  or  more,  of  the  following  seeds,  a  percentage 
of  seeds  in  each  package  must  be  colored  with  a  seed-staining  dye,  such  as  an 
alcoholic  solution  of  saffranus,  as  indicated:  10  per  cent  for  alfalfa,  ryegrass, 
and  white  clover,  and  5  per  cent  for  cocksfoot.     (See  par.  20) 

IMPORTATION  UNRESTRICTED 

3.  Stored  products  may  be  introduced  without  sanitary  certificates,  but  are 

subject  to  results  of  inspection  on  arrival. 

GENERAL  REGULATIONS 

4.  Definitions : 

(a)  "Nursery  stock"  means  every  kind  and  species  of  plant,  including  bud- 
wood,  scions,  and  other  portions  of  a  plant ;  but  does  not  include  potatoes  and 
other  vegetables,  fruit,  seeds,  or  the  bulb,  corm,  rhizome  or  tuber  of  any  orna- 
mental plant,  a  unit  of  which  when  propagated  produces  a  single  plant. 

(6)  "Stored  product"  means  any  dried  fruit,  grain,  edible  nuts,  or  other 
plant  product  used  or  intended  for  use  for  any  purpose  other  than  sowing,  plant- 
ing, or  propagation ;  but  does  not  include  fresh  fruit  or  vegetables  or  any  plant 
product  which  has  been  subjected  to  any  process  of  manufacture. 

(c)  "Disease"  means  any  form  of  fungus,  bacterium,  or  virus,  or  any  liv- 
ing stage  of  any  invertebrate  animal,  which  may  directly  or  indirectly  injure 
or  cause  an  unhealthy  condition  in  any  fruit  or  plant. 

(d)  "Fruit"  means  the  edible  product  of  any  plant,  including  the  peel,  skin, 
or  shell  of  such  product,  and  also  the  seeds  of  such  plants,  whether  such  fruit  is 
or  is  not  attached  to  the  plant. 

(e)  "Plant"  means  any  tree,  flower,  shrub,  vegetable,  or  other  vegetation, 
and  includes  the  seed,  spore,  or  any  portion  of  any  such  plant. 

(/)  "Director"  means  the  Director  of  the  Horticulture  Division  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture,  or  his  authorized  representative. 

SANITARY  CERTIFICATE  REQUIRED 

5.  A  health  certificate  is  required  to  accompany  every  consignment  of  fruit, 
plants,  nursery  stock,  or  seed  that  may  by  these  regulations  be  introduced  into 
New  Zealand  and  shall  be  signed  by  an  authorized  officer  of  the  appropriate 
Department  or  service  performing  the  functions  or  duties  relating  to  horticul- 
ture in  the  country  or  place  of  origin  (except  as  permitted  for  seedcorn  in 
paragraph  21)  and  shall  contain  such  further  certification  as  may  by  these 
regulations  be  required  to  be  included  for  specified  plants  and  plant  products. 

AUTHORIZED  PORTS  OF  ENTRY 

6.  (a)   For  importation  of  plants,  seeds,  and  nursery  stock: 

Ports  :  Auckland,  Bluff,  Dunedin,  Lyttelton,  and  Wellington. 

Airports  :  Evans  Bay,  Harewood,  Mechanic  Bay,  Ohakea,  and  Whenuapai. 

( & )  For  importation  of  fruits,  vegetables,  and  stored  products :  All  ports  and 
airports  listed  in  (a)  and  Gisborne,  Napier,  Nelson,  New  Plymouth,  Oamaru,  Pic- 
ton,  Port  Chalmers,  Timaru,  and  Wanganui. 
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INSPECTION  ON  ARRIVAL 

7.  On  arrival  at  any  port  or  airport  of  entry  prescribed  by  these  regulations 
of  any  consignment  of  fruits  or  plants  permitted  importation  by  these  regula- 
tions, the  consignment  or  a  representative  portion  shall  be  inspected  by  a  plant 
quarantine  officer  ( at  the  expense  of  the  owner) . 

TREATMENT  OR  DISPOSITION  OF  SHIPMENTS 

8.  (a)  A  plant  quarantine  officer  will  issue  an  unconditional  permit  to  land 
any  consignment  of  fruits  and  plants  (except  nursery  stock  and  seed  potatoes) 
when  found  free  of  diseases  and  in  compliance  with  the  regulations.  Permits 
conditional  upon  treatment  (at  expense  of  the  owner)  will  be  issued  for  the 
release  of  such  shipments  when  found  to  be  infected  with  a  disease  it  is  con- 
sidered can  be  effectively  treated  against. 

(&)  In  the  case  of  consignments  of  any  kind  imported  in  accordance  with 
regulations  and  found  infected  with  a  disease  the  inspector  considers  cannot  be 
eradicated  by  treatment,  the  consignment  shall  be  reshipped,  destroyed,  or  other- 
wise disposed  of.  Shipments  not  complying  with  regulations  shall  be  seized, 
treated,  detained  in  quarantine,  reshipped,  destroyed,  or  otherwise  disposed  of. 

(c)  Importation  of  potatoes  and  nursery  stock  shall  be  subject  to  conditions 
in  (b)  above,  to  treatment  prescribed  in  permits,  and  to  detention  in  quarantine. 

PACKING  MATERIAL 

9.  No  packing  materials  for  authorized  importations  of  nursery  stock,  plants, 
and  seed  shall  be  used  other  than  moss,  sawdust,  ground  cork,  wood-wool,  vermic- 
ulite,  charcoal,  or  vegetable  fibre  free  from  pulp :  Provided  that  any  such  sub- 
stance used  in  packing  material  shall  be  clean  and  free  from  disease. 

IMPORTATION  BY  MAIL 

10.  Mail  shipments  of  fruits  or  plants  shall  be  clearly  and  legibly  marked  to 
indicate  the  contents. 

IMPORTATION  FOR  SCIENTIFIC  PURPOSES 

11.  Any  person  with  a  prior  permit  in  writing  from  the  Director  and  subject 
to  conditions  as  to  quantity  or  otherwise  as  may  be  specified  in  the  permit,  may 
import  from  any  specified  country  or  place  any  nursery  stock,  fruit,  plant,  insect, 
or  other  thing  specified  in  the  permit  when  deemed  by  the  Director  as  necessary 
or  advisable  for  any  scientific  or  other  specified  purpose. 

BULBS,  CORMS,  RHIZOMES,  AND  TUBERS  OF  ORNAMENTALS 

12.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  these  regulations,  bulbs,  corms,  rhizomes,  and 
tubers  of  any  ornamental  plant  may  be  introduced  into  New  Zealand.  Each 
consignment  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  health  certificate.  If  the  consignment 
is  found  infested  with  insect  pests  by  the  certifying  officer  the  certificate  shall 
include  particulars  of  the  date,  place,  and  nature  of  the  treatment  to  which  the 
consignment  has  been  subjected  so  as  effectively  to  destroy  those  insect  pests. 

BANANAS,  LEMONS,  LIMES,  AND  PINEAPPLES 

13.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  these  regulations,  bananas,  lemons,  limes,  and 
pineapples,  in  an  unripe  condition  when  shipped,  and  any  fruit  (other  than  vege- 
tables), which  is  not  a  host  of  any  harmful  species  of  fruit  fly  (Family  Try- 
petidae)  may  be  introduced  into  New  Zealand  from  any  country  or  place,  except 
where  oriental  fruit  fly  (Dacus  dorsalis)  is  known  to  exist,  and,  in  the  case  of 
lemons  and  limes,  from  any  place  where  citrus  canker  (Xanthomonas  citri)  is 
known  to  exist.  Each  shipment  of  such  fruit  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  health 
certificate,  and  also  certification  (1)  that  the  consignment  is  packed  in  clean  new 
containers  not  previously  used,  (2)  in  the  case  of  lemons  or  limes,  that  citrus 
canker  (Xanthomonas  citri)  does  not  occur  in  the  place  of  origin  and  that  the 
fruit  is  free  from  scale  insects  or  has  been  effectively  fumigated  prior  to  ship- 
ment, and  (3)  in  the  case  of  bananas,  lemons,  limes,  and  pineapples,  that  the 
fruit  was  shipped  or  transported  in  an  unripe  condition. 
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CITRUS  FRUIT 

14.  Citrus  fruits  (other  than  unripe  lemons  and  limes)  may  be  introduced  into 
New  Zealand  from  any  country  or  place,  except  where  oriental  fruit  fly  (Dacus 
dorcalis)  is  known  to  exist,  subject  to  one  of  the  three  following  conditions : 

CERTIFICATION  METHOD 

(a)  Every  consignment  of  citrus  fruit  (except  as  permitted  by  (5)  and  (c) ) 
shall  be  accompanied  by  a  health  certificate  which  shall  include  a  certificate  to 
the  effect  that  citrus  canker  {Xantliomonas  citri)  does  not  occur  in  the  place  of 
origin  of  the  fruit,  that  the  fruit  was  grown  and  packed  in  an  area  not  less  than 
50  miles  from  any  area  infested  by  harmful  fruit  flies,  that  such  fruit  is  free 
from  scale  insects  or  has  been  effectively  fumigated  prior  to  shipment,  and  that 
the  consignment  is  packed  in  clean  new  containers  not  previously  used. 

COLD  STORAGE  METHOD 

I 6 1  If  the  fruit,  before  being  shipped  or  transported,  has  been  treated 
as  follows : 

(1)  The  fruit  shall  be  deposited  in  a  cool  store  equipped  with  a  suitable  cool- 
ing plant  and  recording  instrument  and  approved  by  the  Director  for  purposes 
of  this  regulation ; 

(2)  The  fruit  shall  be  cooled  to  a  temperature  of  31°  F.  and  shall  be  held 
witbin  1  degree  above  or  below  that  temperature  for  a  period  of  not  less  than 
21  consecutive  days  before  being  removed  for  shipment ; 

(3)  Fruit  treated  as  above  must  be  held  in  the  cool  store  at  a  maximum 
temperature  of  40°  F.  until  removed  therefrom  for  shipment. 

Every  consignment  of  citrus  fruit  introduced  into  New  Zealand  under  this 
provision  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  health  certificate  (official)  and  by  a  thermo- 
graph chart  covering  the  period  of  cool  store  sterilization,  signed  by  an  author- 
ized officer  of  the  cool  store.  The  health  certificate  shall  certify  that  citrus 
canker  does  not  occur  in  the  place  of  origin  and  that  the  fruit  is  packed  in  clean 
new  packages  not  previously  used. 

COLD  STORAGE  METHOD  IN  TRANSIT 

(c)  If  the  fruit  is  treated  in  transit  and  in  accordance  with  the  following 
requirements  : 

(1)  The  cool  store  (if  any;  at  the  place  of  loading  on  board  ship  and  the 
refrigerated  compartments  of  the  vessel  on  which  the  fruit  is  loaded  shall  be 
approved  by  the  Director  for  purposes  of  this  regulation. 

(2)  Each  refrigerated  compartment  of  the  vessel  shall  be  cooled  by  forced 
air  circulation,  preferably  from  ceiling  to  floor,  be  adequately  insulated,  and 
be  provided  with  temperature  recording  instruments  approved  by  the  Director. 

(3)  Where  the  period  during  the  transit  from  the  port  of  export  to  New 
Zealand  is  of  such  duration  that  the  fruit  cannot  be  held  at  a  temperature  within 
1  degree  above  or  below  31°  F.  for  21  consecutive  days,  unless  the  fruit  has  been 
cooled  to  a  temperature  not  exceeding  34°  F.  prior  to  loading  on  board  ship  at 
that  port,  the  fruit  shall  be  so  precooled  and  shall  be  loaded  in  such  a  manner 
that  its  temperature  does  not  rise  above  34°  F. 

(,4)  Forthwith  after  loading  on  board  ship  it  shall  be  cooled  to  a  tempera- 
ture of  31°  F. 

(5)  During  transit  to  New  Zealand  the  fruit  shall  be  held  within  1  degree 
above  or  below  the  temperature  of  31°  F.,  and  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  21 
consecutive  days,  and  thereafter  at  a  maximum  temperature  of  40°  F.,  until  the 
fruit  is  landed  at  a  port  of  entry  in  New  Zealand. 

Every  consignment  of  citrus  fruit  introduced  into  New  Zealand  under  this 
regulation  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  health  certificate  and  by  the  prescribed 
records  showing  the  temperature  of  the  fruit  during  transit  to  New  Zealand. 
The  health  certificate  shall  include  a  certificate  to  the  effect  that  the  fruit  was 
cooled  before  shipment  or  was  loaded  on  ship  without  being  cooled  (whichever 
the  case),  that  citrus  canker  does  not  occur  in  the  place  of  origin  of  the  fruit, 
and  that  the  fruit  was  packed  in  clean  new  packages  not  previously  used. 

The  prescribed  records  referred  to  in  the  above  paragraphs  shall  consist  of 
four  temperature  records  taken  continuously  throughout  the  period  of  ship- 
ment to  New  Zealand  and  shall  be  taken  from  each  compartment  of  the  vessel 
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in  which  the  fruit  is  stored  by  means  of  suitable  automatic  temperature  record- 
ing instruments  under  control  of  a  responsible  officer  of  the  owner  of  the  vessel. 
Each  of  the  temperature  records  shall  show  a  variation  of  not  more  than  1  degree 
during  transit  to  New  Zealand,  except  insofar  as  heavy  seas  may  cause  oscilla- 
tion of  the  thermographs. 

FRESH  FRUIT  (INCLUDING  TOMATOES) 

15.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  these  regulations,  all  fruit,  including  tomatoes 
(but  excluding  those  kinds  provided  for  in  paragraphs  1,  13,  14,  and  16  hereof), 
may  be  introduced  into  New  Zealand  from  any  country  or  place,  except  from 
sources  where  the  oriental  fruit  fly  or  any  other  harmful  species  of  fruit  fly 
are  known  to  exist.  Each  consignment  of  fruit  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  health 
certificate  and  also  a  certificate  that  the  consignment  is  packed  in  clean,  new 
containers  not  previously  used. 

GRAPES 

16.  Subject  to  provisions  of  these  regulations  grapes  may  be  introduced  into 
New  Zealand  from  any  country  or  place,  except  where  the  oriental  fruit  fly 
(Dacus  dorsalis)  is  known  to  exist,  under  one  of  the  following  conditions: 

(a)  Each  consignment  of  grapes  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  health  certificate, 
including  a  certificate  that  the  grapes  were  grown  and  packed  in  an  area  not 
less  than  50  miles  from  any  area  infested  with  any  harmful  fruitfly  (Family 
Trypetidae),  that  no  grapevine  foliage  or  wood  is  attached  to  the  fruit,  and 
that  the  fruit  is  packed  in  clean  new  containers  not  previously  used;  or 

(&)  Each  consignment  of  grapes  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  health  certificate 
and  also  a  certificate  that  the  grapes  were  held  in  cold  storage  for  21  consecu- 
tive days  within  1  degree  of  31°  F.,  either  immediately  prior  to  shipment  or  in 
transit  (same  as  for  cold  storage  of  citrus,  see  paragraphs  14  (&)  and  (c)), 
that  no  grapevine  foliage  or  wood  is  attached  to  the  fruit,  and  that  the  fruit  is 
packed  in  new  clean  containers  not  previously  used. 

FRESH  VEGETABLES 

17.  Fresh  vegetables  (excluding  tomatoes,  see  paragraph  15)  may  be  intro- 
duced into  New  Zealand  from  any  country,  except  from  sources  where  the 
oriental  fruitfly  (Dacus  dorsalis)  occurs  and  as  prohibited  by  paragraph  1, 
when  accompanied  by  a  health  certificate  which  shall  include  a  certificate  to  the 
effect  that  the  consignment  is  packed  in  clean  new  packages  not  previously 
used  and  that  the  vegetables  are  reasonably  free  from  soil. 

NURSERY  STOCK 
IMPORT  PERMIT  REQUIRED 

18.  Nursery  stock  (except  species  prohibited  by  paragraph  1)  may  be  intro- 
duced into  New  Zealand  from  any  country  or  place,  subject  to  provisions  of 
these  regulations.  Every  person  desiring  to  introduce  nursery  stock  shall 
first  obtain  a  permit  from  the  Director  authorizing  introduction  subject  to  con- 
ditions he  thinks  fit,  including  a  condition  requiring  detention  of  the  nursery 
stock  in  quarantine  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  one  growing  season  or  12 
months  from  the  date  of  planting  after  entry  into  quarantine  before  being 
released  therefrom:  Provided  that  the  Director  may  from  time  to  time,  by 
notice  published  in  the  Gazette,  authorize  the  introduction  without  a  permit  of 
such  nursery  stock  as  he  may  specify  in  that  behalf  in  the  notice. 

POTATOES 

19.  Every  consignment  of  potatoes  introduced  into  New  Zealand  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  health  certificate  which  shall  include  a  certificate  to  the 
effect  that  the  diseases  yellow  dwarf  virus,  ring  rot  (Corynebactermm 
sepedonicum) ,  potato  wart  (Synchytrium  endoMoticum) ,  potato  nematode 
(Heterodera  rostochiensis) ,  and  Colorado  potato  beetle  (Leptinotarsa  decem- 
Uneata)  do  not  occur  in  the  place  of  origin,  that  the  potatoes  are  reasonably 
free  from  soil,  and  that  the  consignment  is  packed  in  clean  new  packages  not 
previously  used  for  any  purpose  or  are  in  authorized  used  containers.  A  per- 
mit in  advance  from  the  Director  is  required  for  the  use  of  used  containers 
which  may  be  allowed  for  tubers  imported  for  consumption  purposes :  Provided 
that  seed  potatoes  may  be  introduced  only  under  permit  by  the  Director  under 
conditions  he  thinks  fit,  including  a  condition  requiring  their  detention  in  quar- 
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antine  for  a  period  of  12  months  or  for  one  growing  season  before  they  are 
released,  and  also  subject  to  quantity  limits  of  28  pounds  for  any  one  variety 
in  any  calendar  year  by  one  person,  and  to  being  packed  in  new  containers. 

i  Note  :  The  widespread  distribution  of  one  or  more  species  of  the  above  mentioned 
diseases  and  insects  in  the  United  States  makes  it  impossible  for  domestic  potatoes  to 
meet  the  certification  requirements.) 

SEEDS 

20.  Seeds  (except  kinds  shown  as  prohibited  in  paragraph  1)  may  be  imported 
ironi  any  source,  subject  to  the  following  conditions  : 

(a)   Every  consignment  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  health  certificate. 

I  o )  The  health  certificate  for  every  consignment  of  corn,  sweet  corn,  or  pop- 
corn seed  shall  include  a  certificate  to  the  effect  that  the  crop  from  which  the 
seed  was  obtained  was  inspected  by  an  authorized  officer  of  the  appropriate 
Department  or  service  performing  the  functions  or  duties  relating  to  horticulture 
in  the  country  or  place  of  origin  of  the  seed,  that  no  bacterial  wilt  (Xanthomonas 
stewarti)  was  found  in  the  crop,  nor  has  this  disease  been  previously  recorded 
on  the  area  on  which  the  crop  was  grown,  and  that  the  seed  was  treated  for  the 
control  of  boil  smut  (Ustilago  zeae)  and  brown  spot  {Physoderma  seae-maydis) 
prior  to  shipment  with  an  organic  mercurial  seed  treatment  or  some  other  effec- 
tive method  of  treatment  for  those  diseases,  to  be  stated  m  the  certificate. 

If  the  health  certificate  accompanying  a  consignment  of  corn  seed  does  not 
include  a  certificate  to  the  effect  that  the  seed  was  treated  against  boil  smut 
and  brown  spot,  as  above  prescribed,  the  consignment  shall  be  subjected  to  such 
treatment  at  the  port  of  entry. 

Should  the  place  of  export  of  any  seed,  except  for  corn,  sweet  corn,  or  pop- 
corn, be  other  than  the  country  of  origin  of  the  seed,  the  health  certificate 
required  to  accompany  such  an  importation  may  be  signed  by  an  authorized 
officer  of  the  country  from  which  the  seed  is  exported. 

(c)  Seeds.  Forage  Crop:  The  following  seeds  must  have  the  stated  per- 
centage of  each  consignment  stained  with  a  red  coloring  matter  and  be  accom- 
panied by  a  declaration  certifying  that  the  consignment  has  been  stained  as 
required,  using  a  coloring  matter  which  is  either  an  alcoholic  solution  of  saf- 
franus  or  a  specially  prepared  and  effective  fluid  seed-staining  dye : 

(1)  Alfalfa 10  percent  of  seed  in  each  package. 

(2)  Cocksfoot 5  percent  of  seed  in  each  package. 

(3)  Ryegrass 10  percent  of  seed  in  each  package. 

(4)  White  clover 10  percent  of  seed  in  each  package. 

These  regulations  apply  only  to  packages  of  seed  which  exceed  2S  lbs.  in  weight. 
Oats,  barley,  wheat,  and  other  grain  may  be  imported  without  restrictions. 

(Seeds  Importation  Act  1927.) 

SOIL  PROHIBITED 

21.  Xo  person  shall  introduce  into  Xew  Zealand  any  soil.  sand,  clay,  earth, 
whether  by  itself,  or  on  or  around  or  with  any  plant  or  plant  material,  or  as 
packing  in' any  form,  or  as  ballast  for  any  aircraft,  ship,  or  vessel,  or  on  or  with 
or  adhering  to  any  goods  whatsoever,  except  with  the  consent  of  the  Director 
and  as  otherwise  provided  in  these  regulations  (see  pars.  IT  and  19  for  soil  on 
vegetables  and  potatoes)  :  Provided,  that  clean  sand  may  be  used  for  ballast 
for  aircraft,  but  if  so  used,  or  if  any  soil  or  earth  is  used  as  ballast  for  any  vessel, 
it  may  not  be  discharged  in  Xew  Zealand  without  the  permission  of  a  plant 
quarantine  officer.

(c)  Spawn  of  common  field  mushrooms  (Agaricus  campestris) ,  and 

(d)  Frangipani  cuttings  (Plumeria  acutifolia  and  P.  rubra). 

(Note:  The  above  information  supplements  nursery  stock  import  permit  requirements 
presented  on  page  4  and  par.  18,  page  10  of  B.  E.  P.  Q.  581,  Revised.)

PLANT  QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS,  KINGDOM  OF  NORWAY 

According  to  the  Plant  Protection  Bulletin  of  the  Food  and  Agriculture  Organi- 
zation of  the  United  Nations  for  November  1952,  the  Norsk  Lovtidend  No.  21, 
published  on  May  31,  1952,  contains  three  official  statements  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  dated  May  20,  prohibiting  imports  of  the  following  plant 
material : 

IMPORTATION  PROHIBITED 
EUROPEAN  BARBERRY 

1.  Importation  of  barberry  (Beroeris  vulgaris),  including  its  varieties  and 
hybrids,  and  barberry  plants  grafted  with  this  species,  is  prohibited. 

ELMS,  ELM  BARK,  AND  ELM  PRODUCTS  WITH  BARK 

2.  Importation  of  all  species  of  the  genus  Ulmus,  bark  of  elm,  and  all  materials 
manufactured  of  elm  with  bark  attached  is  prohibited,  on  account  of  Ophistoma 
ulmi  (Buism.)  Nannf.  (  =  Ceratostomella  ulmi  Buism.). 

LIMBER  PINE 

3.  Importation  of  living  plants  and  parts  of  plants,  except  seeds,  of  Pinus 
flexilis  (limber  pine)  is  prohibited,  on  account  of  white-pine  blister  rust  (Cro- 
nartium  rioicola  Fischer). 

(The  information  in  paragraph  2  supplements  that  given  under  "Importation  of  Elms 
Prohibited"  in  B.  B.  P.  Q.  350.)

PLANT  QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS,  REPUBLIC  OF  PERU 

According  to  Foreign  Commerce  Weekly  for  February  23,  1953,  a  Peruvian 
resolution  of  December  13,  1952,  published  January  23,  1953,  places  restrictions 
on  entry  of  poppy  seed,  as  follows  : 

IMPORTATION  of  viable  poppy  seed  prohibited 

1.  The  importation  of  germinative  poppy  seeds  and  capsules  containing  such 
seeds  is  prohibited. 

special  certificate  required  for  unviable  poppy  seed 

2.  Nongerminative  poppy  seeds  used  in  the  preparation  of  bakery  products 
and  pasteries  are  exempted  from  the  prohibition.  Previous  authorization  must, 
however,  be  obtained  from  the  Department  of  Public  Health  for  the  import  of 
nongerminative  seed  and  applications  for  such  authorization  must  be  accom- 
panied by  certificates  issued  by  competent  authorities  in  country  of  origin  cer- 
tifying the  seeds  are  not  suitable  for  cultivation.

PLANT  QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS,  REPUBLIC  OF 
THE  PHILIPPINES 

According  to  the  Plant  Protection  Bulletin  of  the  Food  and  Agriculture 
Organization  of  the  United  Nations  for  February  1953,  Administrative  Order 
No.  5,  issued  by  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  on  July  21,  1952  and  published 
in  the  Official  Gazette,  Vol.  48,  No.  8,  contains  the  following  regulations  govern- 
ing the  importation  of  potatoes  : 

POTATOES  FOR  CONSUMPTION  PROHIBITED 

1.  The  importation  of  potatoes  {Solatium  tuberosum)  for  purposes  other 
than  planting  is  prohibited. 

PERMIT  REQUIRED  FOR  SEED  POTATO  IMPORTATIONS 

2.  All  persons  who  intend  to  import  potatoes  for  propagation  are  required 
to  file  an  application  with  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  on  a  prescribed  form.

PLANT  QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS,  RYUKYU  ISLANDS 

This  summary  of  the  plant  quarantine  import  restrictions  of  the  Ryukyu 
Islands  has  been  prepared  for  the  information  of  exporters  of  plants  and  plant 
products  to  those  islands  and  for  plant  quarantine  officials. 

It  was  prepared  by  R.  G.  Oakley,  Division  of  Plant  Quarantines,  from  the 
Plant  Quarantine  Law  of  the  Ryukyu  Islands  of  February  1,  1952  and  asso- 
ciated notifications  of  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources  and  was  reviewed 
by  an  official  of  the  Civil  Administration.

PLANT  QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS,  RYUKYU  ISLANDS 

BASIC  LEGISLATION 

The  Plant  Quarantine  Law  of  the  Ryukyu  Islands,  Civil  Administration 
Ordinance  No.  62,  effective  February  20, 1952. 

The  Law  provides  that  the  Director,  Department  of  Natural  Resources,  shall 
publish  lists  of  infected  or  infested  plants  and  materials  that  may  not  be  trans- 
ported from  one  area  to  another  within  the  Ryukyus  or  exported  from  or  im- 
ported into  those  islands.  Its  other  provisions,  together  with  Notification  Nos. 
1  and  2  of  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources  of  April  24,  1952,  are  sum- 
marized in  the  following  paragraphs. 

SUMMARY  OF  REGULATIONS 

The  regulations  of  the  Ryukyu  Islands  cover  plants  and  parts  thereof,  includ- 
ing seeds,  and  also  containers,  tools,  etc.,  capable  of  carrying  infestation,  and 
require  inspections,  including  treatment  if  considered  necessary,  of  importa- 
tions prior  to  their  release.  No  certification  of  shipments  in  country  of  origin 
is  required. 

IMPORTATION  PROHIBITED 

1.  The  following  articles  are  prohibited  entry  into  the  Ryukyu  Islands  from 
the  countries  and  places  cited  on  account  of  the  melon  flv  (Dacus  cucurbitae 
Coq.)  : 
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(a)  Fresh  green  beans,  French  peas,  tomatoes,  peppers,  cucumbers,  melons, 
watermelons,  and  pumpkins,  from  : 

(b)  Australia,  Burma,  Ceylon,  China,  Formosa,  Guam,  Hawaii,  India,  Indo- 
nesia, Philippines,  Si  am,  Saipan,  and  Tinian. 

GENERAL  REGULATIONS 

2.  Definitions : 

(a)  "Pest"  means  any  infectious,  transmissible,  or  contagious  disease  of 
plants,  any  form  of  animal  life,  and  any  form  of  plant  life  liable  to  be  harm- 
ful to  plants. 

(&)  "Plant"  includes  Thallophyta,  Spermatophyta,  Bryophyta,  and  Pterido- 
phyta  plants,  parts  of  plants,  and  their  products. 

(c)  "Appliances"  include  plants,  containers,  conveyances,  tools,  and  other 
materials  infected,  infested,  or  exposed  to  infection  or  infestation. 

INSPECTION  ON  ARRIVAL  REQUIRED 

3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  conceal  or  fail  to  present  to  a  plant 
quarantine  officer  any  shipment  of  plants  or  appliances  which  are  or  may  be 
infected  or  infested  with  pests. 

AUTHORIZED  PORTS  OF  ENTRY 

4.  (a)  Marine  ports:  Aja ;  Ishigaki;  Itoman;  Naha ;  Naze;  Taira;  Tomari. 
(&)  Airport:  Oroku  (Naha). 

(c)  Post  Offices:  Central  post  offices  of  Miyako,  Naha,  Naze,  and  Yaeyama. 

MARKING  OF  SHIPMENTS 

5.  Each  shipment  of  plants  brought  into  the  Ryukyu  Islands  or  moved 
between  island  groups  shall  bear  the  name  and  address  of  the  shipper  or  owner, 
the  name  and  address  of  the  person  to  whom  the  same  is  forwarded  or  shipped, 
country  of  production,  and  a  statement  of  the  contents. 

DISPOSITION  OF  INFESTED  SHIPMENTS 

6.  Infected  or  infested  plants  shall  not  be  imported  into  or  transported  with- 
in the  Ryukyu  Islands  unless  each  shipment  is  authorized  by  a  written  permit 
of  the  Chief  Plant  Quarantine  Officer. 

When  a  shipment  of  plants,  hosts,  or  appliances  against  which  quarantine 
has  been  established,  is  brought  into  the  Ryukyu  Islands  and  is  found  infected 
or  infested  or  there  is  reasonable  cause  that  it  may  be  infected  or  infested  with 
any  pest,  the  shipment  shall  be  immediately  destroyed  by,  or  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Chief  Plant  Quarantine  Officer,  unless: 

(a)  the  nature  of  the  pest  is  such  that  no  damage  can  be  caused  to  plants 
through  treatment  of  such  plants  or  appliances  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
the  Chief  Plant  Quarantine  Officer.  In  such  case,  the  shipment  must  be  treated 
before  release  can  be  effected. 

(6)  It  is  determined  by  the  Plant  Quarantine  Officer  that  if  only  a  portion 
of  said  shipment  is  infected  or  infested  with  a  pest,  then  only  such  infected  or 
infested  portions  of  said  shipment  shall  be  treated,  destroyed,  or  returned  to 
the  origin  of  shipment. 

COST  OF  TREATMENT 

7.  Any  treatment  of  infected  or  infested  plants,  or  materials  and  appliances, 
which  may  be  required  to  destroy  pests,  shall  be  at  the  risk  and  at  the  expense 
of  the  owner  unless  otherwise  provided. 

EXPERIMENTAL  SHIPMENTS  AUTHORIZED 

8.  Any  plant,  or  form  of  vegetable  or  animal  life,  otherwise  prohibited,  or 
pathogens,  virus,  or  disease,  or  bacillus  cultures  may  be  imported  for  experi- 
mental or  scientific  purposes  under  written  permit  given  by  the  Chief  Plant 
Quarantine  Officer. 

PERMIT  REQUIRED  FOR  ENTRY  OF  SHIPS  STORES 

9.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  remove  food  stores  containing  quarantined  plants  or 
materials  from  any  vessel  or  aircraft  except  under  written  permit  issued  by  the 
Chief  Plant  Quarantine  Officer.

PLANT  QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS,  REPUBLIC  OF 
EL  SALVADOR 

This  revised  summary  of  the  plant  quarantine  import  restrictions  of  El  Salva- 
dor, is  presented  for  the  information  of  exporters  of  plants  and  plant  products 
to  that  country  and  for  plant  quarantine  officials.

PLANT  QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS,  REPUBLIC  OF 
EL  SALVADOR 

LEGISLATION 

Legislative  Decree  No.  38,  published  in  Diario  Official  No.  170  of  July  30.  1941, 
legalizing  the  tenth  edition  of  the  Customs  Tariff  in  which  provisions  concern- 
ing sanitary  restrictions  of  imported  plant  material  are  included. 

IMPORT  REGULATIONS 

COFFEE  IMPORTATION  PROHIBITED 

1.  (  Sec.  321-1-40-001.)  Importation  of  coffee  seeds  for  planting  and  plants 
for  cultivation  is  prohibited  (provided  as  follows)  : 

(Note  212-6-01-a.)  In  order  to  import  coffee  seed  for  planting  purposes  interested 
persons  must  submit  a  request  through  the  Asociacion  Cafetelera  (Coffee  Association) 
of  El  Salvador.  In  case  coffee  is  presented  for  entry  without  such  a  request  having 
been  submitted,  customs  officials  shall  send  samples  to  be  examined  by  the  Asociacion 
Cafetelera  of  El  Salvador  before  proceeding  with  its  entry. 

PHTTOSANITARY  CERTIFICATE  AND  CONSULAR  VISA  REQUIRED 
WITH  IMPORTS  OF  PLANTS  AND  SEEDS 

2.  (Sec.  321-1-10-001  and  321-1-30-001.)  Living  plants,  nonedible  seeds, 
bulbs,  roots,  rhizomes,  tubers  and  shoots  or  scions. 

For  the  entry  of  plants  and  seeds,  the  Customs  offices  of  the  Republic  will 
require  of  the  interested  person  a  certificate  (Federal  or  State)  of  the  corre- 
sponding agricultural  phytosanitary  office  visaed  by  a  Consul  of  El  Salvador 
( who  requires  3  copies ) .     The  visa  will  be  free. 

If  shipments  of  plants  and  seeds  are  not  accompanied  by  the  said  certifi- 
cate, the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  may  order  the  destruction  of  the  plants  which 
may  be  imported  into  Salvador,  if  in  its  opinion  the  said  plants  and  seeds 
involve  danger  if  propagated;  furthermore  the  Ministry  is  authorized  to  order 
the  fumigation  of  the  same,  at  the  importers  expense,  at  any  place  deemed 
suitable,  if  the  corresponding  certificate  is  not  presented.  (Decree  of  October 
18-19,1933.) 

IMPORT  PERMIT  AND  CERTIFICATION  REQUIRED  FOR  COTTONSEED 

3.  (Sec.  321-1-30-002.)     Cottonseed  for  planting. 

(Note  321-c.)  For  introduction  into  the  country  of  cottonseed  for  planting  the  Salva- 
doran Customs  Official  shall  require,  in  addition  to  a  permit  previously  issued  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,   a  phytosanitary  certificate,  visaed  by  the  appropriate  Salvado- 
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ran  Consular  Official.  When  the  imported  seed  arrives  unaccompanied  by  the  phyto- 
sanitary  certificate,  the  interested  importer  shall  apply  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
requesting  express  authorization  that  the  seed  in  question  be  fumigated  or  disinfected 
prior  to  entry  through  the  Customs  office  at  the  port  of  destination.  (Inc.  20  of  Art.  20 
of  the  Regulation  for  the  cultivation  of  cotton  in  the  Republic,  D.  O.  No.  110,  May  22,  1942.) 

FUMIGATION  REQUIRED  FOR  USED  SACKS 

4.  (Sec.  469-02-004.)  Sacks  or  bags  of  sisal,  jute,  or  other  similar  fibers,  for 
sugar : 

(Note  469-7-02-a.)  It  shall  be  obligatory  for  the  importers  of  used  sacks  that  they 
proceed  with  the  fumigation  of  such  sacks  at  the  port  of  origin  before  they  are  loaded  for 
shipment  to  El  Salvador.  The  Salvadoran  Consuls  shall  require  certification  issued 
by  competent  authorities  that  such  treatment  has  been  performed  in  the  proper  manner, 
in  the  absence  of  which  requirement  they  will  not  authorize  the  shipment,  refusing  to  visa 
the  documents  applicable.  If  by  some  circumstance  used  sacks  arrive  in  the  country 
without  having  been  subjected  to  fumigation,  the  importers  will  be  penalized  with  a 
collection  of  10  per  cent  additional  customs  duty  over  the  corresponding  duty,  besides 
the  10  percent  established  for  entry  and  examination,  and  it  will  be  mandatory  that 
fumigation  be  applied  at  the  port  of  entry  at  expense  of  the  importer.

1.  Plants  of  Berberis,  including  Mahonia  and  Mahoberberis,  are  allowed 
entry,  sale,  or  planting  only  with  the  permission  of  the  Plant  Protection  Insti- 
tute. This  restriction  does  not  affect  the  transit  of  such  material  through 
Sweden  when  sealed  by  the  Customs  House  at  the  port  of  entry.  Importation, 
however,  is  prohibited  from  countries  where  foot  and  mouth  disease  is  found. 

2.  The  following  species  of  Herberts  are  admissible,  provided  that  they  are  not 
grafted  on  other  species :

OF  SWITZERLAND 

According  to  the  Plant  Protection  Bulletin  of  the  Food  and  Agriculture 
Organization  of  the  United  Nations  for  December  1952,  Switzerland  Federal 
Order  of  September  26,  1952,  as  published  in  the  Recueil  des  Lois  Federales  No. 
11,  October  2,  1952,  orders,  in  effect,  as  follows,  to  combat  Chestnut  blight : 

IMPORTATION  OF  CHESTNUT  PLANTS  AND  WOOD  PROHIBITED  EXCEPT 
BY  DEROGATION 

1.  Importation  into  Switzerland  of  the  following  plant  materials  is  prohibited  : 

(  a )   Chestnut  seedlings  and  living  parts  thereof. 

(b)  Chestnut  wood  of  any  type,  whatever  the  final  uses. 
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(c)  Other  plants  and  other  types  of  wood  designated  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Economy. 

2.  This  prohibition  may  be  derogated,  if  authorized  by  the  Division  of  Agricul- 
ture and  in  compliance  with  certain  conditions.

XVIII — National  Government. 

REGULATIONS  FOR  IMPORTATIONS 

(Promulgated  and  effective  Jan.  10,  1947,  Amended  Nov.  2,  1949) 

IMPORTATION  RESTRICTED 

Article  1.  Plants  and  their  containers  or  packing  materials  are  subject  to 
inspection  by  the  Bureau  of  Inspection  and  Quarantine,  Provincial  Department 
of  Agriculture  and  Forestry  (hereinafter  called  the  Bureau)  or  its  Branch 
Offices.  They  will  not  be  passed  for  import  unless  accompanied  by  certificates 
issued  by  the  Bureau  to  certify  they  have  passed. 

Article  2.     The  term  "plants"  includes  the  following : 

a.  Plants  or  parts  thereof  that  can  be  used  for  planting  or  cultivation. 

o.  Fresh  fruits. 

c.  Vegetables. 

d.  Seeds  that  can  be  used  for  propagation. 

Article  3.  The  plant  inspection  shall  be  executed  in  places  where  the  Bureau 
or  its  Branch  Offices  are  located. 

Article  4.  Plant  diseases  and  insect  pests  imported  for  scientific  purposes 
must  be  permitted  and  inspected  by  the  Bureau. 

Article  5.  Importers  must  apply  to  the  Bureau  or  its  Branch  Offices  for 
inspection  of  plants  imported  by  ships  or  planes. 

Article  6.  Plants  not  included  in  Article  2,  which  are  capable  of  carrying 
insect  pests  or  diseases,  are  subject  to  inspection  upon  arrival.  Inspectors  must 
notify  owners  of  the  shipments  before  inspecting,  except  for  the  urgency  of  the 
ease. 
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Article  7.  Plants  imported  by  mail  are  subject  to  inspection  by  the  Bureau 
upon  notification  by  the  Post  Office  of  their  arrival. 

Article  8.  The  plants  may  not  be  inspected  if  they  are  accompanied  by  inspec- 
tion certificates  issued  by  the  government  of  the  country  of  origin,  affirming  the 
plants  concerned  have  been  thoroughly  inspected  and  are  deemed  free  from 
injurious  plant  diseases  and  insect  pests.  The  certificates  must  be  sent  to  the 
Bureau  upon  arrival  of  the  shipments. 

(Note  :  Article  8  refers  to  a  Federal  certificate.) 

Articles  9,  10,  and  11  refer  to  the  inspection  fee  and  the  duty  of  spoilage  of 
packing  materials  caused  by  inspection. 

Article  12.  Plants  and  their  containers  or  packing  materials  which  carry 
insect  pests  or  diseases  are  subject  to  treatment  by  disinfection  by  the  Bureau 
or  its  Branches,  or  may  be  burned. 

Articles  13-24.     Disposal  of  imported  and  exported  plants.

PLANT  QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS,  REPUBLIC  OF  TURKEY 

CITRUS  CUTTINGS  AND  NURSERY  STOCKS  PROHIBITED 

According  to  Article  7  of  Law  No.  2906,  dated  January  29,  1936,  upon  proposal 
of  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  numbered  56-27431,  dated  June  17,  1949, 
approved  by  the  Council  of  Ministers,  numbered  3/9348,  dated  June  3,  1949, 
received  from  and  translated  by  Dr.  Kadri  Akat,  Entomologist,  Central  Plant 
Protection  Institute,  Ankara,  Turkey,  the  importation  into  and  passage  through 
Turkey  of  American  citrus  cuttings  and  nursery  stocks  is  prohibited  in  order 
to  protect  citrus  of  that  country  from  virus  diseases,  such  as  "quick  decline."

PLANT  QUARANTINE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS,  UNITED  KINGDOM 

This  revised  summary  of  the  plant  quarantine  import  restrictions  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  as  they  apply  in  particular  to  plants  and  plant  products  from 
the  United  States,  has  been  prepared  for  the  information  of  nurserymen,  ship- 
pers of  fresh  fruit  and  vegetables,  plant  quarantine  officials,  and  others  inter- 
ested in  the  exportation  of  plant  and  plant  products  to  the  United  Kingdom.

The  above  acts  authorize,  respectively,  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
of  England  and  Wales;  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Scotland:  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  of  Northern  Ireland :  and  the  Forestry  Commissioners,  to  regulate 
the  importation  of  plants  and  plant  products.  The  Orders  cited  for  the  three 
countries  set  forth  conditions  of  entry  basically  the  same  and  are  principally 
drawn  to  prevent  introduction  of  the  Colorado  potato  beetle  into  those  countries. 

The  import  restrictions  for  England  and  Wales,  Scotland,  and  Northern  Ireland 
are  jointly  summarized  in  the  following  paragraphs  as  they  apply  to  importations 
from  the  United  States :  in  case  of  differing  requirements,  these  are  noted. 
Separate  summaries  for  Guernsey  and  .Jersey  are  presented.

(d)  "Raw  Vegetables"  includes  raw  tomatoes,  raw  eggplants,  and  raw  salads, 
but  does  not  include  potatoes,  mushrooms,  cucumbers,  marrows,  or  pumpkins. 

(e)  "Unhealthy"  means  affected  with  any  insect,  fungus,  bacteria,  or  other 
vegetable  or  animal  organisms  or  any  agent  causative  of  a  transmissible  crop 
disease. 

CERTIFICATE  REQUIRED 


2.  The  landing  in  England  and  Wales,  Scotland,  or  Northern  Ireland  of  any 
of  the  plants  mentioned  in  the  First  Schedule  in  paragraph  4  and  of  potatoes  is 
prohibited,  unless  each  consignment  is  accompanied  by  2  copies  of  a  certificate 
in  the  form  prescribed  in  the  Second  Schedule  in  paragraph  4.  The  inspection 
referred  to  in  the  certificate  shall  be  carried  out  not  more  than  14  days  prior 
to  the  date  of  shipment.  Before  the  plants  or  potatoes  are  dispatched,  the 
original  of  the  certificate  shall  be  mailed  to  The  Horticulture  Branch,  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  London,  S.  W.  1 ;  or  (in  case  of  shipments  destined 
to  Scotland  or  to  Northern  Ireland)  to :  Department  of  Agriculture  for  Scotland, 
St.  Andrews  House,  Edinburgh  1 ;  or  The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  for  Northern 
Ireland,  Stormont,  Belfast,  respectively.  Except,  in  the  case  of  consignments  by 
mail,  a  copy  of  the  prescribed  certificate  shall  be  delivered  to  the  proper  Officer 
of  Her  Majesty's  Customs  and  Excise  at  the  same  time  as  and  together  with  the 
entry  relating  to  the  consignment.  In  the  case  of  consignments  by  mail,  a  copy 
of  the  prescribed  certificate  shall  be  affixed  to  each  package. 

FEDERAL  CERTIFICATE  REQUIRED 

3.  In  the  case  of  any  plant  mentioned  in  the  First.  Schedule  in  paragraph  4,  the 
certificate  prescribed  in  paragraph  2  shall  be  the  certificate  of  any  official  duly 
authorized  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.  (See  Second 
Schedule  in  paragraph  4.) 

FORM  OF  CERTIFICATION 

4.  In  the  case  of  any  plants  mentioned  in  the  First  Schedule  in  this  paragraph 
and  of  potatoes,  the  certificate  required  in  paragraph  2  shall  include  a  certificate 
where  it  relates  to  a  plant,  in  the  Form  A  or  the  Form  B  set  out  in  the  Third 
Schedule,  as  the  circumstances  require,  and  where  the  certificate  relates  to 
potatoes,  in  the  said  Form  A.1  Potatoes  are  prohibited  except  under  a  special 
license     (See  par.  8.) 


The  statement  required  in  Form  A,  declaring  freedom  of  locality  of  origin  from  the 
Colorado  potato  beetle,  cannot  be  complied  with  except  possibly  from  some  California  locali- 
ties where  the  insect  does  not  occur. 
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The  above  paragraph   shall  not  apply  to   flower  bulbs,   corms.   tubers,   and 
rhizomes.

(a)  For  All  Consignments  Except  Those  Wholly  Potatoes:  "It  is  further 
certified  that  the  consignment  does  not  contain  any  plants  of  the  genera  Cas- 
tanea,  Populus,  Quercus,  and  Ulmus,  or  of  the  genera  of  the  order  Pinaceae,  viz., 
Abies,  Larix,  Picea,  Pinus,  Pseudotsuga,  Sequoia,  Thuja,  and  Tsuga,  or  any  plant 
of  sugarbeet  or  mangold  (Beta  vulgaris  L.),  or  any  chrysanthemum  plant.'' 
(For  certification  to  England  and  Wales,  omit  "chrysanthemum  plant.") 

(b)  For  All  Potatoes :  "It  is  further  certified  that  no  case  of  the  disease  known 
as  "wart  disease"  or  "black  scab"  of  potatoes  (SyncJiytrium  endooioticum)  has 
occurred  at  any  time  on  the  farm  or  holding  where  the  potatoes  included  in  the 
consignment  were  grown,  nor  within  2  kilometers  thereof.  (Potatoes  are  pro- 
hibited except  under  a  special  license.) 

Third  Schedule 

Farm  A:1  This  is  to  certify  that  during  the  12  months  preceding  the 
date  of  this  certificate  there  has  been  no  outbreak  of  the  Colorado  Beetle 

in (here  insert  the  name  of  country)  within  a  distance  of 

50  kilometers  from  the  place  where  the  living  plants,  potatoes,  raw  vegetables. 
or  cider  apples  (strike  out  words  not  applicable)  included  in  the  package  or 
consignment  described  were  grown. 

(Note:  This  certification  is  required  for  woody  plants,  trees,  etc..  imported  from  April 
1  to  October  15.) 

Form  B:  In  pursuance  of  the  Importation  of  Plants  (General  License)  Order, 
1953  (see  par.  5),  made  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries2,  this  is 
to  certify  that  the  plants  or  raw  vegetables  included  in  the  package  or  consign- 
ment described  have  been  examined  and  have  been  found  to  be  of  the  following 
species  or  kind 

Note:  The  Form  B  certification  should  be  included  on  Form  EQ-375  for  plants  admis- 
sible under  General  License  Orders  as  prescribed  in  paragraph  5,  Sections  A,  B.  C,  and  D.  I 

Form  C:  This  certification  is  required  for  cider  apples  imported  into  Eng- 
land or  Wales  between  April  1  and  October  15. 

LICENSES 

5.  Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of  these  Orders,  any  plants,  potatoes, 
raw  apples,  or  raw  vegetables,  may  be  landed  in  England  or  Wales  (Scotland 
or  Northern  Ireland)  under  and  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  of  a  license 
issued  by  the  appropriate  Minister  or  by  an  Inspector. 

The  following  General  License  Orders  have  been  issued,  authorizing  the 
landing  of  the  plants  and  raw  vegetables  and  apples  listed  below  during  the 
periods  mentioned : 

(a)  England  and  Wales:  The  Importation  of  Plants  (General  License) 
Order,  1953. 

(o)  Scotland:  The  Importation  of  Plants  (General  License)  (Scotland) 
Order,  1953. 

(c)  Northern  Ireland:  The  Importation  of  Plants  (Exemption)  (Northern 
Ireland)  Order,  1953. 

(d)  England  and  Wales:  The  Importation  of  Plants  (General  License) 
(Amendment)  Order,  1953. 

Provided  that  nothing  in  these  General  License  Orders  shall  be  deemed  to 
permit  the  landing  in  England  and  Wales,  Scotland,  or  Northern  Ireland  of  any 
of  the  articles  prohibited  in  paragraphs  7.  9.  and  12.

(d)  All  species  of  the  genera  Abies  (Silver  Fir),  Larix  (Larch),  Picea 
( Spruce) ,  Pinus  (Pine) ,  Pseudotsuga  (Douglas  Fir) ,  Sequoia  (Redwoods) ,  Thuja 
(Western  red  cedar,  Arborvitae),  or  Tsuga  (Hemlock)   of  the  Order  Pinaceae. 

Importation  Unrestricted 

14.  The  importation  of  seeds  into  Guernsey,  Ilerm,  and  Jethou  is  unrestricted.

(c)  "Plant"  includes  trees  and  shrubs  and  the  fruit,  tubers,  bulbs,  conns, 
rhizomes,  roots,  layers,  cuttings,  and  other  parts  of  a  plant,  except  the  seeds, 
and  all  raw  vegetables,  including  tomatoes  but  not  including  potatoes. 

(d)  "Potato"  includes  potato  haulms,  leaves,  and  stalks. 

Certificate  Required 

17.  The  landing  or  transshipment  in  this  Island  of  plants  or  potatoes  is  pro- 
hibited unless  the  same  are  accompanied  by  a  certificate  signed  by  a  duly 
authorized  official  of  the  Phytopathological  Service  of  the  country  from  which 
the  same  are  imported  into  this  Island,  in  such  form  as  the  Committee  may  from 
time  to  time  prescribe. 

18.  Where  any  consignment  of  plants  or  potatoes  is  by  these  Ordinances 
required  to  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate,  the  Original  of  such  certificate  shall 
be  forwarded  by  mail  to  the  States  Supervisor  by  the  exporter  of  the  consign- 
ment before  the  consignment  is  dispatched,  and  2  copies  of  the  certificate  shall 
accompany  the  consignment,  unless  the  consignment  is  sent  by  mail,  in  which 
case  a  copy  of  the  certificate  shall  be  attached  to  each  package  of  the  consignment.

22.  The  landing  in  the  Island  between  July  7  and  November  15,  both  dates 
inclusive,  in  any  year,  of  any  raw  apples  grown  in  the  United  States  of  America, 
is  prohibited  unless  in  respect  of  each  consignment  thereof  3  copies  of  a  certifi- 
cate in  the  required  form  have  been  issued  by  a  duly  authorized  inspector  of 
the  Federal  Department  of  Agriculture  in  that  country  (same  as  for  Great 
Britain,  par.

LIST  OF  CURRENT  QUARANTINE  AND  OTHER  RESTRICTIVE  ORDERS 
AND  MISCELLANEOUS  REGULATIONS 

[The  domestic  and  foreign  quarantine  and  other  restrictive  orders  summarized 
herein  are  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act  of  Aug.  20. 
1912,  as  amended,  and  the  Insect  Pest  Act  of  March  3,  1905.  The  Mexican  border 
regulations  and  the  export-certification  regulations  are  issued  under  specific 
acts  of  Congress.] 

QUARANTINE  ORDERS 

The  numbers  assigned  to  these  quarantines  indicate  merely  the  chronological 
order  of  issuance  of  both  domestic  and  foreign  quarantines  in  one  numerical 
series.  The  quarantine  numbers  missing  in  this  list  are  quarantines  which  have 
either  been  superseded  or  revoked.  For  convenience  of  reference  these  quaran- 
tines are  here  classified  as  domestic  and  foreign,  the  domestic  quarantines  being 
divided  into  (1)  those  applying  primarily  to  the  continental  United  States,  and 
(2)  those  applying  primarily  to  shipments  from  and  to  the  Territories  of  Hawaii 
and  Puerto  Rico. 

Domestic  Plant  Quarantines 

quarantines  applying  to  the  continental  united  states 

Black  stem  rust. — Quarantine  38  and  supplemental  regulations,  revised,  effec- 
tive May  1, 1949,  as  amended  effective  February  11, 1950,  and  September  20, 1951, 
prohibit  the  interstate  movement  anywhere  in  the  continental  United  States  of 
all  species  of  berberis,  mahonia,  and  mahoberberis  plants,  other  than  those  desig- 
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natecl  as  being  resistant  to  the  black  stem  rust.  Permits  are  required  for  inter- 
state movement  of  plants  of  those  species  of  berberis,  mahonia,  and  mahoberberis 
that  are  known  to  be  rust-resistant.  The  interstate  movement  of  all  seeds  and 
fruits  of  berberis,  mahonia,  and  mahoberberis  is  prohibited  into  the  eradica- 
tion States,  comprising  Colorado,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Kansas,  Michigan,  Min- 
nesota, Missouri,  Montana,  Nebraska,  North  Dakota,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  South 
Dakota,  Virginia,  Washington,  West  Virginia,  Wisconsin,  and  Wyoming,  except 
that  an  approved  nurseryman  within  an  eradication  State  may  obtain  mahonia 
seed  from  another  approved  nurseryman  outside  such  State  under  prescribed 
safeguards.  Such  seeds  and  fruits  from  rust-resistant  plants  produced  in  the 
eradication  States  may  be  moved  between  or  from  such  States  under  permit,  or 
wherever  produced,  may  be  moved  between  noneradication  States  without  restric- 
tion. Administrative  instructions,  effective  April  25,  1953,  designate  rust-resist- 
ant species  and  varieties. 

Gypsy  moth  and  brown-tail  moth. — Quarantine  No.  45,  revised,  effective 
October  10,  1945,  as  amended  effective  August  9,  1952 :  Prohibits,  except  as  pro- 
vided in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  revised  effective  August 
30,  1948,  the  interstate  movement  from  the  regulated  area  to  or  through  any 
point  outside  thereof  of  (1)  live  gypsy  moths  or  brown-tail  moths  in  any  stage 
of  development;  (2)  trees,  shrubs,  plants,  and  vines,  both  deciduous  and  ever- 
green, having  persistent  woody  stems,  and  parts  thereof,  including  Christmas 
trees;  (3)  timber  products ;  (4)  stone  and  quarry  products ;  and  (5)  any  other 
commodities  or  articles  when  found  on  inspection  to  be  infested  with  the  afore- 
said insects  in  any  of  their  stages.  The  regulated  area  covers  Massachusetts, 
Rhode  Island,  and  parts  of  the  States  of  Connecticut,  Maine,  New  Hampshire, 
New  York,  and  Vermont. 

Japanese  beetle. — Quarantine  No.  48,  revised,  effective  April  30,  1948,  as 
amended  effective  April  18,  1949,  May  31,  1950,  August  14  and  October  22,  1951, 
June  4,  1952,  and  October  6,  1953 :  Prohibits,  except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and 
regulations  suppplemental  thereto,  the  interstate  movement  of  (1)  soil,  humus, 
compost,  and  decomposed  manure;  (2)  forest,  field,  nursery,  or  greenhouse-grown 
woody  or  herbaceous  plants  or  parts  thereof  for  planting  purposes;  (3)  cut 
flowers  ;  and  (4)  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  from  the  regulated  area  to  or  through 
any  point  outside  thereof.  The  regulated  area  includes  the  entire  States  of 
Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  Connecticut,  New  Jersey,  and  Delaware,  and  the 
District  of  Columbia,  and  portions  of  the  States  of  Maine,  New  Hampshire.  North 
Carolina,  Vermont,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  Virginia,  West  Virginia, 
and  Ohio. 

Pink  bollicorm~—  Quarantine  No.  52,  revised,  effective  October  6,  1953,  as 
amended  effective  November  20,  1953 :  Prohibits,  except  as  provided  in  the  rules 
and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  the  interstate  movement  from  the  regu- 
lated areas  of  Arizona,  Louisiana,  New  Mexico,  Oklahoma,  and  Texas,  of  (1) 
okra  and  kenaf,  including  all  parts  of  the  plant;  (2)  cotton,  wild  cotton,  includ- 
ing all  parts  of  either  cotton  or  wild-cotton  plants,  seed  cotton,  cotton  lint, 
linters,  and  all  other  forms  of  unmanufactured  cotton  fiber,  gin  waste,  cotton- 
seed, cottonseed  hulls,  cottonseed  cake,  and  meal;  (3)  bagging  and  other  con- 
tainers and  wrappers  of  cotton  and  cotton  products ;  (4)  railway  cars,  boats,  and 
other  vehicles  which  have  been  used  in  conveying  regulated  cotton  products  or 
which  are  fouled  with  such  products;  (5)  when  contaminated  with  regulated  cot- 
ton products,  any  other  commodities,  including  farm  products,  farm  household 
goods,  and  farm  equipment. 

White  pine  blister  rust. — Quarantine  No.  63,  effective  July  1,  1946 :  Except  as 
provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  effective  July  1, 1946, 
and  April  25,  1952,  (1)  prohibits  the  movement  of  five-leaved  pines  into  the  non- 
infected  States  of  Arizona,  Colorado,  Nevada,  New  Mexico,  Utah,  and  the  non- 
infected  part  of  California,  from  any  other  State,  although  <  a )  five-leaved  pines 
may  be  moved  without  restriction  between  these  noninfected  States  and  portions 
thereof  when  they  have  originated  therein,  and  (b)  there  are  no  restrictions 
on  the  movement  of  five-leaved  pines  and  parts  thereof  when  not  visibly  infected 
with  blister  rust  into  or  within  that  part  of  the  continental  U"nited  States  out- 
side the  above-described  noninfected  area;  (2)  prohibits  the  movement  of  Euro- 
pean black  currants,  except  into  and  between  the  States  of  Alabama,  Arkansas, 
Florida,  Kansas,  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  Missouri,  Nebraska,  North  Dakota,  Okla- 
homa, South  Dakota,  and  Texas ;  (3)  prohibits  the  movement  of  gooseberry  and 
currant  plants  (other  than  European  black  currants)  into  parts  of  California, 
Georgia,  Idaho,  Maine,  Montana,  New  Hampshire,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  Ten- 
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nessee,  and  West  Virginia;  and  (4)  restricts  the  movement  of  gooseberry  and 
currant  plants  (other  than  European  black  currants)  into  control-areas  com- 
prising Connecticut,  Delaware,  Maryland,  Massachussets,  Rhode  Island,  and 
Vermont,  and  parts  of  Michigan,  Minnesota,  North  Carolina,  Ohio,  Oregon, 
Pennsylvania,  Virginia,  Washington,  and  Wisconsin. 

Mexican  Fruitfly. — Quarantine  No.  64,  revised,  effective  November  26,  1945 : 
Prohibits,  except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto, 
revised,  effective  November  26,  1945,  the  interstate  movement  from  the  regulated 
area  of  Texas  of  fruits  of  all  varieties. 

White-fringed  beetle. — Quarantine  No.  72,  revised,  effective  May  26,  1948,  as 
amended  effective  March  17,  1949,  July  14,  1950,  May  10,  1951,  July  5,  1952,  and 
September  29, 1953  :  Prohibits,  except  as  provided  in  the  regulations  supplemental 
thereto,  the  interstate  movement  from  the  regulated  areas  in  the  States  of  Ala- 
bama, Florida,  Georgia,  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina, 
and  Tennessee,  to  or  through  any  point  outside  thereof,  of  (1)  live  white-fringed 
beetles  in  any  stage  of  development;  (2)  soil  independently  or  in  connection  with 
nursery  stock,  plants,  or  other  things;  (3)  nursery  stock  and  other  stipulated 
plants  or  plant  products ;  and  (4)  other  articles  as  stipulated  in  §  301.72-3. 

QUARANTINES  APPLYING  TO  THE  TERRITORIES  OF  HAWAII  AND  PUERTO  RICO 

Hawaiian  fruits  and  vegetables. — Quarantine  No.  13,  revised,  effective  June  24, 
1948,  prohibits,  except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental 
thereto,  amended  effective  June  27,  1953,  and  July  20,  1953,  the  movement 
from  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  into  or  through  any  other  Territory,  State,  or 
District  of  the  United  States  of  all  fruits  and  vegetables,  in  the  natural  or 
raw  state,  peels  of  fruits  of  all  genera,  species,  and  varieties  of  the  subfamilies 
Aurantioideae,  Rutoidea,  and  Toddalioideae,  of  the  botanical  family  Rutaceae ; 
cut  flowers ;  rice  straw ;  and  mango  seeds  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  Mediter- 
ranean fruitfly  (Ceratitis  capitata  Hendl.)  melon  fly  (Dacus  cucurbitae  Coq.), 
Oriental  fruitfly  (Dacus  dorsalis  Hendl.),  citrus  canker  (Xanthomonas  citri 
(Hassee)  Dowson),  green  coffee  scale  (Coccus  viridis  Green),  bean  pod  borer 
(Maruca  testulalis  Geyer),  bean  butterfly  (Lampides  boelicus  L.),  Asiatic  rice 
borer  (Chilo  simplex  Butl.),  mango  weevil  (Cryptor  hynchus  mangiferea  F.), 
and  Chinese  rose  beetle  (Adoretus  sinicus  Burm.) 

Sugarcane. — Quarantine  No.  16,  revised,  effective  January  1,  1935:  Prohibits 
the  movement  from  the  Territories  of  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico  into  or  through 
any  other  Territory,  State,  or  District  of  the  United  States  of  canes  of  sugar- 
cane, or  cuttings  or  parts  thereof,  sugarcane  leaves,  and  bagasse,  on  account  of 
certain  injurious  insects  and  diseases  of  sugarcane,  except  that  movement  will 
be  allowed  under  permit  of  specific  materials  on  condition  that  they  have  been 
or  are  to  be  so  treated,  processed,  or  manufactured  that,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Department,  their  movement  will  involve  no  pest  risk. 

Sweetpotato. — Quarantine  No.  30,  revised,  effective  October  10,  1934,  as 
amended  effective  April  18,  1952 :  Prohibits  the  movement  from  the  Territories 
of  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico  into  or  through  any  other  Territory,  State,  or 
District  of  the  United  States  of  any  variety  of  sweetpotato  (Ipomoea  batatas 
Poir.),  regardless  of  the  use  for  which  the  same  is  intended,  on  account  of  the 
sweetpotato  stem  borer  (Omphisa  anastomosalis  Guen.)  and  the  sweetpotato 
scarabee  (Euscepes  batatae  Waterh.).  This  prohibition  does  not  apply  to  the 
movement  under  permit  to  designated  northern  United  States  ports  of  sweet- 
potatoes  that  have  been  given  certain  approved  fumigation. 

Territorial  cotton,  cottonseed,  and  cottonseed  products. — Quarantine  No.  47, 
effective  June  13,  1952 :  Prohibits,  except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions supplemental  thereto,  the  movement  of  all  parts  and  products  of  plants 
of  the  genus  Gossypium,  such  as  seeds,  including  seed  cotton ;  cottonseed ;  cotton 
lint,  linters,  and  other  forms  of  cotton  fiber;  cottonseed  hulls,  cake,  meal,  and 
other  cottonseed  products,  except  oil ;  cotton  waste ;  and  all  other  unmanufac- 
tured parts  of  cotton  plants ;  and  all  second-hand  burlap  and  other  fabric  which 
have  been  used,  or  are  of  the  kinds  ordinarily  used,  for  wrapping  or  containing 
cotton,  from  the  Territory  of  Hawaii,  Puerto  Rico.,  and  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the 
United  States  on  account  of  the  pink  bollworm  of  cotton  (Pectinophora  gossy- 
piella  Saunders)  and  the  cotton  blister  mite  (Eriophyes  gossypii  Banks). 

Puerto  Rican  fruits  and  vegetables. — Quarantine  No.  58,  revised,  effective 
January  22,  1941,  as  amended  effective  January  26,  1949,  and  December  7,  1949 : 
Prohibits,  except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto, 
the  movement  from  the  Territory  of  Puerto  Rico  into  or  through  any  other  Terri- 
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tory,  State,  or  District  of  the  United  States  of  all  fruits  and  vegetables  in  the 
raw  or  unprocessed  state,  on  account  of  certain  injurious  insects,  including  the 
fruitfiies  Anastrepha  suspensa  (Loew)  and  A.  mombinpraeoptans  Sein,  and  the 
bean-pod  borer  Alaruca  testulalis  (Geyer). 

Sand,  soil,  or  earth,  with  plants  from  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico. — Quarantine 
No.  60,  revised,  effective  September  1,  1936:  Prohibits  the  movement  from  the 
Territories  of  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico  into  or  through  any  other  Territory, 
State,  or  District  of  the  United  States  of  sand  (other  than  clean  ocean  sand), 
soil,  or  earth  around  the  roots  of  plants  to  prevent  the  spread  of  certain  injurious 
insects,  including  Phyllophaga  spp.  (white  grubs),  Phytalus  sp.,  Adoretus  sp., 
and  of  several  species  of  termites  or  white  ants.  Provision  is  made  for  the  reten- 
tion of  potted  plants  on  board  vessels  from  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico  when  evi- 
dence is  presented  satisfactory  to  the  plant  quarantine  inspector  that  the  soil 
has  been  so  treated  or  is  so  safeguarded  as  to  eliminate  pest  risk. 

Hawaiian  citrus  nursery  stock. — Quarantine  No.  75,  effective  September  15, 
1947 :  Prohibits  the  movement  from  the  Territory  of  Hawaii  into  or  through  any 
other  Territory,  State,  or  District  of  the  United  States  of  plants  or  any  plant 
part,  except  fruits  and  seeds,  of  all  genera,  species,  and  varieties  of  the  sub- 
families Aurantioideae,  Rutoideae,  and  Toddalioideae  of  the  botanical  family 
Rutaceae,  on  account  of  the  citrus  canker  disease  and  other  citrus  diseases. 

Foreign  Plant  Quarantines 

Foreign  cotton  and  covers  quarantine. — Quarantine  No.  8,  effective  May  10, 
1953  :  Forbids  the  importation  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities,  except  as 
provided  in  supplementary  regulations,  of  (1)  any  parts  or  products  of  plants 
of  the  genus  Gossypium,  including  seed  cotton;  cottonseed;  cotton  lint,  linters, 
and  other  forms  of  cotton  fiber  (not  including  yarn,  thread,  and  cloth)  ;  cotton- 
seed hulls,  cake,  meal,  and  other  cottonseed  products,  except  oil ;  cotton  waste, 
including  thread  waste ;  and  any  other  unmanufactured  parts  of  cotton  plants ; 
and  (2)  second-hand  burlap  and  other  fabrics,  shredded  or  otherwise,  which 
have  been  used,  or  are  of  the  kinds  ordinarily  used,  for  containing  cotton, 
grains,  field  seeds,  agricultural  roots,  rhizomes,  tubers,  or  other  underground 
crops,  because  of  the  pink  bollworm  (Pectinophora  gossypiella  (Saund.)),  the 
golden  nematode  of  potatoes  (Heterodera  rostochiensis  Wr.),  the  flag  smut  dis- 
ease (Urocystis  tritici  Koern.),  and  other  injurious  plant  diseases  and  insect 
pests. 

Seeds  of  avocado  or  alligator  pear. — Quarantine  No.  12,  effective  February  27, 
1914 :  Forbids  the  importation  from  Mexico  and  the  countries  of  Central  America 
of  the  seed  of  the  avocado  or  alligator  pear  on  account  of  the  avocado  weevil 
{Heilipus  lauri). 

Sugarcane. — Quarantine  No.  15,  revised,  effective  October  1,  1934:  Prohibits 
the  importation  from  all  foreign  countries  and  Localities  of  canes  of  sugarcane. 
or  cuttings  or  parts  thereof,  sugarcane  leaves,  and  bagasse,  on  account  of  certain 
injurious  insects  and  diseases  of  sugarcane,  except  that  importation  will  be  al- 
lowed under  permit  of  specific  materials  on  condition  that  they  have  been  or 
are  to  be  so  treated,  processed,  or  manufactured  that,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Department,  their  entry  will  involve  no  pest  risk. 

Citrus  nursery  stock. — Quarantine  No.  19,  revised,  effective  September  15, 1947, 
as  amended  effective  September  5,  1952 :  Forbids  the  importation  into  the  con- 
tinental United  States,  Alaska.  Hawaii,  Puerto  Rico,  and  the  Virgin  Islands  of 
the  United  States  from  all  foreign  localities  and  countries  of  plants  or  any 
plant  part,  except  fruit  and  seeds,  of  all  genera,  species,  and  varieties  of  the 
subfamilies  Aurantioideae,  Rutoideae,  and  Toddalioideae,  of  the  botanical  family 
Rutaceae,  from  Europe,  Asia,  Africa,  South  America,  Central  America,  North 
America  outside  of  the  United  States,  Australia,  and  foreign  oceanic  countries 
and  islands. 

Indian  corn  or  maize  and  related  plants. — Quarantine  No.  24,  effective  July  1. 
1916,  as  amended,  effective  April  1,  1917,  and  April  23,  1917 :  Forbids  the  impor- 
tation from  southeastern  Asia  (including  India,  Siam,  Indochina,  and  China), 
Malayan  Archipelago,  Australia,  New  Zealand,  Oceania,  Philippine  Islands. 
Taiwan  (Formosa),  Japan,  and  adjacent  islands,  in  the  raw  or  unmanufactured 
state,  of  seed  and  all  other  portions  of  Indian  corn  or  maize  (Zea  mays  L.)  and 
the  closely  related  plants,  including  all  species  of  Teosinte  (Euchlaena),  Jobs- 
tears  (Coix),  Polytoca,  Chionachne,  and  Sclerachne,  on  account  of  the  downy 
mildews  and  Physoderma  diseases  of  Indian  corn,  except  that  Indian  corn  or 
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maize  may  be  imported  under  permit  and  upon  compliance  with  the  conditions 
prescribed  in  the  regulations  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture. 

Citrus  fruits. — Quarantine  No.  28,  effective  October  25,  1947,  as  amended 
effective  December  16,  1949,  September  5  and  November  21,  1952:  Forbids  the 
importation  into  the  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  Hawaii,  Puerto  Rico, 
and  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the  United  States  of  all  fruits  and  peel  of  all  genera, 
species,  and  varieties  of  the  subfamilies  Aurantioideae,  Rutoideae,  and  Tod- 
dalioideae  of  the  botanical  family  Ruteceae  from  eastern  and  southeastern 
Asia  (including  India,  Burma,  Ceylon,  Siam,  Indochina,  and  China),  the  Malayan 
Archipelago,  the  Philippine  Islands,  Oceania  (except  Australia  and  Tasmania), 
Japan  (including  Formosa  and  other  islands  adjacent  to  Japan)  ;  Mauritius, 
and  Seychelles,  on  account  of  the  citrus  canker  disease;  forbids  the  importa- 
tion into  the  continental  United  States,  Puerto  Rico  and  Hawaii  of  fruits  and 
peel  of  all  genera,  species,  and  varieties  of  Citrus  aurantifolia  (Christm.) 
Swingle,  C.  aurantium  L.,  C.  lny  strife  DC,  C.  limon  (L.)  Burm.  f.,  0.  paradisi 
Macf.,  C.  reticulata  Blanco,  C.  sinensis  (L.)  Osbeck  and  Fortunella  margarita 
(Lour.)  Swingle,  from  Argentina,  Brazil,  Paraguay,  and  Uruguay,  on  account  of 
sweet  orange  scab;  and  forbids  the  importation  into  the  continental  United 
States,  Puerto  Rico  and  Hawaii  of  fruits  and  peel  of  all  genera,  species,  and 
varieties  of  Citrus  aurantifolia  (Christm.)  Swingle,  C.  aurantium  L.,  C.  limon 
(L.)  Burm.  f.,  C.  medica  L.,  and  C.  sinensis  (L.)  Osbeck,  from  Argentina,  Para- 
guay, and  Uruguay,  on  account  of  the  bacterial  disease  known  as  "Cancrosis  B"  : 
Provided,  that  seeds  and  processed  peel  of  fruits  designated  herein  are  excluded 
from  the  provisions  of  this  quarantine.  Such  seeds,  however,  are  subject  to  the 
requirements  of  Nursery  Stock,  Plant,  and  Seed  Quarantine  No.  37.  Importation 
into  Alaska  of  oranges  of  the  mandarin  class  grown  in  Japan  are  allowed  under 
permit  and  other  requirements. 

Sweetpotato  and  yam. — Quarantine  No.  29,  effective  January  1,  1918,  as 
amended  effective  September  5, 1952 :  Forbids  the  importation  into  the  continental 
United  States  for  any  purpose  of  any  variety  of  sweetpotatoes  and  yams 
(Jpomoea  batatas  and  Dioscorea  spp.)  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities, 
on  account  of  the  sweetpotato  weevils  {Cylas  spp.)  and  the  sweetpotato  scarabee 
(Euscepes  batatae). 

Bamboo. — Quarantine  No.  34,  effective  October  1,  1918:  Forbids  the  importa- 
tion for  any  purpose  of  any  variety  of  bamboo  seed,  plants,  or  cuttings  thereof 
capable  of  propagation,  including  all  genera  and  species  of  the  tribe  Bambuseae, 
from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities,  on  account  of  dangerous  plant  diseases, 
including  the  bamboo  smut  (Ustilago  shiraiana) .  This  quarantine  order  does 
not  apply  to  bamboo  timber,  consisting  of  the  mature  dried  culms  or  canes  which 
are  imported  for  fishing  rods,  furniture  making,  or  other  purposes,  or  to  any  kind 
of  articles  manufactured  from  bamboo,  or  to  bamboo  shoots  cooked  or  otherwise 
preserved. 

Nursery  stock,  plants,  and  seeds. — Quarantine  No.  37,  effective  December  5, 
1950,  as  amended  effective  July  1,  1950,  and  September  5,  1952 :  Forbids  the  im- 
portation into  the  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  Hawaii,  Puerto  Rico,  and 
the  Virgin  Islands  of  the  United  States  from  designated  countries  of  certain 
nursery  stock  and  other  plants  and  plant  products  specified  in  the  quarantine 
because  of  the  respective  injurious  insects  and  plant  diseases  listed.  Restricts 
the  importation  from  any  foreign  country  or  locality  of  nonprohibited  field-grown 
florists'  stock,  trees,  shrubs,  vines,  cuttings,  grafts,  scions,  buds,  and  fruit  pits 
and  other  seeds  of  forest,  fruit,  and  ornamental  trees  and  shrubs ;  bedding  plants  ; 
other  herbaceous  plants,  bulbs,  and  roots ;  field,  vegetable,  and  flower  seeds ;  and 
other  plants  and  plant  products  for,  or  capable  of,  propagation,  except  as  pro- 
vided in  supplemental  regulations. 

Permits  are  required  for  importations  of  all  restricted  plant  material.  Permits 
are  not  required  for  such  material,  other  than  Aglaonema,  imported  for  food, 
analytical,  medicinal,  or  manufacturing  purposes;  seeds  of  field  crops,  vege- 
tables, and  anual,  biennial  and  perennial  flowers  which  are  essentially  herbaceous 
in  character,  except  seeds  of  Lathyrus,  Vicia,  and  okra ;  or  for  sterile  cultures 
of  orchid  seedlings  in  glass  containers.  This  "nonpermit"  material,  however,  is 
subject  to  inspection  and  certain  other  conditions. 

Bulbs  imported  under  permit  are  subject  to  inspection  and  must  comply  with 
other  requirements  of  the  regulations. 

All  imported  plant  material  is  subject  to  inspection  to  determine  freedom  from 
pests,  except  as  noted  in  the  regulations.  Treatment  of  most  classes  of  material 
is  another  condition  of  entry.    Entry  will  be  refused  to  plant  material  found  upon 
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inspection  to  harbor  injurious  pests  which  are  not  widely  prevalent  in  the  United 
States  when  no  adequate  treatment  is  available. 

All  restricted  plant  material  must  be  free  from  sand,  soil,  or  earth,  with  certain 
limited  exceptions.     Shipments  not  so  freed  may  be  refused  entry. 

Size-age  limitations  for  all  restricted  trees  and  shrubs  to  be  imported  are 
prescribed. 

Tvnes  of  plant  material  that  may  be  imported  from  designated  countries  sub- 
ject to  growing  under  postentry  quarantine  conditions  are  also  listed. 

The  quarantine  and  regulations  should  be  consulted  for  specific  details. 

European  corn  borer. — Quarantine  No.  41,  revised,  effective  June  1,  1926 :  For- 
bids, except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto, 
revised  effective  March  1,  1933,  as  amended,  effective  July  15,  1947,  October  1, 
1948,  and  September  10,  1952,  the  importation  from  all  foreign  countries  and 
localities  of  the  stalk  and  all  other  parts,  whether  used  for  packing  or  other 
purposes,  in  the  raw  or  unmanufactured  state,  of  Indian  corn  or  maize,  broom- 
corn,  sweet  sorghums,  grain  sorghums,  Sudan  grass,  Johnson  grass,  sugarcane, 
pearl  millet,  napier  grass,  teosinte,  and  jobs-tears,  on  account  of  the  European 
corn  borer  (Pyrausta  nubilalis  Hubn.)  and  other  dangerous  insects  and  plant 
diseases. 

Rice. — Quarantine  No.  55,  revised,  effective  November  23,  1933 :  Forbids  the 
importation  of  seed  or  paddy  rice  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities  except 
the  Republic  of  Mexico,  and  forbids  the  importation  of  rice  straw  and  rice  hulls 
from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities,  and  seed  or  paddy  rice  from  the  Republic 
of  Mexico,  except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto, 
effective  November  23,  1933,  as  amended,  effective  August  1,  1934,  on  account  of 
injurious  fungous  diseases  of  rice,  including  downy  mildew  (Sclerospora  macro- 
carpa),  leaf  smut  (Entyloma  oryzae),  blight  (Oospora  oryztorum) ,  and  glume 
blotch  (Melanomma  glumarum) ,  as  well  as  dangerous  insect  pests. 

Fruits  and  vegetables. — Quarantine  No.  56,  effective  November  1, 1923 :  Forbids, 
except  as  provided  in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  revised, 
effective  December  1,  1936,  as  amended  effective  April  7,  1948,  and  September  5, 
1952,  the  importation  into  the  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  Hawaii,  Puerto 
Rico,  and  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the  United  States  of  fruits  and  vegetables,  except 
as  restricted,  as  to  certain  countries  and  districts,  by  special  quarantines  and 
other  orders,  and  of  plants  or  portions  of  plants  used  as  packing  material  in 
connection  with  shipments  of  such  fruits  and  vegetables  from  all  foreign  coun- 
tries and  localities  other  than  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  on  account  of  injurious 
insects,  including  fruitflies  and  melonflies  (Trypetidae).  Includes  and  super- 
sedes Quarantine  No.  49  on  account  of  the  citrus  blackfly. 

Flag  smut. — Quarantine  No.  59,  effective  June  8,  1953 :  Forbids,  except  as  pro- 
vided in  the  rules  and  regulations  supplemental  thereto,  the  importation  of  grain 
of  any  and  all  species  and  varieties  of  wheat  (Triticum  spp.)  ;  wheat  straw, 
bulls,  and  chaff;  wheat  products  of  the  milling  process,  such  as  bran,  shorts, 
thistle  sharps,  and  pollards,  but  excluding  wheat  flour ;  and  seeds  of  Melilotus 
indica  and  of  any  other  field  crops  that  have  been  separated  from  wheat  during 
the  process  of  screening;  from  Aden  Protectorate,  Afghanistan,  Australia,  Bul- 
garia, Caucasus  (including  but  not  limited  to  Azerbaidzhan,  South  Russia,  and 
Transcaucasia),  Chile,  China,  Cyprus,  Egypt,  Germany,  Greece,  India,  Iran, 
Iraq,  Israel,  Italy,  Japan,  Netherlands,  Oman,  Pakistan,  Palestine,  Portugal, 
Saudi  Arabia,  Sinai  Peninsula,  Spain,  Syria,  Trans-Jordon,  Tunisia,  Turkestan, 
Turkey,  Union  of  South  Africa,  and  Yemen. 

Packing  materials. — Quarantine  No.  69,  effective  July  1,  1933,  as  amended, 
effective  July  1,  1933,  and  June  8,  1953:  Forbids  the  entry  from  all  foreign 
countries  and  localities  of  the  following  materials  when  used  as  packing  for 
other  commodities,  except  in  special  cases  where  preparation,  processing,  or 
manufacture  are  judged  by  an  inspector  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  to  have  eliminated  risk  of  carrying  injurious  insects  and  plant 
diseases:  Rice  straw,  hulls,  and  chaff;  cotton  and  cotton  products;  sugarcane, 
including  bagasse;  bamboo  leaves  and  small  shoots;  leaves  of  plants;  forest 
litter ;  and  soil  containing  an  appreciable  admixture  of  vegetable  matter  not 
therein  provided  for  by  regulation.  All  parts  of  corn  and  allied  plants  are 
likewise  prohibited  except  from  Mexico  and  the  countries  of  Central  America, 
the  West  Indies,  and  South  America.  This  quarantine  also  brings  under  re- 
striction, involving  inspection  at  will  by  the  Department  but  requiring  no 
permit  or  certificate,  the  following  when  used  as  packing:  Cereal  straw,  hulls, 
and  chaff  (such  as  oats,  barley,  and  rye),  from  all  countries,  except  rice  straw, 
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hulls,  and  chaff  which  are  prohibited  importation  from  all  countries,  and  except 
wheat  straw,  hulls,  and  chaff  which  are  restricted  importation  from  Aden  Protec- 
torate, Afghanistan,  Australia,  Bulgaria,  Caucasus  (including  but  not  limited  to 
Azerbaidzhan,  South  Russia,  and  Transcaucasia),  Chile,  China,  Cyprus,  Egypt, 
Germany,  Greece,  India,  Iran,  Iraq,  Israel,  Italy,  Japan,  Netherlands,  Oman, 
Pakistan,  Palestine,  Portugal,  Saudi  Arabia,  Sinai  Peninsula,  Spain,  Syria, 
Trans-Jordan,  Tunisia,  Turkestan,  Turkey,  Union  of  South  Africa,  and  Yemen ; 
corn  and  allied  plants  from  Mexico,  Central  America,  the  West  Indies,  and 
South  America;  willow  twigs  from  Europe;  grasses,  hay,  and  similar  dried 
plant  mixtures  from  all  countries ;  and  authorized  soil-packing  materials  from 
all  conntries.  This  quarantine  does  not  cover  such  widely  used  packing  mate- 
rials as  excelsior,  paper,  sawdust,  ground  cork,  charcoal,  and  various  other 
materials  which,  because  of  their  nature  or  process  of  manufacture,  are  unlikely 
to  transport  plant  parasites. 

Dutch  elm  disease. — Quarantine  No.  70,  revised,  effective  October  31,  1947 : 
Forbids  the  importation  from  Europe,  Canada,  and  other  foreign  areas  north  of 
the  United  States,  on  account  of  a  disease  due  to  the  fungus  Ceratostomclla  ulmi, 
of  seeds,  leaves,  plants,  cuttings,  and  scions  of  elm  and  related  plants ;  logs  of 
elm  and  related  plants;  lumber,  timber,  and  veneer  of  such  plants  if  bark  is 
present  on  them ;  and  crates,  boxes,  barrels,  packing  cases,  and  other  containers, 
and  other  articles  manufactured  in  whole  or  in  part  of  the  wood  of  elm  or 
related  plants  if  not  free  from  bark. 

Coffee. — Quarantine  No.  73,  effective  April  1,  1940 :  Prohibits  the  importation 
into  Puerto  Rico  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities  of  (1)  the  seed  or  beans 
of  coffee  which,  previous  to  importation,  have  not  been  roasted  to  a  degree 
which,  in  the  judgment  of  an  inspector  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  will 
have  destroyed  coffee  borers  in  all  stages,  (2)  coffee  berries  or  fruits,  and  (3) 
coffee  plants  and  leaves,  on  account  of  an  injurious  coffee  insect  known  as  the 
coffee  berry  borer  (Stephanoderes  [ coffeae  Hgdn.l  hampei  Ferr.)  and  an  injurious 
rust  disease  due  to  the  fungus  Hemileia  vastatrix  B.  and  Br.  Provision  is  made 
for  importations  of  samples  of  unroasted  coffee  seeds  or  beans  and  for  shipments 
of  unroasted  coffee  seeds  or  beans  in  transit  to  destinations  other  than  Puerto 
Rico. 

Cut  flowers. — Quarantine  No.  74,  effective  August  1,  1947,  and  September  5, 
1952:  Restricts  the  entry  of  cut  flowers  into  the  continental  United  States, 
Alaska,  Hawaii,  Puerto  Rico,  and  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the  United  States  from 
foreign  countries,  including  those  in  Europe,  Asia,  Africa,  Australasia,  South 
America,  Central  America,  North  America,  and  other  foreign  countries  and 
islands  (other  than  cut  flowers  produced  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  Labrador, 
Newfoundland,  and  the  United  States),  except  as  provided  in  the  regulations 
supplemental  thereto. 

OTHER  RESTRICTIVE  ORDERS 

The  regulation  of  the  entry  of  nursery  stock  from  foreign  countries  into  the 
United  States  was  specifically  provided  for  in  the  Plant  Quarantine  Act.  The 
act  further  provides  for  the  similar  regulation  of  any  other  class  of  plants  or 
plant  products  when  the  need  therefor  shall  be  determined.  The  entry  of  the 
plants  and  plant  products  listed  below  has  been  brought  under  such  regulation. 

Nursery  stock. — The  conditions  governing  the  entry  of  nursery  stock  and  other 
plants  and  seeds  from  all  foreign  countries  and  localities  are  indicated  above 
under  "Foreign  plant  quarantines."     (See  Quarantine  No.  37.) 

Potatoes. — The  order  of  December  22,  1913,  and  the  regulations  issued  there- 
under, revised,  effective  March  1,  1922,  and  amended,  effective  April  15,  1944, 
May  2,  1949,  and  January  8,  1953,  restrict  the  importation  of  potatoes  from  all 
foreign  countries  and  localities  except  the  Dominion  of  Canada  and  Bermuda, 
on  account  of  injurious  potato  diseases  and  insect  pests.  The  importation  of 
potatoes  is  now  authorized  from  Bermuda,  Canada,  Cuba,  the  Dominican  Re- 
public, and  the  States  of  Chiapas,  Guanajuato,  Jalisco,  Queretaro,  San  Luis 
Potosi,  Sonora,  and  Tamaulipas,  and  the  northern  territory  of  Baja  California, 
Mexico. 

Plant  safeguard  regulations. — These  rules  and  regulations,  revised,  effective 
December  1,  1932,  as  amended  effective  October  1,  1949,  provide  safeguards  for 
the  landing  or  unloading  for  transshipment  and  exportation  and  for  transporta- 
tion and  exportation  in  bond  of  restricted  or  prohibited  plants  and  plant  prod- 
ucts when  it  is  determined  that  such  entry  can  be  made  without  involving  risk 
to  the  plant  cultures  of  the  United  States  and  also  provide  for  the  safeguarding 
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of  such  plant  material  at  a  port  or  within  the  territorial  limits  of  the  United 
States  where  entry  or  landing  is  not  intended  or  where  entry  has  been  refused. 
Rules  and  regulations  governing  the  movement  of  plants  and  plant  products 
into  and  out  of  the  District  of  Columbia. — These  rules  and  regulations,  revised 
effective  April  30,  193S,  are  promulgated  under  the  amendment  to  the  Plant 
Quarantine  Act  of  May  31,  1920.  They  provide  for  the  regulation  of  the 
movement  of  plants  and  plant  products,  including  nursery  stock,  from  or  into 
the  District  of  Columbia  and  for  the  control  of  injurious  plant  diseases  and 
insect  pests  within  the  said  District. 

MISCELLANEOUS  REGULATIONS 

Mexican  border  regulations. — These  regulations,  effective  September  8,  1912, 
as  amended  effective  November  15,  1949,  were  promulgated  under  the  Act  ap- 
proved January  31,  1942,  entitled,  "To  provide  for  regulating,  inspecting,  clean- 
ing, and,  when  necessary,  disinfecting  railway  cars,  other  vehicles,  and  other 
materials  entering  the  United  States  from  Mexico".  <  56  Stat.  40:  7  U.  S.  C. 
149),  and  supersede  the  rules  and  regulations  prohibiting  the  movement  of 
cotton  and  cottonseed  from  Mexico  into  the  United  States  and  governing  the 
entry  into  the  United  States  of  railway  cars  and  other  vehicles,  freight,  express, 
baggage,  or  other  materials  from  Mexico  at  border  points,  promulgated  June  23, 
1917,  and  amended  effective  January  29,  1920.  They  are  designed  to  prevent 
the  entry  of  the  pink  bollworm  of  cotton,  which  is  known  to  exist  widely  in 
Mexico.  They  provide  for  the  examination  of  passengers'  baggage,  for  the 
disinfection  of  railway  cars  and  other  vehicles,  freight,  express,  and  other  ship- 
ments. All  fees  collected  for  disinfecting  railway  cars  and  other  vehicles  are 
deposited  in  the  United  States  Treasury  as  miscellaneous  receipts. 

The  inspectors  concerned  in  the  enforcement  of  these  regulations  at  border 
points  are  charged  also  with  enforcement  of  restrictions  on  the  entry  of  plants 
and  plant  products  under  various  foreign  plant  quarantines. 

Regulations  governing  sanitary  export  certification. — These  regulations,  re- 
vised effective  July  1,  1945.  were  promulgated  pursuant  to  authority  granted 
in  the  Department  of  Agriculture  Organic  Act  of  1944,  approved  September  21. 
1944  (58  Stat.  724).  They  provide  for  the  inspection  and  certification  of 
domestic  plants  and  plant  products  intended  for  export  to  countries  requiring 
such  certification.  All  fees  collected  for  this  service  are  deposited  in  the 
United  States  Treasury  as  miscellaneous  receipts. 

Regulations  governiyig  entry  of  mollusks. — These  regulations,  effective  Octo- 
ber 22,  1952,  were  promulgated  under  the  Act  approved  September  22,  1951, 
entitled,  "An  Act  to  prevent  the  entry  of  certain  mollusks  into  the  United 
States."  The  regulations  provide  that  produce,  baggage,  salvaged  war  mate- 
rials, and  other  goods  that  might  harbor  the  giant  African  snail  and  other 
destructive  mollusks  will  be  subject  to  inspection  upon  arrival  in  this  country 
from  foreign  countries  and  from  Guam.  Inbound  vessels,  vehicles,  aircraft,  or 
other  conveyances  that  are  found  upon  inspection  to  contain  such  pests  may  be 
refused  entry  or  may  be  allowed  to  enter  after  thorough  treatment  under  strict 
safeguards.  Provision  is  made  in  the  regulations  for  importation  of  mollusks 
for  scientific  purposes.  Those  imported  for  use  in  medical  research  may  enter 
under  permits  issued  by  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service.
